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CHRONICLE OF EVENTS IN 187L 

♦>- 

EUROPE. 

All other occurrences have been so dwarfed in comparison with the grra* events 
which have taken place in Fiance during the yeai 1871, tli.it it is ncccssaiy first 
to sketch the course of* the Ficneh \uu and the n solution that giew out of it. 
At the opening of the year thmc were nearly one million of German soldiers on 
the soil of France —the great*”*! wai like invasion since the days of’ Xeixos. They* 
were divided into four great armies of about 2,u0,000 mm each, -while another 
body of equal nuniher was scattered along the line of 1 ad wav from Saarbruck to 
Pans The first army, command* J by the Piussian King, v\as befoie Pa is, wear- 
ing out by famine what it could not take by force The second army, under the 
Crown Prince, was attacking General Cliaiizy near Le Mans, aiul endeavouring to 
push on to the gicit arsenal of Bowses and thence to the south of France. The 
third, under Prince Frederick Glunes, was movn.g in a line west of and parallel to 
the second aimv and w.i» opposed to General Boiutnki and t lie Gaiibaluians. 
The fourth under Geneial Mdnteudel w r as opposed to Geneial F.iullieibe and was 
fast oven u lining Nmman'h Neva m the histoiy nfTiu. world had nation to meet 
so formidable a toe, newt* was defence moie eneige+ic, seldom less ‘•uocessfid. 
Gambetta was dictator of Fianci , tlev ate 1 to that d. 0 i «ty K • ,uh* none other could 
compare with him in envigy and i he genius oi government, it was not possible 
for bun to succeed when the whole regular anny of France was impiisoned in 
Geimany, and there wore but raw and dishcailcncd recruits to burl against the 
Prussian veterans who weie always more numeious than their opponents. 

The year opened with the smiemlct of Mez lores, the fortress on which 
Macmaliou intended to ictnvJ liom Sedan. The very next day a great battle 
was fought at Ihipaume by Geneials Faidberbe and MantcufFel. Doth sides 
claimed the victoiy Three ci«*y s afterwards the Pi ussians commenced to bom- 
bard Pai is, hoping thus to hasten the surrender. On the Uth Jatiuaiy General 
Chatizv was entirely touted at Le Mans and that great store-house fell into the 
hands of the Prussi ms. Tins laid the centre of Fiance open to the Crown Piincc. 
On the 17th General Bouibaki was thoroughly lepulsod by Genera Weidei at 
Belfort and eanpclLd to letieat. It was the depth of winter. Bourbaki had 
provided nothing tor h\< anny. Snow and bust, hunger and the Germans 
harassed and decimated nis soidius. Alter tlmteeii days of most disastrous 
retieat, the French army*, oi what was ‘elf ol it, escaped into Swit/eiland. In the 
midst of these great sauces, the Pru ^iui Ling was plot 1 . .lined Emperor of 
Geimany at YeisaitJes, m tlm paheo of the Fiendi kings. Next iLy the new 
empire was again vietonous at St Quentin, wiiue General Faidhcibe was totally' 
routed. On the 2l&t J niuai v the Gaul aidians debated the Gamins at Dijon, 
but knew* not how to follow up their vhtory. 

Meanwhile Paris wa* bravely enduring the hoi rot* nt famine. Absolute and 
universd staivntion stated Ml m tlie face. So energetic bad been the defence that 
J the Gei mans were fmtiiei from Fans than at any picvious date, but who could 
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fight against famine ? On the 24th January, Jules Favre proceeded to Versailles 
with offers of surrender. Four days afterwards an armistice and surrender were 
agreed upon and the Prussians entered the Paris forts. Unfortunately the popula- 
tion was not disarmed and, while the regular troops were taken prisoners, the Na- 
tional Guard were left embodied. All thoughts now turned towards peace, except 
those of Gambetta and his followers, who were for an earnest prosecution of the 
war. But the surrender of Paris allow ed the other members of the provisional 
government to supersede Gambetta. A new constituent assembly was summoned 
to meet at Bordeaux. On the 13th February they met. Their first act was to 
appoint Thiers an almost absolute dictator, with especial reference to the making 
of peace. The preliminaries of peace were signed on the 26th February and 
ratified by the Constituent Assembly on the 1st March. 

We must now turn once more to Paris. There, on the 7th March, a portion of 
the National Guard refused to obey orders, and collected cannon and munitions of 
war on the heights of Monmartre. With inconceivable folly the authorities 
winked at this mutiny, allowed days to pass before they interfered, and then, by 
their pusillanimous action, invited the National Guard to resist. This they did 
successfully on the 18th March, when the guns were carried into Paris, General 
Thomas and Lecompte foully murdered, and a red republican or communist 
government set up at the Hotel de Ville. On the 22nd the ‘ k party of order” in 
Paris made a demonstration against the rebels! Naturally enough, when the 
latter found they were only to be opposed by demonstrations, they felt secure, shot 
down their opponents, and made open war against Thiers and his government. 

The French Government was at last forced to take the energetic measures that 
would a few days earlier have prevented the outbreak. As fast as the troops 
returned from their German prisons they were hurried up to Paris. Marshal 
Macmahon, who had recovered from the severe wound received at Sedan, was 
placed in command, and a new siege of Paris commenced. There could be no 
doubt of the issue, for Valerien and most of the other forts were in the hands 
of government. Without entering into details, suffice it to say that the fighting 
was fiercest at Neuilly, for Macmahon liad determined to enter Paris by the 
gate near the Arc de Triomphe. After severe fighting, the Communists were 
driven into the city. The whole locality near the Neuilly barrier was then 
bombarded so as to prevent the massing of the Communist forces in the threatened 
quarter. By the middle of May it was seen that Paris must be overcome (the 
second siege hud commenced in the last week of March.) With atrocious barba- 
rity, the Communist leaders now resolved to destroy what they could not hold.- 
The Napoleon column in the Place de Vendome was thrown down on the 16th, 
and from that date preparations were made for burning all the best part of Paris. 
On the 21st May the troops entered Paris, but were engaged in most desperate 
street-fighting for a whole week. On the 24th the Archbishop of Paris and sixty- 
three other hostages were shot, and all the chief buildings in Paris set on fire. 
On the 28th Macmahon announced that opposition had ceased. During this 
dreadful week it is computed that not less than 30,000 communists were killed, and 
a a many more were taken prisoners.

Since then France has been attempting to settle its government, and repair its 
losses. The Constituent Assembly was strongly Orleanist — in favor of the acces- 
sion to power of the heirs of Louis Philippe. By a strange hesitation, the favorable 
opportunity was lost. Thiers was allowed to rule under the title of President of 
the Republic, and the sweets of power have overcome his loyalty to his old masters. 
Dissensions among the Orleans and Bourbon princes alienated their friends, while 
no one of them came to the front as a national leader. Hankering after a strong 
and settled government, deserted by the Princes, hating the Reds, the great mass 
of the people learnt to lean upon Thiers. At the dissolution of the Constituent 
Assembly and the election of the present National Assembly, the great majority 
of the representatives returned \*ere moderate republicans, friends of order. 
Thiei*s remains as firmly in power as a man of more than 70 years old can be, but 
it is certain that France has not seen the end of its troubles or obtained a settled 
government. By the treaty of peace it lost Alsace and Lorraine, was compelled 
to pay 200,000,000 pounds sterling, and to meet the whole cost of the German 
army of occupation. 

Other parts of continental Europe were equally profound ly, but less violently, 
moved by the religious discussion arising out of the decree of the General Coun- 
cil of the previous year regarding the infallibility of the Pope. Dr. Dollinger, 
the famous theologian and ecclesiastical historian, was bold enough to withstand the 
new dogma, and openly refuse to adopt or obey it. He was therefore excommuni- 
cated, and the same punishment was hurled at his followers. Manfully determined 
to uphold the truth at all costs, Dr. Dollinger would not submit. Bowing to the 
will of the people, the Bavarian Government has been compelled to support tho 
brave old man, and it now seems as if the Roman church will suffer another schism 
— a schism brought on by its own wanton folly in erecting into a dogma what is 
a palpable untruth and an historical imposture. While thus weakeued on one side, . 
the Popedom has been strengthened (as all but the Pope and those who bow to bis \ 
infallibility must believe) by the loss of its temporal power. In January, the \ 
Italian parliament solemnly accepted Rome as an Italian city, and declared it the 
capital of Italy. During the year, the Italian Government has been transferred 
to Rome — every country in Europe has accepted the change, and to all appear- 
ance Rome and Italy are now inseparably joined. Free from the reproach of its 
utter incapacity for civil government, the Popedom will now be able to give its 
whole attention to religious matters, free from the suspicion and reproach which 
have hitherto hampered it. 

HOME— POLITICAL. 

Turn we now to home affairs, which have been of unusual interest. Seeking 
reputation at the hands of the least educated and least responsible parties, upheld 
by them while he serves their 'ends, Mr. Gladstone, the English premier, has, at 
the bidding of the working classes who pay no or but little tax towards the support 
of government, entered upon a career of reckless reform, as it is called, of existing 
institutions. 

On the firstof January 1871, the Irish Church Bill came into force, and shortly 
after the Irish Land Bill. These measures were announced as the panacea for 
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Irish discontent, but the year ends with more disgraceful proceedings in the 
Dublin Criminal Court than had occurred throughout the whole Fenian period. 
But a tew weeks previously, Phoenix Park was the scene of an organized 
and cruel attack upon the police, with no other justification that the excuse that 
in putting down an illegal assembly just before the police had been compelled in 
self-defence to use their truncheons. Where the confiscation and loss had fallen 
upon the loyal, and only talk had descended on the disloyal, this was natural ; and 
now Ireland is ripe for a new rebellion, and a murderer sent up for trial has first 
to be escorted by an army, and is then acquitted by a jury who dare not risk their 
lives by giving an honest verdict. The acquittal of the dastardly murderer has 
been the signal of the most disgraceful manifestations of joy in many parts of 
Ireland An agitation for “ Home rule” is Feniomsui in another form, and Ireland 
is still England's “ sore place.” 

In February the Army Bill was introduced, abolishing at vast cost an arrange- 
ment which, though illogical, had worked admirably, and substituting promotion 
by selection, that is interest, for promotion by purchase. Unwelcome in the Com- 
mons, the bill was only passed after enormous opposition, and upon the votes of a 
ministerial party who were driven by ill-concealed threats of a dissolution. 
Received by the House of Lords just at the period when their sittings usually 
closed, the bill was rejected on the ground that it contained no sections providing 
another system in the place of that it abolished. Determined not to be thwarted, 
Mr. Gladstone persuaded the Queen to abolish by her prerogative what he had 
failed to remove by law, and on the 20th July all England was startled by such an 
act of despotic government as had not been known in Great Britain for a hundred 
years. The House of Lords was compelled to save the dignity of the crown by 
rendering its act legal, and the bill was therefore passed under protest in the end 
of July. This Act, iii connection with the royal warrant issued in the first week 
of November, has revolutionized the army. Nearly 3,000 officers have applied for 
permission to resign the service. With his usual regard for the uneducated, 
Mr. Gladstone has in the new warrant, permitted commissions in the army to be 
given to men risen from the ranks without requiring them to pass the examination 
required from those who receive commissions under other circumstances. It 
remains to be seen by actual experience whether the new system will produce 
better officers than the old. 

Only four days after Mr. Caldwell introduced the Army Bill Mr. Forster 
brought the Ballot Bill before the house. The Bill met with much opposition, 
and only received the earnest support of the radical party. Like the Army Bilj 
it made its way through the Commons, but was rejected b) the Lords. It is hard 
to see why a bill that merely proposes to alter the’ mode of giving votes should be 
so eagerly pressed or so hotly opposed. If the lowest classes are fit lor the fran- 
chise, as the government pretends, it is strange they should require so much secrecy 
or desire to make so great a mystery of their privilege. If, on the other hand, the 
uneducated class and their friends sec some miraculous efficacy in putting their 
voting papers into an urn rather than openly presenting them to the registering 
officer, why should not their wish be gratified ? However that may be, the hill 
led to an unseemly discussion and to strange after-dinner utterances during the

parliamentary vacation. Mr. Gladstone, at Greenwich, announced the intention of 
government again to introduce the bill at the earliest possible period. 

The next sweeping measure was the Education Act. Passed in 1870, it was not 
put in force till the year 1871. Its provision for compulsory education has pro- 
voked much public discussion. Undoubtedly a wise measure in its general scope, its 
unexpected effect has been to place the Church of England in almost undisputed 
lordship over popular education. It was intended to be perfectly neutral in 
religious matters and rather to encourage secular schools. One clause was care- 
lessly di awn, and became law before it was known how it would act It was soon 
tested and found to act as described above. An immediate and bitter agitation 
arose. The nonconformists, who are one-half of the whole population of England 
would not suffer their exclusion from the benefits of the act. An education league 
was formed at Birmingham and, under its auspices, excited meetings have been 
held throughout the country. Hitherto the nonconformists have been Mr. Glad- 
stone’s stoutest supporters, but they now openly aver that they will overthrow the 
ministry if the obnoxious clause be not at once repealed. Compulsory education 
must be so great a blessing that it is hoped on all sides that a way may be found 
out of the present difficulty. Lord Lawrence, the late Viceroy of India, is chair- 
man of the London School Board. 

Another agitation of even more bitter character has disturbed England. Senti- 
mental and notoriety-loving women have united with a number of “popular” 
ministers to denounce the Contagious. Diseases Act. They have flooded England 
with obscene literature, with false and wicked stories and with the vilest slanders on 
those who administer this beneficent act. Repeating the tactics and the ignorant 
follies of the headers of the anti-vaccination agitation of many years back, they 
desire to overthrow the government on a question where truth and purity, 
experience and science are all against them. The apparent success of these strange 
agitators, who seem utterly oblivious to the fact that it is a shame to any honest 
woman to know anything of the subject, is a curious illustration of the readiness 
with which a large portion of the English people may still be persuaded by much 
talking to follow any object whether good or had. It will be a disgrace to 
England if this scandalous agitation should pursuade parliament to undo the 
great blessings that must result from the firm ami discreet administration of the 
present law. 


SOCIAL. 

The timidity of the present government in giving way to every blustering 
crowd has encouraged the mob leaders to make new demands, and for the first 
time in modern English history there has been an outspoken republican movement 
Confined in the early part of the year to the “ great unwashed,” who desire to 
have their lounge in Trafalgar square spiced with treasonable speeches from the 
mouths of sham workmen, the movement spread through the kingdom. Its only 
vitality lay in the opportunity thus given for persons hankering after notoriety to 
air treasonable speeches without any fear of penalties. The year closes with the 
adhesion to the movement of a very young mfcn, Sir Charles Dilke, who owes the 
title which is his only distinction to the personal friendship with the Prince 
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Consort with which his father was honored. The only excuse for Sir Charles 
Dilke's folly lies in his juvenile craving for notoriety however obtained. The 
chief object of attack, with a view to the agitation having at least some 
result, was the grant of a dowry to the Princes Louise on her marriage 
with the Marquis of Lome. Careless of the fact that the Royal estates were 
only handed over to the national management on the understanding that 
the nation would meet the charges that had hitherto been met by the income 
from the crown lands ; forgetting that the produce of these estates is much 
greater than the whole present charge for the maintenance of royalty ; unmind- 
ful that the royal estates as much belong to the crown as the estates of 
any proprietor belong to him, these mob-orators desired to compel the members 
of the royal family to go from their home without portion or property, pauper 
husbands and wives, — would have them be leaders of English society without the 
means of living in private comfort. The marriage of the Princess on the 21st 
March met with the approval of the whole educated community, and parliament 
refused to defraud a princess at the bidding of a crowd who contribute no share 
of the national income. 

On the 2nd April the census of Great Britain and Ireland was taken. The 
returns give a total population of 31,817,108 persons, of whom 21,487,688 or 
almost exactly two-thirds dwell in England ; 1,216,420 in Wales ; 3,358,613, or a 
little more than one-tenth in Scotland ; and 5,402,759, or slightly more than one- 
sixth, in Ireland The population of the whole country had increased by 2J 
millions of persons since 1861 . Of this increase 447,815 persons were contributed by 
London alone, which has now reached the immense total of 3,251,804 inhabitants. 

Four days afterwards a son was born to the Princess of Wales, but it died the 
next day. This was the sixth child of the Princess — the other five are all living. 

Every other domestic event was now forgotten in the 'excitement caused by 
Mr. Lowe’s budget statement on the 20th April. It was a manifest and dis- 
graceful failure. The anticipated deficiency of income was proposed to be met 
by a tax on matches. One of Mr. Gladstone’s ordinary supporters, Mr. White, 
moved in the Commons a resolution condemning the budget, and this motion was 
only lost in a full house by a majority of 27. On the same day the women and 
children who gained their living by the making of lucifers, marched in procession 
to present a petition against the tax. The police, who were perfectly helpless 
against the crowds who blocked Trafalgar Square and made the Parks unsafe for 
decent visitors, made a valiant attack upon the women, half-killed some, broke the 
heads of many others, and carried off an unresisting host to prison. The budget 
could not withstand the ridicule which this gallant affray brought upon it, and was 
withdrawn three days afterwards. The new budget provided the necessary funds 
by an increase of the income tax. 

The end of June was made noteworthy by the opening of the new St. Thomas' 
Hospital by the Queen. This hospital, on the Southern Thames embankment 
facing the Houses of Parliament, is believed to be the largest in the world and is 
certainly the finest. So magnificent a range of buildings devoted to the gratuitous 
treatment of human ailments is one of the chiefest glories of our land. 
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A fortnight afterwards commenced the trial of the famous case of Tichborne 
versus Lushington, in which the claimant seeks to establish that he is the Sir 
Roger Tichborne who was supposed to have been drowned at the wreck of the 
ship Bella seventeen years before. The case has excited the most ardent interest. 
More sensational than the most exciting novel, it has for the time dwarfed all 
other events, and the public journals have printed the evidence in the fullest 
detail. With the exception of a two month’s vacation the hearing has continued 
to the present time. The property at stake is enormous as, in addition to the estate 
itself, there are also in question the mesne profits for a long series of years. No 
member of the family has recognized the claimant except the mother of Sir Roger, 
and this recognition is the main strength of his case. The decision of the jury is 
most eagerly awaited, but unless the case for the claimant should unexpectedly 
break down, which recent telegrams seem to predict, the decision cannot be given | 
for many weeks to come. 

Throughout the year there has been much discontent with the administration 
of the English Navy. The loss of the Captain in September 1870 was but the 
first of a series of disasters which have greatly irritated the countrj 7 . After the 
foundering of the Captain , Government instituted an enquiry, but was accused of 
wilfully deceiving the Committee. The chief blame was laid on Mr. Reed the 
chief constructor, but he conclusively proved that he had warned the Government 
in ample time. For this he was dismissed. Then Sir Spencer Robinson was made 
the scapegoat. He, too, proved that the fault lay with a higher official. For this 
he also was dismissed. From that day to this the whole matter has been burked. 
Then the Aguicovrt armour-clad ran ashore in the Gibraltar Bay. On enquiry 
two Admirals and two Captains were dismissed, prompt but deserved punishment, 
— they were not connected with the ministry. Then two other iron-clads grounded 
in the mouth of the Thames and hardly escaped utter loss. Next a regiment of 
soldiers was sent to Australia in the Megoera— a ship that had been condemned as 
unsound years before. When in the midst of the wide ocean the vessel com- 
menced to fall to pieces, and her commander was compelled to beach her on a 
solitary uninhabited island that fortunately was near. By this prompt action the 
lives of all on board were saved, though at imminent risk of starvation. Fortu- 
nately a ship hove in sight and conveyed the news to Australia, whence help was 
sent. The crew had been thus imprisoned for a whole month. For a long time 
Government attempted to burke this matter also, hut the force of public opinion 
has at last compelled them to appoint a commission and the year closes with the 
nomination of Lord Lawrence as the chairman of the commission. 

The month of December has been made memorable by the very serious illness of 
the Prince of Wales. During a stay at Scarborough he and one of his intimate 
friends suffered from the contagion of typhoid fever, the disease of which the 
Prince Consort died. Lord Chesterfield, the Prince’s friend died early in December, 
but the Prince lingered till the 9th when he was given up by the Doctors. The 
strength of his constitution enabled him to outlive this crisis, but extreme exhaustion 
produced congestion of the lungs. He then lay totally unconscious for several 
days, hovering between life and death. At the time of our going to press the 
news are much more favorable and it is hoped that the Prince’s life may be spar- 
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ed. The whole Royal Family displayed the most affectionate concern for the 
Prince. The Queen, not yet recovered from dangerous illness, spent many days 
at Sandringham. The Princess of Wales seldom left her husband's bedside, and 
the whole bitter time has evoked the most touching exhibition of those domestic 
virtues which have made the Queen and her family so beloved. 

RELIGIOUS. 

There has been little matter for record under this head, as the two most 
important events — the schism in the Roman Catholic church and the hot discus- 
sion regarding the connection of national education with religious churches— -have 
been referred to under other heads. It is, however, worthy of note that the 
Established Church has been much more successful than usual in defending itself 
[ against invidious and dangerous foes within its own body. In February the 
Judicial Committee of the Privy Council condemned Mr. Voysey, who had been 
preaching blank rationalism in his parish church, living the while on the income 
provided for preaching according to the church standards of doctrine. He was 
sentenced to deprivation, quietly gave up the living and opened a chapel in 
London where, like Mr. Bradlaugh, he denies the divinity of Christ, denounces the 
greater part of the Bible and preaches just what he thinks the Almighty God was 
not wise enough to reveal. On the other side, the same Judicial Committee con- 
demned Mr. Purchas, the Romish advocate at Brighton. Many of the ceremonies 
that Mr. Purchas had copied from the Roman ritual were declared illegal. Mr. 
Purchas appealed from this decision, but his appeal was dismissed. It is hoped, 
probably in vain, that these decisions will prevent persons living upon the revenues 
of the English churcli from, openly at least, fighting against its most cherished 
principles. When the Purchas decision was announced a considerable number of 
his co-workers talked much of leaving the church. If they still, hut more 
secretly, use the churcli funds and privileges in order to work its destruction, it is j 
much to be regretted that they did not go over to the church they love and desire j 
to imitate, and thus free the Anglican church from the opprobrium and the danger 
that foes who still enjoy the privileges of friends must always cause. 

In February the Ecclesiastical Titles Act was repealed. It could not be 
enforced and never had been. So palpable an infringement of religious liberty, 
which merely insulted without damaging the Roman Catholic community, was a 
blot on the Statute Book and ought long before to have been repealed. 

The following months witnessed a series of riots in the northern towns. They 
were got up by the lower Catholics in order 

“ To prove their doctrine orthodox 
By apostolic blows and knocks,” 

and were intended to stop the mouth of a vulgar Protestant lecturer named 
Murphy by breaking his head. At Whitehaven he was nearly killed and the 
whole town thrown into confusion by an organized outbreak in which it is feared 
the local priests had a hand, The necessary result of such a policy was to raise a 
vulgar lecturer into a hero and vastly increase his popularity. Though he per* 
sonally deserves little regard, yet it is much to be regretted that the same policy 
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who, under the present regime, dare not confront a mob, should grossly interfere 
with the right of public meeting. Sustained by the government they have up to 
the present time frequently prevented his lectures by threatening him with 
illegal arrest. 

In May Mr. Miall moved in the Commons a resolution favoring the disestab- 
lishment of the Church of England. As the mob have not yet pronouneed in 
favor of the proposed confiscation, Mr. Gladstone opposed the motion, and it 
was lost by an overwhelming majority. There are many signs however seeming 
to show that, unless the divisions in the church be healed and much more sys- 
tematic efforts to reach the lowest class be made, there will soon come a great 
struggle of which it is impossible to see the end. A demonstration of the idle 
and ignorant in Trafalgar Square, or the levelling of the railings round West- 
minster Abbey by an organized band of the scoundrels who are so numerous 
in London, might at any time convert the Premier, and then the Church 
would have to fight for itself. Efforts like those of Bishop Taft to reach the 
ignorant masses of the great towns are and must be its best defences. The better 
class of non-conformists would much rather have an Established Church than 
leave religion without official recognition, but they are outraged and repelled by 
the advance of Ritualism. But amidst all the turmoil there was never, probably, 
a time when there w r ere more religious people in the country, and it is in their 
probity, their love of order, their industrious application, that is to be found the 
best antidote for the many evils that now threaten our beloved home. 

INDIAN SUMMARY. 

— •'->* ^ - 

Seldom has so uneventful a year happened in Indian history* With the exception 
of the acts of petty violence which will have to be noted, India may be said to 
have deserved the wise man’s dictum — “ Happy is the country that has no history.* 
Except the puny Looshai inroad there has been no w r ar — except in a small district 
of Central India there has been no famine — except in Oude there has been no inun- 
dation, and that was more unpleasant than destructive. Pestilence has been absent 
to an almost unexampled degree throughout India. In our ow T n Presidency there 
has been no single event to cause sadness or alarm, for the failure of D. P. W. 
buildings and bridges, though expensive, is ludicrous. There were fears of renewed 
famine in Ganjam, but the latest news declarer that the danger has passed away. 
Under the blessing of God and the wise administration of our government, unin- 
terrupted prosperity has been the happy lot of the Presidency, and the financial 
means of government are being expended, not in war or maintaining starving 
millions, but in adding to the stock of wealth and material happiness of the coun- 
try, in making roads, in opening Schools, in raising the people in physical comfort. 

POLITICAL* 

When the year opened, Yakoob Khan, a nephew of the Ameer of Afghanistan, 
and son of Akbar Khan, our old foe, was in open rebellion against the Ameer. 
Though Cabul is not in India, its condition is so important a factor in the condition

of the Punjab that A Afghan politics can nc> cr be overlooked by us. The Viceroy 
took an active part in establishing the rule of Shore Ali, aiding him by the assur- 
ance of our friendship rather than by military force. In January 1871 it appeared 
as if Yakoob Khan were in despair, all his entcrpiises had failed, and he could 
fight no longer. About the middle of the month he surrendered to his uncle’s 
generals and marched with* them towards Cabul. On his way he was treacher- 
ously attacked by Ins escort, but escaped with life and a handful of followers. He 
then disappeared utterly and nothing was known of his residence or plans until, 
in May, he suddenly appeared in foice before the important city of Herat. The 
garrison betrayed the place to him, and this success soon placed him at the head 
of a large army, lie marched towards Candahar and was there met by the Ameer’s 
forces. lie defeated them, and ali Afghanistan appeared at his mercy. Suddenly 
he resolved to submit. The English government interceded for him. He was 
offered pardon if he w ent to Cabul. He accepted the condition and was apparently 
restored to favor. Hut from that time he has evidently been viewed with sus. 
picion, and a new outbreak may at any time occur, ’faking courage from these 
disputes, the tribes of the Khyber rebelled, and for a long time stopped all trade 
between Cabul and India. After some hard fighting they w r cre subdued by the 
Ameer, and there is everywhere perfect peace on our N. W. frontier. 

In the end of January, the Looshai tribes beyond our N E, frontier made a 
sudden irruption into Assam. Descending on our tea plantations, they for a few 
days carried all before them and murdered so oral of the planters. A vigor- 
ous stand was made by Mr. Daly and some planters at Monierkhal, and this 
gave time for support to come up. On the anival of the troops the Looshais 
retreated ana have not been seen again. By the middle of February there was 
not one on British territory. The difficulties of transport were such that Govern- 
ment were not able to administer immediate punishment. During the hot 'weather 
it was dangerous to send troops into the feverish hills, and it is only with the end 
of the year that thue columns of troops, under the command of General Bour- 
chier, are on the march into the Loos-hui territory, having for their object to teach 
the wild tribes that it can never be wise or profitable to interfere with a British 
district or people. Up to the present they have met with no opposition and very 
little is expected. 

1 lie only other disturbance of the public peace has arisen from a strange deve- 
lopment of discontent in northern India. Scarcely a month has passed without 
some British officer having been cut down by a Mussulman zealot, and men are 
still found desirous of gaining a martyr’s reputation by killing an Englishman. 
The most important victim was the Chief Justice of Bengal, Mr. Norman, who 
was stabbed on the steps of the High Court by a Maliommedan fanatic The 
crime was committed on the 20th September and Judge Norman died the next 
morning. In no case does there appear to have been personal hatred of the 
victim— the deed has been caused by religious fanaticism. The murderer of 
Judge Norman, Abdoolah, was found guilty and then hanged. With praise- 
worthy severity Government directed that his body should be burned by men of 
the lowest caste, thus preventing the canonization of the murderer. This single 
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act will probably do more to prevent further outrage than the mere hanging of a 
hundred murderers. 

Once aroused, the spirit of violence infected the Hindus. In several of the 
greater jails the convicts have made determined attacks upon their keepers, and 
the most important and successful attempt was not suppressed without great loss 
of blood. In Bareilly, the celebration of the Mohurrum was also made the 
excuse for another dangerous outbreak in the town, and the disorder continued 
for several days. Tn the Punjab, at Umritsur and Rajkote, a Hindu tribe named 
Kookas attacked and brutally murdered a number of unoffending Mussulman 
butchers, and it was with great difficulty that the murderers were discovered and 
brought to justice. All these event®, though much to be regretted, were of very 
minor political importance, as they represented no general public feeling. They 
have occupied a large share of public attention, because there have been but few 
other occurrences to divert the public mind from them. 

The only event in this Presidency that can be brought into the same category 
is the mutiny of the 19th Regiment M. N, I. in February last. They had been 
marched to Madras m order to embark for foreign service at Singapore, but, 
through some mistake, did not receive such an advance of pay for the families 
they w T ere compelled to leave behind them as they deemed just. When the com- 
manding officer tendered the amount pro's ided they refused to receive it. When 
the Colonel arrested the first who refused, the greater part of the regiment 
demanded to be arrested also. When the Colonel ordered the guard to turn out to 
maintain order, they refused to obey, and a semblance of order was only restored 
by the release of the men under arrest. There can he no doubt this was a very 
serious mutiny, and ought to have been dealt with in the most vigorous manner. 
But General McCIeverty, the Commander-in-Chief, w r as very ill, and about to leave 
for England, and failed to see the gravity of the occasion. He deemed that the 
men had good cause for complaint and excused their mutiny on this ground. 
Without asking the consent of government he ordered the advance claimed to 
be given and allowed the regiment to embark for Singapore without punishing 
the offenders, thus condoning a crime which deserved the severest punishment. 

Out of this matter arose another. General McCIeverty embarked for England 
a few days afterwards, expecting to return after six months’ leave. Before he 
reached home, the Secretary of State decided that he had vacated his appointment, 
and nominated General Haines to succeed him. Rightly or wrongly, he and his 
friends thought the action of the Duke of Argyll was at the instance of this 
government, and much ill-feeling was aroused. While all this was going on, 
government very properly thought that the 19th Regiment had been let off too 
easity, and after investigating the matter, resolved to punish the officers, whose 
neglect had provoked the men, and to dismiss the men w r ho had led the mutiny. 
Though admitting that the action of government would have been highly proper 
when the mutiny occurred, the home authorities appear to think that, after General 
McCIeverty had condoned the offence, it was not proper to open the question again. 
On the other hand the Governor- General thought that Lord Xapfcr had not gone 
far enough, though in the right way. Tn the course of the discussion a mistake 
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occurred regarding a letter from General McCleverty to the Governor. The 
General wished it to be private, but sent it through a public channel. The 
Governor believing the document to be a public one, but understanding that 
General McCleverty did not wish it to be noised abroad, sent it to the Council by 
a private channel. Both parties appear to have made a very simple mistake. 
In some way the whole affair became known, the Madras Aihenceum got hold 
of the papers or a portion of them, and in a series of articles discussed the 
question. Among other things it stated that the Governor had not acted in a 
gentlemanly way regarding General McCleverty’s letter. To this the Governor 
replied by demanding an apology and retraction, under penalty of an action for 
libel. The Athenaum refused to retract. The case came on for hearing on the 
4th December, and w r as‘ then^adjourned, after* settlement of issues, till February 
1872. This incident has provoked much discussion and for the time dwarfed all 
other topics. 

The most important political event of the year has, however, been the passing 
of the Towns’ Improvement and Local Funds’ Acts. They were introduced to 
the local Legislative Council in February 1871 by the Hon’ble A. J. Arbuthnot, 
supported by the whole strength of government. These very important Acts 
were considered at great length, but very little heed was given to the objec- 
tions raised in the public journals, and the whole discussion proved of how 
little use is the Legislative Council as at present constituted. Where officials 
are a majority and are expected to vote not according to their own convic- 
tions but at the wish of government, discussion is little more than a farce. 
The Acts will, doubtless, prove of enormous public benefit, as their general 
results must tend to favor decentralization, local public spirit, and the financial 
independence of the Presidency. The main provisions of both bills are that 
objects of local interest, as roads, schools, hospitals, & c., shall be paid for by 
local funds and maintained by local agency. In towns the necessary funds are to 
be raised by a variety of rates, but chiefly by a rate upon houses above a certain 
value. In the districts the funds will be provided by a cess, that is by an addition 
of known proportions to the kist paid to government or the Zemindars by the 
ryots. Two difficulties lie in the way of the equitable administration of these 
laws— first, the financial necessities of the Supreme Government, which employs 
willing and prosperous Madras as a milch cow for the rest of India, and is con- 
stantly diminishing the proportion of the Madras revenues which is to be expended 
in the Presidency. This action compels the local government to throw upon 
the municipalities, &c., charges which the Acts cannot be construed to authorize. 
Secondly, the unwillingness of the government on its executive side to divest 
itself of the powers which it is so willing to lay down on the legislative side. 
Orders are constantly issued which the Acts do not authorize, but which in 
the present state of things, cannot be resisted. With time and the growth of 
public spirit, both these evils will pass away, but not till then can the Acts perform 
their full beneficent work. The intentions of the government are so excellent 
that there can be no doubt the power of the municipalities and local co mmi ttees 
will be increased as they show themselves fit for further responsibility. 
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As another illustration of the prevailing desire on the part of our English 
rulers to benefit the people in every possible way may be mentioned the action of 
the Supreme Government in creating a new department of agriculture. The first 
Act of the first secretary in publishing, as an original scheme of his own, the plan 
devised and carried into effect by our Madras government for the establishment 
of model farms is not a good one, but there can be no doubt that much more pains 
than hitherto will now be given towards promoting the well-being of the masses 
of the people. 

In the same month — April — was held in Madras a grand durbar for conveying to 
Prince Azim Jah the title of Prince of Arcot conferred on him by the Queen. 
Every endeavour was made to do honor to the occasion which, coming as it did 
after our paying the debts of the Prince to the tune of a quarter of million sterling, 
must suffice to show how earnest the authorities are in their desire to conciliate 
the great Mussulman community. 

The year closes with an event which must be counted as important even from 
a political point of view. The Lieutenant-Governor of Bengal first suspended 
and then dismissed from the service the senior Magistrate of Police at Calcutta, 
Mr. J. B. Roberts. Looking to the manner in which the law fences round the 
dignity and independence of a judge, it is probable that such dismissal is illegal, 
but in any case the matter becomes of national importance when it is announced 
by Mr- Campbell himself to have beer brought about by a quarrel between the 
Magistrate and Commissioner of Police. The latter is declared to be of hot and 
imperious temper and to have flagrantly misconducted himself, yet Mr. Campbell 
maintains and supports him while dismissing the Magistrate, thus making the 
administration of justice dependent upon the will of a hot and imperious outsider. 
It matters not how far each was wrong in comparison with this tremendous 
impropriety of the Lieutenant-Governor. In a country like India it is impossible 
to take too many precautions to support the independence of the judge or magis- 
trate, yet here is the chief authority of a presidency deliberately declaring that 
a magistrate must agree with an imperious Commissioner of Police under penalty 
of dismissal. It is much to be hoped that the year will not close without an 
announcement that the Supreme Government has interfered to redress the evil 
and maintain the independence of the courts. Too much care cannot be taken in 
the appointment of a magistrate or in the maintaining of the privileges of his 
position when appointed. 

FINANCIAL. 

So much of the comfort and prosperity of the people of India depends upon the 
wise financial administration of the country that it is right to give special promi- 
nence to its history. The year commenced with one of the most important resolu- 
tions yet recorded on this subject. It was announced by the Governor-General that 
for the future the Supreme Government would fix lump sums each year as the grant 
under each head for the subordinate governments, especially with regard to public 
works, and that the local governments should be permitted to spend this sum to 
the best advantage according to their knowledge of the wants of the country. It 
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is true that the grants were much diminished but this was the reason that made 
the Supreme Government willing to give up a portion of its powers* The offer 
of local control was the bribe to make the small grant acceptable, although it was 
very well known that the difference would have to be made up by local taxation. 
As far as the Supreme Government was concerned the object in Hew was simply 
to relieve its exchequer and allow Sir Richard Temple to show an apparent surplus, 
and thus cause the world to believe that his administration was successful, but 
like many other prvileges drawn from the financial needs of government, this 
granting local control of local expenditure will probably turn out to be worth its 
cost. Anything that tends to hasten the introduction of the mode of government 
foreshewed in Chesney’s Indian Polity or the confining of the functions and finan- 
cial authority of the Supreme Government to such matters as concern the count ry 
as a whole must be a blessing to the country. India w ants local responsibility and 
local self-government, and these should be given as soon as the people are able to 
undertake them. Out of this financial advance arose the very important bills 
discussed under the political summary, for although Lord Napier and Mr. Arlmth- 
not had matured the Local Funds I5ill before the intention of the Supreme 
Government was known, the new system could not have come into any wide use 
without the stimulant given by the absolute necessity of raising local revenue. 

On the 9th of March Sir Richard Temple brought forward his budget for the 
current year. There was ample lenson to expect a surplus on the year, but to 
make sure of this, Sir Richard proposed to continue the Income Tax though at a 
lower rate. Now that tlirce-fourths of the year has passed, there appears every 
certainty of an immense surplus— -a surplus of several millions sterling. When 
the Income Tax Bill was introduced in the Supreme Council it was vehemently 
attacked by Mr. Inglis, the representative of the North-west Provinces. lie 
declared that the Income Tax was an almost incalculable evil, that it was a vast 
engine of extortion and that but a small part of the sums actually taken from the 
people ever reached the treasury. He was rudely attacked by Mr. Stracbey and 
answered elaborately by Sir Richard Temple. But the Supreme Government (it 
can hardly be believed that Lord Mayo knew what he was being led into) desir- 
ed* to humble Mr. Inglis for speaking such unpalatable truth. They ordered a 
rigid enquiry in the North-west Provinces. One and all of the witnesses examined 
substantiated the statements of Mr. Inglis, and Sir William Muir the Lieutenant- 
Governor gave his hearty concurrence. With that in November last the Supreme 
Government published a most atrocious order condemning everybody who dared 
to reflect on the tax and very severely reprehending Sir William Muir. They 
dared to garble a report, sent in 1861 by the North-west Provinces authorities, to 
prove that Sir William Muir had then expressed his satisfaction with the tax and 
to show how^ much better a ruler Mr. Thomason was than Sir William Muir. 
They burked a passage in the report written by Mr. Th&mason himself, in which 
it was stated that the returns were “ conspicuously and shamelessly false,” 
although the people were too cowed to complain. It is seldom that political 
enmity has been carried so far as in this case by the Supreme Government. The 
Income Tax is a most hateful imposition, utterly unsuited to the country* 
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One result of this and other financial blunders of the Supreme Government ; 
has been that the cry of discontent became so loud that the Parliament was com- 
pelled to appoint a Commission of Enquiry into the finances of India. This 
Commission sat till the prorogation of the House, and collected a great mass of 
useful information. Before closing its sittings the Commission reported in favor 
of suspending all new operations of Permanent Settlement, as there was a vast 
amount of evidence as to the folly of that system. This is the first great blow at 
the traditional system of blunders. Sir Richard Temple’s last great feat before 
becoming Finance Minister was the settling of a large district in Central India, 
by which he robbed the real owners of the land of all their rights, created a new 
body of landlords named Malgoozars, and required from them a land revenue of 
only six annas the acre. Thus for generations to come it has been fixed that 
Central India shall be a burden on the rest of the country, swallowing up the 
surplus revenues of Madras — revenues that ought to be spent in Madras itself. 

SOCIAL. 

When the new year came there were lying jn the Madras roads two cable ships 
engaged in the work of laying the submarine telegraph between Madras and 
Singapore. In the early part of January the work was completed, the cable 
being landed at the S. E. angle of the fort and carried under ground to the 
Telegraph Office. This line made a through communication from San Francisco 
to Singapore or three-fourths of a girdle of the world at its widest paid. Madras 
is now' in direct communication with the whole of the civilized world except 
Australia and the deep-sea line to that great continent w ill soon be laid down. 

About the time of the completion of this great w'ork an effort was made in 
Madras to erect a town-hall. Mr. D. S. White took the lead in promoting the 
movement and for a time it seemed as if this oft-dcsired improvement was about 
to be carried out. Subscriptions to a large amount w f ere promised but after a few 
months flickering the affair seems to have died out and during* the last half of the 
year nothing has been heard of the People’s Hall. This is very much to be 
regretted as there arc few' things more necessary than a convenient building for 
public meetings of all kinds. At present the Banqueting Hall is largely employed 
for this purpose through the kindness of the Lord Napier, but this Ilall is far 
from the town, belongs to the Governor s private residence, and is in other ways 
unsuited for many public purposes. 

February was made noteworthy by the announcement that the P. and O. Steam 
Company had materially reduced its charges for conveyance between England and 
India. The fares were reduced by nearly one-third, diminishing the cost of a 
journey to Southampton from £95 to £65. A still further boon of great import- 
ance was the offer of return tickets covering six months at ten per cent, reduction, 
and covering twelve months at five per cent. The cost of wines is excluded— 
great benefit both to those who drink but little, and those who would like to take 
too much . This great reduction of charges will enable hundreds of persons to 
visit England who could not possibly have gone under the old system. Up to 
the present time the P. and O. Company’s profits have been no ways diminished 
by their liberal policy. 
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The government has also been greatly desirous of providing greater facilities for 
sea-borne trade in this presidency. On both coasts of India there are many trad- 
ing towns of considerable importance which are unable to afford any refuge or aid 
to ships in time of storm or means of' ensuring a rapid discharge of cargo. In 
the early part of the year it was arranged that an eminent harbour engineer should 
be sent from England to survey and report upon the various ports and the best 
mode of improving them. In the spring months Mr. Robertson arrived and 
commenced this important work. Colonel Farewell was specially deputed to 
accompany and assist him, and every possible aid was afforded in all parts of the 
presidency. In July be left for England without having finished bis work. The 
Chamber of Commerce immediately appealed to government against the mode in 
which Mr. Robertson had performed the duty entrusted to him, and brought 
forward many facts showing that lie had neglected very important and well- 
known modes of obtaining information. Nothing official seems to have been done 
in the matter, but the Ceylon government, for whom also Mr. Robertson had been 
engaged, requested that another engineer should be sent them. Mr. Townsliend, 
also an eminent harbour engineer, was then sent to Ceylon Ilis services gave 
entire satisfaction, and he has matured plans for the construction of docks on the 
northern coast and for the opening of a navigable passage through the Faumben 
channel. Closely connected with the same subject, and a verj* important aid to 
internal and foreign trade is the system of state railways that has this year been 
inaugurated. The government of India has resolved to constiuct under state 
agency a net-work of narrow guage lines branching from the present main lines 
to all the larger towns oflndia. It has been especially desired to open the cotton 
districts so as to provide new and extending markets for native produce. These 
lines may not pay directly, although it is probable they will, but the resulting 
benefit to the people generally must be beyond such calculations as refer only to 
dividends, in the extension of trade, the prevention of famine, the regulation of 
prices and the facility of communication which they must produce. Lines in this 
presidency are designed to run from Madras along the coast to Ncgapatam, from 
Tanjorc to Tuticorin, from Kurnool to Hyderabad, from Shoranoor to Cochin on 
one side and to Cannanorc on the other. Lastly it is proposed to make short line 
from 1 othanoor to the foot of the Coonoor ghaut. As the year closes work is 
going on in almost every district of India, and some of the lines are expected to 
be in full work in three or four years from this time. Equally important is the 
fact that the Madras and Bombay lines have met at Raichore. On the 19th 
December it was announced that now through tickets may be issued to all parts 
of India on the main railway lines. 

The immense value of such means of conveyance is now being exemplified in 
Persia where a fearful famine has been raging since March of this year. India 
has food enough to supply all Persia, but there is no means of conveying it to the 
starving millions. It is computed that nearly half the people in Persia have 
already died of starvation, and that should the famine continue during 1872, there 
will not be left more than two million souls in a country which two yearB ago 
maintained ten millions. These estimates are however mere guesses, seeing that 
so Yery little is known of the interior of Persia. We may, however, be certain of 
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this that one of the greatest famines the world has ever known is now destroying 
the doomed Persians and that there is no means of helping those who cannot come 
to the sea coast. 

In the North-west Provinces renewed efforts have been made to reduce the 
expences incurred in Hindu marriages. The present system is fraught with 
evil. It creates infanticide in Central India, promotes and causes Kulinism in 
Bengal, and everywhere compels the newly wedded couple to start under a load 
of debt that must cripple their efforts through life. Among his other good deeds, 
Sir William Muir has given much attention to this matter. lie has caused verna- 
cular books denouncing the practice and pointing out a better mode of commenc- 
ing wedded life to be drawn up and circulated ; be has convoked assemblies of the 
notables in various parts and urged them to lead the way ; he has offered rewards, 
and in a hundred other ways endeavoured to remedy the present evil— nor have 
his efforts failed of success. The Rajpootana Chiefs have bound themschcs not 
to exceed or countenance the exceeding of a certain limit. At a large native 
meeting of pundits and zemindars at Arrah in June last it was resolved by the 
native leaders themselves to join the movement, and it is hoped that important 
improvement may soon be visible. The evil was not so marked in this presi- 
dency, but there is ample room for progress, and it will be well if the movement 
find supporters here. 

In the middle of the year Archdeacon Deal try resigned his office on the ground 
of ill-health, after long and effective service. The Rev. J. Gorton was appointed 
to succeed him with the approbation of the whole community. The new Arch- 
deacon was also, till the return of Bishop Cell in November, acting as Commissary 
of the Diocese, an office which he very fitly administered. The Bishop of Madras 
had been obliged to return home to recruit his health, which had broken down 
under his severe labors and many journey ings. Strangely enough the law had 
provided no means of giving Ilis Lordship an}' furlough or sick allowances, and 
throughout the whole period of his leave the Bishop was without pay. This 
strange and regrettable anomaly was thus brought into public notice, and an Act 
has now been passed which will save others from so cruel a punishment for a too 
self-sacrificing performance of duty. 

Turning to a very different subject, all India was scandalized to hear in July 
of what is now known as the Bangalore Affiay. Two young officers— Lieutenants 
Lambart and Frere— were shot at and dangerously wounded by a person named 
Van Ingen, whom Lambert desired to assault. A third person in the officers party 
was also shot. The affair was made the subject of two lengthy trials at Bangalore 
and at the Madras Assizes. All parties were so evidently in the wrong, while all 
had so much provocation, that it was wisely resolved not to press matters against 
any, and while Van Ingen was acquitted, Lieutenant Lambert was sentenced to a 
fine. The most noteworthy result of the trial was the assertion of the presiding 
judge that in this country the law permitted any man to proceed to such extre- 
mities as firing with intent to kill, when what is technically known as grievous 
bodily hurt may reasonably be feared. This is so directly contrary to the law of 
England and so manifestly against the public good, that it is hoped the case will 
lead to an alteration of the law. 
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In August, the amalgamation of the Madras Military Male Orphan Asylum 
with the Lawrence Asylum at Ootacamund was successfully carried out. The first 
party of orphans left Madras, August 25. There is every reason to hope that this 
amalgamation will be productive of much good, although in some points it will 
not be an advantage. The climate at Lovedale is so bracing, and its effect on both 
body and mind so excellent, that a lengthened stay there must be of immense bene- 
fit to the poor orphans. The combined Asylums will contain 400 boys beside 
girls. One great drawback lias been the immense cost of the Lovedale buildings. 
Eleven lacs of rupees have already been spent upon them although the original 
plans have not neatly been carried out. The Madras buildings have been given 
by government to the Madras Ci\il Asylums, but with them has been amalgam- 
ated what is known as the Fort School — an orphanage attached to St. Mary’s 
Church. As the Cnil Asylums have hitherto been very badly accommodated in 
Black Town, the change must be of material benefit, and it is greatly to the honor 
of government that the amalgamation of the Military and Lawrence Asylums have 
been made the means of doing so much good to other charities. 

Tn September, the preliminary census was taken throughout the presidency and 
town of Madras, in Mysore, and in some other parts of India. From the official 
reports that are now coming in it appears certain that the enumeration was most 
successfully carried through, giving every reason to believe that for the first time 
a thoroughly trustworthy estimate of the population may be gained. The returns 
show that the citj' of Madras has a population of only 400,000 instead of from 
500,000 to 750,000 as was commonly believed. It is believed that the presidency 
will be shown to have about 30,000,000 of people, or almost the same as England, 
Scotland and Ireland combined. The final census was taken on the night of the 
the 14th November. A great difficulty was thrown in the waj' of an accurate 
return of the European population by the strange request of the Registrar 
Ccneral in England, that the English population of India should also be censused 
in May last in connection with the British census. This being done led to the 
general idea that Europeans were not to be included in the Indian census. 

In November Madras lost two of its best known and most useful leaders, by 
tlie departure to England of Sir Colley Scotland and the Hon. John Bruce Norton, 
the latter gentleman especially was greatly beloved and all classes of society com- 
bined to do him honor. The men who made India wliat it is arc passing away — 
may we hope that their successors will more than emulate them.

EXPLANATION OF CHRONOLOGICAL CYCLES AND ERAS. 

The Golden Number is that which any given year holds in the Lunar Cycle, which is a period of 19 | 
years, at the lapse of which the phases of the moon take place on the same days of the months 
respectively as at the commencement of the Cycle Therefore while the sun performs its annual 
course 19 times, the courses of the moon amount to 235 In the Ancient Calendar this number was 
inscribed on a tablet set up in the market-place of Athens m letters of gold Hence tho term Golden 
Number It was likewise called the Primo, because it pointed out the first day of the new moon, 
pmmum luncc 

The Epact is the number of days of the Lunar Cycle, over and above all tho complete courses of 
the moon for any number of years, hence the number indicates the age of the moon at the beginning 
of the year 

The Solar Cycle is a period of 28 years, which, owing to leap year must necessarily elapse before 
the days of the month can return lespectlvely to the same days of the week as at the commencement 
of the Cycle The first year of the Christian Era was the tenth year of this Cycle 

The Dominical Letter is that letter of the alphabet which points out in the Calendar the Sundays 
throughout the year, thence also called the Sunday Letter or Dies Domini 

Roman Indiction was a period of 15 years, instituted by Constantine the Great in A D 812, 
for levying certain taxes upon the subjects of his empire The Popes since the time of Charlemagne 
have dated their acts by the year of the indiction which was fixed on the 1st of January. 

The Julian Period embraces 7980 years, and is produced by multiplying into each other the Solar 
Cycle (28) the Lunar Cycle (19j and the Cycle of the Indiction (16) This period is reckoned from 
709 years before the usual date fixed upon for the creation , at a timo when the three Cycles are sup- 
posed to have commenced together; a circumstance which cannot take place again until A D. 2267, 
or ihe lapse of the entire period 
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Our Lord was born m 4713 of the Julian Period. This style was contrived by Joseph Juste 
Scalgier In A I) 1583, for chronological purposes, and is assumed as a fixed era in the calculations of 
all Astronomers and Chronologers It is of great importance as the standard or general receptacle of 
all other Epochs, Periods and Cycles • “ into this, as into a large ocean, all the streams of time dis- 
charge themselves, without losing their character , and if historians had recorded the number of each 
Cycle in each year respectively, there could have been no dispute about the date of any event in 
past ages ” 

GREGORIAN CALENDAR OR NEW STYLE 

Up to 1682 the length of the year as computed by Julius Caesar in B. C. 46 consisted of 866 days 
and 0 hours, but as the true length of a solai year is only 365 days, 6 hours and nearly 49 minutes, this 
calculation had produced an error amounting to 10 days Consequently Tope Gregory XIII, — hence 
the Calendar was callod Gregorian— undertook in 1582 to rectify that error by making the year to con- 
sist of 355 days, ten days between the 4th and 15 th October wore struck out, and the 16th was reckoned 
as the Gth October According to this stylo the ordinary year is to consist of 365 days, but the year 
1584 and every fourth j'oar aftorwards termod leap year to contain 866 days, and the centuries 1700, 
1800, 1900, 2100, and so on for those conturies which are not divisible by 400 arc to be reckoned, not as 
leap years, but as ordinaiy years of 305 days only 

The New Style has been gradually adopted throughout Europe, except in Russiaaml Greece where 
the old stylo still prevails 

In Gieat Britain the New Style was adopted m 1752, by that time the oiror had amounted to 11 
days , it was therefore enacted that September 3 of that yoar should be reckoned as September 14 
During the present cemury, supposing the New Style had not beon adopted, the error would be 12 
days, and this difference must theiefore be allowed in Russian and Greek dates Thus a Russian bill 
dated March 2, must be leckoned as dated Maich 14

PLANETARY PHENOMENA. 

• *o» 

MERCURY will be a morning star from the early part of January to tlie middle of 
February, from May to the middle of June, throughout the month of September, and in 
the latter part of December, lie will be au evening star from the middle of March to the 
middle of April, fiom the beginning of July to the Ditcj pare of August, and from the 
beginning of November to the early part of December. When in superior conjunction, 
that is, when tlie »Sun is between the E irth and Mercury, he appears perfectly lound 
but very small, not more than 5" iii diameter ; but when in the opposite portion of his 
orbit or near bis inferior conjunction, he presents the foim of a slender and bnili.uit 
crescent nearly 12" in diameter. 

VENUS will bo a morning star from the beginning of January to the end of June, and 
an evening star from the latter part of July 1o the end of December. She will arrive at 
her superior conjunction with the Sun oil July 10th, when she will appeal pcifectiy 
round, and her apparent diameter will be only 10". During the months of February, 
March and December, she will be seen gibbous. 

MARS will be an evening star from the beginning of January to the end of March, and 
n morning star from the latter puit of May to the end of October He will be in con- 
junction with the Sun on May 17th. His least apparent diameter will be 4" in the month 
of June, and he will increase gradually to 7" towards the end of tlie year. 

JUPITER will he in opposition to the Sun on Januaty 15th, and will he well situated 
for observation both before and after midnight from the commencement of the year to 
the middle of March. His least apparent diameter will be about 32", when in conjunc- 
tion with the Sun, on August 3rd, but the planet cannot be well seen for a few w^eeks 
before and after bucIi time. He will be an evening star from June to the end of July ; 
stationary on March 15th, and in quadrature with the Sun on April 10th. His interest- 
ing belts and the phenomena of his four Satellites are well worthy of examination. Any 
good pocket telescoj>e will, if steadily supported, rendei tlie Satellites visible and their 
eclipses observable. From January 15th to the end of July the eclipses will occur on the 
eastern side of the planet, but in the other poi tiou of the year to the west of tlie piiinary. 
When both the disappearance and re-appeai auce of a Satellite are given, it must be 
remembered the phenomena take place on the same side of tlie planet, but the re-appear- 
ance always to the east of tlit spot at which the Satellite vanished. (For Table of Eclipses 
see page 18.) 

SATURN will be a morning star until March and an evening stai dining the months of 
Novembei and December, lie will be favorably seen both before and after midnight 
throughout the summer months. He will be iri opposition, i. r ., passing the meridian at 
midnight, in the middle of July, with an apparent diameter of 18 . The beautiful Bystem 
of rings which renders Saturn the most attractive object in the heavens will be best seen 
about this time, 42" m length and 17" in bieadth. The northern surface is now exposed 
to view. Saturn is attended by eight Satellites, five of which may be readily seen with 
any good telescope, but the remaining three require tlie best instruments yet cou&t) ucted 
to render them discernible. 

URANUS AND NEPTUNE are both visible with a mere pocket glass, when their 
positions are well known, though they are only distinguishable from tbs fixed stars with 
superior instruments charged with high magnifying powers. Uranus will be in opposition 
to the Sun on January 19th, in Right Ascension 8 k. 6»i., and North Declination 20° 54' ; 
when he may be seen as a star of the sixth magnitude, the faintest visible without teles- 
copic aid in the absence of moonlight. His apparent diameter is usually about 4". 
Neptune is never more than in diametei, and only of about the eighth magnitude as 
compared with the fixed starn. He will be in opposition to the Sun on October 17th, 
when his Right Ascension will be 1 h. 3,m. t and North Declination 8° O'. 

The Minor Planets between Mars and Jupiter, are now one hundred ami seventeen in 
number, all of which except four have been discovered within the last 26 years. The 
only one even visible to the unaided sight is Vesta, which under certain conditions, can, 
for a brief time when near opposition, acquire a brilliancy equal to stars of tlie fifth 
j magnitude. A complete histoncal table of the Minor Planets will be found on paces

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CHRISTIAN FESTIVALS AND FASTS. 

- 


JANUARY. I 

| 

1. Circumcision . — Instituted to commemorate oui Saviour’s obedience to the ceremonial 
law on the eighth day after the Nativity. This feast was one of the latest introduced into 
the Calendar, and does not appear to have been observed till towards the end of the 11th 
century. 

The first day of the year is generally observed as a season of rejoicing, not only in Eng* 
land, but throughout the world. In Scotland it is a general holiday ; in France It jour dU- 
Van is celebrated by making presents to both young and old, and Paris presents all the 
appearance of an immense fair 

6. Epiphany , or Manifestation.— On this day, the Wise Men of the East, following the 
guiding of a star, found the infant Saviour in the manger at Bethlehem, and there offered 
Him gifts. According to tradition, the Wise Men were three kings — Gaepar, Melchoir, 
and Balthazar ; they were later in life baptized by St. Thomas, and spent their days in 
preaching the Gospel ; after death their relics were removed to Cologne, and may to this 
day be seen in the noble cathedral there Following their example, the Queen through 
the Lord Chamberlain, annually on this day presents gold, frankincense, and myrrh at the 
Chapel Royal, St. James’s. 

28. Septuagesima Sunday , is a Sunday dependent upon Lent, as that season is upon 
Easter. It is to be considered as the preparation for the fast of Lent. Its observation^was 
instituted by Pope Gregory the Great. The name of the first Sunday in Lent having been 
distinguished by the appellation of Quadragesima ; and the three weeks preceding having 
been appropriated to the gradual introduction of the Lent Fast, the three Sundays of 
these weeks were called by names significant of their situation: and reckoning by “decades” 
(tenths), the Sunday preceding Quadragesima received its present title of Quinquagesima, 
the second Sexagesima, and the third Septuagesima. 


FEBRUARY. 

2. Purification.— -The presentation of Christ in the Temple, commonly called the Puri- 
fication of St. Mary the Virgin. The Reformers, desirous that our S&viouv should attract 
more attention than His mother, reversed the order of the festival, but the popular voice 
never recognized the ohange ; consequently the day has always been regarded as the Feast 
of the Purification, in commemoration of the Blessed Virgin’s appearance in the Temple 
to make the accustomed offering of a pair of turtle-doves. The feast of Candlemas dates 
from Anglo-Saxon times, and was celebrated with many candles — our Saviour being termed 
“A Light to lighten the Gentiles”— although the Virgin was herself regarded as a light : 
thus John Lydgate addresses her — “ Haile luminary and benyuge lanterne.” 

14. A ah Wednesday.— The first of the forty days in Lent, instituted about the year 130, 
in reference to the miraculous fasts of Moses, Elias and Oui Lord. Ashes were placed on 
the heads of penitents, and flesh was forbidden to be eaten : eggs, milk, and wine were 
also at times interdicted. After the Litany, the Commination Service is this day said in 
Church. 

18. Quadragesima or first Sunday in Lent .— Ercombert, King of Kent, first appointed 
the fast of Lent in England in the year 641. Succeeding generations marked the distinc- 
tions between the various foods. We find flesh to have been early prohibited during Lent, 
though Henry VIII published a proclamation in 1543. allowing the use of white meats, 
which continued in force until by proclamations of James I in 1619 and 1626, and by 
Charles I in 1627 and 1631, flesh was again wholly forbidden. 

24. Saint Matthias , one of the seventy-two disciples sent out by our Lord, was, upon 
the apostacy of Judas, chosen to be one of the twelve. We have no authentic account of 
his life ; by St. Jerome he is said to have preached the Gospel to a nation of cannibals, 
and to have died at Sehastopolis ; by others he is said to have been stoned in Judea.

MARCH. 

1. Saint David Patron saint of Wales— hence the name Taffy. St. David was born 
of a prinoely family, and was celebrated for his learning and sanctity of life. He was 
Bishop of Menevia, since called St. David’s, and died in his eighty-third year, about A. p. 
544. On this day natives of Wales wear leeks in their hats, it is by their historians said 
in commemoration of a victory gained over the Saxons, although there is another version 
of the story by no moans complimentary to the beauty of the primitive inhabitants of the 
Principality 

17. Saint Patrick. — The patron saint of Ireland is claimed by the Soots as a native of 
their country. They say that he was born near Dumbarton, and that he founded many 
churches in North Britain before sailing from Port Patrick for Ireland. Arrived there 
lie energetically set to work converting the heathen and founding churches. In explain- 
ing the doctrine of the Trinity, ho plucked a leaf of trefoil, and Bhowed how three leaves 
might be united and yet be but one. The Shamrock has, therefore, been recognized as the 
national emblem ever since. The saint is also said to have charmed all reptiles from the 
island so that none can exist there, and also to have taught the natives the true art of 
mixing thoir liquor - an art which has never since been lost. lie died a. d. 432, at the 
good old age of 123, and waB buried in the cathedral city of Down For Borne pious reason 
the .Reformers left St. Patrick’s name out of the calendar, but an Order of Knighthood 
was established in his honour by King George III, and there appears but little likelihood 
of the day being forgotten by the saint’s adopted countrymen, 

24. Palm Sunday, bo named in raemoiy of the triumphal entry of Our Lord in Jeru- 
salem, a few days before His passion. Branclieb of willow are now gathered and placed in 
many churches. 

25. The A nnunciation commemorates the visit puid by the angel Gabriel to the Blessed 
Virgin, when he revealed the purpose of God, and told her of the Saviour who should be 
born. 

28. Maundy Thursday is the day before Good Friday. On this day Christ washed the 
feet of His disciples, and gave them a command to love ouc another , hence it iB called 
Dies Mandati— Mandate, or Maundy Thursday. Formally the church doors used to stand 
open for the whole day, signifying that all who would, might come in. The ceremony 
first commenced in 1362, and foi a longtime the English Kings observed the custom of 
washing the feet of a number of poor men equal to the years of their age, and of giving 
them shoes, stockings and money. Monej and clothing aie still given by deputy, but the 
feet-washing has long been discontinued. 

29. Good Friday , so named fiom the good and blessed work performed by Jesus Christ 
in submitting to a shameful, ignominious, and painful death on the cross for the salvation 
of mankind. Next to the first day of the week and Eastei, this was the earliest of the 
days sot apart in commemoration of the chief events in the life of Christ ; but when first 
celebrated, we have no record. By the Roman Catholics and by the Greeks, as well as by 
the English Church, it is regarded as a strict fast. It is also a close holiday at the Bank, 
and m all Government offices ; but in Scotland it is not observed by Presbyterians. Hot 
cross buns are probably a relic of paganism. In London they are eaten for breakefast on 
this day ; and the superstition that a cross bun preserved from one Good Friday to another 
will prevent an attack of whooping-cough has Btill some believers. 

31. Easter Sunday has always been regarded as the very queen or the highest of all the 
Christian festivals. The mournful season of Lent is past, the Saviour has been crucified 
! and buried, and “ now is Christ risen indeed,” “ the first-fruits of them that slept.” The 
name is derived from Eostre, a goddess to whom the Saxons and other northern nations 
sacrificed at about this season. The Paasclia, or Jewish Passover, celebrated at this time, 
lent its name to the Christian Paschal season, but the precise time for keeping Easter has 
been a cause of contention between Eastern and Western Christians. Customs peculiar to 
the season are dying out in England, but on the Continent paschal eggs, with coloured 
shells, and toys in the shape of gigantic eggs, are given amongst all classes. 

APRIL. 

7. Low Sunday is so called because it was the custom to celebrate the Sunday next 
after Easter as a feast of the same kind. But somewhat lower in degree. 

25. Saint Mark , one of the four Evangelists, is supposed to be the same as John Mark, 
mentioned in Acts xii, 15. He was a disciple of St. Peter, and founded a church at Alex- 
andria, where, unable to look on quietly while the heathens were worshipping Serapis, he 
denounced their idolatry, and so incensed them, that he was immediately seized, bound 
with cords, and dragged through the streets till he died, a. d. 68. St. Mark is the Patron 
Saint of Venice, and is usually depicted with a winged lion by his side. 
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MAY. 

1. St Phillip St. James.— The St. James commemorated this day is the one who was 
cousin, and has been oalled the brother of Our Lord ; to distinguish him from the other 
James, he is styled the Less, possibly because he was the smaller, or the younger. He 
was remarkable for his simplicity and piety, and gained great influence in Jerusalem, of 
which city he was the first Bishop. This so enraged the Jews, that they hurled him from 
a pinnacle of the Temple. He was not killed by the fall, but was able to get upon his 
knees, and m this posture was killed by clubs and stones. Of St. Phillip but little is 
known beyond what is stated of him m the New Testiment. Tradition says that he was 
married, had several daughters, and that he preached the Gospel in Phrygia. 

5. Rogation Sunday , so called from rogare, to beseech. The three rogation days are 
the Monday, Tuesday, and Wednesday before Holy Thuisday. No special seivice has been 
provided for them, but one of the Homilies is enjoined to be read. 

9. Ascension Day Holy Thursday, in commemoration of the day Christ “ascended 
into Heaven, led captivity captive, and opened the Kingdom of Heaven to all believers.” 
It is celebrated forty days after Easter Members of the High Church party have endea- 
voui’ed to get this day set apart as a general holyday, in the same manner as the days of 
the Birth, Passion, and Resurrection ; but their efforts have not been attended with any 
large amount of success. On this day the parochial bounds are beaten by the charity 
children, who are attended by the beadle and othei officials. Formerly it was the custom 
to flog or bump some of the children at the hounds, in order that those localities might be 
impressed on their memones. 

19. Pentecost or Whit-S unday . — The seventh Sunday after Easter-day. It was on the 
feaBt of Pentecost (a great feast of the Jews), that the Holy Ghost miraculously descended 
on the Apostles. This and the two following days comprise Whitsuntide ; and in many 
parts of England it is a time for liiiing servants. It is named Whit, it signifying “White” 
Sunday, because on this day the catechumenB appeared in the ancient Church in white 
garments. 

26. Trinity Sunday .— On this day the Church commemorates the mystery of the Holy 
Trinity. It will be noticed that while the life and death of Christ form the subject of 
many commemorations of the Holy Spirit there is but one, and of the Father none. All 
the remaining Sundays of the ecclesiastical yeai are in the English Church named after 
the Holy Trinity, while in the Church of Koine they are named after Pentecost. 

30. Corpus Christi is not in the Anglican calendar, but is a high day in that of Rome. 
It was instituted in honour of the doctrine of transubstantiation by Pope Urban IV, about 
the year 1263, and confirmed by the Council of Vienne m 1311. 


. J UNE. 

11. Saint Barnabas. — One of the most active of the disciples was Joses, surnamed 
Barnabas, the Son of Consolation. He is said to have been one of those who, having pos- 
sessions, sold them and laid down the price at the apostles’ feet. He for some time labour- 
ed with St. Paul ; but after a while disputes arose, and he pursued his own course, choos- 
ing Cyprus for the field of his labours. He was stoned to death at Salamis, and was 
buried with a copy of St. Matthew’s Gospel on his breast. This was the longest day, old 
style ; hence the saving, 

“ Barr.aby bright, Barnaby bright, 

Longest day and the shortest night.” 

24. Saint John the Baptist . — Unlike most other saints in the calendar, whose deaths 
alone are commemorated, the Church celebrates the Birthday of St. John, forth© reason, 
says an old writer,, that even before his birth he was canonized. He was son of Zacharias, 
a priest, and Elizabeth, the cousin of Mary. Like his prototype Elijah, he was a recluse, 
and also a preacher of righteousness. 

29. Saint Peter , brother of St. Andrew, and son of Jonas, was a fisherman, who left all 
to follow Christ. He appears to have been one of the most zealous and attached of all 
the disciples, and although frequently rebuked, was one of those most honoured by the 
friendship of his Master. He was married, and is said to have had a daughter, Petronilla. 
St. Paul having founded a church at Rome, of which Linus was the first Bishop, went 
there again Accompanied by St. Peter, and as a Roman citizen suffered death by decapita- 
tion, A. D. 65. St. Peter, regarded as a Jewish slave, was crucified, but, at his own request, 
with his head downwards, not conceiving himself worthy of suffering in the same manner 
as his master. 
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JULY. 

2. Visitation of the Blessed Virgin Mary.— This festival was instituted by Pope Urban VI 
in commemoration of the journey which the Virgin Mary took to the hill country of 
Judea, in order to visit her cousin Elisabeth, mother of John the Baptist. The feast was 
instituted in 1389, and confirmed at the Council of Basle in 1431, “in order that the 
Blessed Virgin, being honoured with this solemnity, might by her intercession reconcile 
her Son, who is dow angry for the sins of men, and that she might grant peace and amity 
among the faithful.” 

22 St. Mary Magdalene is believed to have been the sinner to whom much had been 
forgiven, and the saint who loved much. She was the most constant of all Our Lord's 
followers— 

“Not she with traitorous kiss her Master stung, 

Not she denied Him with unfaithful tongue ; 

She, when Apostles fled, could danger brave, 

Last at his cross, and earliest at Ins grave.” 

After the Ascension she is said to have lived for some time in Judea, and then to have 
retired to Ephesus, where she resided with the Virgin Mary. Painters have repiesented 
her as a lovely woman, in a large number of repentant attitudes, some of them being only 
such as unrepentant “ Magdalenes” could be induced to assume. 

25. Saint James, surnamed the Great, Apostle and Martyr. He was originally a fish- 
erman, brother of St. John ; he is the patron saint of Spam, where, after the death of his 
Master, he is said to have preached the Gospel. On his return to Jerusalem he received 
the crown of Martyrdom, being beheaded by order of Herod the Great, A. r>. 43. He was 
the first martyred of all the apostles, and is regarded as the patron of pilgrims. 

AUGUST. 

1. Lammas Day should rather have been Loaf-mass, of which Saxon name it is a cor- 
ruption. On this day the Ancient Britons celebrated the gift of Ceres by offering a loaf 
made of new com ; this custom was adopted by the early Christians, and the first fruits 
were presented at the altar. In the Snlisbury Missal the day is called Benedictis novorum 
fructuum. Lammas is one of the Scottish quarter days. 

24. Saint Bartholomew is supposed to be the apostle called Nathaniel. His surname N 
being Tolmai— thus, Bar-Tolmai — the son of Tolmai. He preached the Gospel in Armenia 
and India, and suffered martyrdom in the former countiy by being flayed alive ; hence he 
is always represented with a butcher’s or currier’s flaying-knife. At Croyland Abbey a 
curious custom existed of presenting flaying-knives to all visitors on this day. This is the 
anniversary of the fearful massacre of Protestants at Paris in 157 2, and also of the ejection 
of the Non-conforming Ministers in 1662. St. Bartholomew displaces St. Swithin, for — 

“ All the tears St. Swithin can cry, 

St. Bartlemy’s mantle wipes dry.” 

29. St. John the Baptist Beheaded . — The Birth of St. John is celebrated June 24. The 
Anglo-Saxons, with more truthfulness than elegance, say that the daughter of Herodias 
“ tomblyde” to please Herod, and so far succeeded that he promised to give anything she 
liked to ask. Her choice was the head of the Baptist, in revenge for his having reproved, 
or spoken in public of her improper conduct. 

SEPTEMBER. 

8. Nativity of the Blessed Virgin Mary.— This day was set apart intathe year 695, in 
oonsequence of a concert of angels being held in the air. W 

21. St. Matthew, Apostle and Evangelist, was a Jew, the son of Alpheus. His Hebrew 
name was Levi. He was an officer employed to collect the hateful Roman public taxes, 
hence the name publican. Too frequently the publicans were harsh and dishonest ; con- 
sequently, to be a publican was to be bated by the people generally. Our Lord saw him 
sitting at the receipt of custom, and said, “Follow me.” This was sufficient. After the 
Asoension, Matthew preached the Gospel in Judea, and afterwards in Parthia and Ethio- 
pia. He wrote his Gospel in Hebrew, and this is said to have been translated into Greek 
by one of the other disoiples. 

29. St. Michael and all Angels This is the only day set apart in commemoration of 
the angels. The theme offers great scope to the imagination of a poetic preacher, inas- 
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much as Scripture is all fc&t silent respecting the hierarchy of Heaven. St. Dionysius, 
Milton, Fletcner, and many other writers have described the different orders, and the 
MSS. of the middle ages will supply every variety of sketches and finished drawings, | 
some of which might pass for actual portraits. Lous XI, in 1469, dubbed St Michael, i 
a lrnight. Michaelmaa is one of the regular quarter days. Geese are now in season. 

OCTOBER. 

18. Saint Luke, Evangelist, is supposed to bo “ the beloved physician” mentioned by 
St. Paul. In other respects Scripture is silent about Saint Luke. Tradition, however, says : 
that he was one of the seventy ; that he preached the GoBpel.in Egypt and Greece ; that 
he was an artist, and took portraits of the Virgin Mary and of Christ. He lived to the 
age of eighty-four, and was then hanged upon an olive tree. The only things about Sfc. 
Luke of which we are tolerably certain are that he wrote the Gospel which goes by his 
name, and also the “ Acts of the Apostles.” 

28. St. Simon and St. Jude, Apostles, are generally represented together — Simon with 
aaawinhis hand, emblematical of the death he underwent, being sown asunder ; and 
Jude with a carpenter’s square, or with a boat. Nothing certain is known of either. Until 
the change of style in 1752, this was Lord Mayor’s day in London, aud wet weather was 
commonly expected. A waiting woman in an old play says of something that we fear will 
be found out, ’Tis as certain as that it will rain on Simon and Jude’s day. 

NOVEMBER. 

1. All Saints.-^ In this festival the Church honours all the saints not otherwise com- 
memorated, the reason given by one of our liturgists being, “because we cannot particu- 
larly commemorate every one of those saints in whom God’s graces have been eminent, for 
that would be too heavy a burden ; and because in those particular feasts which we do 
celebrate, we may justly be thought to have omitted some of our duty through infirmity 
or negligence ; theiefoie Holy Church appoints this day in commemoration of the saints 
in general.” The festival was instituted in 610, when tiie Pantheon at Rome was conse- 
crated as a Christian Church. 

2. All Souls , is in the calendar of the Church of Rome, but not in that of the English. 
On this day they commemorate the faithful departed this life, and special prayer is made 
for thoBC souls which are undergoing in an intermediate state a purgatorial cleansing from 
•in by means of punishment. Many members of the Chuich of England hold the doctrine 
m a modified form. The passing bell is a relic of the olden times — 

“ Whon thou dost hear a bell or knell. 

Then think upon thy Passing Bell, 

When the bell begins to toll, 

‘ Lord, have mercy on the soul !* ” 

A pleasing custom connected with All Soul's Day, prevalent on the Continent, is likely 
to become a more frequent practice here, now that cemeteries are superseding the old 
churchyards, namely, that of placing wreaths of flowers, or Immortelles, on the graves of 
the departed. If the festival of All Saints wero set apart for the practice here, there 
could be no objection on the ground of doctrine ; Churchman and Dissenter alike would 
equally be willing to pay some maik of respect to the memory of the departed. 

5. Gunpowder Plot , 1605. 

30. Saint Andrew, ApoBtle, patron saint of Scotland, was first a disciple of St. John 
the Baptist, and apjiears to have been the first to follow Christ : for this reason it is sup- 
posed that the place of honour has been given to him in the Anglican Prayer-book, where 
he comes first of all those commemorated. But little is known of him, although he is 
believed to have suffered martyrdom at Patra, in Greece, A. D. 70, by being crucified on a 
cross in the form of X. 

DECEMBER. 

1 Advent Sunday. — The Christian year now commences. There are four Sundays in 
Advent. These are intended as preparations for the commemoration of the advent of 
Christ. On the first Sunday we pray to be enabled to cast away the works of darkness ; 
on the second, return thanks for the first means of grace, the Holy Scripture ; on the 
thirck for the ministry ; and on the fourth, pray for the more direct interposition of God’s 
great might. There are always four Sundays in Advent, the first being that nearest St. 

{ Andrew's day, either before or after, as the case may be. 

I * 
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8. Conception of the Blessed Virgin Mary.— " This day,” Dr. Forster says, “ is a solemn 
festival, held by the Church in commemoration of the miraculous Conception of the Im- 
maculate, Holy, and Blessed Virgin Mother of God ; and is, as Butler assures us, the joy- 
ful dawniug of the bright day of meroy, refulgent in the birth of our Lord Jesus Christ.” 
The festival was instituted by St. Anslem, afterwards Arehbishop of Canterbury, in 1070. 

21. Saint Thomas, Apostle and Martyr.— The Gospel narrative of Thomas, surnamed 
Didymus, relates that he was hard of belief ; he would see and judge for himself— and he 
believed. After the Ascension he appears to have gone to India, and to have preached 
the Gospel to the Parthian s, Medes and Persians, and was martyred at Melapore, on the 
Coromandel coast, being first stoned, and then run through with a spear. 

25. Christmas day.— This is the greatest holyday in the year, in every sense. On this 
day we celebrate the biith of the Saviour, and even those who care little about religion 
make the day and season a time of rejoicing, Even before breakfast we are saluted with — 

“God bless you, merry gentlemen, 

Let nothing you dismay, 

Remember Christ our Saviour 
Was born on Christmas day. 

A custom which was inaugurated by the Angels, 

“ While shepherds watched their flocks by night, 

All seated on the ground.” 

26. Saint Stephen , the first Martyr. — Of St. Stephen nothing is known, except that he 
was chosen one of the first deacons, that he was devout and eloquent, and that he was the 
first Martyr, having been stoned to death by the fanatical Jews, some of whom, as St. 
Paul says, thought that by so acting they did God service. St. Stephen ought to be 
regarded as the patron of ’prentice lads, who this day go round collecting Christmas boxes, 
as also do the dustmen, postmen, and bellmen, with almost all classes of tradesmen’s 
assistants. Being a day of rest, our forefathers turned it to account bv making it a pi ac- 
tice to bleed their horses, as recommended by good old Thomas Tusser : — 

“ ’Ere Christmas be passed, let horse to let blood. 

For many a purpose it doth them much good , 

The day of St. Stephen old fathers did use , 

If that do mislike thee, some other day chuse.” 

28. Holy Innocents.— Childermas Day, in commemoration of the children slam by 
order of the impious Herod. It has been well observed that the Church commemorates 
three kinds of martyrs, each being exemplified m the three days past. 1. Thoso who, 
like St. Stephen, are martyrs both in the will and the deed— this is the highest kind of 
martyrdom. 2. Those who, like St. John, are martyrs in will but not indeed 3. Those 
who are martyrs in deed, but not in will, as were those innocent babes commemorated 
this day. 
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The annexed Table shows the soveral holidays allowed to particular Sects of Hindus in each District 
jn addition to the general holidays of seven days at Christmas, three at Easter, and one on the Queen’s 
Birthday No class of servants are to have more than ten special holidays throughout the year All 
Public Offices throughout the country must be closed on Sundays, and public Officers are prohibited 
from assuming charge of their offices on that day Provision for the despatch of emergent business 
during holidays, must be made by all Heads of Departments.

MADEAS. 

KITCHEN GARDEN. 

January.— A s the weather during the month will generally be clear and drv, attention 
to watering is required ; if possible, water in the morning, otherwise late in tne evening ; 
never water vegetables during the heat of the day. The sowing of European vegetables 
may now be discontinued, as in the majority of cases seed sown during this month will 
prove to be labor needlessly expended, they will not come to maturity, or scarcely to a 
state fit for consumption. Last month may be considered as drawing to a close all suc- 
cessful operations in regard to European vegetable sowing, with the exception of a few 
salads, which be sown in beds, shaded and hand-watered with attention, they will pro r 
duce small ciops. During the first and second week is a good time to sow cucumbers, 
vegetable marrow, gourds and such like. Nepaul spinach should be sown and planted 
for a supply during the hot months. Attend to keeping the soil hoed amongst growing 
crops, eradicating weeds to prevent their seeding, which they now do freely, continue to 
earth up celery, choosing a dry day for directions as to earthmq. See No. 3, page 38. 
Plant cuttings of the cabbage tribe in beds, if rooted they will give a good supply of 
sprouts duiing the hot months. Sow country vegetables if required, remove all decaying 
vegetables to the compoRt heap. Look to the graft mangoes, continue every two or three 
days to deepen the incision till the branch is cut through. If any are entirely removed 
they may be planted without delay, taking care to support them against damage from 
hign winds. 

FLOWER GARDEN. 

The flowers during this month should be in great perfection. The main operations con- 
sist in keeping everything clean and in perfect order, using the knife amongst shrubs, &c., 
where required. Attend to the young shoots of creepers so that they n.ay be properly 
trained, cut back all plants that may be growing over the edges of the beds or walks ; this 
should be done neatly so that the use of the knife may not be discovered, nothing looks 
worse than plants abruptly cut round the edge of flower beds. Such cuttings of shrubs 
and roses, as are rooted should be planted out in beds, well-watered and shaded for a few 
days. Attend to plants in nots, roses in flower-bud will be improved by frequent watering 
with liquid manure, it will increase the size of the flowers. Shade tender plants from 
the midday sun, keep a supply of water exposed to the sun during the day, for watering 
potted plants in the evening. Attend to clipping hedges, keeping the walks and grass in 
proper trim. 

Remarks. —The weather during this month is generally clear, ram seldom falls, dews are 
plentiful, vegetables are abundant towards the end of the month. Fiuit, such as oranges, 
pomegranates, guavas, plantains, &c., arc to be had. 

KITCHEN GARDEN. 

FEBRUARY. — As the Horticulture exhibition is generally held during the early part of 
the month, attend to the schedule of prizes if you intend to compete, preserve such 
articles as may be required by making them with stakes ; in forwarding articles for com- 
petition pay marked attention to what is required, avoid sending vegetables of any kind 
in flowerpots. In the garden, little is required beyond the directions of last month; 
a few salads may be sown, country radishes, cucumbers and gourds may still be sown. 
Keep the garden clear from decayed loaves ; vegetables during this month, especially the 
cabbage tribe, give out a most disagreeable odour if left decaying. See that arrangements 
are made to keep up a supply of such country vegetables as may be required. Watering 
will invariably be requisite throughout the month, plant out (if on hand) cuttings of the 
cabbage tribe. Attend to collecting manure for next season. 

FLOWER GARDEN. 

The directions of last month are suitable to this, little more can be done thanattending 
to watering and cleanliness ; let plants in pots intended for exhibition, be protected from 
the midday sun if possible. During the course of the month, remove and put in pots a 
good supply of verbenas and such like, to preserve them during the hot season. Attend to 
plants in pots, frequently stirring up the soil on the surface. If worms are troublesome, 
a little cloar lime water used occasionally will remove them. 

Remarks. —The weather during this month is clear and calm, dew every morning, rain 
seldom occurs if ever ; vegetables and flowers in most seasons are plentiful ; fruit, such 
as sapodillas, mangoes, oranges, custard apples, &c , are to be had. 

KITCHEN GARDEN. 

March.- -As the cultivation of European vegetables will no longer give any degree of 
satisfaction equivalent to the expense incurred, it is not necessary to presume that by 
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giving directions, success will be the reward of carrying them out. The heat is too great 
to develope seeds of northern climes^ indeed it is mere chance to succeed in germinating 
and growing tropical seeds. Attention to the culture of such varieties of country vege- 
tables as may be required is all that is requisite in cultivation, though the latter may oe 
purchased in the market much cheaper than they oan be grown in private gardens. All 
vacant spaces in the garden should now be dug, and thrown up in ridges (tms is applic- 
able to heavy soils) so os to expose the soil to the influence of the sun during the hot 
weather. Where the soil is light, let it be dug over level, collect manure without delay ; 
if composod of heating materials, it will require to be watered and turned over frequently ; 
be sure this matter is not overlooked ; attend to watering lately planted mango trees, 
untying the ligatures round the grafted parts, support the stems securely against high 
winds, store yams in sand or dry soil. 

FLOWER GARDEN. 

Little can be done during this month ; pay attention to cleanliness, watering shrubs, 
roses, &c. ; such beds as are empty should be neatly dug over ; look to the roots of dahlias, 
let them be stored in pots of sand, or the pots they were grown in ; if the soil is dried they 
must be kept dry; gloxinias, achimenes and bulbs, require the same treatment : plants 
growing in pots should be plaoed if possible to receive the morning sun and shaded during 
midday. 

Remarks. — The weather during this month is clear, hot, and very unpleasant, from the 
prevailing southerly winds, slight dew frequently. No rain falls during the whole course 
of the month; European vegetables are very scaice, dear, and bad in general ; country 
vegetables plentiful, such as brinjals, radishes, greens, &c. Fruit none, with the exception 
of indifferent plantains. 

KITCHEN GARDEN. 

April. — This month might be passed over in silence, as little or nothing can be done 
unless digging up auy portions of the garden not attended to last month ; this should not 
be neglected any longer. Cucumbers, gourds and melons may be sown during the month ; 
they require protection from the sun until established. Attend to the fruiting pines ; if 
the crowns appear to grow too large let the hearts be taken out neatly ;• remove all suckers 
from the bottom of the fruit; after the fruit has swelled a good size, water should be 
sparingly applied as it tends to injure the flavour. 

FLOWER GARDEN. 

The directions of last month are suitable to this ; little more can be done than keeping 
the garden clean and free of weeds ; towards the end of the month look well to the sup- 
port of young trees, creepers, &c., as gales may be expected early in May. Prepare soil 
for plants in pots without delay ; directions for compost, See No. 3 ; look over dahlia roots, 
&c., in case they are being injured by vermin. Roses in pots should not be excited at 
present, or they will be weakened. 

Remarks.— The weathor during this month is similar to that of last, wind changeable 
fromS. to E. and W., dew is seldom seen. A few slight showers of rain sometimes occur ; 
European vegetables are very scarce, native vegetables plentiful. Fruit, such as grapes, 
pine- apples, and some of the orange tribe are to be had. Plantains are plentiful. 

KITCHEN GARDEN. 

Matt. — During tho month the land wind commences, much difficulty will be experienced 
in cultivating any but the common varieties of countiy vegetables, dig over any vacant 
spaces of ground, no matter how roughly ; prepare manure ; repair and build water chan- 
nels when required ; make and repair roads and walls. 

FLOWER GARDEN. 

Now is a good time to put walks in good order, and make others where required. If 
composts for seeds and plants in pots are not preparing, delay no longer, as they will be 
required in July. Wash all empty flower-pots and order supplies for new ones ; use every 
endeavour to put down the unsightly pots in general use— it can be done. 

Remarks. — The weather during this month is unpleasantly hot from the prevailing land 
winds ; in most seasons a few slight showers of rain fall ; seldom other than country vege- 
tables are to be had, with the exception of cabbage sprouts, which are hard and tough ; 
mangoes and pine-apples are plentiful and cheap ; flowers aie scarce. 

KITCHEN GARDEN. 

JUNE. -Although rain frequently occurs during the month, it is scarcely desirable to 
recommend the sowing of European vegetables. It is more requisite to push forward any 
new work that may be required ; dig over and trench all vacant and new ground that may 
be taken in for cultivation. Be careful that a good supply of manure is on hand. 

FLOWER GARDEN. 

Preparing pits for planting trees and ornamental shrubs may be proceeded with /.likewise 
ho filling up of all hollows on the lawns where water accumulates during monsoon. 
Making new flower gardens where reqairod, they should be proceeded with at once ; it will 
save time when the gardeners are required foi more active operations in July and August. ; 
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Repair walks and make nejy ones ; see thabthey are broad and level enough for two persons 
to walk abreast upon them ; there is no necessity to raise them up like ridges in the centre ; 
\i they are slightly convex to throw off the water, it is sufficient. 

Remarks .— The weather during this month is similar to that of last ; showers are more 
frequent ; European vegetables are rarely to be had. Fruit is plentiful. 

KITCHEN GARDEN. 

JULY. — Everything should be prepared during the present month for sowing seeds in 
August. If the weather is at all favorable, sow a small quantity of celery anti parsley for 
early plants. Peas may be sown towards the latter part of the month, though with but 
slight chance of success in the generality of seasons ; during the last week the levelling of 
the soil thrown up in ridges may be proceeded with. The manure heap should be in a fit 
condition for use. 

FLOWER GARDEN. 

Little can be done during the month farther than preparation for the ensuing seed time ; 
let composts be in a perfect state for use before the end of the month. Make up grass 
edgings with turf. Do not prune roses unless they show signs of growth ; this can be easily 
discovered by the swelling and bursting of the buds ; if they show such signs, prune and 
manure, though waiting till the following month, would be more judicious. Take care not 
to be carried into too active operations by a good shower of rain. Look to the roots of 
dahlias, gloxinias and achimenes ; they may have commenced to grow, retard them as much 
as possible, but bring them to the light ; as dahlias are very impatient, their roots shouhj 
be divided towards the end of the month into as many divisions as possible with a sharp 
knife, having shoot upon each division. 

Remarks. — The rains of the S. W. Monsoon commence during this month in slight showers ; 
the sky is very cloudy ; rain frequent in most seasons. Fruit and vegetables are scarce. 

KITCHEN GARDEN. 

August. — As imported seeds should now be on hand, let a first sowing be put in pots or 
boxes without delay. If the weather is favorable, successive sowings may he put in during 
the whole course of the month. Care must be taken that the soil is in a proper moist con- 
dition as described in No. 1, page 8. Guard against the ravages of red ants ; be sparing of 
water to imported seeds until they germinate. A first sowing of peas and French beans 
may be put in, likewise carrots, beet, parsley and radishes ; choose a dry day, sow celery in 
boxes or pots in rich soil mixed 'with well-decayed manure, and a small quantity of pow- 
dered lime. The reason celery is so apt to run to seed, arises from inattention to keep up 
a constant luxuriance by the aid of good manure, celery should never receive a check ; of 
country vegetables, bow brinjals, gourds, cucumbers, roselles, greens, spinach, beans, chillies, 
snake gourds, &c. ; plant yams and J evusalem artichokes. Attend to top-dressing asparagus 
beds, make a fresh bed of water-cresses ia a shady spot near a well or tank where they can 
he easily supplied with water twice a day. Put m suckers of pine-apples ; prepare stock of 
mangoes for grafting. Let the garden soil be levelled, well manured and dug over ; make 
sure the manure is well looked after and mixed with lime and ashes before using. 

FLOWER GARDEN. 

Sow seeds of everything that can bo had most suitable for the climate, be careful how 
small seeds are sown and watered, read directions in No. 1 ; look to the roots of dahlias, 
gloxinias, &c. ; they should be set a-growing in good soil. If no plan has definitely fixed 
upon to secure a good supply of flowers, now is the time to look to it ; there is no time to 
spare ; propagate verbenas by layers ; sow holybocks, phloxes, petunias, balsams, &c. ; 
increase your stock of clirysanthomums, by division, or fresh supplies ; let the flower garden 
be well dug and manured ; dig and manure round the roots of shrubs on lawns, &c. Let a 
shaded piece of ground be prepared in which to put cuttings of roses, shrubs, &c. ; prepare 
pits for planting trees ana shrubs, make them large and deep. Pits in the soil of Madras 
or anywhere should not be less than 2J feet in diameter and depth. Too much care cannot 
be taken of seedlings, lest they get drawn during the dull days that prevail ; expose them 
to the light and air as much as possible. Top-dress all plants in pots not intended to 
be re-potted with fresh soil and manure ; re-pot and top-aress roses in pots. Prune and 
manure garden roses and put in cuttings. 

Remarks . — It were unnecessary to write these instructions if those for whom they are 
written, do not carry them out during the course of this month. As success can only be 
looked for by close attention, next month will be of less avail to have plantB sufficiently 
strong to produce an early crop or to stand the heavy rains, and whatever complaints may 
have to be made anent the failure of vegetables and the display of flowers, in January and 
February, it can be asoribed to no other cause than neglecting to conduct operations at the 
right season and in a proper manner. The native gardeners are not so much to blame as 
they in general go by the instructions they receive. 

Bain is frequent during this month ; country vegetables are plentiful ; fruit and Euro- 
pean vegetables are very soarce. 

KITCHEN GARDEN. 

Skpt&xbkr. — T his is the proper time to sow a succession of peas, French beans and 
spinach ; they may be put in every week during the month ; continue to sow vegetables of 
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nil kinks. Onions and leeks in light rich soil injbeds, protected from the rain by mats tied 
over moveable bamboo framework. Attend to the seedlings sown last month ; some of whioh 
will be ready for transplanting. Knol-khol and cabbage, if any were sown early in July, 
will be ready for final transplanting in the garden, in beds of rows : let them, be lifted 
carefully ; disturb the roots as little as possible. Enoourge the growth of celery by slight 
waterings of liquid manure ; look after insects ; a slight sprinkling of lime over and under 
the leaves will arrest their ravages ; if not used let them be picked off with the hand every 
morning. Lime will in no wise injure the tenderest vegetation, if slaked and cool. Native 
vegetables sown at the beginning of last month will be fit for planting out. Commence to 
graft mangoes ; make preparations such as digging trenches, &c., to prevent the garden 
being flooded during the monsoon near at hand. Manure pine-apples, remove the suckers 
and put them into root. 

FLOWER GARDEN. 


Petunias, holyhocks, phloxes, &c., &c., sown last month, should during this he fit for 
planting out, choosing a dull damp day. Continue to sow balsams, holyhocks and all 
showy annuals, not neglecting mignonette. Balsam seed from Hyderabad is generally 
good j and from the cultivators there removing the lateral branches, they have acquired a 
peculiar upright habit, show about one foot of blossom in a column wheu well-grown. 
Attend to cleanliness and keeping the soil in flower bed open by hoeing (i the idea of seeing 
a Gardener sitting in a flower-bed digging it up with a piece of bamboo is absurd.) Prune 
roses if hitherto neglected, layer bud and put in cuttings of roses and such shrubs, tiees 
gnd creepers as may be required. Sow seeds of trees and shrubs ; where layering is 
required, attend to the instructions given in No. 2, page 1G ; put in pipings of carnations, 
picotees in boxes, filled with fine sand, mixed with red earth. Let all creepers be neatly 
tied to the posts or trellises upon which they are trained ; prune where required ; prune 
and keep in proper form shrubs, &c. ; attend to cutting hedges and filling up gaps ; casurina 
hedges neatly trimmed would be much neater lound flower gardens than unsightly bamboo 
trellises ; it is astonishing they are not more generally planted, as they combine neatness 
with economy, are easily raised if the seed is not too deeply covered with soil. 


KITCHEN GARDEN. 


October. — Transplant all vegetable plants, large enough into beds or drills where they 
are to grow. Trenches should be ready to receive cfelery plants ; shade if the weather is 
dear ; look after tomatoes, onions, leeks, carrots and beet-root ; let them be thinned out to 
proper distances from each other ; the thinnings may be planted if required. Continue to 
sow a few varieties of vegetable seeds. Peas may be sown every week; let the drills in 
which they are sown be raised above the surface level ; continue to sow a succession of 
French beans. Keep up a supply of salads, such as lettuce, endive, mustard, water-cress, 
Ac. Finish early in the month preparations for planting out vegetables : do not trust till 
wanted, as the soil may not be workable from ram. Let everything about the garden be 
neat and clean ; eradicate weeds on their first appearance. If the weather during the 
month should prove dry, peas and the cabbage tribe will suffer much. A supply of water 
will be requisite to prevent the crops sustaining a check which would prove very detri- 
mental. When water is applied let it be.w the morning, very early, if possible ; when it 
is cool, frequent hoeing up the soil amongst the crops will require to be looked too. If 
activity is not displayed during the early part of this month in forwarding operations, 
there is but little chance of success for the season. Take particular care the crops are not 
planted on the same piece of ground they were last year ; alternate them yearly if possible. 
Graft mangoes and plant pine -apples. 

FLOWER GARDEN. 

The operations of last month are applicable to this. Look after dahlias in pots, stake 
them and water occasionally with liquid manure. Plant out verbenas, heliotropes and all 
other bedding plants. Keep up a supply of balsams, cookscombs, mignonette, &c. Plant 
trees and shrubs, attend to training and pruning creepers. This is a good time to get 
roses, fuschias, violets, Ac., from the Hills of Bangalore. Take advantage of dry days to 
out grass ; straighten and trim the edges of walks and beds. Give everything a neat and 
clean appearance. Protect all newly planted trees from wind. The best plan is use three 
tarred ropes for each plant, fix them to 'the stems, round which should be tied a piece of 
oanvas to prevent the friction of the ropes from injuring the bark ; tie the ropes tight to 
three pegs firmly driven into the ground at the proper distance from the plants. This is 
costlier than stakes but more permanent, and wul protect the plants till properly rooted. 

Remarks .-- The weather during this month is generally wet and stormy, more especially 
during the latter part of it. Vegetables nnd fruits still continue scarce. 

KITCHEN GARDEN, 

November.— Few European vegetables will come to perfection if not fit to plant out 
during this month. Attend to transplanting seedlings ; peas and French beans may be 
sown every week or ten days : the main crop must be looked for from seed sown this month, 
as pees sown in December seldom succeed. Sow a small quantity of oabbage, knol-khol, 
cauliflowers .tomatoes, &c., likewise a few salads. Cauliflower sown during the first week 
of the month ; if they are well attended to, flowers may be had during February. Attend 
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to transplanting onions and loeks. Thin out turnips and carrots to proper distances from 
each other. Plant celery trenches ; look after all details, such as cleanliness, digging 
trenches to carry oft the heavy rains ; put in cuttings of cabbage sprouts for use during the 
hot season. Graft mangoes ; put in cuttings of figs an d vines. Plan t onion bulbs for salad. 

FLOWER GARDEN. 

Continue to transplant seedlings into pots or boxes. Plant out annuals, verbenas, holy- 
hocks, phloxes and lpomeas, if strong enough. Sow any flower seeds remaining on hand. 
Sow seeds of trees and shrubs. Prepare early in the month stations for ornamental creepers, 
and plant without delay. Attend to training creepers and pruning where required. Prune 
and manure garden roses and put iu cuttings. In pruning, cut the old branches down to 
three or four eyes from the bottom. Top-dress all plantain pots not requiring re-potting ; 
protect tender plants from heavy rains ; activity is required during this month to obtain a 
good supply of flowers during the three following months. The finer varieties of roses in 
pots should be re-potted if necessary; they require a heavy soil mixed with well-decayed 
cow-dung. Support all plants requiring it from the high winds. 

Remarks. — The weather during this month is in general boisterous, with heavy rains ; the 
N. E. Monsoon continues with great violence. Vegetables and flowers continue scarce* 

KITCHEN GARDEN. 

December. — Continue to plant out and transplant intoboxes all vegetable plants on hand 
during the first week. Attend to thinning turnips and carrots. Plant celery in trenches 
and earth up such as may require it. Keep the soil amongst the growing crops hoed, and 
eradicate weeds on their first appearance. Branch lettuce and endive by tying up the 
leaves. Thin out the branches of tomatoes. Look sharp after i n sects amongst cabbage and 
cauliflower. Use slaked lime freely on all crops attacked ; it will prove a beneficial check. 
During the month sow cucumbers, vegetable marrow, country vegetables for greens, &c. 
Early planted vegetables will be fit for use towards the end of the month. French beans 
and SAlads should be in abundance. Attend to staking peas, beans, &c. Continue to make 
up a manure heap for the ensuing season ; let nothing be lost in the shape of vegetable 
matter. The mam work of the month is attention to growing crops ; look to early grafted 
mangoes ; make incisions gradually on the branches above the grafts. 

FLOWER GARDEN. 

Plant out the remaining stock of annuals ; sow a few holyliocks, amaranthus, &c. A last 
sowing of balsams may be put in. Sow convolvoluRes of all kinds. Petunias for flowering 
during the hot months. Attend to dahlias and encourage them by frequent watering of 
liquid manure. Keep the flower beds and walks clean and neat ; water and roll the walks 
towards the latter part of the month, it will give them a neat appearance, at the same time 
they will be more comfortable to walk upon. 

Remarks.— The weather during the first two weeks is similar to last month, generally 
clearing up towards the latter end. Fogs are frequent ; flowers continue scarce with the 
exception of roses ; vegetables are scarce ; country greens, Ac., are to be had in abundance ; 
fruit, such as oranges, guavas and plantains are plentiful. 


GARDENING CALENDAR FOR BANGALORE. 


JANUARY. — In this month most of the culinary vegetables are in great perfection. Grapes, 
apples, pine apples, country raspberry, and also a few strawberries and peaches are in 
season. Such anple trees as have finished bearing may now be pruned, although it would 
be better to delay it until the ensuing month. Sow seeds of such vegetables as peas, 
radish, spinach, &c., that do not require more than three months to come to perfection. 
This is a good month for altering or making a garden, laying walks, &c. Open the roots 
of vine trees, if the wood is well repined. 

This is the best month for planting cuttings of sugar-cane. 

Remarks .— The nights and mornings are chill— a clear sky during the day. It seldom 
rains during this month ; but fog falls daily in the mornings. The wind blows steadily 
from the N. E. with occasional variations. 

February.— In this month, country raspberries, figs, pomegranates, pineapples, peaches, 
grapes and strawberries may be had in great abundance and perfection. A few apples 
remaiit. Very few vegetables can be sown wich advantage this month. Open the roots 
of pe&ohes and apples, and prune apple trees. As the mango will bo in flower, spread, if 
requisite, some manure round the roots of the trees, slightly stirring the soil. 

Sow peaches, the stone should be broken, else the seeds will take some months to 
germinate. 

Remarks i. — The weather during the whole of this month is very fine. It seldom, if ever, 
rains. Heavy dew falls in the mornings. The wind blows N. E. , sometimes changing to the 
S. E. The first half of the month is rather chilly, about the end it commences to be warm. 

March. — During this month the roots of apple trees should be opened, if uot already 
done by those who approve of that system, and very strong manure should be applied. 
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Strawberries, grapes, raspberries and peaches are in season. The ground should be forked 
' about the roots of vines. Plant tuberose roots. Beet root and celery are in perfections 
As the winds and hot air of this month are very injurious to vegetation, as few seeds as 
possible should be sown. 

Remarks.— The weather during this month is clear, hot and unpleasant. Bain is little 
known. There is less dew. The wind continues to blow from the N. E. There is plenty 
of dust. It thunders and lightens occasionally. 

Apbil. — S ow all flower seeds to come to perfection in July and August. They will be 
refreshed by the early rains called the mango showers ; and there is generally rain in 
Mysore during June, Sow every kiml of vegetable seed. Plant patatoes. Dahlia seeds 
should be sown in this month in situations protected from the burning winds. 

Remarks .— This is the hottest month. The nightB are very sultry, and the sun pours 
down its fiery rays with unaba ting vigour during the day. The dust is almost suffooating. 
There is thunder and lightning. The mango showers may be expected towards the close 
of the month. Wind N. E. 

May.— Repeat the sowing of last month, or may be deferred till this month. Transplant 
the seeds of vegetables sown last month, and prepare the beds for the final transplanting 
of knol-khol, cabbage and cauliflower, watering the soil richly. Sow some cotton seeds. 

Remarks —The weather still continues hot. If the mango showers have set in, the heat 
is not so great as that of April. High winds from the S. W., with rain and clouds, may 
be expected. Rather dusty. 

June.— The directions for this month are very similar in many respects to those given 
for May and April, in order to have the flowers and vegetables later in the season. Man- 
goes are in great perfection, and pino-apples abundant ; jack-fiuit in season. The natives 
plough their ground and sow the earth-nut. This is the best month for sowing seeds from 
England, &c., provided they arrive in the two or three preceding months, but in general it 
is advisable to sow them as soon as they are unpacked. The fields for hay should be 
scratched by the native plough and manured. Cuttings and suckers of chrysanthemums, 
it taken off and planted in small pots, will flower in September. 

Roses often suffer much more from the attacks of the rosebeetle during this month. 
They should be sought for at night with the aid of a lantern, and while one boy holds the 
light, another picks off the insects and throws them into a chatty of water. Immense 
numbers can be killed in a short time in this u ay. The old roots of the dahlia should be 
planted in large pots of sand covered with some fermenting vegetable matter, to induce 
them to send out shoots. 

Remarks .— Rain is more frequent. The days begin to get cloudy and pleasant, and the 
nights cool. Wind from S. W. blows strongly. Plenty of dust. 

July.— Pino-apples and apples are in season. M angoes still continue till towards the end 
of the month ; young plants should then be grafted, and the trees pruned as soon as they 
have done boaring, as that is the only time when it can be done with impunity. Cuttings 
of all trees and shrubs should be put in this month, as well as slips of artichokes, which, 
as soon as they have established themselves should be cut down close to the ground. 

The natives generally sow the raggy and cholum, and prepare the ground for rice, and 
plant cuttings of sugar-cane. Flower and vegetable seeds may still be sown, and in 
regular seasons the cabbage tribe of the first and second sowings should be finally 
transplanted. The first crop of hay is cut this month. Sow mango seeds for supply 
of stocks for next year’s grafting. The dahlias sown last month will require transplant- 
ing, and the shoots should be separated from the old roots. The seed (dahlias) should now 
be turned out of tho pots into the open ground in a sandy well-manured soil. A species of 
while grub attacks the roots of flower plants, more especially the scarlet geranium. The 
only mode of destroying these insects is by uprooting the plants that show any signs of 
dropping and removing the grub. Experiments in the cultivation of wheat may be 
attempted this month. 

Remarks.— There is generally much rain this month. The days are cloudy and pleasant, 
and the nights cool. The wind blows from S. W. Thunder and lightning frequent. 

August.— Apples still continue ; young trees should now he grafted, and cuttings put 
down. Oranges, loquats, and alligator pears in season. Insects are excessively numerous 
and destructive. The orange tribe should be budded and inarched, and propagated by 
Booties. Plant beds with early strawberries. Still sow a few vegetable and flower seeds. 
Continue grafting mangoes. Transplant cotton. Propagate carnations and pinks by 
layers. Begin collecting seeds of early flowering annuals. Dahlias are in perfection. 
The natives sow different kinds of gram in this and in the following month. Stake the 
dahlias put into the ground l&st month. 

Bernards. —The early monsoons cease about the beginning of this month. The wind 
blows from S. W., and the weather is somewhat warm, 

[ September. — Alligator pears and loquats still continue. Guavas in plenty. Sow orange 
seed and alligator pear stones. Young potatoes in season. The American cotton SOW 
early in full pod. Plant Cape bulbs, either in the ground or in very deep pots well 
drained. The turnips and cabbages are much infested by a small dark oaterpillar, which 
j may be destroyed by sprinkling the plants with powdered lime. The rice begins to flower. 
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Put down cuttings of geraniums, roses, violets, heartsease, &c. Flowers are in great 
perfection. As most of the**peach trees will have lost their leaves, the roots should be 
opened and exposed for four days and then strongly manured. The principal ciop of 
hay is cut this month. 

Strip off leaves, and bare and prune the roots of apple trees, dressing the root at the 
same time with sheep or other manure. 

Remarks. -This is rather a hot month. The wind blows from S. W., and rain may be 
expected from the middle of the month, particularly in the evenings. 

October. —Vegetables are in great perfection. Sour sop and guavas also are now in 
season. The main beds for strawberries should be planted. Vines will begin to flower 
early in this month ; the borders should be dug and well manured. Dahlias will begin to 
fall in the month. As soon as the leaves begin to wither, they should be taken up with 
the soil that adheres to them, and keep in a dry place. As soon as they have been suffi- 
ciently dried, they should be packed in boxes of sand till the time for planting arrives. 
The double tube roses Bhould be similarly treated. 

Remarks.— T S\io latter monsoons which generally commence towards the end of last 
month, are very heavy during October. The wind veers round to the N. E. The days 
are pleasant and the nights cool. 

November,— Apples begin to ripen towards the end of this month. Custard apples in 
plenty. This is the last month in which the generality of vegetables can be sown with 
advantage. Sow the casuarina and other tree seeds. This is a good month to lay in a 
stock of manure and prepare composts for the next year. The larger kinds of perennial 
water flowers should be taken up and reduced in size and re-planted. This is a good month 
to plant potatoes, sweet potatoes, melons, cucumbers, and most vegetable seeds. The 
raggy crop is cut during this month. 

Remarks .— High winds from the N. E., and heavy rain may be expected during the early 
part of the month. Towards the end, the temperature of the atmosphere is considerably 
lessened, and the nights begin to be chilly. This is a very pleasant month. Mornings 
foggy. 

December. --Apples are in plenty, and peaches may be had towards the end of the 
month. Hose-apples also arc abundant. All vegetables in season. A good month for sowing 
melon and cucumber seeds, as well as peas, radish and spinach ; but very few other vege- 
table seeds. Most of the exotic plants will have ceased flowering ; the beds should there- 
fore be dug up and manured with a soil composed of two-thirds vegetable and half well- 
decayed animal manure. Turn out and examine dahlia roots. Prune roses. 

Remarks.— This is usually a clear month, with heavy fog in the mornings. Days cool 
and nights ohilly. Wind from the north-east. Heat is scarcely felt even at midday. 

This is a very pleasant and healthy month. 

General Remarks.— The meteorological observation of three years— 1834-5-6— was one 
very hot and one very rainy season : — this may therefore be regarded as very fair average 
when taken together. 

Bangalore is in lat. 12 3 58' N., and long. 77° 39 'E. The base of Commissioner's flag staff 
is 3,030 feet abovo high water-mark at Madras ; and the mean annual temperature is 75® 
Fahr. : while that of Madras is 85°. Thus confirming the generally received opinion that 
a rise of 300 feet causes a fall in the thermometer of one degree. The soil, except in the 
valleys, is a red sandy loam, inclined to gravellv ; and the sound rock a finely foliated 
gneiss with slaty cleavage. It is much used for building purposes. 

Average rainfall of twenty -throe years is 35 — 41 inches, 


THE LAL BAGH. 

The Mysore Government Garden, commonly known as the Lal Bagh, (from the 
Hindustani, signifying red or ruby and garden J is under the direction of a Superintendent 
who is responsible to the Commissioner. The present Superintendent is Mr. W. New. 
The garden is situated about two miles south-east of the contre of the Cantonment, 
and covers an area of about 50 acres of ground, which slopes’gently from the southern 
boundary, where there is a tank communicating with water channels which are led through 
most of the garden. The greater portion of the ground is very tastefully laid out m 
ornamental lawns and terraced flower gardens with groen houses, aviary, and cages for 
Lions, Tigers and Cheetahs, enclosure for Deer, &c. The garden is open from o a. m. 
till dusk on week days, free of charge. Carriages and horses are expected to enter by the 
left hand entrance gate, and return by the one on the right, keeping to the main drive 
which encircles the garden. Furious driving is strictly prohibited. Visitors are not 
permitted to pluck flowers or fruits ; and are expected not to bring dogs to the garden, as 
they do much injury to the plants and seed beds. Plants and seeds may be purchased at 
the garden.

Under the old Rules of the Civil Fund, Subscriptions at 2£ 2 ,er cent, are payable bjr all Members i 
of the Covenanted Civil Service on tlieir allowances for a period of 16 jeais, and a Donation of £30 is | 
payable at option on the birth of a daughter to secure to her the benefits of the Subsidiary Rules 
after the age of 1 0. 

The pensions granted to Widows undet the old Rules of the Civil Fund, aie continued till re- 
marriage or death, and are levived on second Widowhood. 

The daughters ot deceased Members for whom the benefits of the Subsidiary Rules have been 
secured, aro allowed pensions till mairiagc or death, but those foi whom the above benefits have not 
been secured, are granted pensions up to the ago of ID only or till marriage, if married at .in earlier 
age when m either case a Donation of £300 is paid to the m or thcii guaidians. But if such daughters 
aie proved to be m indigent circumstances, then, instead of tlio Donation, a pension of £50 per annum 
is allowed to them after the age of 19 till marriage or death. 

§ Pensions to sons aie gi anted up to the age of 19 when a Donation £390 is paid to them or to 
their guardians, blit if such sons are proved to labor under mental or bodily infirmity, then instead of 
the Demotion, a pension of £50 per annum is granted to them till lecovery. 

The whole amount of pensions allowed under these Rules to each family (widows and children) is 
reducible by any pm ate income m excess of £-15 private income — which amount is allowed for the 
benefit of the whole family of a deceased Subscriber. The individual pension is reducible by the indi- 
vidual share of the private income in excess of £45 equally divided between the whole family. | 

Under the Rules of the Provident Branch of the Civil Fund, lately adopted by the Service, the 
following Subscriptions and Donations are payable by Subscribers to this branch. 

Subscriptions at per eeut. on the allowances of Subscribers for 16 years as before and at the 
same rate for the whole further term of service, in the cases of married men and widowers with 
families ; but at one per cent, after 16 years for the whole further period of sendee, in the cases of 
Bachelors and Widowers without families. 

On each marriage and by each married man entering the Service, 

a Donation of Rupees 1,500 0 0 

On birth of each daughter, a Donation of „ 500 0 0 

On birth of each son, a Donation of „ 250 0 0 

The Annuities granted to Widows under these Rules, aie reduced to one-half on re-marriage and 
continued at that rate during second marriage and until death ; but if the second husband happen to 
be & Subscriber to this branch, then the widow on the second widowhood reverts to the full Annuity. 

The Annuities to daughters of deceased Members are continued till marriage or death, and a 
Donation of £300 is paid to them on marriage. 

The Annuities to sons are continued up to the age of 21, when a Donation of £300 is paid ; aud 
if such son is proved to labor under mental or bodily infirmity, then instead of the Donation but 
without reference to age, an Annuity of £125 is granted until recovery.

Buies for the grant of leave of Absence for regulating deductions from 
Salaries and Deputation Allowances ; and for limiting the period 
of Service of Covenanted Civil Servants, Judges of the High 
Court, Chaplains and Military and Medical Officers. 

LEAVE AW D ALL OWANCES. 

The 8th February 1871. 

No. 780.- The Rules on the subject of leave to Covenanted Civil Servants are 
re-publislied in the form of a Code. 

2. The Rules printed in large type are those which, superseding all previous rules, 
came into force on 1st July 1868. The verbal corrections which have from time to time 
been made in these Rules are embodied in the form in which they are now published. 

3. These large-type Rules have the sanction of the Secretary of State for India, and 
they apply to all Covenanted Civil Servants, except — 

(1) — Members of the Council of the Governor General ; 

(2) — Members of the Council of the Governor of Madras ; 

(3) — Members of the Council of the Governor of Bombay ; 

(4) — Judges of any High Court. 

4. The Constructions and Subsidiary Rules printed in sinallci type are the Notifica- 
tions and orders by the Goveinoi General in Council, which have from time to time been 
promulgated. They are arranged under the sections of the Leave Rules to which they 
refer. Future Rulings will be notified in the form of corrections aud additions to 
this Code. 

5. By this Notification, all previous notifications and orders on the subject of leave 
(including leave allowances, joining time, and last -pay certificate) to Covenanted Civil 
Servants, are superseded.

Chapter I. -Definitions.

“ Actual Service” includes the period duiing which au officer is on duty, also periods 
spent on privilege and subsidiary leave, and periods duiing which an officer, not on leave, 
may be out of employ on subsistence allowance in India. 

Constructions and Subsidiary Rules. 

1. “ Actual Service” also includes leave within the limits of the late East India Company’s 
charter reckoned as service and residence under the rules in force before the 8tli June 1856 ; aiso 
leave on urgent private affairs reckoned as service and residence under former Rules 

2 “ Actual Service” also includes “Examination Leave” taken under Chapter VII, and not 
exceeding in the aggregate 12 months. 

3 Leave without allowances, and junior furlough taken under medical certificate under the Rules 
in force before those of 1855, are neither to be credited as actual service, nor debited as furlough 
taken (Vide Sections II and 111 ) 

“ Extraordinary Leave” means any leave granted otherwise than under these Rules. 

“ Long Extraordinaiy Leave” means Extiaordinary Leave extending beyond a period 
of three months. 

| “ Long Furlough” means Furlough extending beyond a period of three months. 

“ Salary” includes aoting allowances. 

Constructions and Subsidiary Rules 

4 The word “ pay” as used in this Code signifies substantive pay ; but it includes also the sub- 
sistence allowance drawn by an officer who has an officiating, but no substantive, appointment 

5 “ Salary” is the sum of pay and acting allowance. It does not include house-rent, tentage, or 
travelling allowances, whether daily, monthly, or annual. 

The rule for the exclusion of these allowances is a general one. 

6 Salary does not include ‘‘local allowances,” which are given in full to the officer performing 
the duty in respect of which they are given, no part being allowed to an absentee. 

This construction applies gcnei ally. 

An officer’s “ Station” means that station to which he stands appointed, or such 
oilier place as the Government to which he is subordinate may determine*

Construction - . — A n officer, who has taken leave on medical certificate under Leave Rules prior 
to those of 1868, shall not, for the purpose of this Section, be debited in his furlough account with such 
leave, up to the limit of one year All such leave shall, however, be included in the m axim u m amount 
of six years fixed by Section II 

Illvstration —A has completed an actual service of 21 years, 2 months and 10 days He has had 
16 months’ sick leave under old Rules and 3 years’ furlough Under Section II J, A has earned by his 
actual service 5 years, 3 months and 17 days’ furlough Against this must be debited 3 years’ furlough 
and 3 months of the 16 months’ sick leave, leaving at A’s credit 2 years and 17 days’ furlough But as 
this, added to the 3 years’ furlough and 15 months’ sick leave already taken, would exceed the aggre- 
gate of 6 years by 3 months and 17 days, the excess must be deducted, leaving at A’s credit 1 year and 

0 months furlough 

In this illustration sick leave does not include leave within Indian limits, under the Rules of May

Section IX. ~ Furlough taken or extended under Section VIII is subject to the provision 
of Section II. 

Section X. “Furlough taken in India will be reckoned from the date of the officer 
quitting lus station to the date of his return thereto. Furlough taken out of India will 
be reckoned from the date of embarkation to the date of return. 

In the event of the furlough being taken partly in India and partly out of India, the 
commencement and termination of the furlough will bo determined by the above Rules 
according as the furlough begins or ends in or out of India, * ’ " f 

Constructions and Subsidiary Ri les 

1 Days of embarkation and debarkation are counterpart of furlough, and furlough allowances 
only arc admissible for such days The date of embarkation from Calcutta is the date of which 
the vessel is left by the pilot at sea 

This mU is of general application 

2 An officor may embark or debark at any port in India 

Chapter III- Subsidiary Leave. 

Section XI. -For the interval elapsing between departure from his station and the 
commencement of furlough, and between the termination of furlough and the re-arrival at 
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his station, an officer shall be allowed subsidiary leave not ordinarily 'exceeding in each 
case thirty days. During those periods, his allowances will be calculated in the same way 
as his furlough allowances, but without limitation as to maximum and minimum. Pro- 
vided that, if the officer has under these Rulos lost his lien on his appointment, he shall 
draw subsistence allowance of his rank. Subsidiary leave shall oount as service and 
residenoe.(a) 

Construction h and Subsidiary Rules. 

1. Subsidiary leave ceases the day before embarkation, and commences the day after debarka- 
tion It cannot be extended on the ground that the Vessel in which an officer leaves India or returns 
to it, touches at some other port in India after the first embarkation or before the final debarkation.— 
O I., 16th March 1871, No. 1,500, Financial Gazette, p 496. 

This rule applies generally 

2 Local Governments may grant subsidiary leave for a period exceeding thirty days, in case of 
necessity , but such a relaxation of Rule and the circumstances of it, must be reported to the Govern- 
ment of India. 

This rule applies also to all Officers in Civil employ 

3 If an officer overstay subsidiary leave prefixed to furlough, his furlough will be held to have 
commenced in India , and under the operation of Section X, it will be reckoned from the date of his 
quitting his station This rule is not meant to interfere with cases dealt with under Rule 2 above 

This rule applies in analogous cases to all Officers m Civil employ —G 1 , 1 6th May 1871, No 414, 
Financial .

4 An officer may draw full salary for any part of his subsidiary leave before furlough or special 
leave for which, if he were not about to take furlough or special leave, privilege leave would be 
admissible to him. 

6 If the appointment of an officer is changed during furlough or upon his reporting his return he 
must join his appointment within the period of subsidiary leave allowed by this Section Nothing in 
excess of the allowances admissible under this Section can be passed to him until he joins his new 
office —G. 1 , 23 rd June 1871, No 1,317, Financial .

Chapter IV.— Applications for Furlough. 

Section XII.— Applications for furlough will, in all cases, be submitted to the Govern- 
ment to which the applicant is subordinate, and will be dealt with in such manner as the 
Governor General of India in Council may from time to time prescribe. 

Construction and Subsidiary Rules 

I When an officer applies for leave he should'distmctly state under what section of these rules 
he wants it, and show that he is entitled to it under that section. 

This 1 1 lie applies generally 

2. The following rules have been laid down forjthe disposal of applications for leave or furlough 
from officers of the Bengal Civil Service, or from officers of the Madras or Bombay Civil Service, 
employed in the Presidency of Bongal .— 

3 No demand certificates are not required fiom Officers applying for leave.— G. I., 27th April 1871, 
No 107, Financial . Gazette, p, 693 

This Rule applies generally except to Officers in the P W D 

I.— Subject to the exigencies of the public service, Lieutenant Governors and the Chief Com- 
missioners of Oudh and the Central Provinces are empowered to grant any leave or furlough autho- 
used by the Rules to officers serving under their respective orders 

II —If an officer applying for leave or furlough be serving out of his own Presidency, the Local 
Government or Administration under which he is serving will, if the leave or furlough be granted, 
inform the Government of India, Madras or Bombay, as the case may be. 

III —AU applications for leave or furlough should be accompanied by a certificate from the Local 
Accountant General, showing that the applicant is entitled to the leave asked for, and should be 
forwarded, through the usual channel, to the Local Government or Administration under which the 
officer is serving 

IV — Except under orders of the Secretary of State, the term of leave or furlough cannot be 
altered without the permission of the Government or Administration by which it was granted 

V.— Every officer who obtains loave or furlough shall supply himself with a last pay certificate, 
and with a statement showing the pay which he is entitled to draw while absent It shall be the 
duty of the Local Accountant General to furnish these documents, and no leave allowances will be 
payable without their production 

VI —A quarterly statement of the officers absent on furlough or special leave with the dates of 
the grant and expiry of such furlough or leave brought up to the 31st March, 30th June, 30th Sep- 
tember, and 31st December of each year, shall be punctually furnished by Local Governments and 
Administrations to the Government of India in the Home Department. 

VII —From these quarterly returns, a register will be compiled and kept at the Office of the 
Secretary to the Government of India in the Home Department, of all grants of leave or furlough, of 


(a) Application for subsidiary leavo to return to duty (or prior to proceeding on leave) need not be 
| made to Government The Audit Department to see that the limit, thirty days is not exceeded in all 
such cases under speoial orders of Government —M G , 13 th March 1871, No 103, Financial. 
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all extensions of leave or furlough, and of all returns to duty from leave. This register will be 
published quarterly in the Gazette of Indiana) 

VIII.— Every officer returning to duty shall report his return to the Government of India* and to 
the Local Government or Administration by which his leave or furlough may have been granted. 

IX —If any Local Government or Administration shall see fit to refuse afhrlough on the ground 
of the exigencies of the public service, it shall report such refusal for the confirmation of the Govern- 
ment of India 

Section XIII.— Subject to the exigencies of the service, both as regards the number 
of furloughs available at any one time, and as regards individual applications, of which 
exigencies the Government of India, Madras or Bombay, as the case may be, shall be 
exclusively the judge, furloughs will be granted uuder these llules. 

Section XIV.— All applications for furlough under medical certificate, in accordance 
with these Rules, will be granted without restriction. 

Section XV. — If, owing to the exigencies of the service, it should be necessary to 
place any limit on the number of officers who may be absent on fui lough at the same 
time, applications not supported by medical certificate will be granted in the following 
order 

The applicant, to whose credit the greatest amount of furlough remains under Section 
///, shall have the preference. 

If two or more applicants arc oti an equality in this respect, the preference shall be 
given to the applicant whose actual service in India is longest, reckoning in the case of 
an officer who has not taken long extraordinary leave or long furlough, from the date of 
ltis arrival in India, and in the case of an officer who has taken long extraordinary leave 
or long furlough, fiom the date of his last ictuin from such leave or furlough. 

If two or more applicants are equal in both respects, the preference shall be given to 
the senior in the gradation list. 

Chapter V.— Qualification for Pension. 

Section XVI.- The term of residence qualifying for pension shall he 21 years : but no 
leave, except privilege leave and subsidiary leave, shall count as residence. 

Constructions and Subsidiary Rules 

1 Examination Leave (not exceeding 12 months in the aggregate) shall count as residence 

2 Actual service for furlough must be held to be residence for pension All leave which has 
been actually credited under the old Rules as residence, will remain so credited This however does 
not apply to one year of leave on sick certificate, as in this case a compensation or equivalent is pro- 
vided by this Sect m n in the reduction, by one year, of the period of residence heretofore lequired 

| 8 Subject to the exigencies of the State, subsidiary leave may be granted to officers retiring 

ifrom the service on the same terms os to officers going on furlough ( Section XI, and subsidiary rules ) 

4 An officer may retire from the service while absent in Europe on furlough It is not neces- 
sary that he should first return to India. 

Section XVII. - The term of service qualifying for pension shall be 25 years. 

| Construction — The service of an officer is held to commence either from the date of the officer’s 
I covenant or from that of the despatch of the Secretary of State announcing his appointment, which- 
ever may have been earliest 


Chapter VI.— Privilege Leave. 

Section XVIII . — Subject to the exigencies of the State, an officer who has completed 
eleven months’ continuous duty may take privilege leave for one month without deduc- 
tion from his salary, retaining a lien on his appointment, whether substantive or officiat- 
ing. Provided that, in the case of his holding an officiating appointment, such lien and 
his acting allowance will cease on the resumption of charge by the oflicei to whom the 
substantive appointment belongs. i&J 

| Construction — The lien and the acting allowance of the officer on leave cease when any officer 

having a prior lien on the appointment resumes charge of it 

| Section XIX . — In the same manner and under the same conditions, two, or three 
months* privilege leave may be taken wlion an officer has completed continuous duty of 
I twenty-two, or thirty -three, mouths i espuctively. 


(«•) Except on medical certificate, or on very urgent private affairs, furlo’ or special leave may not 
be granted by any Lecal Government, of one-fifth of the total number of Covenanted Civil Servants 
serving under its orders, are already absent on furlough or special leave This rule will not apply to

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CONSTRUCTIONS AND SUBSIDIARY KtLES 
% Application.* 

1. An officer, when Applying for privilege leave, must declare that he has no present intention of 
taking any other leave or of retiring from the service within six months after the expiry of the leave 
for which he applies. 

This rule is of general application. 

2 An officer is not absolutely debarred by this declaration from taking leave or retiring within 
six months of the expiry of his privilege leave , but if he subsequently apply for leave or to retire 
within that period, he may, and probably should, be called upon to account for having changed his 
mind. 

This rule is of general application. 

Service counted 

3 An officer returning from leave Uheld to be on service qualifying for privilege leave from the 
date on which he reports himself for duty to the Government to which he is directly subordinate, and 
not from any later date on which he may actually obtain re-employment, unless his re-employment 
be delayed owing to his own fault 

This rule is of general application. 

4 But when an officer first arrives in India, service qualifying for privilege leave does not begin 
until he takes charge of a particular office. 

Allowances 

5. If an officer on privilege leave obtains officiating promotion which, were he on duty, would, 
without involving any increase or change of duties or responsibility, entitle him to acting allowance 
oi increased acting allowance, he shall draw the acting allowance, or increased acting allowance from 
the date of such promotion 

This rule is of general application 

6 Acting allowance may be passed to an officer on privilege leave even though another officer be 
appointed to act for him 

I 7 When an officer who is temporarily promoted from a lower to a higher acting appointment 
takes privilege leave on being relieved of the latter, and the Local Government declares that on being 
so relieved he has reverted to the lower acting appointment, it is not necessary for him to rejoin the 
lower acting appointment before proceeding on leave , out his allowances on leave shall be calculated 
as if he had so rejoined 

This rule is of general application 

8. An officer of the Bombay Service may draw houBe-rent or tentage during privilege leave, pro- 
vided fl) that he places his house or tent at the disposal of the officer, if any, who is appointed to 
officiate for him, whether such officer does or does not avail himself of the offer, and (2) that the 
officiating officer does not at the same time draw the house-rent or tentage attached to the same 
appointment. 

This rule applies also to Military Officers in Civil employ, and to Uncovenanted Officers serving 
m the Bombay Presidency 

Section XX . — Privilege leave may, at the discretion of the Local Government, be 
taken in separate instalments. No second instalment shall be taken until after the com- 
pletion of six months’ continuous duty from the expiry of the first instalment. In this case 
the eleven months qualifying for fresh privilege leave will be reckoned from the expiry of 
the first instalment, the period of the Becond instalment being omitted from the calcula- 
tion. 

Provided that the whole privilege leave token at any one time shall not exceed three 
months, and that no accumulation of privilege leave beyond that period shall be admitted. 

Constructions and Subsidiary Bulks. 

1 The meaning of this Section is simply that a Local Government may allow an officer to take 
any part of the privilege leave at his credit under Section XV J II or XIX without absolutely forfeiting 
the remainder. 

2 When an officer absent on privilege leave is on public grounds recalled to duty, he may be 
allowed any balance of his leave before the expiry of six months from the date of his return to duty 

Section XXI.— If an officer shall overstay his privilege leave, he shall forfeit all 
salary during the time of his remaining so absent ; and if he shall so continue absent 
for more than one week, his office shall become vacant. 

Subsidiary Bulk — The Local Government may exempt an officer from loss of appointment 
under this Section, if it considers that his default was due to circumstances beyond his control. 

This rule is of general application 

Section XXII.— Privilege leave shall be reckoned as residence and service. 

Privilege leave to Uncovenanted Servants will be regulated by the rules in this Code except in the 
following respects. •— 

(1.) An Uncovenanted Servant overstaying Privilege Leave by more than one week forfeits his 
appointment and his past service. It shall be in the power of the authority in whose gift the appoint- 
ment is to re-appoint the officer, and to make a declaration (to be communicated to the Accountant 
General) that none, or that all, or that any part, of his past services shall be forfeited ; but, if the period 
of overstay exceed a month, the past service cannot count for pension without the sanction of the 
Government of India. 
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(2) . An officer whose salary is less than Rupees 200 a month may not draw any part of his leave 
allowances until he returns to duty 

(3) The rules as to twice passed on privilege leave counting for pension do not apply that matter 
beiug regulated by the Uncovenanted Service Pension Eules ~Q, I , 9th June. 1871, No. 1,067, Finan- 
cial. 


Chapter VII. —Examination Leave. 

Buies. . 

1 A junior Civil Servant, who is a candidate for one of the rewards offerod for the study of 
Oriental Languages, may be allowed leave on full salary for one month for the purpose of being 
examined. 

2. If he passes the examination, he may be allowed similar leave for another month 

3. Leave under this Chapter (not exceeding an aggregate of 12 months) shall be reckoned as 
residence and as service for pension, and for furlough on special leave 

4 When an officer passes a successful examination, the leave granted to him for that examination 
is (subject to the same limit of 12 months in the aggregate) service qualifying for privilege leave 


Chapter VIII.— Special Leave. 

Section XXIII. — Special leave, on urgent private affairs, may be granted, at the dis- 
cretion of the Local Government for a period not exceeding six months. In respect of 
retention of a lien on appointment, of allowances drawn during the leave, and of subsidiary 
leave, the conditions of special leave shall be the same as those prescribed for furlough. 
Special leave shall not be reckoned as residence. 

Construction —If an officer who has taken leave on urgent private affairs under the old rules, 
takes leave under this Section, he can only draw allowances for any period by which his former absence 
may have fallen short of six months 

Section XXIV.— Section XXI shall, mutatis mutandis , apply to an officor overstaying 
special leave. 

Section XXV.— Special leave may be repeated without allowances after intervals of 
at least six years’ actual service, (a) 

Construction —No leave can be granted under this Chapter, until six years have elapsed from 
the expiry of leave granted under Section XIV of the Rules of!855 or Section IX of the Rules of 1864 


Chapter IX.— Change and continuation of Leave. 

Section XXVI.- Furlough, privilege leave, and special leave shall not be taken as 
sucli in continuation of each other ; but if an officer absent on one of these classes of 
leave be allowed to change it for another, the whole period of his absence shall be held 
to be under the class of leave for which it was changed. 

Constructions and Subsidiary Rules 

1 Leave may be retrospectively commuted by the authority which granted it, to any other kind 
of leave which the said authority would have been competent to allow whon the original leave was 
sanctioned 

This rule applies generally. 

2. No leave can be taken in continuation of examination leave excepting furlough upon medical 
certificate 

3 When privilege leave is on Medical Certificate retrospectively commuted to furlough out of 
India, so much of the leave passed before embarkation may be treated as subsidiary leave, as the officer 
would have been entitled to count as subsidiary leave, if he had originallyobtained furlough, and not 
privilege leave .— 0 I., 16th May 1871, No 414, Financial . Gazette, p. 887. 

This rule is of general application . 


Chapter X.— Payment op Leave Allowances. 

Section XXVII. —Subject to considerations of State, there is no restriction as to the 
places where an officer may reside when on leave. 

Section XXVIII. — Leave allowance shall be payable monthly, if payment is taken 
in India, and quarterly, if payment is taken in England. 

Constructions and Subsidiary Orders 

1. An officer on privilege leave cannot draw his allowances in England. But his Agent may draw 
them in India in the manner prescribed below 

This rule applies generally. 

fa.) Subsidiary leave before or after special leave taken by an Officer who has previously had 
qpecial leave does not carry allowances, if he has had subsidiary leave with allowances before or after 
any former special leave —G 1 , 17fh August 1871, No. 2,861, Financial ; Gazette , page 1443 
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2. The following are the conditions under which allowances nmy be Uiawn in India by 
officers on leave. 

(a) If the offioer signs the bill himself, he must either appear in person or furnish a life certifi- 
cate signed by a Covenanted Civil Servant or by a Magistrate 

(b.) Allowances may be drawn through a properly authorized Agent But the Agent must 
execute a bond to refund over- payments 

<c) When allowances are drawn for the absentee by his official superior, this officei is responsi 
ble for any over-charge, and no other security is necessary 

This rule is of general application 


Chapter XI.— Joining Time. 

The rules regarding joining time, which are of general application, are, foi convenience Bake, 
inserted in this Code, although joining time Is not leave, inasmuch as an officer is considered to be on 
duty during it 

Bulks 

1. Joining time is allowed to an officer transferred from one station to another according to the 
following calculation .— 

For that part of the route for which railway is available, one day for every hundred miles . 

For that part of the route for which steamer is available, one day for evciy hundred miles, or such 
longer time as the steamer may actually occupy , 

Where neither railway nor steamer is available, one day for everv ten miles 

And six days in addition to the whole thus calculated 

Sundays are excluded in the calculation of joining tunc 

2 The full joining time is allowed only if it is spent bond fide in preparation foi the iour- 
ney or in progress from one station to another, and no more than three months can be given under 
any circumstances The Government also which orders a transfer may limit the duration of joining 
time —(a) 

3 When an officer, while absent on privilege or examination leave, is transferred from one 
station to another, he is entitled to joining time in addition to the period of his leave His 
joining time in this case will be that allowed in the case of transfer from his old to his new 
station, or from the place Where he receives the order of transfer, to his new station, whichever is 
least. 

3A If an Officer during transit from one appointment to another obtains furlough on Medical Cer- 
tificate (with or without subsidiary leave prefixed), ho will lie allowed only the joining time calculated 
for the journey from his old station to the furtherest place to which he has proceeded on his route and 
his new station — G 27 th July 1871, No 2,403, Financial . Gazette, page 1314 

4. Except in the case mentioned in the next rule an officer draws during joining time the following 
allowances —G. 1 , 10 th May 1871, No 321, Financial 

(a) First, as regards pay 

the pay which he drew in his old appointment or that which he draws in his new, which- 
ever is least 

(b.) Second, as regards acting allowance ' - 

(1) if transferred from an officiating appointment to an appointment, officiating or substantive, 
of not less salary,— the acting allowance of his old appointment , 

(2) if, after being promoted from a lower to a higher officiating appointment with retention of 

lien on the lower one, he is relieved of the higher and returns to the lower officiating 
appointment, or to another appointment, officiating or substantive, of not less salary,— 
the acting allowance of the lower officiating appointment ; 

(c.) Provided that no officer can draw acting allowance for any appointment after any one having 
a prior lien on it has returned to it. 

6. An Officer who has no substantive appointment, and is not in the Covenanted Civil Service or 
the army, is not entitled to any allowance during joining time , but if such an Officer, wlijle acting in 
an office, is transferred to another office in the same Department, and under the same Local Govern- 
ment. the Local Government may allow him to draw, during his transit, the allowance to which he 
would be entitled under Buie 4. 

TUustraUon —A, who has no substantive appointment, but is officiating as Sub Registrar of Assur- 
ances to Bturdwan, is appointed to officiate as Deputy Magistrate and Deputy Collector in Mymensingh

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Chapter XIX. —Last Pat Certificate Rules. 

N B—The rules in this Chapter are of general application. ! 

1 Whenever an officer on leave in England obtains permission from the Secretary of State for 
India to return to duty, he should bring with him to India a certificate showing the date to which his 
absentee allowances have been paid in London. 

2 An officer proceeding on leave to England or to any place in India beyond the limits of his 
own district, and intending to draw leave allowances there, must take with him a last pay certificate, 
and should appear in person at the office In which hiB certificate is completed. 

3 An officer transferred from one station to another cannot draw allowances at the treasury of 
his new station, without producing a last pay certificate from the treasury where he last drew allow- 
ances 

4 The following are the rules and forms prescribed for the issue of last pay certificates in India 

The cases in which these certificates are given are thus classified 

Case 1.— To an officer proceeding on leave to Europe, and embarking at a port in the presi- 
dency or province in which he is employed , 

Case Ii —To an officer proceeding on leave to Europe and embarking at a port in another presi- 
dency or province, 

(a ) if he be employed at, or have to pass through, the station of the Accountant General of his 
new presidency or province , 

(I b ) if he be not employed at, and have not to pass through, that station ; 

Case III —To an officer proceeding on leave from one place in India to another, whether the two 
places are or are not within the same presidency or province . 

Case IV —To an officer proceeding on duty from one presidency or province to another; 

Case V.— To an officer proceeding on duty from one place to another in the same presidency or 
province 

The rules for each of these cases are as follows 

Case I —In this case, the Accountant General of the presidency or province Bhould give the offi- 
cer a certificate in Form A, Appendix B, and, save in the cases below excepted, forward a duplicate 
certificate in the same form to the Local Government for transmission to the Secretary of State. 

Exceptions — 1 If the officer embark at a port in British Burmah, the Accountant General should 
forward the duplicate form direct to the Financial Department of the Government of India for trans- 
mission to the Secretary of State 

2 If the officer embarks at Calcutta, the A ccountant General should, in like manner forward the 
duplicate form to the Financial Department after filling up the blanks in the pilot’s certificate at its 
foot. 


Case II (a).— In this caBe the Accountant General of the officer’s presidency or province must pay 
him up to the date of his departure fiom his (the Accountant General’s) station, and give him a certi- 
ficate in Form B, Appendix B, leaving the 5th, 7th and 8th spaces blank, and send a duplicate after 
signing the letter on the reverse to the Accountant General or (if there be no Accountant General) to 
the officer in charge of the treasury at the port at which the absentee intends to embark for Europe 
The Accountant General, or Treasury Officer at the port of embarkation, must obey the letter 
addressed to him, and return the original form to the offloei If he bean Accountant General, he 
must, moreover, forward the duplicate received by himself to the Local Government for transmission 
to the Secretary of State, and address a letter in the Form E, Appendix B, to the Accountant General 
of the absentee’s presidency , but if he be a Treasury Officer, he must forward the duplicate of Form 
B to the Accountant General of his own presidency, who must forward to the Local Government 
for transmission to the Secretary of State, and send a letter to the Accountant General of the absen- 
tee’s presidency in the Form F, Appendix B 

Case II (b) —In this case the Accountant General must send to the officer a certificate in Form C, 
Appendix B, leaving the 5th, 7th and 8th spaces blank, and forward a duplicate to the Accountant 
General or Treasury Officer at the port at which the officer intends to embark for Europe 
Before the officer’s departure from his station, the officer in charge of the treasury from

Chapter XIII —Return to Duty. 

Rules 

1 When an officer’s leave or time for joining an appointment to which no substitute or acting 
officer has been appointed, expires on a Sunday or holiday, and he takes charge of his duties on the 
forenoon of the first working day following such .Sunday or holiday, he shall be treated in regard to his 
allowances as if he had taken charge on the day on which his leave expired 

This rule is of general application 

2. As a general rule, no officer can draw the salary of any office until lie lias actually taken 
charge of it. But if an unemployed officer be appointed substantively to one post, and to act in 
another, he need not take charge of the substantive appointment, but may draw lus pay and acting 
allowances from the date on which he takes charge of his acting appointment 

3 An Officer permitted to return to duty before the expiry of his leave should have the unused 
part of his leave formally cancelled by the authority which granted it

Chapter XIV. —Provisions respecting the rules previously in force.

Section XXIX.— Whatever aggregate amount out of the three years’ furlough and 
three years’ sick leave, under the rules until now in force, at present remains to be taken 
by an officer under the said rules, shall remain to be taken by him under the rules now 
promulgated.

Section XXX.— Rescinded, see note to the Proviso under Section VII, 

Section XXXI. — Any officer now absent on leave, who has no appointment, may, on 
his return and until he again holds an appointment carrying equal pay to that of the 
substantive appointment which he last held, draw the subsistence allowance of his rank, 
together with 75 per cent, of the pay of any appointment in which he shall officiate. 
Provided that the total salary so drawn by him shall not exceed the pay of the appoint- 
ment in which he is officiating.

Junior Civil Servants allowed on their first arrival in India, an advance of pay for the 
current month, and one month more up to a maximum of Rupees 1,000, subject to 
recovery by monthly instalments of one-tliird of salary. 

Advances issued by the Home Government to Officers in the Civil Department return- 
ing to India from leave, or coming out on appointment to the public service, shall also 
be recovered by monthly instalments of one-third salary.— G. /., 2 5th May I860, No.

Security and employment of Agents during absence. 

Security from Civil Servants and Military Officeis holding Civil appointments on leave 
under Medical Certificate, or on private affairs, retaining their appointments, shall not 
be taken. Security shall be taken in cases of furlough or of resignation of the Service as 
heretofore. — Notification , Gazette , 29th February 1856. 

Every party who may be desirous of employing an Agent or Agents to draw his salary 
from the public Treasury during his absence fiom the Presidency, will be required to 
furnish such Agent or Agents with a Power of Attorney, which Power of Attorney will, 
so long as it may require to be acted upon, to be lodged with the Department through 
which payment is made. The Agent or Agents who may be authorized to draw the 
salary of an absentee will be required to produce security for the refund of any sum 
which may eventually be found to have been overdrawn. 

Salary may be drawn in India by Officers on leave under the following Rules : — 

I. If the Officer signs the salary bill himself, he shall, unless he present the bill per- 
sonally for payment, attach thereto a life certificate signed by a Covenanted Civil Ser- 
vant, or an Officer exercising Magisterial powers. 

II. If the salary be drawn through an Agent, such Agent must be formally autho- 
rized in that behalf, and must execute a guarantee to refund over payments. 

III. When the salary bill is drawn, as in the case of ministerial Officers by the Head 
of the Department or Officer, the drawers of the bill will be held primarily responsible 
for any overcharge, and no other security will be necessary .— Gazette p. 78a, dated 
January 1869.

To His Excellency the Right Hon’ble the Governor General of India in Council. 


My Lord,— 1. The Memorials from the Covenanted Civil Servants of the several 
I Governments in India, on the subject of their retiring annuities, and of the pensions of 
their widows and orphans, together with your Financial Letter, dated the 7th March 
1862, No. 40, the Financial Letter from Madras, dated the 8th February 1862, No. 2, 
the Public Letter from Bombay, dated the I2tli April 1862, No. 13, and the several 
Minutes of Members of the respective Governments in India, in reference thereto, have 
been considered by me in Council. 

2. It does not appear to be necessary to give a detailed reply to the observations of 
your Government, or to the requests contained in the several Memorials, as the result 
of the consideration by Her Majesty’s Government of those observations and Memorials 
will be apparent from the decision which I have now to communicate. 


1. In regard to the period of service which is, in future, to he required as a qualifi- 
cation for an annuity, Her Majesty’s Government see no reason for altering the period 
of twenty-five years’ service, and twenty-two years’ residence (including one years sick 
leave, if such has been taken, as at present ;) but they cannot allow any future special 
leave of absence from India on private affairs to count as residence, [a) 


4. No sufficient ground appears to have been assigned for increasing or altering the 
amount of* the full annuity, which must therefore remain at £1,000, or of the amount 
of the peicentage of deduction of salaries, which will continue at 4 percent., the amount 
of subscriptions to accumulate, as at present, at 6 per cent, interest. 

5. Her Majesty’s Government are of opinion that there is ground for making some 
alteration in the terms on which annuities are granted, and they have decided that a 
Civil Servant, who has completed the prescribed period of service and residence, shall 
be granted by Government an annuity of £600, and that he shall have the option of 
taking in addition an annuity of the amount, not exceeding £400, which is accumulated 
subscriptions, with interest, will purchase, according to the Table now in force, or of 
adding to his subscriptions such a sum as will purchase an annuity of any amount which, 
added to the £600, granted by Government, will not exceed the full annuity of £1,000. 
They have also decided that annuities, without limitation as to number, may be granted 
on application, at any time, to Covenanted Civil Servants who have obtained annuities 
since the Memorials were sent in, be admitted from this date to the benefit of the 
arrangement now sanctioned. 


6. It must be clearly understood that, in the event of the death of a subscriber, his 
accumulated subscriptions will lapse, and that no refund of subscriptions can, under any 
circumstances, be allowed. 

7. Her Majesty’s Government are also disposed to make some provisions for Cove- 
nanted Civil Servants who, having devoted a proportion of their lives, and energies, and 
especially those years during which men qualify for a profession, to the service of 
Government, are deprived of the fruits of their labour by sickness, which may compel 
them to resign the service before they have become entitled to an annuity. In any 
suoh case, when clearly proved by Medical Certificate, the following pension may ho 
granted 

If. under 5 years’ service, a grant of £100. 

Of 5 years’ service and under 10, an annuity of £150. 

Of 10 years’ service and under 15, an annuity of £250. 

Of 15 years’ service and under 20, an annuity of £350. 

* Of 20 years’ service and under 25, an annuity of £450. 

8. Her Majesty’s Government are willing to sanction the payment of all the annuities 

quarterly, and to the date of decease, with the same option as to payment in India or 
England as at present. 

9. These ohanges will inevitably derange the calculations on which the Civil Service 
Annuity Funds were constituted. It is, therefore, important to consider whether any 
advantage could attend retaining Boards of Managers and the machinery of the Funds. 
Practically, all that will be required under the changes now sanctioned will be an account 
showing the amount deducted from the salary of each Civil Servant, and the interest there- 
on, and for that object the maintenance of the Funds does not appear to be necessary*

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10. Before giving final orders on this point, however, Her Majesty’s Government are de- 
sirous of being furnished with your opinion as to the expediency of closing the Fund. 

11. It only remains for me to convey to you the decision of Her Majesty’s Government 
as to the Bengal Civil Fund ; the Madras Civil Fund, Charity Branch ; the Bombay 
Civil Fund, Provident Branch. 


12. There appears to be no ground for making any change in the management of these 
Funds, which will, consequently, as heretofore, remain with the subscribers. In regard 
to the assistance from the State, Her Majesty’s Government have no intention of with- 
drawing the aid which has been hitherto granted, ami they see no reason for increasing it. 
If the subscribers prefer it, there would appai ently be no objection to granting, in lieu of 
the present indirect aids, an annual sum equal to the average of the donations during the 
past five years, the future interest on the balance of the Funds being in that case fixed at 
5 per cent., ami the remittance of the sums required by the Funds in England being made 
at the same rate of exchange as that fixed annually for the adjustment of transactions 
with the Biitish Exchequer. 

13. These changes may severally be brought into immediate operation, and a copy of 
this Despatch will be forwarded to the Governments ot Madras and Bombay respectively, 
for the information and guidance of those Governments.— Published m Gazette , iith Janu- 
ary 1863, page 17. 


Officers retiring fiom the service allowed subsidiary leave under Section XI of the Rules 
of Kith Jane 1 808 provided it can be granted without detriment to the public service. —

Officers cannot letiie from the service within a period of rix months after the expiry 
of their piivilege leave without giving sufficient cause foi doing so.— G. ltith July 1809, 
No. 2,05J, Financial , and '2nd June 1870, No. 191, Financial. 


Public Officers interdicted from pecuniary dealings with Natives 
residing within their jurisdiction. 

With reference to the Notification, dated the 25th July 1854, No. 3,200, “absolutely 
prohibiting the Officers of Government, of whatever lank or class, from selling or being 
concerned m the sale of property of any amount or description to Native Princes and 
Chiefs, or to tlieir relatives or Ministers, or to any Native gentlemen of rank or opulence, 
residing under the protection of the British Government,” the Governor-General in 
Council is pleased to notify that the Notification in question was not intended to apply 
in its full strictness to any but Political Officers, and Officers discharging Political as 
well as ordinary Civil functions, whether employed directly undei the Government of 
India, or under any of the Local Governments, and that in regard to all other Officers, 
the Order of the 31st October 1821 is to be considered as still in force. 

But His Lordship in Council is strongly impressed with a sense of the necessity for 
discouraging as much as possible pecuniary dealings of every description between public 
Officers and Natives under their authority residing within their jurisdiction, or in their 
vicinity, and the permission of Government will never be given to any transaction of the 
kind if it should appear to afford even a plausible ground for suspicion of improper 
motives on the part either of the buyer or soller.— Notification, Gazette , 7th March 1856. 


Possession of landed property in India by the Public Servants 
of the State. 

Extract from the Secretary of State's Despatch , No. 22, dated the 1 0th August 1861. 

1. I have had undor ray consideration in Council your Excellency’s letters dated the 
25th, 26th and Sint October 1860, (Nos. 37, 38 and 39,) and 8th March (No. 5) 1851, on 
the subject of the possession of landed property in India by the public servants of 
the State. 

*•**#•* 

4. I have carefully considered in Council the entire subject, and I am now prepared 
on the part of Her Majesty’s Government to lay down the following Rules for your 
future guidance. I should’ premise that these Rules refer only to the acquisition or 
possession of lands intended to be applied to agricultural purposes, and are not to be 
construed to include lands occupied merely by buildings for residence and their usual 
appurtenances. 

5. Officers of the Covenanted Civil Service are at liberty to acquit and possess lands 
anywhere out of the Presidency to which they are attached, but are absolutely precluded 
frqpi holding lands within their own Presidency. Thus, an Officer of the Bengal Civil 
Service may hold lands in Madras or Bombay, but cannot be permitted to hold lands in 
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any pait of the Bengal Presidency, notwithstanding that, at the time of their acquisition, 
lie may himself be actually employed in a different Lieutenant-Governorship from that 
in which the lands may happen to be situated. 

0. Regimental Military Officers may hold lands in any part of India, with the 'dis- 
tinct understanding however, that a Military Officer jiossossing land will be disqualified 
for temporary employment in any Civil capacity in the District within which his land is 
situated ; but Military Officers who are placed in permanent employment in the Civil 
administration must, like the Officers of the Covenanted Service, be prevented from 
holding land m the Presidency to any part of which they may be sent. 

7. No restrictions aie to bo placed on the possession or acquisition of lands by 
Uncovenanled Officers of any descuption, whether of Euzopean, lndo -British or Native 
descent, beyond those now in force. 

8. Officers of all classes (including candidates for office) must, however, be required 
to make a declaration of the tact of their being in possession of, or of their having 
acquired landed property, stating the District within which it is situated, with such 
other particulars as you may considei ucccssaiy, of which registers should be kept at the 
seat of Government of each Presidency or Lieutenant-Governorship. Although Uncove- 
nanted Officers mi e not to bo piccludod from holding land, it may, neveitludess be inex- 
pedient that appointments which necessarily confei a considei able amount of power and 
influence on their occupants, such as iliose of Suddei Ameen, Deputy Collector and 
Talisildar, should be filled by persons holding landed property within tlieir jniisdiction ; 
and it is right that the several Gowmmeuts should always have at hand the information 
necessary to guide then judgment in selecting individuals for such offices. 

!). It will, moreover, be incumbent on the several Local Governments to take care 
that, no Officer who may be m possession of landed property m India or elsewhere, to 
whatever class of the service he ma\ belong shall apply any portion of the time and 
attention winch ought to be devoted to his public duties, whether Civil or Military, to 
the management or that property, and that longer or more frequent leaves of absence 
aro not to be permitted on that account.

2. — Secretary of State's Despatch, No. 20, elated 30th November 1801. 

With reference to the letter from your Excellency in Council, dated the 1st October 
last, (No. 10), which has been considered by me in Council, I have lesolved to accede to 
your recommendation foi a modification of the terms of my Despatch of the 10th 
August last, (No. 23), so far us to permit Officers of the Bengal Civil Service, attached 
to the Lower Pioviuees, to acquire and hold land in the Upper Provinces including the 
Punjab and Chide Similarly, Officers attached to the Tipper Provinces may be per- 
mitted to acquire and hold lands in tho Lower Provinces of Bengal. It will of course be 
understood that such Officers possessing lands m either Division are absolutely pie- 
eluded fiotn employment under the Local Government of the Division m which their 
lands are situated. 


REVISED FURLOUGH AND LEAVE RULES FOR JUDGES OF THE 

HIGH COURT. 

(G. 20 th August 1870, No. 2,9h5, Financial ; Gazette , p. 12>0, 'llth September 1870.) 


Regulations by the Secretary of State in Council of India under the 
provisions of the Statute 24 and 25, Vic., Chap. 104, Section 6, respect- 
ing the Salaries, Furloughs, Retiring Pensions, and (where necessary) 
expenses for equipment and voyage of the Chief Justice and Puisne 
Judges of the High Court of Judicature for * * Madras. 

Sa lauiek. 

I. The Chief Justice or Acting Chief Justice of the High Court at Calcutta shall 
bo paid a salary of Company’s Rupees 72,000 per annum ; each Puisne Judge and Acting 
Puisne Judge a Balary of Company’s Rupees 50,000 per annum, such salaries being 
payable only in India. 

II. The Chief Justico or Acting Chief Justice of the High Court at Madras shall 

be paid a salary of Company’s Rupees 00,000 per annum ; each Puisne Judge and Acting 
Puisne Judge a salary of Company's Rupees 45,000 per annum, such salaries being pay- 
ble only m India. 1 J 
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III. The Chief Justice or Acting Chief Justice of the High Court at Bombay shall 
bo paid a salary of Company’s Rupees 60,000 per annum ; each Puisne Judge and Acting 
Puisne Judge a salary of Company’s Kupoes 45,000 pci annum, such salaries being pay- 
able only in India. 

Definitions. 

I. In the following Rules, “actual service” includes the period during which a 
Judge is carrying on his duties in a High Court, also periods spent on privilege and 
subsidiary leave, atid periods of vacation during which the J udge is not on furlough or 
“extraordinary leave.” 

“Extraordinary Leave” means any leave granted otherwise than under these Rules. 

Furlough. 

II. One year’s furlough shall he placed to the credit of each Judge after the com- 
pletion of every four years of actual service. 

III. Except under Rules VI and VII, no furlough shall be granted until at credit 
Under Rule II. 

Provided that any Judge who may have been already in the service of the Covet n- 
ment at the time of taking of lice in the High Court, and who was at that time entitled 
under the Rules applicable to the branch of the seivieo to which he belonged to fur- 
lough without medical ceitihcate, may bo granted fut lough for a term not exceeding 
that to wliioli lie was so entitled upon the condition that such fin lough shall be taken 
until the completion of two j r cars’ actual service in the High Court, and shall not 
exceed one year. 

IV. Except under Rule VII, fuilough shall not be repeated until after the com- 
pletion of three yeais’ actual service fiom the date of the last letuvu hom fuilough or 
extraordinary leave. 

The words “furlough or extraordinary leave” in the above rule, mean Fuilough 
under these rules or extraordinary leave granted to ail Officsr since he has been a Chief* 
Justice 01 Judge of a High Couit. 

V. The maximum term of furlough to be lak^n at any one time shall be fifteen months 

VI. Under medical certificate, furlough may be granted before it is at ciedit under 
Rule II. 

VII. On urgent private affairs, fuilough maybe granted before it is at credit under 
Rule II, and although three years of actual service have not been completed since the last 
icturn from furlough or extraoi dinars leave. Pi o wiled that fuilough under tins section 
shall not exceed six months, and shall be granted only once diuing the whole period of a 
Judge’s service in the High Court. 

VIII. Tho aggregate amount of all furlough which can be granted to a Judge during the 
whole period pf his service in the High Court shall not exceed two years and a half. 

IX. Furlough taken in India shall be reckoned from the date of the Judge quitting his 
office to the date of his return thereto. Fuilough taken out of India shall be leckoned 
from th date of embarkation to he date of return. 

In the event of tho furlough being taken partly in India, and partly out of India, the 
commencement and termination of the furlough shall be respectively determined by the 
above rules, according as the fuilough begins 01 ends in 01 out of India. 

X. For the interval elapsing between the date of quitting his office and the commence- 
ment of furlough out of India, and between the termination of fuilough out of India and 
resuming his office, a Judge may be allowed subsidiary leave not ordinarily exceeding 
thirty days, which in special cases may be extended. 

XI. A Judge, when on fuilough or subsidiary leave, shall receive allowances at the rate 
of Rs. 833-5-4 per mensem, or £1,000 per annum. 

XII. Except under medical certificate, the number of furloughs to be granted at any 
one time, and the grant of furloughs to individual Judges shall be subject toward limited 
by, the exigencies of the service, which exigencies shall be determined exclusively by the 
authority granting the furlough. 

XIII. If, owing to the exigencies of the service, it may be necessary to place any 
limit on the number of Judges who may be absent on furlough at the same time, appli- 
cations not supported by medical certificate will be granted in the following order : — 

The Judge to whose credit the greatest amount of furlough remains under Rule II, 
shall have the preference. 

If two or more applicants are on an equality in this respect, the preference (shall he 
given to the applicant whose actual service in the High Court is longest reckoning in the 
case of a Judge who has not taken furlough or extraordinary leave from the date of his 
commencement of service in the High Court, and in the case of a Judge who has taken 
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furlough or extraordinary leave from the date of his last return from such furlough 
or leave. 

If two or more applicants are equal in both respects, the preference shall be given to 
the senior in the Court. 

Chapter II.— Privilege Leave. 

XIV. Subject to the exigencies of the service, a Judge who has completed eleven 
months’ continuous duty, inclusive of vacations may, if the Government be satisfied that 
there is an urgent necessity, but not otherwise, be granted privilege leave for one month 
without deduction from his salary or acting allowances. 

XV. In the same manner and under the same conditions, an additional month of 
privilege leave shall bo held to accrue to a Judge after each further period of eleven 
months’ continuous duty. 

XVI. Privilege leave shall not be taken in instalments, but any balance of privilege 
leave that may not have been taken shall be added to tho next privilege leave which may 
accrue ; Provided that the whole privilege leave taken at any one time shall not exceed 
three months, and that any accumulation of privilege leave beyond that period shall be 
forfeited. 

N. B. — Financial Resolution of the Government of India, No. 401, dated 24th April 
1809, shall not be held to apply to a Chief Justice or Judge of a High Oouit even though 
under Rule XXIli he may elect to abide by former Rules. Whatever rules such an 
Officer may elect, privilege leave shall not be granted to him except on urgent necessity 
being shown. (a) 

General. 

XVII. Furlough and privilege leave shall not be taken as such in continuation of each 
other, but if a Judge absent on one of these classes of leave be allowed to change it for 
another, the whole period of his absence shall be held to be undei the class of leave for 
which it was changed. 

XVIII. Applications for leave shall in all cases be submitted in such manner as the 
Government may, from time to time, prescribe. 

XIX. Leave allowances shall be payable monthly if payment is taken in India, and 
quarterly if payment is taken in England. 

XX. No substantive appointment shall be vacated merely by reason of leave being 
granted under these Rules. 

XXI. If a Judge shall overstay any leave, he shall forfeit all salary during the time 
of his remaining so absent, and if he shall so continue absent for more than one week, his 
office shall be liable to become vacant. 

XXII. No leave, except privilege leave and leave subsidiary to furlough, shall count 
as service for pension. The period of service at present qualifying for pension as a High 
Couit Judge shall be diminished by six months for full pension, and by three months for 
half pension. 

XXIII. Each Judge at present standing appointed to a High Court shall, on the first 
occasion of hiB taking leave, be given the option of accepting these Rules or abiding by 
those at present in force before that date for Judges of the High Courts of Judicature. 
Any Judge who has taken leave since the 7th August 1809, must abide by the Rules he 
elected when taking that leave. 

N. B.— Under the above rules, a Covenanted Civil Servant who stood appointed as 
Judge of a High Court on the 7th August 1809, may take leave on medical certificate 
under the rules which weie m foice before the 1st July 1808, foi the grant of such leave 
to Covenanted Civil Servants generally. 

XXIV. If a Judge, who is a Covenanted Civil Servant, shall he permitted to resign 
his office and remain in the Service, all leave which he may have taken as a Judge of the 
High Court shall be reckoned as if it had been taken under the rules for the leave of 
absence of Covenanted Civil Seivants. 

Retiring Pensions. 

I. A Chief Justice of the High Court at Calcutta, after an actual service of twelve 
years as Judge of the High Court, of which at least six shall have been in the office of 
Chief Justice, shall receive a pension not exceeding £1,800 per annum.

II. A Puisne Judge of the High Court at Calcutta, on the same terms as to length of 
service, shall receive a pension not exceeding £1,200 per annum. 

III. A Chief Justice of the High Courts at Madras and Bombay, respectively, after 
an actual service of twelve years as Judge of the High Court of which at least six shall 
have been in the office of Chief Justice, shall receive a pension not exceeding £1,500 
per annum. 

IV. A Puisne Judge of the High Courts at Madras and Bombay, respectively, on the 
same terms as to length of service, shall receive a pension not exceeding £1,200 per 
annum. 

V. A Chief Justice, or Puisne Judge, compelled to retire on medical certificate, after 
seven years’ actual service, shall receive a pension not exceeding one-half the amount of 
pension allowed for the full period of service. 

VI. In the event of a Judge of the High Court, selected from the Covenanted or Un- 
covenanted Service, receiving a pension under these rules, he will not be entitled to any 
pension or retiring allowance under the rules applicable to Covenanted and Uncovenanted 
Servants respectively. 

VII. When a Judge of the High Court, selected from the Covenanted or Uncovenanted 
branches of the Civil Service, is permitted to retire before completing the full period of 
service entitling him to the pension of a Judge of that Court, he shall, on retiring, receive 
such a pension as- he would be entitled to under the rules applicable to Covenanted and 
Uncovenanted Servants respectively, reckoning the period during which he shall have 
served as Judge of a High Court towaids his time for such pension. 

VIII. Provided, howevci, that if a Judge of the High Couit, selected from the Coie- 
nanted and IJncovenanted branches of the Civil Sei vice, shall bo compelled to rctiie on 
Medical Ceitificatc, after seven 3 rats’ actual service, he shall be allowed the option of 
taking his pension or retiring allowance either under these rules, or under the rules appli- 
cable to the service to which he belongs. 

IX. A Judge of the High Court, selected fiom the Covenanted Civil Service, shall he 
required to continue his subsenptions to the Civil Annuity and Civil Service Funds. 

X. If a Judge be transferred from one Court to another, the period he shall have offi- 
ciated in the first Court shall count as service qualifying foi retiring pension. 

XI. If a Puisne Judge be promoted to a Chief Justice in the same nr another Court, the 
time he will have served as J udge will count for pension, according to the rate of a Judge’s 
pension, and the time ho shall seive as Chief Justice will count for pension accoiding to 
the rate of Chief Justice’s pension. 

XII. If a Judge of Madras, Bombay or North-West Provinces be promoted to he Chief 
Justice of Calcutta, the time he will have served as a J udge will count foi pension accord- 
ing to the rate of a Judge’s pension, and the time he will serve as Chief Justice of Cal- 
cutta will count for pension according to the rate of such Chief Justice’s pension. 

XIII. If a Chief Justice of Madras, Bombay or the North-West Provinces be tiansf er- 
red to be Chief Justice of Calcutta, the time lie shall have served in the former capacity 
will count for pension according to the rate of a Chief Justice of Madras, Bombay or the 
North-West Provinces, and the time he shall serve as a Chief Justice of Calcutta, shall 
count for pension according to the rate of peusion of a Chief Justice of the High Court of 
Calcutta. 

Expenses of Equipment and Voyages. 

For the purpose of defraying the expenses of equipment and voyage from England, there 
shall be allowed to a Chief Justice the sum of £1,000, to a Puisne Judge £800. But such 
allowance shall not be made to any person appointed to the office of Chief Justice or Puisne 
Judge, who, having been in India, may be at. the time of his saul appointment, in the 
United Kingdom, with the intention of returning to India. 


Leave of Absence to Officers and Servants of the High Court. 

All the Officers and Servants of the High Court at tho thioe Presidencies, Covenanted 
or Uncovenanted, who claim the privilege of being pensioned by the State, are subject to 
the General Leave of Absence Rules applicable to either branch of Service. 

The power of granting leave, under tho general Regulations hereby ordered for adoption, 
to the Officers and Servants of the Court, appointed by the Court and entitlod to pension, 
rests in the Judges of the High Courts, subject in every case to the report of the Account- 
ant General that the applicant is entitled to leave. If the Accountant General should 
report against the application, and the Court should take a diffeient view from that 
recorded by the Accountant General, a reference to the arbitrament of Government is 
necessary . — Proceedings of Government of India , (\th April 1863, No, 2,252. 
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Judicial Officers.

Privilege Leave. 

L Except in the case specified in Rules III and IV, servioe in Judicial Offices, whether 
or not the holders voluntarily remain at the Court Stations during the adjournments, 
shall not be counted towards privilege leave. 

II. If any Officer having privilege leave to his credit bo appointed to act temporarily 
in a judicial office, and if the Court be adjourned during his tenure of it, so much of the 
recess enjoyed as has not been earned by his service in judicial office, shall be deductod 
from the privilege leave accumulated to his credit. The portion earned will bear to the 
entire recess the same proportion which the Officers* term of judicial service bears to the 
whole year less the recess. Should the portion to be deductod calculated in this manner 
equal or exceed the accumulated privilege leave, the accumulation will be cancelled. 

III. If the Court be not adjourned during the acting Officer’s tenure, or if any acting 
Officer be relieved of his judicial appointment during the recess, he shall be entitled to 

rivilege leave for his service in judicial office, or for such term of it as is not countor- 
alanced by the portion of the recess enjoyed, the calculation being made as in Rule II. 
Similarly a Judicial Officer whether acting or not, who by transference to another Court 
or otherwise, loses apoition of this recess which he had earned by his judicial sei vice, 
shall be entitled to have placed to his credit privilege leave calculated on such portion of 
his service as is represented by the portion of recess lost. 

IV. If a Judicial Officer be specially detained on duty during the recess, he shall he 
entitled to privilege leave at the ordinary lates. 

V. In the foregoing rules, the terms Judicial Officer and Judicial Office shall include 
all servants of whatever grade who, and all offices the holders of which, aie paid from 
State funds and ordinarily benefit by the adjournment of the Oouits. 


Law Officers. 

As the now Leavo Rules of the Covenanted Civil Seivicc have not been extended to Law 
Officers, their leave will until furthei orders, be governed by the Covenanted Civil Rules 
of 1855.— G. 22nd January 1809, No. 37 8, Financial.

Section II. The official allowances of the holder of a Civil Office quitting his Station 
without leave will entirely cease from the dato of his quitting until his return, or, in the 
event of his subsoquently’obtaiuing leave, to the date of such leavo being granted to him. 

Section III. No leavo of absence shall have any retrospective effect, except in cases 
of sevore illness, to be attested by Medical Certificate, confoiming in every respect to 
the directions containod in Section V. 

Chapter II.— Rules for Sick Leave. 

Section IV. Upon application duly made, the Government may grant Leave of Absence 
on Medical Certificate to any Civil Servant, to any place in India, in Europe, or elsewhere, 
as ho may consider most conducive to the restoration of his health, without any restric- 
tions whatever as to the places to which he may resort. 

Section V. When an application for Leave of Absence is made on the ground of ill- 
health, it must be acoompanied by a Certificate and a Statement of the case from the 
Medical Officer by whom the applicant has been attended, distinctly stating, from per- 
sonal observation, the nature of the disease, the symptoms by which it is manifested, the 
period during which it has existed, as far as the knowledge of the Medical Officer ex- 
tends, and the noccssity for temporary removal to some other place in India, or in Europe, 
or elsewhere, as laid down in Section IV ; and in case of tlio applicant visiting the Pre-

sidency preparatory to obtaining leave, the Certificate must be countersigned by the 
Members of the Medical Board, on their being satisfied, on a porusal of the Medical At- 
tendant’s statement of the case, that the leave applied for is absolutely necessary towards 
his recovery. Should the applicant’s Medical Attendant be of opinion that he ought to 
proceed to a Sanitarium or other place without visiting the Presidency, the Ceitificate 
must, in the first instance, be countersigned by the Superintending Suigeon of the Divi- 
sion in which the applicant may be located, and afterwards submitted with the statement 
of the case for the consideration and countersignature of the Members of the Medical 
Board. 

The Certificate shall be given in the following form : — 

I, A. B., Surgeon at or of — — do hereby certify on honor that E. F., of the 

Civil Service, is in a bad state of health, and I sincerely declare that, according to the best 
of my judgment, » change of air is essentially necessary to his recovery, and do therefore 
recommend that he may be permitted to proceed to Sea, (or to such place as the Surgeon 
may think proper, expressing it m the Certificate.) 

The following form shall he observed by the Members of the Medical Board or the Super- 
intending Suigeon, in countei signing the Surgeon’s Certificate : — 

Wc (or I) do hereby certify, tliat, accoidmg to the best, of our (or my) professional 
judgment, after caieful peisoiial examination of Ins case, we (or 1) consider the state of 
health of E. F. , to be such as to lendei Leave of Absence for a period of abso- 

lutely necessary (or highly desirable) for his recovery. 

An application for extension of leave must, if the applicant be in India, bo accompanied 
by a Ceitificate to a like eifect from the Medical Officer by whom the applicant is attended, 
together with a statement showing sufficient reason for t-ho extension solicited ; and such 
Ceitificate must be countersigned by the Members of the Medical Board, or by the Super- 
intending Surgeon of the Division in which the applicant may be located, as the case may 
be, on perusal of tlie statement. In like mannei, if the applicant shall have proceeded 
beyond the Territories under the Government of the East India Company, lie must furnish 
a Certificate and Statement to the required effect from a Surgeon or Physician at the 
place of his temporary residence by whom he has been attended, such attendance, and the 
penod of it, to be stated, and the Certificate to be countersigned by the Examining Physi- 
cian of the Eas# India Company if the applicant is in England, or if not in England, by 
the principal Medical authority of the Colony or Country to which the Absentee may have 
proceeded, or some sufficient reason stated for the want of such countersignature if tho 
Certificate be not so countersigned. The Medical Board or Superintending Surgeon, 
before countersigning a Certificate as abovementioned, must either personally examine the 
applicant or state some sufficient reason why they, or he, have or hath been unable to do 
so. When any of the required particulars aic neglected, leave will be refused. 

Section VI. The following conditions will in future attach to Loaves of Absence grant- 
ed to Civil Servants who may be declared by a sufficient Medical Certificate to require 
such leave for the recovery of their health : — 

1st. — The total period of absenco, witli the piivileges hereinafter provided, shall not 
(save as specially excepted in Clause 5 of this Section and in Section VII of tnese Rules) 
exceed eighteen months in the whole, nor shall it exceed fifteen mouths on any one 
occasion. 

2ndly»— The office of the absenteo will be considered to be vacated if he shall be absent 
beyond eighteen months altogether, or beyond fiftoen months at any one time unless ho 
shall obtain leave under Clause 5 of this Section, such absence to be computed, if he shall 
proceed to a Sanitarium, within tho Presidency, from the date of his arrival thereat to the 
date of his quitting the Sanitarium ; if to any place beyond the Presidency, but witkm 
the Continent of India, from the date of liis leaving the frontier of his own Presidency 
to the date of his return thereto ; and if he shall proceed to Sea, from the date of the 
sailing of the Vessel on which he may have embarked from any Port m India which is not 
more distant from his Station than the Ports of his own Piesidency, to the date of his 
arrival at any Port within the Presidency to which he belongs, or at any other Port which 
is not more distant from his Station than the Ports of his own Presidency. 

3 rdly. — The absentee will be entitled to draw a moiety of liis salary, and the same will 
be paid to him during such period of absence, provided that he shall in no case draw a 
larger sum than Rupees 10,000 (€1,000) per annum, during that period. In cases in which 
the emolument of the absentee’s office does not exceed Rupees 5,000 pei annum, no de- 
duction therefrom shall be made for the period of eighteen months, nor shall such a de- 
duction be made in other cases as shall reduce the allowance below Rupees 5,000 (£500) 
per annum. In cases in which the salary of the absentee may not be of that amount, 
the full salary will be granted. 

4 tidy. — For tlie interval elapsing between departure from Station to the commencement 
of reckoning absenco or between the end of reckoning absenco and re-arrival at Station, 
tho absentee will bo allowed a special leave for an additional period of one month, two 
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months, or three months according to the distance to he travelled as prescribed in Section 
XX of these Rules, and during this additional period the absentee will be entitled todraw 
the same salary as is allowed % Clause 3 of this Section. 

5thly.—li the absentee shall apply under Medical Certificate, to remain absont for a 
longer period than eighteen months or fifteen months at any one time, and it shall appear 
to the Hon’ble the Court of Directors to be absolutely necessary after examination by 
theii Medical Officer in England, that he should do so ; the leave which may have been 
granted in India, will, under the orders of the Hon’ble Court, be extended to the limit of 
two years, with permission to retain office, and half salary within the limits enjoined, 
duiing such extension. 

iUlily . — If the absentee be compelled by the state of his health, under due Medical Cer- 
tificate, to remain absent for a longer period than eighteen months, or fifteen months at 
any one time, or beyond two years in the case of an extension under Clause 4, he will, as 
before stated, vacate his appointment, but he will be permitted to receive an allowance at 
the rate of £500 if abovo ten years’ standing at the time when the leave was granted, 
or of £250 if not above ten yeais’ standing at the time when the leave ivas granted, foi 
such further period of absence as shall not exceed the entire term of three years in the 
whole. At the expiration of that term, all allowance must cease until he reports his 
return to his Presidency. 

Section VII. If a Civil Servant of more than fifteen years’ service, after having been 
absent on Sick Leave for eighteen months in the whole, oi for fifteen months at one time, 
at whatever period of his service such Sick Leave shall have been taken, shall be again 
compelled by the same cause to apply for Leave of Absence, the Government of India and 
the subordinate Governments may, on special grounds, grant leave of absence for one 
further period not exceeding six months, during which the absentee may retain his office, 
and half Ins salaiy under the limits above enjoined. 

Section VIII. If a Civil Servant after fifteen 3 cars’ service, shall be compelled by ill- 
health to apply foi further Leave of Absence, he may be peimitted on special grounds to 
obtain it, but his absence will involve the loss of office and salary ; the Government of 
India and the subordinate Governments will however, respectively, exercise a discretion- 
ary powei to grant, in such l.iBt-mentioned cases, a sick absentee allowance, not exceeding 
Rupees 5,000 or £500 per annum, for a furthei period not exceeding twelve months. 

Section IX. A Civil Servant who has taken Sick Leave under the Rules of the 17th 
May 1843, v ill not be debarred by that circumstance from taking such Leave again unclei 
the above Kules, with the privilege of retaining Office provided the leave be not granted 
till three yeais have expired after his return from his leave undei the Kules of the 17th 
May 1843. 

Section X. None of the abovementioned Rules will be applicable to Members of Coun- 
cil Each Member may, however, with the special sanction of the Government, be per- 
mitted to be absent under Medical Certificate, for a period not exceeding six months, re- 
taining his office and receiving half his salar} r , which shall be paid to him during such 
absence, but if his absence shall exceed six months, his office will be vacated. 

Section XI. Civil Seivants who inav desire to diaw their allowances while absent on 
account of sickness under the above Rules, will be required to give security in such 
amount and form as may be fixed by the Government for the refund of any excess that 
[ may be drawn either by the Agents at the Presidency or by themselves in case of their 
coming under retrenchment. 

Chapter III. - Rules for short Leave on Private Affairs. 

Section XII. The Government may grant to Civil Servants Leave of Absence to any 
place in India, Europe or elsewhere without any restrictions whatever as to the place to 
which they may resort for one month in each year, without deduction from the salaries 
and emoluments drawn by such Reivants — such leave, however, will only be granted 
when the Government is satisfied that no inconvenience will arise from the departure of 
the Officer seeking it. No second leave can be granted under this Rule until the com- 
pletion of eleven months from the expiration of the last leave ; but servants not availing 
themselves of the indulgence in any one year, may obtain, under the like conditions, 
leave of absence for two successive months, to commence at or after the expiration of 
twenty-two months from the termination of their former leave; and if two years elapse 
without enjoyment of the privilege, leave for three months may, in like manner, be 
granted at the expiration of thirty-three months from the termination of the last pre- 
ceding leave; but no leave shall be granted under this Rule for any period exceeding 
three mouths. If an Officer shall not return at the expiration of the period of leave 
granted him under this Rule, he shall forfeit all pay and allowances during the time of 
liis remaining so absent without leave, and if he shall so continue absent for more than 
one month beyond the term granted, his office shall become vacant. 

Civil Servants absent from their stations under medical certificate cannot be admitted 
to leave under this Rule in continuation of their sick leave; and if, while absent under 
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this Buie, they be granted extended leave under medical certificate, they shall be con- 
sidered liable to the Rules applicable to leave of absence on medical certificate for the 
whole period of thoir absence. 

Civil Servants who have been absent on medical certificate during any portion of a 
calendar year are not entitled to leave under this Rule diuing that year ; but in deter- 
mining the interval necessary to entitle a person to leave under this Rule, no reference 
will be made to any intermediate leave of absence that may have been granted under 
Section XIV, Clause L 

Section XIIL As a general rule, when leave is granted under Section XII, such 
leave will be in one period only, whether for a whole month or less, and not in detached 
portions to complete one month within the year, and the term year shall be held to 
mean the calendar year commencing with the 1st of January and ending with the 31st 
of December, but as an exception to this Rule, it shall be discretional with the several 
Local Governments, where good cause is shown for the indulgence, and it is attended 
with no public inconvenience, to sanction leave of absence under this Rule to such 
parties as may not have occasion to apply for the whole at once, in instalments, not to 
exceed in the aggregate one mouth within the calendar year, on the understanding that j 
no leave can be granted for any fresh calendar year until the completion of three months 
from the expiration of the entire leave or of the last instalment of leave taken in the ; 
past calendar year. 

Section XIV. Clause I. The Government may, on sufficient cause being shown, giant 
to a Civil Servant special leave of absence on Private Affairs for six months, to any place 
in India, Euiope or elsewhere, without restrictions whatever as to the places to which he 
may resort, provided, liowevei, that if any Officer to whom such leave shall be granted 
shall be absent from liis station for any period exceeding that to which he may be en- 
titled without deduction, under Section XII, the absentee shall, for the period in excess, 
draw no more than one-half of his salary and allowances. After an absence of six months 
(exclusive of any period which may be granted under Section XII,) any office held by 
the absentee shall become vacant. 

Clause II. The leave granted under this Section will be computed from the date of 
the absentee’s quitting his station to the date < f his return thereto, and a second leave 
of the same description cannot be taken till the expiration of six 3 -ears from the date of 
return to duty from a former leave. No portion of the half salary allowed to be drawn 
will be claimable till the absentee shall have returned to his duty. 

Clause III. It will be understood that leave under this Section is not to be granted 
as a matter of course to every applicant, but that it will be the duty of the Government 
to consider and determine whether the grounds of the application are sufficiently urgent 
to justify the concession of the leave. 

Chapter IV.— Furlough on Private Affairs. 

Section XV. In the place of the period of three years (in one term), for which fur- 
lough has hitherto been granted, Civil Servants will be allowed the option of taking a 
furlough of three years as at present, or of dividing the furlough into three periods of 
one year each, to be taken after successive periods of seven years’ service or into two 
periods, which may either be of one or two years respectively, or of eighteen months 
each, provided that, in every case, the Civil Servant shall declare, on taking his furlough, 
whether he intends it to be for twelve, eighteen, twenty-four or thirty-six months, in 
order that the Government may make its ai ran g emeu ts" accordingly. In case of a divi- 
sion, into two periods, the first furlough must he taken after a residence of not less than 
ten years, and the second furlough after a further residence in India of ten years from 
the date of return from the first furlough ; but Civil Servants returning on furlough to 
Europe will continue, as at present, to vacate tlieir offices. 

Section XVI. The furlough allowance granted during the periods mentioned in the 
last Section will be at the rate of £500 per annum, and the receipt of it will not, on any 
grounds whatever, be permitted for any longer period than three years. 

Section XVII. Civil Servants who may have been compelled by sickness to quit their 
duty under medical certificate, before completing seven years’ residence in India, will be 
entitled to receive during their furlough on Private Affairs, taken subsequently to their 
completion of that period of residence, the ordinary furlough allowance of £500 per annum, 
for three years.

Stan dard, — The principal object of the first Ltvndard of 
examination shall be to test the proficiency, for practi- 
cal purposes, of the Assistant in the Vernacular 
language of his District. For this purpose at least 
three papers which he has never seen before, taken 
from Official Records, very much at hazard, and 
written by different persons m a plain running hand, 
must be read aloud by the Assistant correctly, and 
without great difficulty , and after being read aloud, 
their contents must be correctly explained by him in 
English. An English Judgment or other Official paper, 
to he furnished by the Cential Committee, must be 
translated by him into the Vernacular, without 
assistance. The Translation must be substantially 
correct in meaning, and intelligible to a Native : 
tolerably correct in grammar and spelling, and free 
from any very bad enors of idiom- He must dictate 
off-hand, with some fluency, the translation, into the 
Vernacular, of an English Repoit, or other Official 
paper, also to be furnished by the Central Commit- 
tee, whereof the translation will be written down 
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exactly as dictated. The dictated paper must in like manner be intelligible and substan- 
tially correct. He must then be tested in conversation with two or three Natives, in 
such manner, and to such extent, as shall suffice to satisfy the Committee as to the degree 
of his power of understanding Natives of different classes, and of making himself under 
stood by them— such conversation or oolloquial examination to be confined to the ordinary 
duties and business of a Court or Cutcherry, and not to embrace abstruse or peouliar 
subjects. An Assistant must pass successfully through every step of this branch of the 
examination, in ordei to qualify according to the first standard.

Justice, and especially with so much of the Laws and Rules of Procedure as it is necessary 
for an Officer to know, in order to exercise properly the highest function of an Assist- 
ant to a Collector and Magistrate. For this purpose a set of questions on Revenue and 
Magisterial subjects and on the Law of Evidence shall be furnished by the Central 

Committee. These questions should be so framed as not to involve points of difficulty or 

rare occurrence j*.and to show rather the possession, or the want, of a genera] and intelli- 
gent acquaintance with the subjects of examination and the fundamental laws applicable 
thereto, than a knowledge of a string of points of detail and dates of orders, which may 
be soon learned for the occasion, and are generally as soon forgotten again. These ques- 
tions must be all answered without book. The Assistant should also bo examined general- 
ly as to his knowledge of Cutcheny Accounts — both the English Accounts kept at the 
Hiusur and the Native Accounts, Taluk and Village — of the Hookumnamah of his District, 
and of its past revenue history as to be learnt from the records. 

XII. The third object of the first Standard. — The next object of the first standard ^ of 
examination shall be to test the power which the Assistant may have acquired to deal with 
conflicting arguments and evidence, in actual cases. For this purpose two decided cases, 
with the final proceeding in each withdrawn, which the Assistant has never before seen, one 
from the Collector ’s, and one from the Magisti ale’s Office, of the nature of cases coming 
before Assistants exercising the highest functions of an Assistant to a Collector and Magis- 
trate, shall be given to the Assistant. The papers may be read over to him by a Native 
Officer, and the explanation of any difficult word oi phrase may be asked for and given in 
the Vernacular, the circumstance being in each case noted. The Assistant may now refer 
to all his books, and may take his notes as the case is read over. At the conclusion of 
each case he must write in English a brief but precise description of it, and a decision upon 
the questions at issue, with a sufficient statement of the grounds on which it is founded. 

XIII. Fourth object of the first Standard.— The last object of the first standard of 
examination shall be to ascertain how the Assistant has been employed, and how he has 
done his duty at his station. For tliiB purpose tho Collector and Magistrate under whom 
he has been employed, shall furnish the Committee with a report upon these points. It 
shall be the duty of such Officers, to make over to their Assistants, from time to time, 
cases for report. The reports shall be written in English on one side of a sheet of paper ; 
and after the case is decided the Officer who decides it shall note on the other side of the 
sheet his remarks upon the report. These reports, with the notes thereon, shall be 
submitted to the Divisional Examination Committee. Such Officers shall also require 

| their Assistants to make English Minutes of the cases given to them for decision, which 
Minutes also shall be submitted to the same Committee. But these reports and Minutes 
need not be sent up to the Central Examination Committee. The opinion formed of them 
by the Divisional Committee, however, shall be entered in the record submitted to the 
! Central Committee. 

XIV. Second Standard.— The second standard of examination shall be similar in its 
nature to the first, but more difficult m degree. In the Vernacular portion of it, the read- 
ing of a common office running hand must be tolerably performed ; the papers selected as 
tests should be of a more difficult description of office papers , the translation, dictation, and 
conversation should be fluent, generally correct, and readily intelligible ; and the Assistant 
should be tested in his power of explaining himself clearly, and with sufficient propriety 
in the Vernacular, in an argument or topio of some difficulty, such as may occur in official 
business. In this examination it will be necessary for the Assistant to pass in two Vernac- 
ular languages, of which one shall be the language of the District in which the Assistant 
is stationed at the time of the examination, and the other any one of the languages, includ- 
ing Hindustani, prevailing in the Madras territories, which the Assistant may prefer. 

, Provided that ordinarily, and except on special grounds, no Assistant shall be promoted in 
any District in the Vernacular of which he has not passed. The test described in this 
; rule shall be strictly enforced in respect of the language of the District in which the 
- Assistant is stationed at the time of examination, but will be relaxed in respect of the 
j second language, and m respect of any other language which an Assistant must pass 
I before he can be promoted in any District in which it prevails. Ability to write the 
language will not be required, but only a fair colloquial acquaintance with it on the part 
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of the Examinee, and power to translate correctly an official paper read to him, to dictate 
orders in the language, and read ordinary urzees. The questions of law and practice 
should be selected from the whole held of the duties of a Magistrate and Collector ; but 
they shall be arranged in two classes, one class comprehending important and leading 
points, in answering which no books shall be allowed ; and the other class comprehending 
less general and less common points, in answering which the assistance of hooks shall be 
allowed. No guides, digests, or summaries, however, shall be permitted to be used, the 
Assistant being confined to the original laws, Circular Orders, and constructions. The 
object of this class of questions is to test the A ssistant’s knowledge of where readily to 
find the law or practioe on the less common points that arise in business. In preparing 
these questions, nice and difficult points should be avoided ; the object being not to evoke 
subtlety or ingenuity, but only to ascertain whether the acquisitions and capacity of the 
person examined are adequate to enable him to perform fitly the important funotions of 
an Indian Magistrate and Collector, or not. The trial cases should be selected from those 
possessing enough of complexity to test the Assistant’s ability to master all ordinary 
difficulties, and especially to test his power of minute attention to, and just apprecia- 
tion of evidence. 

XV. Object of the second Standard. — It shall be the object to make this second standard 
such that a man who has passed a College examination, being of ordinary understanding 
and capability, who fairly applies himself with proper diligence to his business, and 
makes it his daily object to familiarize himself with the languages of the country, may 
pass it after two or three years of Mofussil experience 
His Excellency in Council is pleased to prescribe as a rule for future guidance that 
officers, on passing the lower or higher standard of examination, shall as a rule, be at 
once invested respectively, with the powers of a Subordinate Magistrate of the first class, 
or with full Magisterial powers ; and that they shall accordingly be entitled to the higher 
rates of pay from the date of their passing the examination, Rut if in the case of any 
Officer subordinate to him, the Magistrate of a District shows, to the satisfaction of the 
Local Government, that investiture with higher powers ought to be deferred, then the 
mere passing of the examination will not establish a title to higher pay, nor shall such 
higher pay be granted until the investiture with higher powers takes place. — G\ 10 th

4. The first language in which a Civil Servant will be permitted to* offer himself for 
examination by the two higher Standards must be the chief language of any district to 
which lie is or has been attached. And it is not till after a Certificate of High Proficiency 
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shall have been obtained in such language that a Civil Servant will be eligible to present 
himself for distinctions in other languages. 

5. A Civil Servant shall be at liborty to present himself for examination in the 
obligatory and another language simultaneously. But no report of his proficiency in the 
second language shall be prepared, unless he is declared to have passed in the obligatory 
language. 

6. No Civil Servant will ordinarily be permitted to appear more than twice as a can- 
didate at any examination. But if a special recommendation be made by the Examiners, 
a candidate will be allowed to appear at a third examination. 

7. No Civil Servant will be permitted to present himself for the High Proficiency or 
Honors Examinations after the expiration of seven or ten years, respectively, similarly 
counted. No exception will be made to this Rule on aceount of leave or any other cause. 

8. Examinations will be held quarterly on the firgt Monday in January, April, July, 
and October of each year at Madras. Civil Servants desirous of attending examinations 
must apply for leave to do so to Government at least three months before the date of the 
examination.

13. Civil Servants, who may have obtained a reward for High Proficiency in any 
language under the Rules of 1859 (cancelled in para. 1,) will be eligible for the Honois 
Examination now laid down, and on passing it will be entitled to receive the difference 
between the reward already paid to them and the aggregate rewards now offered for the 
High Proflcieucy and Honors Examinations. 


Junior Civil Servants desirous of attending examinations for prizes for the study 
of the oiiental languages, may he allowed leave on full pay for one month, and that on 
their passing a successful examination they may be allowed an extension of leave on 
full pay for another month, and be permitted to count the period of the original leave 
and of the extension as service and residence, provided that the period of leave on this 
account which carries pay and counts as service and residence, shall in.no case exceed 
two months on one occasion or twelve months in the aggregate.

Definitions. 

I. In the following Rules, “ Actual Service” includes the period during which a 
Chaplain is on duty, also periods spent on privilege and subsidiary leave, and periods 
during which a Chaplain not on leave may be out of employ in India. 

“Extraordinary Leave” means any leave granted otherwise than under these Rules. 

“Long Extraordinary Leave” means extraordinary leave extending beyond a period of 
three months. , . , . . 

“Long Furlough” means furlough extending beyond a period of three months. 

“Salary” includes acting allowances. . . , , . 

A Chaplain’s '* Station” means that station to which he stands appointed, or such other 
place as the Government to which he is subordinate may determine. 

Chapter I.— Furlough. 

II. The maximum period of Furlough which can be granted to any Chaplain during 
the whole period of his service, is limited to Bix years. 

III. Subject to the above limit, furlough shall be placed to the credit of each Chap- 
lain at the rate of one-fourth of his actual servioe after adding thereto one year.

A Chaplain who has completed nine years' actual service will be credited with one fourth of

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IV. Subjeot to the eame limit, leave on medioal certificate to the extent of one ye» 
taken prior to the promulgation of these rules, shall not be deducted from the furlough 
credited to a Chaplain under Rule III.

Subject to the exigencies of the service, both as regards the number of furloughs 
available at any one time, and as regards individual applications, of which exigencies the 
Government of India, Madras or Bombay, as the oase may be, shall be exclusively the 
judge, furloughs shall be granted under these Rules.

XIV. If owing to the exigencies of the service, it may be necessary to place any limit 
on the number of Chaplains who may be absent on furlough at the same time, applications 
not supported by medical certificate shall be granted in the following order : — 

The applicant to whose credit the greatest amount of furlough remains under Rule III, 
shall have the preference. 

If two or more applicants are on- an equality in this respect, the preference shall bo 
given to the applicant whose actual service in India is longest, reckoning in the case of 
a Chaplain who lias not taken long extraordinary leave, or long furlough, from the date 
of his arrival in India, and in the case of a Chaplain who has taken long extraordinary 
leave, or loug furlough, from the date of Ins last return from such leave or furlough. 

If two or more applicants are equal in both respects, tho preference shall be given to the 
senior in the Gradation list. 

Chapter II.— Privilege Leave. 

XV. Subject to the exigencies of the State, a Chaplain who has completed live months 1 
continuous duty may take privilege leave for one month without deduction from his salary 
or house-rent, but with loss of conveyance and Jail allowances. (a.) 

XVI. In the same manner and under the same conditions, two or three months’ privi- 
lege leave may be taken when a Chaplain has completed continuous duty of ten months 
and fifteen months respectively. 

XVII. If a Chaplaiu shall overstay his privilege leave, lie shall forfeit all salary during 
the time of his remaining so about. 

Chapter III.— Special Leave. 

XVIII. Special leave on urgent private alfaiis may be granted at tho discretion of the 
Government for a period not exceeding six months In respect of allowances to be drawn 
during the leave and of subsidiary leave, the conditions of special leave shall be the same 
as those prescribed, for furlough under Rules VII and XL 

XIX. Rule XVII shall mutates mutandis , apply to a Chaplain overstaying special 
leave. 

XX. Special leave may be repeated without allowances after intervals of at least Bix 
years 1 actual service. 

Chapter IV.— General. 

XXI. Applications for leave shall m all cases be submitted in such manner as the 
Governor-General of India m Council may fiom time to time piescube. 

XXII. Furlough, privilege leave and special leave shall not be taken as such in con- 
tinuation of oacli other ; but if a Chaplain absent on one of these classes of leave be 
allowed to change it for another, the whole period of Ins absence shall be held to be 
under the class of leave for which it was cliaiged. 

XXIII. Subject to considerations of State, theie shall be no restriction as to the places 
where a Chaplain may leside when on leave. 

XXIV. Leave allowance shall be payable monthly, if payment is taken in India ; and 
quarterly, if payment is taken in England. When furlough is taken m England, an 
advance of the first quarter’s allowance may bo made in India. Such advanco shall not 
be recoverable in case of death. No advance of pay will be granted m England to h Chnp- 
lain returning to duty in India. No Chaplaiu on furlough in Em ope will be allowed to 
return to duty in India until he shall have appeared before the Medical Board attached 
to the India Office for a report upon the state of his health.— G. i., 2tith April 1871, 
No. 164, Financial ; Gazette , page G'J3. 

XXV. The term residence qualifying for pension shall be, in the case of Chaplains 
appointed before the llth January 1854, eighteen years; and in the case of Chaplains 
appointed on or after that date, seventeen years, but no leave, except privilege leave and 
subsidiary leave, shall count as residence. 

XXVI. The term of service qualifying for pension shall be, in the case of Chaplains 
appointed before the llth January 1854, eighteen years ; and in the case of Chaplains 
appointed on or after that date, twenty years. Leave of absence in India taken prior to 
25th August 1864, shall count as service for pension, and shall not bo reckoned as*fui- 
lougb under these rules.

Resolution.— The general questions submitted are,— 

First. —Whether, after the periods of residence and service specified in Sections XXV 
and XXVI of the Eules of July 1868 have been completed, retirement is optional or 
compulsory ; 

Second. —Whether a Chaplain may retire after completing either the period of residence 
specified in Section XXV, or the period of service specified in Section XXVI ; 

Third. —Whether privilege leave and subsidiary leave are the only leaves which can be 
reckoned as residence for pension ; 

Fourth —Whether furlough for three years and all leave taken in India before the 24th 
August 1864, can be reckoned as service for pension ; 

i^yM. —Whether leave taken in India prior to the 25th August 1864, shall be reckoned 
as furlough under the Eules of July 1868. 

2. With reference to the firBt question, the Governor- General in Council observes that 
after the specified periods of residence and service have been completed, retirement is 
optional, not compulsory, until the completion of 25 years’ service, when, under the orders 
of the Secretary of State, No. 32, dated 17th February 1865, retirement is compulsory, 
unless a Chaplain is specially retained in the service by the Secretary of State. 


3. As regards the second question, His Excellency in Council observes that by the 

orders of the late Court of Directors quoted in the 
margin, Chaplains were allowed to retire on pension 
after completing the specified period of residence 
without completing the prescribed period of service, 
but that this indulgence is at variance with the rules 
in the analogous case of Covenanted Civil Servants, 
and may be appropriately withdrawn now that various 
concessions in lespect to furlough and furlough allow- 
ance have been made to the Ecclesiastical Service in 
the Rules of July 1868. His Excellency in Council 
is accordingly pleased to rule that a Chaplain shall 
not be ^permitted to retire on pension until he has 
completed both the period of residence specified in 
Section XXV of those Eules, and the period of service specified in Section XXVI.

4. The third question is answered in the affirmative. 

5. With reference to the fourth question, His Excellency in Council observes that for 
the Civil Service all periods spent on leave count as service qualifying for pension, and 
with reference to the withdrawal of the indulgence refereed to in paragraph 3 of this 
Resolution, the same Kule may be held to apply to Chaplains. 

6. As regards the 5th question, His Excellency in Council observes that on the 25th 
August 1854, it was first ruled that a Chaplain’s absence on leave in India should not 
be reckoned as service qualifying for pension, and on the 5th September 1855* it was 
decided that this Rule should not have retrospective effect. The last sentence of Section 
XXVI of the Rules of July 1868, was intended merely to repeat the decision of Septem- 
ber 1855, but 1864 was misprinted in it for 1854. As, however, it is now ruled that all

The Governor-General in Council observes that in a Despatch from the Court of 
Directors, dated the 14th January 1853, it was remarked “ that aB Roman Catholic

your Government except for services actually rendered to the troops.*’ 

In view of these orders, which in principle appear correct, His Excellency in Council 
thinks that it would be objectionable to prescribe any rules recognizing a right to privilege 
or other leave on the part of Roman Catholic Chaplains. But so long as the sanction of 
Brigadier Commanding is obtained to the absence of a Roman Catholic Chaplain, and 
arrangements are made for the performance of his duties during his absence, the 
Governor-General in Council is of opinion that no objection should be taken to the passing 
of the sanctioned allowances. Any application to the Brigadier Commanding foi leave of 
absence on the part of a Homan Catholic Chaplain, Bhould be endorsed with the approval 
of his Ecclesiastical Superiors.— Gazette page 185, dated KM August 1869.

To His Excellency the Right Hon’ble the Governor-General of India in Council. 

Sir,— I have considered in Council your Ecclesiastical letter dated the 8th December 
last, No. 13, in which you recommend for favorable consideration the proposition of the 
Bishop of Calcutta, that Chaplains who may retire prior to the occurrence of a vacancy 
in the Senior Chaplaincies, and who would consequently only leceive a pension of £292 
per annum, may be admitted to the increased pension of £365 as soon as a vacancy occurs 
which would render pensions of that amount available. 

2. On a reconsideration of the whole question, and the inconvenience shown to be 
likely to arise from not limiting the period of a Chaplain’s service, Her Majesty’s Govern- 
ment are of opinion that, instead of acceding to the proposition now submitted, it would

I. — A Chaplain retiring after completing the full period of service, as prescribed by 
Government Regulations, shall receive a pension of £365 per annum. This rule to come 
into operation in each Presidency as soon as either of the two Senior Chaplaincies in that 
Presidency is vacant. 

II. — Every Chaplain shall be compelled to retire after twenty-five years from the 
date of the commencement of his service in India, unless specially retained in the 
service by the Secretary of State for India in Council, on the recommendation of the 
Governor-General in Council or Governor in Council of his Presidency. This rule to 
come into operation in three years. 

III. — During the next three years, the second Chaplain may succeed to the Senior 
Chaplaincy, and the third to the second Chaplaincy ; but if either of them accepts that 
advantage, he thereby forfeits his claim to the increased pension. After three years there 
shall be no appointments to the two Senior Chaplaincies, but the incumbents then exist- 
ing, if any, may retain them, unless they fall under the operation of Rule II. The 
incumbents now existing, in order to entitle themselves to the increased pension, must 
resign before the end of three years. 

IV. —The lower rates of pension payable to Chaplains compelled by ill-health to 
retire after a short period of service, shall remain as at present. 
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Despatch from the Eight Hon’ble the Secretary of State for India, Financial, 
India Office, London, 8 th July 1865, No. 167. 

To His Excellency the Right Hon’ble the Governor-General of India in Council, 

Sir,— I have considered in Council your Ecclesiastical letters, dated the 5th and 10th 
April 1865, Nos. 2 and 4, requesting information on certain questions -which have arisen 
in connection with the Rules for the retirement of Chaplains, laid down in my Financial 
Despatch of the 17th February 1865, No. 32. 

2. In regard to the first point, as to the interpretation to he placed on the words 
41 must resign,” in Rule II, Her Majesty’s Government intended. 44 resignation of the 
service,” and they cannot allow 44 resignation of the superior allowances” to be regarded 
as a fulfilment of the condition prescribed in the Rule in question. 

3 With respect to the second point on which a decision is requested, Her Majesty’s 
Government concur with you in thinking that there would be hardship in refusing the 
increased pension to a Senior Chaplain on retirement, in the event of the third Chaplain 
in the list electing to accept the promotion m lieu of the increased pension, as provided 
in Rule III, and will therefore allow the increased pension to be granted on the retire- 
ment within the pi escribed period of one of the Senior Chaplains, even although a per- 
manent vacancy may not thereby be caused. 

A Chaplain absent in England on furlough may retire from the service without 
returning to India, and without thereby forfeiting his furlough allowance ; provided that 
in order to qualify for pension, be has completed the full period of service and residence 
required by present rules.

Promotion from Junior to the Senior Rank.

The following Despatch fiom the Right Hon ’hie the Sccietary of State, Ecclesiastical , 
Nu, 10, India Office, London , 21th November 1866, is published for general information : — 

To His Excellency the Right Hon'Uc the Governor General of India in Council. 

Sir,— -I have considered in Council your Despatch in the Financial Department, tiated 
lltli July, No. 147 of 1806, in which you submit, for my consideration, a pioposal by the 
Bishop of Calcutta that tlio period of service entitling Chaplains to promotion from the 
Junior to the Senior lank should be fixed at ten years. 

2. I have resolved to accede to this pioposal m accordance with the recommendation 
of your Excellency’s Government. This rule will not debai any Chaplain who may attain 
to the grade of Senior Chaplain before the expiration of ten years, from the pay and 
the privileges of tlio higher class. 

Note. — The above Rules apply to Chaplains of the Church of Scotland. 


Travelling Allowances to Chaplains. 

The Government to defray, in every case of a Chaplain who may receive, while out of 
Europe, his nomination to Her Majesty’s Indian Service, his personal travelling expenses 
to the station to which lie may first be posted.

If lus appointment has been chang- 
ed during his absence, he will draw travelling allowance for the excess distance, if any 
between his old and new station from the Presidency at the rates abovementioned. 

II. If, while absent on privilege leave, a Chaplain is required to perform duty for an 
absentee .it a station other than his own, he will draw travelling allowance at the rates 
in Rule j fiom his own station to that at which he is required to do duty.

8. When the Board of Examiners are of opinion that the candidate has made credit- 
able progress — evincing diligent attention to the study of the language for noteless than 
six months — they are authorized to recommend him for the Munshi allowance, though 
they may not pass him as Interpreter. 

9. Every Chaplain or Assistant Chaplain who may pass a satisfactory examination 
in two of the languages abovementioned, provided that one of the two languages shall 
be either Hindustani, or one of the four principal Hindu languages spoken in this Presi- 
dency, shall receive an honorary reward of Rupees 1,000.

An Act to enable Her Majesty to make regulations relative to the 
Leave and Absence of Indian Bishops on Furlough and 
Medical Certificates. 

Whereas by an Act passed in the fifth and sixth years of the reign of Her present 
Majesty, intituled 44 An Act to enable Her Majesty to grant furlough allowances to the 

Bishops of Calcutta, Madias and Bombay who shall return to Euiope for a limited period 
“ after residing in India a sufficient time to entitle them to the highest scale of pension/’ 
it was provided that Her Majesty should be enabled from time to time to grant permis- 
sion to any Bishop of Calcutta who should have resided in the East indies for a period 
of ten years, and to any Bishop of Madras or Bombay who should have resided in the 
East Indies for a period of fifteen years, to return to Europe for a perirod not exceeding 
eighteen calendar months : 

And whereas it is expedient to alter and amend the rule thus laid down : 

Be it enacted by the^ Queen’s Most Excellent Majesty, by and with the advice and con- 
sent of the Lords Spiritual and Temporal and Commons in this present Parliament 
assembled, and by the authority of the same, 

1. That it shall be lawful for Her Majesty to make such rules as to the leave of absence 
of Indian Bishops on furlough or medical certificate as may

The conditions on which Military Officers may take employment. 

The following paragraphs of a Military Letter from the Right Hon’ble the Secretary of 
State for India, No. 8, dated the 12tli January 1871, are published for general informa- 
tion 

Para. 1. — I have had under my consideration in Council your Lordship’s letter in the 
Financial Department, dated the 23rd November last, No. 250, on the subject of the 
employment of Office is by Municipalities. 

2. — In Sir Charles Wood’s Military Despatch of the 30th of June 1865, No 215, sanction 
was given to tho acceptance of municipal employment by Officers while on authorized 
leave, provided that the time passed therein did not reckon as service for pension. 
***** 

4. — You * * solicit authority to place at the disposal of Municipal and 

similar Departments the services of Officers of the Staff Corps or local service, provided 
they are not required for Civil or Military employment under the Government, with the 
understanding that, if any Officer so employed desire to count the time thus passed as 
service for pension he may do so, on the condition that he or his employers must transfer 
to the Government of India six per cent, of the pay he draws, a proportion which is 
estimated fully to cover the liability accepted by the Government. 

5. — I am willing to give my sanction to the proposition of your Government, provided 
that in no case does the employment of an officer in this manner render necessary, either 
directly or indirectly, the admission of another Officer to the Staff Corps.— G . O. G. G . 
Uth March 1871, No. 249, 


MILITARY FURLOUGH REGULATIONS OF 1868- 


Fort Saint George, 1 it December 1868. 

No. 434 of 1868. — The following Extract from General Orders by the Government of 
India, is re-published : — 

Simla, KM November 1868. 

* * * * 

No. 1,064 of 1868.— -The Right Hou’ble the Secretary of State for India having, with 
certain modifications, approved generally of the rules relative to the absence on leave of 
Military Officers, published in Government General Order, No. 613, dated 19th June 1868, 
the following revised rules are published in substitution of those contained in the order 
above referred to. 
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These rules will be applicable to all Officers who may elect to adopt them belonging 
to the several Indian Staff Corps or to the Indian Army, and in regard to the period of 
leave of absence during which appointments may be held, and in regard to the increased 
allowances they will also be applicable to Officers of the Royal Artillery and Royal Engi- 
neers, late of the Indian Army, holding permanent staff appointments not of a regimen- 
tal nature. 

The question of the application of these rules to the Officers generally of Her Majesty’s 
British Forces serving in India is still under the consideration of Her Majesty’s Government. 

To obviate confusion or misconception as to the rules referred to, those previously 4n 
existence and those now sanctioned will be severally designated as the Furlough Rules of 
1796 of 1854, or of 1868. 

The term “ Furlough Pay” having how a changed and two-fold signification, in all future 
orders and references “Furlough Pay” will be understood as the half Indian salary within 
the prescribed limits, specified m paragraph 5 of the rules, converted at the exchange of 2 
shillings for the rupee, whilst “ English Furlough Pay” will represent the rates heretofore 
allowed to the several grades as English pay under the Rulos of 1796 and 1854. 

I. The distinction with respect to allowances hitherto drawn between Furlough on 
Private Affairs and Sick Leave is abolished, both kinds of leave being included under 
the general term Fui lough, provision however being made for the obtamment of Furlough, 
under Medical Certificate, without all the restrictions applicable to Furlough, when taken 
without Medical Certificate. 

II. Leave taken under the Rules now prescribed will not involve forfeiture of appoint- 
ment, except in the cases herein specially provided for. 

III. The Rules now prescribed do not affect the provisions of Act XXXITI of George 
III, Chapter 52, Section 70 ; but an Absentee cannot retain his appointment, and draw 
absentee allowances, except under the Rules now prescribed (a) Nor do they affect the 
regulations by which General Officers Commanding Divisions and Brigades can only obtain 
limited periods of leave without forfeiting their commands. 

IV. Leave of absence will, in future, be of three kinds, vie : — 

I. — Furlough in or out of India. 

II. — General Leave on Private Affairs or Sick Certificate in India or short 
leave to sea. 

III. — Pnvilcge Leave.

Section 70 — “ And be it further enacted, That no Person who shall have held any Civil or Military

When an Officer desires to proceed vid Bombay, he will word his application accordingly, and the 
General Order will specify that he has permission to embark at Bombay 
Officers who are not stationed at or near the Presidency, or who in proceeding from their stations to 
Bombay would not ordinarily pass through Calcutta, must present themselves before the Board at 
Bombay, and obtain furlough on Medical Certificate from the Government of that Presidency as at 
present 

An Officer proceeding to Europe on furlough on private affairs from any part of the Bengal Presi- 
dency, will also be allowed the same indulgence of reckoning his furlough from the date of liis depar- 
ture from Bombay, should he apply for permission tp embark there, but it must be distinctly under- 
stood, that he can obtain the furlough as at present, only from the Government of his own Presidency, 
and that he cannot embark until it has been actually granted. 

The preparatory leave to the port of embarkation, whether the Officer is proceeding on furlough or 
private afiairs, or on Medical Certificate, is in all ordinary cases limited to thirty days. 
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Chapter I.- Furlough. 

V. An Officer di awing Staff Pay in addition to pay of rank, proceeding on Furlough, 
will be allowed pay at the rate of 50 per cent, of the salary of Ins substantive office. But 
an Officer in Civil employ and drawing consolidated salary will be allowed 50 pci cent, of 
the average salat y diuwn by hint for three years puor to his proceeding on Fm lough. (a) 
No absentee shall in eithei case draw nioie than 1*1,200, or less than 1250 per annum.

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VI. All grants of furlough on private affairs are subject to the exigencies of the Public 
Service, of which exigency the Government is to be exclusively the judge, and to any 
regulations that may be found necessary for limiting the number of absentees. 

VII. The maximum amount of furlough on private affairs to be taken at any one time, 
carrying pay and retention of appointment, will be two years. 

VIII. A period of at least of three years’ service after return from last furlough, 
except futlough under Rule XI, must be completed before fuilough can again be taken 
unless obtained under medical certificate (sec Rules XIII and XIV. (a) 

IX. An Oflieoi will bo eligible for two years’ furlough on the completion of eight 
years’ actual seivice in India, for a third year after a further period of six years* actual 
service, and for a fourth and fifth year aftei similar intervals of six years. The grant of 
furlough to an Officer eligible for it, will be subject only to the conditions specified in 
Rules VI and VII. The fact of having taken furlough on medical certificate will not 
affect the grant of these furloughs, except as to the conditions laid down m Rules XIII 
and XVI. 

X. An Officer eligible foi fuilough need not take the whole amount to which his 
sorvico entitles him, but may apply for any portion theieof as an instalment ; and in that 
case the balance will i cinaiii at bis credit in any future computation of the amount of 
furlough to which he may be entitled.

CHAPTER II.— General Leave on Private Affairs and Sick Certificate 

in India. 

XXV. An Officer will be eligible, as at present, to take leave on Private Affairs or 
Medical Certificate in India, for any period not exeeedmg six months, at tho discretion 
of His Excellency* the Commauder-m -Chief, or of the Government under which he may 
be serving. During the entire period of his absence on this account, the Officer will be 
entitled, as at present, to his full pay, and a moiety of his Staff salary. Leave taken under 
this Rule will form no part of tho eight years’ aggiegate Furlough. If this indulgence 
should be taken advantage of for a third year consecutively, tho Officer will lose his Staff 
appointment. 

XXVI. Leave on Sick Certificate for a period exceeding six months, capable of exten- 
sion, under renewed Medical Cettificate, to a limit of one year, may be gi anted to any 
Officer who, in the opinion of a Medical Hoard, may require it. Leave of this nature, 
taken after the promulgation of these Rules, will be held to constitute a pint of the 
maximum period of eight ycais’ leave of absence to which an Officer is entitled m lus 
entire period of service, but will not bo regarded as furlough, nor will it effect the inter- 
vals entitling to furlough laid down in Rule I X. During this leave the Absentee will draw 
a moiety of his Staff salary in addition to the pay of las iank.(a) 

XXVII Short leave not exceeding thiee months, on Private Affairs or Sick Certificate, 
may also be taken to sea, on the above condition, {b) but absence from India for any longer 
period will bo treated as fuilougli.

CHAPTER I IJ.— Privilege Leave. 

XXIX. Privilege leave may be granted, as at piesent, for sixty days in each year, to 
all Officors in Military employ, without deduction fioin the salaries and emoluments 
drawn by thorn. General Leave, tn extension of Privilege Leave, can only be granted on 
the ground of sickness, or some other serious emergency which could not have been fore- 
seen when tho Officer proceeded on Privilege Leave.

In tho above classification some cases aie not provided for, as that of the Mitford 
Hospital at Dacca, or the King’s Hospital at Lucknow. These Institutions, however, are 
managed by Government rather as Trustees and should be the subject of private 
arrangement. 

There are still a few cases omitted ; but these will be separately considered as brought 
to notice. 

The Calcutta Jails, now under Dr. Lynch, required special orders. lie is an Uncovo- 
nan ted Officer, but a future incumbent may not belong to that class. A Covenanted 
Officer appointed to the charge will be allowed, like all other Medical Staff Officers at 
the Presidency, house-rent accoiding to his relative Army rank, provided lie is not fur- 
nished with free quarters. 

The salaries of Military Medical Officers in Medical charge of Civil stations being con- 
solidated, they shall during periods of transit from cue Civil appointment to another, 
which are to be limited by the Civil Rules for joining time, draw the salary of the lower 
paid appointments of the two, and that such salary as well as the allowances admissible 
to these Officers during absence on leave shall be disbuised in and charged to the Civil 
district. - G. 1 Hh August 1807, No. 1,909, Financial; Gazette , p. 556, dated '3rd Sep- 

tember 18G7. 

Whenever an Uncovenanted Medical Officer not holding a substantive appointment 
under Government, is placed in Medical chaigo of a Civil station, for which an Un- 
covenanted Medical Officer or a Covenanted Medical Officer is authorized, he shall be 
allowed an aggregate acting allowance of Rupees 350 a month.— M. G. y 2 6th May 1808, 
No. 657, Public. 

A Medical Officer in charge of a Civil btation should, when proceeding on Fui lough 
retain a lien on some similar appointment, i. e , the charge of a Civil btation of the same 
class, or some other Civil charge of equal emoluments. lie should not, as a gcncial rule, 
have any claim to re-appointment to the same station.

EULES POE EEGULATING LEAVE OP ABSENCE TO 
UNOOVENANTED SEEVANTS. 


I (Published in the Fort St. George Gazette , 30 th May 1864, p. 8C3.) 

These Rules are applicable to all Officers of the Uncovenanted Civil Service receiving 
salaries of not less than Rupees 100 a month, whether thoy receive tlicir appointments 
diicct from Government or from Heads of Offices and Departments. 

The following are the kinds of leave allowed : — 

I. Leave on Medical Certificate. 

II. Leave on Private Affairs and Furlough. 

III. Privilege Leave. 

IV. Preparatory or Additional Leave. 


General Rules. 

1. All applications for leave must be made publicly, through the regular channel, in 
the Department to which the applicant belongs (a). 

2. Officers appointed by Government can obtain privilege leave from the Heads of their 
respective Dexmrtments —when the latter are duly authorized to exercise this power -but 
in other cases leave must be granted by the Government. (6) 


(a) The granting of leave without pay 1 b, under all circumstances within the competence of Govern- 
ment, but under Financial Resolution, No 2,575, dated 12th August 1869, an Uncovenanted Servant 
after a continuous absence from duty for five years is to be considered out of the Government service — 
O T , 6th July 1870, No 1,803, Financial 

The Accountant General will recognise grants for periods not exceeding three months by Heads of 
Departments of Extraordinary leave to Non Gazetted Officers without pay, and leave to Uncovenanted 
Servants on less than Its 100 per mensem in excess of the periods prescribed by the Uncovenanted Civil 
Service Leave Rules —Such leave will not count for pension -^M G , 19 th April 1871, No 149, Financial , 
M G , 20 th August 1871, No 399, Financial, and M G , 26 th August 1871, No 397, Financial. 

Leave granted to a Public Officer by any duly empowered authority may be retrospectively commuted 
by the same authority to any other kind of leave which the said authority would have been competent 
under the rule to allow to him when his original leave was sanctioned — Q I, 3rd August 1870, No 
1,400, Financial ; Gazette, p 1071, dated 23 rd August 1870 

Military Officers on the Invalid Establishment, holding civil appointments, allowed leave under the 
Uncovenanted Absentee Rules — G 1 , 20th September 1809, No 3,53 5, Financial ; Gazette, p 408. 

In supersession of existing orders on the subject, it is ruled that an officer, who is not substantively a 
Member of the Uncovenanted Service but is, without any substantive appointment, acting as a substi- 
tute in such service is not to be considered entitled to leave of any kind He may, however, under the 
conditions which apply to Uncovenanted Servants holding substantive appointments, bo allowed pri- 
vilege leave and leave on Medical Certificate for a period not exceeding three months • provided that the

3. Officers appointed by Heads of Offices and Departments can obtain any leave under 
these Rules without reference to Government ; but the Authorities granting such leavo 
must furnish to the Civil or Military Audit Office which passes the Pay Bill of their 
Establishment, a Monthly return of the leavo granted by them according to the Form 
given in Appendix A. 

4. Absence without leave will involve loss of salary, and render the absentee liable to 
loss of appointment, {a) 

5. No leave of absence shall have retrospective effect, except in case of severe illness, 
to be attested by a Medical Certificate in the prescribed Form. (See App. I#., p. 219.) 

G. Applications for leavo on Medical Certificate must be accompanied by a statement 
from the applicant’s Medical attendant distinctly stating 

Application* for leave on from personal observation, the nature of the disease, it, 
Medical Certificate. symptoms, causes and duration, and by a Certificate or, 

from the Chief Medical Officer of the Station or District 
if at a Presidency Town, from a Presidency or other Official Surgeon, certifying, after 
careful personal investigation, the necessity for temporary absence, and the period for 
which absence is, to the best of his judgment, absolutely requisite for restoration to 
health. If the requisite leave be for a longer period than six months, the certificate must 
be countersigned by the Superintending Surgeon of the Division in which the applicant 
may be employed- In cases of leave beyond sea, the Certificate must be also submitted, 
with the statement of the case, for the countersignature of fcho Principal Inspector-Gene- 
ral of the Medical Department, (b) 

7. An application for extension of leave must, if the applicant be in India, bo accom- 
panied by a ceitificate to a like effect from his Medical 

Extension of Leave on Attendant, together with a statement showing sufficient 
Medical Certificate, (c) reason for the extension solicited, and such certificate must 
be countersigned by the Principal Inspector-General of the 
Medical Department, or by the Superintending Surgeon of the Division in which the 
applicant may be residing. If the applicant shall have proceeded beyond the Teintories 
under the Government of India, he must furnish a Certificate and Statement to tlio 
required effect from a Surgeon or Physician at the place of his temporary residence by 
whom he has been attended ; such attendance, and the period of it, to be stated, and the 
Certificate to be countersigned, after personal examination, by the examining Physician 
of the India Office, if the absentee is in England— or by the Principal Medical Authority 
of the Colony or country to which the absentee may have proceeded. 


8. If any of the above particulars be neglected, or the omission of any one of them 
unsatisfactorily explained, the leave will be lefusod. 

9. Leave on private affairs and furlo’ will be granted by Government or by authorized

As considerable misapprehension exist in regard to the limitations of pensions of Un- 
covenanted Servants, both under the old and new Rules, the Governor-General in Council 
is pleased to issue the following Resolution : — 

Resolution. — Up to 1855 the pensions admissible under the Uncovenanted Service 
Pension Rules were not formally limited within any maximum amount. 

2. On I9tb May 1855 the Government of India published a despatch of the Court of 
Directors, which limited pensions for Uncovenantod Servants appointed after that date to 
£500 a year if their pay exceeded Rs. 1,000 a month, or to £100 a year if their pay ranged 
from lis. 700 to 11s. 1,000 a month. This limitation applied alike to the one-tliiid pay 
pension and to the half pay pension. 

3. In 1862, with reference to the increasing number of well-paid appointments which 
were being thrown open to the Uncovenantod Service, the Government of Bombay recom- 
mended that the class who, in the opinion of that Government, were exempt from the 
foregoing limitation, viz., those Uncovenantod Servants who have been appointed to the 
Government service before 19tli May 1855, should, on promotion to an appointment the 
salary of which is Rs. 10,000 pei annum, be culled upon to ronounce formally any claim to 
pension beyond the sum of £500 per annum. 

4. The Government of India agreed with the Government of Bombay as to the propriety 
of the limitation, but demurred to the proposal for exacting a formal renunciation of title 
to a pension exceeding £500 a year from those admitted into the service before 19th May 
1855, who might be offered promotion to a salary amounting to or exceeding Rs. 10,000 a 
year. Hesitation was felt on the following grounds, viz 

I. — That if a right to a pension exceeding C500 a year ever existed under the Pension 
Rules of 1831, iu favour of those appointed to the Service before 19th May 1855 it would 
be a “ doubtful proceeding” to refuse promotion to a dosei ving officer, unless he will 
consent to abandon that to which, it is assumed, ho has aright under the existing Rules.” 

II. — That iio such right existed under the Rules of 1831, inasmuch as those Rules did 
not pledge Government to any particular amot lit of pension, but merely prescribed that 
the pension should not exceed a certain fixed proportion of the effective pay of the 
applicant, and that accordingly it was within the competence of the Government to define 
specifically by subsequent Rules, as was done on 19th May 1855, the precise amount, within 
the limit of the prescribed proportions of effective pay, which should not be exceeded in 
awarding pension. 

III. — That in this view, the wording of the order of 19th May 1855, which applied the 
limitation mentioned in the 2nd paragraph of this Resolution to those only who might be 
appointed to the Service after 19th May 1855, was unhappy, inasmuch as no specific rate 
of pension had ever been guaranteed to those appointed before that date. 

5. Accordingly the Government of India inclinod to think “notwithstanding the diffi- 
culty caused by the proceedings of 1855 * * that even now it will be better that the 

Government should asseit its right to alter the Rules of 1831, as regards all appointments 
clearly not embraced* by the original intention of those Rules, and to declare such altera- 
tion applicable to all Uncovenantod Ser/ants, whether they entered the Public Service 
before 1855 or since.” 

6. “But if this lie done, it may be right, having regard to the expectations which must 
naturally have been created by the order of 1855, to allow the full advantage of the Rules 
of 1831, with respect to all appointments made up to the present time,’)? and held by officers 
hwo enteied the Public Service before 1855. Thus, such an officer, already holding an 
appointment of Rs. 1,500 a month, will, on superannuation after 20 or 30 years* service, 
according to the class of appoiutmeut, be able to claim a pension of £900 a year ; but he 
will not, if hereafter promoted to higher emoluments, be able to claim a still larger pen- 
sion calculated on those higher emoluments.” 

7. This reference was submitted to the Secretary of State quite apart from a memorial 
from Uncovenantod Servants, praying for increased pensionary advantages. The Secretary 
of Stato, however, answered the reference and the memorial in the same despatch. 

8. In reply to the memorial, he conceded certain additional benefits, but qualified 
them by a condition that pensions should be limited as follows, viz 

lag. — That half pay pensions should not exceed £500 a year whatever the amount of 
salary, or £400 a year when the salary does not exceed Rupees 12,000 per annum. 

2tt<L- That one-tliird nay pensions should not exceed £300 a year whatever the amount 
of salary, or £200 a year if the salary shall not exceed Rupees 12,000 per annum. 

These form a part of the new Rules.

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9. In reply to the reference from the Government of Bombay regarding pensions 
nf iifianntnh beyond £500 a year to those who were in the Service on 

HfjTT)ecfmbfr l862 t h * * 19th Ma y the Secretary of State decided that, 
8th December 18C2. “ under the existing Pension Rules, an Uncovenanted 

Servant is not entitled to claim a pension of the full amount, which is only authorized as 
the reward of approved service, and when the Rules were framed, it could not have been 
contemplated that a larger pension than £500 per annum oould ever be granted.*’

11. “ With this reservation, therefore, I concur in the expediency of the proposition*

n, !?;/' ift?o tCh dated regards promotion subsequent to this date,+ and a clause 
8th December 1802. to that effect should be included in the new Rules. 

12. The 23rd and 24th paragraphs of the Secretary of State’s despatch of 8th December 
1802 (paragraphs 9 and 10 of this Resolution) were published, but paragraph 25 not having 
been published, a memorial was submitted, asking for an interpretation of the published 
paragraphs. In forwarding this memorial, the Government of India explained that ** the 
recommendation which the Government of India submitted on this point was, that those 
officers who entered the service before the 19th May 1855, should be allowed in respect of 
all appointments made previously to the time of the reference, a pension at the full rate 
allowed by the Rules of 1851, whether more or less than £500 a year; but that persons 
appointed to highly-paid offices subsequently to this date (?. e., the time of writing) should 
be limited as to the amount of pension, by the Rule which fixes the maximum pension at 
£500 a year. The Government of India then contemplated a more liberal application of 
the Ruios of 1831, as regards the class of servants refened to than would be admissible 
under a strict interpretation of the 24th paragraph of your despatch.” 

113. The reply of the Secretaiy of Stato is quoted below : — 

Secretary of State's Despatch, No. 20, dated 9 th February 1804. 

I have considered in Council your Financial letter, dated the 13tli October 1863, No. 
127, forwaiding a memorial from ceitain Uncovenanted Officers at your Presidency, 
requesting an interpretation of paragraphs 21 to 25 of my Financial despatch, dated the 
8th December 1802, No. 205, which relate to the limitation of pensions to Uncovenanted 
Servants to £500 per annum. 

2. In the letter fiom youi Government, dated the 0th August 1802, No. Ill, you 
stated that the Uncovenanted Service cannot claim to have any rights under the Rules of 
1831 beyond what may be considered to arise out of the general pledge which those Rules 
may be taken to give, that a member of that Service when rendered incapable of further 
duty shall not be discharged without some pensionary support. As legards the amount 
of pension to bo given, the Rules merely fix a limit which is not to be exceeded, and 
although it lias, with rare exceptions, been the practice to allow the highest pension of 
which the Rules allow, this practice cannot bo ndmitted to confer on the Uncovenanted 
Service any right to claim that maximum iu all cases without any regard whatever to the 
original design and scope of the Rules. 

3. In that view Her Majesty’s Government fully concurred. It was therefore decided 
that Uncovenanted Seivants appointed prioi to the 19tli May 1855 (the date of the Court’s 
despatch limiting pensions to £500 ner annum) whose average salary cannot during the 
last five years of their service shall have exceeded Rupees 10,000 per annum, and also 
those who were promoted prioi to the 0th August 1802 (the date of the letter from the 
Government of India relative to the limitation of pensions to Uncovenanted Servants) to 
offices to which Salaries exceeding Rupees 10,000 per annum are attached, shall, if t.heir 
average salary during the last five venrs of tlicir service exceed that amount, be allowed, 
in cases of extraordinary merit, pensions exceeding £500 per annum, the amount of excess 
to be governed by the merits and services of the retiring servant, and to be limited to an 
amount, consistent with a due regard to the public interests. In regard to Uncovenanted 
Servants who have rendered approved services of only an ordinary character, the pension 
must in no case exceed £500 per annum. 

4. An Uncovenanted Servant promoted subsequently to the 6tb August 1862 to an 
office to which a salary exceeding Rs. 10,000 per annum is attached, is not to be granted 
an increased pension in consequence of the increase to his salary. 

14. This reply did not embrace the cases of persons appointed before the 19th May 
1855, wl ose salaries at the time of retirement may be less than Rs. 10,000 per annum. In 
respect of such peisous it was urged by the Government of India in a despatch to the 
Secretary of State, No. 31, dated 5th February 1868, that inasmuch as the orders of 9th

t December 1862 
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February 1864 * ‘ recognize the claim to a pension of Rs. 5,000 por annum, or one-half of 
salary, on the part of an Uneovenanted Servant whose average salary for the last five 
years of service is Rs. 10,000 per annum, Uncovenanted Servants with salaries of less 
than Rupees 10,000 per annum who were appointed before the 19th May 1855, might be 
allowed one-third or half pay pension, irrespective of the limits laid down in the new 
Pension Rules, which may be restricted to the cases of Uncovenanted Servants appointed 
after the 19th May 1855.” 

15. The Secretary of State, however, in a despatch No 400, dated 18tli November 
1869, negatived the recommendation, observing that there was no ground “ for excepting 
Uneovenanted Servants with salaries of less than Rs. 10,000 per annum, from the Rules 
applicable to Uneovenanted Servants with salaries exceodmg that amount,” and added 
that, “if in any particular oase of a servant whose salary is less than Rupees 10,000, you 
should consider that unusually meritorious service calls for a relaxation of the restriction 
contained in the Rules, I shall be prepared to consider any recommendation you might 
make for the grant of a special pension, as already allowed in regard to servants with 
higher salaries.” 

16. Three other classes of officers have been exempted from the limitations of the half 
and one-tliird pensions prescribed by tho new Pension Rules, viz 

I. — In a despatch No. 84, dated 31st March 1865, the Secretary of State ruled that 
11 Civil Engineers, who entered into Covenants when the old Uneovenanted Leave and 
Pension Rules were m force,” might be allowed “ the benefit of those Rules in regard 
both to leave of absence and pension, and any Covenanted Engineer so situated may 
therefore have the option of selecting which Rulos he will abide by , but having once 
made lus selection, he is not to be permitted to avail himself of any of the advantages of 
the other Rules.” 


II. — In Financial Resolution, No. 1,852, dated 16th August 1865, the benefit of the 
foregoing decision was extended to certain officers of the Telegraph Department, who had 
executed their Covenants before the publication, in June 1863, of the new Uneovenanted 
Service Leave and Pension Rules. 


III. — Under an impression that the classes of officers who in the old Pension Rules, 
were designated as Law Officers and Native Judges, had ceased to exist, the Secretary of 
State, in a despatch No. 290, dated 23rd December 1865, declared the now Rules applic- 
able to all Uneovenanted Officers m the Judicial Department. In reply, the Government 
of India explained that tho term Native Judgos included Principal Sudder Ameens, 
Stulder Ameens, and Moonsiffs, and that to these the old Rules assured a pension equal 
to one-third salary after 15 years’ service, and equal to one-half after 22 years’ service, 
when the applicants were ceitihed to be unfit for further duty. Thereupon the Secretary 
of State observed in his despatch No. 174, dated 31st July 1866, that “ it was not under- 
stood that the exceptional advantages gi anted by the old Uneovenanted Service Pension 
Rules to ‘ Native Judges’ extended to Native Judicial Officeis of other grades. So far as 
relates to any Native-Judges now m the Service, who can be considered entitled to benefits 
granted by the old Rules to Officeis of that class, I am willing that they shall still he con- 
sidered eligible to the pensions allowed by those Rules ; but, with reference to all future 
appointments I see no ground, fot making a distinction between Native Judges and the 
general body of Uneovenanted Set vatits, for whom the new Rules make liberal pi ovision.” 
This despatch was puhlislicd by the Government of India on the 29th October 1866. 

17. The Rules, therefore, regarding the limitations of the amount of pensions of 
Uneovenanted Servants may be thus summarised . — 

I.— The limitations prescribed by the Un- 
covenaiited Service Pension Rules of April 
1861 in regard to one- third and one-half pen- 
sions, do not apply to Uneovenanted Servants 
of the three classes noted in the ma-gin. Ordi- 
narily the limit of pension for these classes of 
servants will be £500 per annum. In cases of 
cxti ^ordinary merit, Uneovenanted Servants of 
the 1st of the said classes may be allowed pen- 
sions exceeding £500 per annum, the amount of 
excess to be governed by the merits and service 
of the retiring servant, and to be limited to an 
amount consistent with a due regard to the 
public interests. 


I. — Officers who entered the Servico 
before 19th May 1855, or were promoted 
before 6th August 1862 to salaries exceed- 
ing Rs. 10,000 a yoar, aud whoso average 
salary during the last five years of service 
exceeds that sum. 

II. — -Covenanted Civil Engineers in 
the Public Works Department, and cer- 
tain Civil Covenanted Officers of the 
Telegraph Department, who entered tho 
Service before the promulgation of the 
new Rules, and have elected to abide by 
the old Pension Rules.

*111. After twenty-five years’ service, one-half of his average salary, (and of his pei 
sonal allowance, if any,) during the previous five years, provided, however, that in n 
case shall a pension be granted exceeding Rupees 5,000 per annum, whatever the amour 
of salary, not exceeding Rupees 4,000 per annum, if the salary shall not exceed Rupee 
12,000 per annum. 

7. After thirty years’ seivico or upwards a pension may be granted, without prodtu 
tion of medical certificate, of the same amount, and subject to the same limitation e 
that sanctioned for twenty -five ycnrs’ service on medical certificate. This pension — f 
the reward of faithful, efficient discharge of duty for thirty years— is termed a Goo 
Service Tension.

12. Periods of service before the age of 22, or of absence on othor than privilege leave 
and preparatory leave, shall not. count towards pension. Nor shall preparatory leave be 
allowed to count as service if it is granted in addition to leave on medical certificate to an 
officer who has enjoyed leave of the latter description on two previous occasions.

13. The whole of the service, iu virtue of which pension is claimed, must have been 
passed in an eligible grade, and on a permanent establishment ; but claimB barred by this 
rule will be specially considered if the promotion from an ineligible grade was bestowed 
as a reward for meritorious service or for good conduct. 

14. Tho period of servico must be continuous ;* but in case of the abolition of tlio office 
held by an officer, aud Ins being subsequently employed by Covornment, his first period 
of service is to be taken into account.

2. The Governor-General in Council observes, that as a poison on a permanent establish- 
ment who may be appointed to act m another situation is entitled, by virtue of lus sub- 
stantive appointment, to count towards pension tho period of employment in the acting 
situation, an alteration of lule is unnecessary for this class of servants. With regard, 
again, to servants who may be appointed to act iu offices higher than their own, at any 
time during the last five years of their sorvicc, it would, owing to the frequency of acting 
appointment^, be exceedingly inconvenient to allow them to reckon their pension upon the 
higher allowances received (luring tho period of acting employment, especially as the per- 
manent holder also would compute his pension upon the substantive pay of the appoint- 
ment.

Gratuities. 

15. When an Officer is discharged with a gratuity under these Rules on reduction of 
Establishment, tlio gratuity will not be given to him iu one sum, but m monthly instal- 
ments of a month’s pay until the full amount is paid. Should he be re-employed before 
or after the period for which gratuity is allowed, lie will have the option of refunding the 
gratuity and recovering his former scivice, or of foifeiting that service by retaining the 
gratuity. In the latter case, any balance of giatuity remaining undiawn at the date of 
his re-employment, may be paid to him. — (See Note I, under para, 6 ) — (<i )

217, recommending that, in liou of gratuities at- present allowed, moderate compassionate 
allowances, not exceeding Rupees 4 per mensem, should be conferred upon all servants of 
Government in the inferior and ineligible grades, who may be thrown out of employment 
on reductions of Establishment after completing thirty years’ service. 

2. I concur with your Government that servants discharged for no fault of their own, 
after completing so long a peiiod of service as thirty years, have a claim to liberal treat- 
ment and I therefore sanction the grant to them of compassionate allowances as proposed 
by you. 
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IV. Present members of the Police force above enumerated, who being on pay not ex- 
ceeding Ku pees 20 are entitled to pension and gratuity under the rules of the superannua- 
tion Funds, are to elect whether they will continue to serve under the rules stated in sec- 
tions 1, II and III above. 

V. If they elect the latter, they will be entitled to count for pension or gratuity under 
the ordinary "rules all the service which would count towards pension or gratuity under 
the rules of the Fund ; and if they have any service which does not count towards ten- 
sion or gratuity, under the Superannuation Fund rules, but which is continuous with tlieir 
present service, they will have the option of taking such pension or gratuity as may be 
admissible, for that part of their service which counts, or of taking, for the whole of their 
service, eligible and ineligible, gratuity or compassionate allowance as follows 
Gratuity. 

One month’s pay foi eveiy complete two yoars of service not exceeding 12 months 
pay in all. 

Compassion at k Allowance. 

After 30 years if discharged on reduction, or after 35 years if certified unfit for 
further service — half pay not exceeding Rupees 4 per mensem. 

Note. — The option at present allowed is between pension and gratuity under Superannu- 
ation Fund rules for that service only which counts and compassionate allowance or 
gratuity for the whole service on the following scale : —

Compassionate allowance as above stated. 

VI. The claims of members of the Police Forces above enumerated who, before the 
date of this Resolution, have become entitled to pension oi gratuity, but whose pension or 
gratuity has not yet received the requisite sanction, will be regulated by the rules of their 
respective Superannuation Funds. 

VII. Pensions and gratuities, under whatever rules awarded, arc to he collected upou 
the net, or reduced pay, and not upon the gioss pay (/. c., the rate of pay from which were 
deducted the subscriptions to the Funds.) 

Provided that this rule shall not be applied, so as to reduce the rate at which any 
present member of the force is entitled by the rules of his Fund to have his gratuity or 
pension calculated, until to he be cither promoted to a higher pay, or degraded for mis- 
conduct to lower pay. 

VIII. The Local Governments will direct the necessary arrangements for recording 
the election, which, undet Section IV, is required to be made at once, and it should be 
understood that the election once made cannot be recalled.

Should the Office! he re-mstated, he may, at the discretion of the Local Govern- 
ment, or of the Head of the Department to whom the Local Government may delegate 
such authority, be allowed full sihirv, if he shall have been fully acquitted ; or a portion 
of his salary, if the result of the lijquny should be censure or admonition; but where 
censure or admonition is awarded, the subsistence allowance duung suspension must be 
so adjusted as not to involve additional cliaige (b) 

III. When the payment which the Local Government may adjudge, for the period of 
suspension to an Ollicei who is lo-mslated, involves additional expense, it must be 
separately provided for. 

IV. An Officer whose suspension is followed by dismissal will not be allowed more than 
the subsistence which may he admissible to him under Rule I, for the pound that lie was 
suspended, 

V. The time passed under suspension, pending inquiry, is taken into account as service 
towards pension, m cases of le-instatoment , wlieie suspension has been adjudged as a 
penalty, the period is disallowed. Salification, Ga?ittc, 10 th October 1805, page 580. 

When an Officer is acquitted of an offence bv a Court, of competent jurisdiction, lie is 
entitled to re -in statement, provided the acquittal is hand fide on the intuits of the case, 
and not in consequence of a mere technicality, a legal Haw m the evidence, collusion with 
the witnesses, or some similar circumstance lnstanct s however will occasionally occur, 
in which, notwrthHtandniga full acquittal, the re-instatement ot the officer is inexpedient, 
ortho infliction of scum* punishment, such as fine oi suspension, is necessaiy, in conse- 
quence of some neglect or minor dereliction of duty brought to light during the inquiry 
Such cases should be lefcired for the special orch is of the conti oiling authority of the 
Dcpaitment.

Extract from proceedings in the Public Woiks Department, No. 503E, dated 23d March 18G0, 
forwarding an application from the Government of Bombay that Engineeis employed 
under Municipal Committees which manage Local Funds m the Bombay Pi esidency 
may bo graded with the Imperial Public Works Establishment, so as to be eligible 
for pension from the general revenues, while their pay will be disbursed from the 
Local Funds on the establishment of winch they are employed. 

An endorsement of the Home Department, No. 23, dated 4th June 1800, on a letter from 
the Government of Bombay, recommending that all Masters of Schools under the 
direct control of the Department of Fdu cation should lia\c claims to pension from 
the general revenue, though they bo paid from Local Funds. 

An endorsement of tho Home Department. No. 75 5, dated 30th May 1807, on a letter 
from tho Chief Commissioner of Oude, forwarding a letter from the Director of Pub- 
lic Instruction in that Province urging that if service as a Teacher in a school main- 
tained from a local cess be not allowed to count towards pension, at least such 
Teacher may be allowed to reckon his previous service in a school maintained 
from the general revenues in the event of his re-transfer to another school 
maintained from those revenues, so that the break caused by the intervening service 
in a Local Cess School may not operate to his prejudice. 
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Home Department’s endorsement No. 2,104, dated 11th July 1867, on a letter to the 
Government of Bombay, giving cover to a Despatch from the Secretary of State for 
India, No. 29, dated 24th May 1867, authorizing the introduction of a Bill into the 
Council of the Governor of Bombay for the levy of an anna cess on the land revenue 
in all districts where the population might agree to it as a voluntary contribution 
for education and other purposes of local improvement. 

Lotter from the Government of Bombay, No. 3,444, dated 7tli October 1867, recommend- 
ing, in the event of rejection of the propositions received with the Homo Depart- 
ment’s endorsement, dated 4tli June 1866, that all Government smvants of the 
Educational or any other Department who have boon or may bo permitted to take 
employment in offices paid from Local Funds under Government control may be 
subjected to a deduction of 3 or 4 per cent, from the pay which they leceive wholly 
or in part from the Local Funds, and he permitted to count towards pension from 
the general revenue all tunc spent in such seivicc, during which the proportional 
deduction that may be fixed is duly paid to Government by the Local Funds. 

Resolution. — The Governor -General m Council observes that tin' questions referred 
by the Government of Bombay depend on the stability of the Local Funds of the Piesi- 
dency, and the anna cess on the land revenue being the chief or most important source ' 
of income of those Funds, orders on the questions could not be passed befotc receipt of i 
the Secretary of State’s Despatch lecognizmg and assenting to llie levy of the coss. ! 

2. The rulings of the Homo Authorities and the Government, of India respecting the 
pensionary claims of persons employed under Municipalities or in Establishments mam- I 
tained from Local Funds arc stated m the accompanjdng memorandum. These is no 
objection under those rulings to the pensioning of persons in otliei wise eligible grades 
who may be employed in Establishments conti oiled by Government and paid from Local 
Funds, provided that the pensions be paid from the same souice fiom which those poisons 
received their salaries. 

3. This proviso makes it indispensable that tlie income of the Local Funds which incur ^ 
this liability for pension should be derived fiom taxation like the cesses on land revenue, 
for education, roads, &e., oi fiom other permanent sources, like those of the Bengal 
Amalgamated District i loads Fund, and not from charitable donations, or voluntary and 
revocable contributions like some of the contributions for schools, which are comprehend- 
ed in Local Funds under a loose acceptation of the term. 

4. In the same view it is indispensable that the Local Funds should, as to the sources 
of their income, be under the control of Government, although Municipal CJornmittecs 
may, as in the interior of the Bombay Presidency, be employed to administer the funds. 

5. The eligibility for pension from the source fiom which salary is paid of persons 
employed on Establishments maintained from such Local Funds as fulfil these two condi- 
tions is recognized by the lulmgs in the accompanying memorandum, and it may be pro- 
vided for m such a way as to facilitate transfeis of persons from Establishments paid from 
Local Funds to those maintained from the general jovenues, mid vice versd . 

6. The Governor-General m Council is accordingly pleased to rule— 

I. — That persons employed in Establishments that are maintained from Local Funds 
which fulfil the two indispensable conditions abo\e stated, shall be eligible to pension 
under the TTncovenanted Service Pension Rules, on the understanding that when the ser- 
vice has been rendeied wholly on those Establishments, tlie pension shall Vie charged to 
to thoso Funds. 

II. — That where a person has served partly in the Establishments appertaining to 
the Local Funds above described and partly m Establishments paid fiom the general 
revenue, tlie pension shall be eh.uged to the Local Fund and to tlie general it venue m the 
proportion of the total lcccipts of tlie applicant fiom those sources dunng the whole 
course of his service. 

III. — That the pension or portion of pension which may be payable from a Local 
Fund under the two preceding rules shall he the first charge on the Fund, so that provi- 
sion to meet it shall be leserved before other expenditure of the year is defrayed from 
the Fund. 

IV. — That the pension, if payable partly from the general revenues, shall, during 
the course of the year, bo disbursed wholly fiom those revenues, which will be recorrected 
at the end of the year by the proper contribution from the Local Fund from the sum to 
bo reserved for the purpose under Rule HI. 

V. —That where the strength and pay of an Establishment are fixed with the sanc- 
tion of the Government of India, pension for service on such an Establishment shall be 
charged to the general revenues, although a portion of the cost be defrayed by a contribu- 
tion from a Local Fund, unless a debit of a part of the pension to the Local Fund be 
ordered in regulating tlie Funds, contribution. 
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7. The Engineer Officers employed under Municipal Committees in the interior of the 
Bombay Presidency may bo graded with the Imperial Public Works Department, on the 
understanding that their pay will be disbursed wholly from Local Funds, that their pen* 
sions will be adjusted under these rules, and that the income of the Local Funds will be 
secured by the levy of the anna cess, for which permission to legislate has been accorded 
by the Secretary of State. 

The Governor-General in Council is pleased to rule, that any service under Local Funds, 
which may, under the Resolution No. 2,197, dated 24tli April 1868, count towards pension, 
may also count towards leave under the Leave Rules for Uncovenanted Servants. 

2. In cases of leavo granted in conformity with this Resolution, the leave allowances 
shall be chargeable against the Local Fund from which the soivicc is paid. 

3. In the case of leave granted to an officer who, after Reiving m any Local Fund 
Establishment under the circumstances stated in paia. 1, lias been transfeired to an 
Establishment paid fiom the general revenues, the leave allowances will be charged 
against the Local Fund and the General Revenues, m the proportion of the salary dis- 
bursed from these sources respectively during the service qualifying for the leave.

Superannuation Allowances and Pensions to Uncovenanted Servants.

1 These Rules are applicable to all Officcis of the Uncovenanted Civil Service in the 
receipt of more than ten Rupees a month on a peimanent Establishment, with the fol- 
lowing exceptions . — 

(a) Jemadais, Sowars, Peons, Lascars, Boatmen, Smiths, Artificeis and all those 
engaged in any handicraft, laborers, and other inferior servants 

(b) Officers whose whole time is not devoted to the duties of then offices. 

(V) Officers not paid from the General Revenues of the State, whose eligibility to 
pension may not be provided for by an Order issued expressly for the particular caso 
by the Government of India, and approved by the Right Hon’ble the Secretary of State. 

(</) Officers for whom otlior Pension Rules or sepaiate Superannuation Funds are 
provided. 

[An Uncovenanted Servant will not be allowed to take his pension under the Rules of 
1831, if he has at any time availed himself of the benefits conferred by the Leave Regula- 
tions of 1864.]

In supei cession of so much of the Notification, No. 794 dated 25tli January 1865, as 
relates to Uncovenanted Officers, the Governor General m Council is pleased to rule that 
henceforth all Uncovenanted Servants whether holding gazetted oi ungazetted appoint- 
ments shall be required to retire from the service on attaining the age of 55 years. Local 
Governments and Administrations are, howover, empowered in exceptional cases, which 
should be reported for the information of the Governments, to allow Officers of this class, 
serving under their orders, to continue in the sei vice for a further period not exceeding five 
years, i. e. t until they attain the age of sixty years. If in any caso it be considered desir- 
able that any Officer should continue in the service for a still further period, the case 
should be specially referred for the previous sanction of the Government of India. 

Officers of the Subordinate Medical Service employed in the Civil Department arc 
excluded from the operation of the above ruling. — G. I., Kith June 1871, No. 2,931, Finan- 
cial , Gazette , p. 1002. 


Application for Pension. 

2. Applications for pension must be submitted in a letter to Government by the head 
of the Office or Department in which the applicant may bo employod, who shall certify 
whether the character, conduct, and past service of the applicant arc such as to entitle 
him to the favorable consideration of Government. 

3. Every application shall be accompanied by a Register prepared according to Form 
Ain tho Appendix.* In cases of other than a good Service Tension, every application shall 


Applications should be prepared in strict conformity with the Rules All necessary information 
should be contained in the register*' itself, so as to obviate the 
frequent after reference which result in inconvenience, and cause 
delays which cannot but be felt oppressive by the applicants for 
pension It is the duty of District Officers to convince themselves

4. Applicants for a Superannuation Allowance must bo examined by the Principal 
Inspector-General of the Medical Department, if serving at the Presidency, or by a Mili- 
tary Invaliding Committee, if serving elswhere within a moderate distance of a Station at 
which a Military Invaliding Committee is periodically assembled. It is optional, however, 
with the Local Government, to accept the certificate of a single Medical Officer, or con- 
vene a Sjjecial Invaliding Committee at a convenient Civil Station, if the applicant bo 
serving at an inconvenient distance from a Station where Military Invaliding Committee 
can be assembled. (a) 

5. Good Service and Superannuation allowances on retirement, sanctioned under these 
Rules by tho Local Governments, will be leported to the Government of India in Quar- 
terly Returns in the form given in Appendix B. 

[Government Servants who have takon seivice in the Registration Department are 
allowed to count their former service as well as service in the Registration Department 
for pension. Service in the Registration Department merely does not count for pension 
or giatuity.

Persons paid from the contingency allowance allowed to an Establishment are ineligible 
to pension, gratuity or compassionate allowance.

I have considered in Council your Military letter, dated the 9tli March last, No. 96, 
submitting a recommendation from the Bombay Government that Major Raitt, Superin- 
tendent of the House of Correction at Bombay, should be exempted from the operation of 
the rule which requires that Military pensions shall merge in Civil salaries, and you state 
that that Officer’s case affords a striking illustration of the hardship of the rule, which 
you earnestly tiust Her Majesty’s Government may see fit to rescind. 

2. In compliance with your recommendation and that of the Government of Bombay, 
I will not object to Major ltaitt’s drawing his pension of £ 241-12 per annum, in addition to 
the salary of Jiupees 300 per mensem attached to the appointment he is now holding. 

3. 1 am also willing, m accordance with your strong recommendation to authorize the 
following modification of the rale. When an Office! who has letned on a pension obtain- 
ed not on medical certificate, but after a prescribed period of service, is subsequently em- 
ployed m nuy public capacity, he shall be permitted to draw the ]>ension, in addition to 
the salary of the office to which he may he appointed , but in the event of a Military 
Officer resigning the service, after he has been appointed to a Civil office, lie must at the 
same time vacate that office. He may, liowcvei, be re-appointed to the office, not as a 
matter of couiae, but only in tbe ei r ent of yom considering it decidodly for the benefit of 
the public service. 


Pensions and Gratuities.

Resolution.— Apparently the orders, as they stand, refer only to Military Officers m 
Civil Employ, but the Governor-General m Council is of opinion that they might fairly be 
extended to all pensioned servants of Government, and lie is accordingly pleased to declare 
that they shall be so extended. 


Notification.-- Financial Department, Simla, oQth June 1868, No. 1,556. No. 1,582. 

Read Resolution No 3,078, passed in this Department on the 24tli October 1868, extend- 
ing the application to the cases of all pensioned servants of Govei nment, Civil and Military, 
of the following decisiou of the Secretary of State • — “ When an Officoi who has retired on 
a pension obtained not on medical certiicate, but after a prescribed period of service, is 
subsequently employed in any public capacity, he shall be permitted to diaw the pension 
in addition to the salary of the office to which he may be appointed ; but m the event, of 
the Militaiy Officer resigning the service after he has been appointed to a Civil office he 
must at the same time vacate that office. He may, however, be re-appointed to the office 
not as a raattci of course, but only ill the event of your considering it decidedly for the 
benefit of the public service.” 

Resolution. --The Governor-General in Council is pleased to rule that whenever any 
good service pensioner is re-employed under the above order, the pievious sanction of the 
Government of India must be obtained on a full report of the circumstances of the case* 


Compassionate Allowance* 

Unoovenanted Servants in inferior grades thrown out of employ on reduction of establish- 
ments after 30 years’ service, allowed a compassionate allowance of Rs. 4 a month. — S. S ., 
1 (jth December 1867, No. 455 ; G. 22nd January 1868, No. 517, Fml., Gazette, p. 201. 

The allowance authorized in the above Order is payable only to persons who have been 
thrown out of employ from and after 25th January 1868, and those orders are not to be 
held to refer to persons thrown out of employ before the 1st June 1867.— G. I. , 2kth January 
1868, No. 492, Financial. 

Compassionate allowance of Rs. 4 a month may be granted to Government servants in 
inferior grades, who may be pronounced by competent Medical authority to be unfit for 
further duty after having done good service foi 35 years. — G . I., 2 ftth November 1868, 
No. 3,272, Financial, 

The grant of compassionate allowance under the Orders of 22nd January and 25th 
November 1868, shall not, within the maximum of Rs. 4 a month, exceed one-half of the 
pay in substantive post last held by the servant. Cases which may seem to merit moi*e 
than the ordinary indulgence should be referred by the Local Government to the Govern- 
ment of India for consideration and orders. — G . /.» 14 th March 1870, No. 1,795, Finl ., 
Gazette, p. 407. 
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Peons who were thrown out of employ subsequent to 11 A December 1863, but previous 
to the issue of G. I. Orders of 22nd January 1868, are not eligible to compassionate allow- 
ance.- G. /., 31 st July 1865, No. 1,513, Financial. 

Applications for compassionate allowance, should be made in the form of Register in 
use for pensions.— Gazette, p. 671. 


PEOURIARY TRANSACTIONS- 

Notification. — 1. Several recent cases having forced on the notice of Government the 
necessity of pieseiibing some rule, m regard to the pecuniary transactions of superior 
< >Hicers in the Uncovenanted Service, the (lovci nment resolve to notify to all such Officers 
m positions of trust and responsibility, that they are absolutely prohibited from entering 
into any money or other dealings whatever with persons resident within their official range, 
and liable to be brought into any official relations with them, if such transactions are of a 
natuie to place the Government Officer under an obligation to the private individual, 
incompatible with perfect freedom and independence of official action. 

2. The Government do not thnk it necessary or expedient to attempt to define all the 
transactions to winch this pi olubition will app]\ . It will clearly include all gifts of value, 
loans, credit, advances, supply of articles, or accommodation at unduly low rates or for 
insufficient consideration, and sales of property for inoidnmte prices ; and while it is 
evident that no honest mail will find any difficulty in applying the rule to liis individual 
case, the Government will not be induced ; by any unworthy plea of non-violation of the 
letter of the rule, to pass unpunished any disregard of its spirit. 

3. They will visit such cases with then severest displeasure. 

4. Tltis rule will apply m the Revenue Department to all Deputy Collectois, District 
and Sub- Division Senshtuduis, T.ihsildnib, Salt Supci mtoiulents, Taluk Serislitadars, Sub- 
Magistrates, Forest Range Olliceis, and all Government sei van ts in corresponding positions 
of responsibility and trust —( Gazette, p. 281), dated 31*/ A uyust 1 8C>D. 


VOLUNTEERS IN PUBLIC OPFIOES. 

Notification Avgust 31, 1851). -The following l*i ococdings of the Madras Government 
in the Revenue Department, dated 20th August 1851), No. 1,123, is published for the in- 
formation and guidance of subordinate Offices . — 

In tlieir Order of 13tli Maicli 1848, No. 268, Revenue Department, tlie Government 
directed that the employment of Volunteers in the Public Offices at the Pi esidency should 
be restricted to the narrowest possible limits, and the Court of Suddcr Udaiut have 
recently in their Onoular, dated 11th June 1851), prohibited tlie employment of such per- 
sons m the Courts. 

2. Tho Honorable tho Governor in Council now resolves to extend the Rule of March 
1848 to the Collectors’ Offices also, if the aid of “Volunteers” cannot be altogether dis- 
pensed with there, as has been done in tlie Judicial Department. Theic cannot be tlie 
same need of such unpaid Assistants now that there was some years ago, since the Col- 
lcctorato Presses have so much reduced the copying woik in Collectors’ Offices. 

3. Collectors will bo instructed very strictly to limit the number of Volunteers em- 
ployed either in their own Offices or in those of their subordinates. None should be 
allowed but such ns aio registered aftei enquiry as to qualification and character; and 
nono should hereafter bo so legisteiod who have not passed the Uncovenanted Service 
Examination. 

4. Volunteers admitted into the Offices at the Presidency also will be so only in accord- 
ance with tlie preceding Rule. 


No person can be admitted into tlie service of Government as a Writor or Clerk, at any 
earlier ago than 16 years.— 6’. 2 \)th October 1856, No. 49, Financial ; Gazette , dated 28th 
November' 1856. 

Nor after 25 years of ago as a general rule.— Vide Fort Saint George Gazette , page 179, of

No person can be admitted into tlie public service in India on a grade eligible to pension 
without a certificate by a Commissioned Medical Officer, or by a Medical Officer in charge 
of a Civil Station, that he has no disease, constitutional affection, or bodily infirmity, 
unfitting him, or likely to unfit him, for the public service. — G. 10/fli August 1871, 
No. 2,620, Financial. 

Subject to the condition regarding pension or letirement, appointments deemed desir- 
able may still be made notwithstanding tlie above orders.

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The nbove order of the Government of India, 20tli January 1871, No.’ 423, Financial, is 
not applicable to persons who have already served but have lost their employments by 
reduction of Establishment.

Certain classes admissible without examination. 

NOTIFICATION. — Fot St. George, August 11, 1868. - In supersession of foimcr orders on 
the subject, the following Rules are laid down with reference to the re-employment of 
persons who have lost their posts, consequent on the i eduction of establishments : — 

1. All persons thrown out of employment, consequent on a reduction of revision of 
establishments, who come within the following classes, are eligible for ro-omployment in 
posts of which the salaries exceed Rupees 20, on proof, m each case, of the qualification 
claimed : — 

1st .— -Persons who have passed the Geneial Test Examination. 

2nd. — Persons who have been continuously in Government employment from the 1st 
January 1859 to the time of the reduction wlucli tlnow them out of employ, the breaks 
in whose service, if any, have been caused by previous reductions. 

3rd. —Persons who have been generally exempted by order of Government from the 
operation of the General Test Rules. 

II. Persons who have been exempted by Government with a view to appointment to 
a particular post will not be eligible for re-employment iu posts above Rupees 20, unless 
again exempted, or after passing the examination. 

2. These rules refer only to persons, candidates for appointments of greater value than 
Rupees 20. For appointments of lower value, no examination is required.

Public Despatch from the Governor-General of India in Council, to the Secretary of .State, 
No. 59, dated Simla, the 15th September 1804. 

We have the honor to transmit the accompanying copy of a Letter No. 440, dated the 21st 
of April, from the Government of Bombay, suggesting the expediency of extending the 
Civil Service Superannuation Rule, contained m Section 29 of the Furlough Regulations 
of 1855, to Military and Naval Officers m Civil employment, and also to Uneovenauted 
Officers. 


This suggestion accords with the recommendation* made by the Committee appoint- 
ed by the Lieutenant Governor of the Punjab 
at Lahore for the consideration of certain questions 
affecting the Civil Service of that Province, 
a copy of whose Report was forwarded to you 
with our Despatch, No. 50, dated the 12tli 
Instant. 


2 . 

♦“That the Supreme Government 
be moved to declaro the retention of 
Civil appointments by Militai y Officers 
terminable after a certain number of 
years, as in the case of Civilians.” 


3. The proposal of the Bombay Government and of the Lahore Committee appears to 
us to be just, and likely, if adopted, to prove in every way beneficial to the public interests. 
There seems no reason for supposing that a Rule, which has undoubtedly proved satisfac- 
tory in regard to the Covenanted Civil Service, will be less beneficial when applied toother 
classes of Officers in Civil employment. Having regard, however, to the various ages at 
which Military and other Officers being a career of Civil employment, we are disposed to 
recommend a Rule to the effect that they shall vacate office after a certain age, rather than 
to prescribe any fixed period of service. In this respect there is an obvious difference 
between them and Members of the Covenanted Civil Service. Tlio former may enter upon 
Civil employment at any period of life, while the latter do so at a fixed anti nearly uni- 
form age. Hence a rule, which sufficos for the Covenanted Civil Service, would operate 
very unequally, and in many instances he quite inoperative, with regard to the other 
classes of public servants employed under the Civil Administration. 

4 . We would recommend, therefore, that after the age of 55, no Military or Naval 
Officer in Civil employment, nor any Uncovenanted Civil Servant, shall be appointed to a 
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new office, or be permitted to retain an office which he has held for five years. We would, 
however, make the Buie subject, as in the case of Covenanted Civil Servants, to special 
exceptions, which may be recommended by the Local Government, and sanctioned by the 
Secretary of State. 

Public Despatch from the Secretary of State, to the Governor-General of India iir 
Council,— (No. 90, dated the 9th December 1804.) 

Para. 1.— I have considered in Council your Letter dated 15th September {No. 59) 
1804, recommending, with reference to a suggestion from the Government of Bombay, that 
the punciple of the existing Civil Service Superannuation Rule be extended to Military 
and Naval Officers m Civil employment^ and also to Uncovenanted Officers ; and, in 
accordance with your recommendation, I authorize you to frame a Notification announc- 
ing that, after the age of 55, no Military or Naval Officer, nor any Uncovenanted Servant, 
shall be appointed to a new office, or be permitted to retain an office which he haB held for 
five years. 

2. This Rulo will, like the corresponding Rule applicable to Civil Servants, be subject 
to special exceptions under the authority of the Secretary at State. 


Referring to the above correspondence with the Secretary of State, the Governor-General 
in Council is pleased to pass the following Rule, which s1m.11 be held applicable to all 
Military and Naval Officers in Civil employment, and to Uncovenanted Officers holdmg 
gazetted appointments, and receiving such appointments diiect from Government. 

After the age of 55 yearR, no Military or Naval Officer, oi Uncovenanted Servant, shall 
1 be appointed to a new office iu Civil employment., or fchallbc permitted toictain any such 
office which he has held for five yeais and upwards, except m special eases, which are to 
be referred for the decision ht the Right Htm’ble the Secretary of State This Rule will 
be applicable to cvei y Military and Naval Officer, and to every Uncovenanted Servant 
appointed to any Civil Office after its promulgation, and to .ill other Militaiy and Naval 
Officers and Uncovenanted Servants employed under the Civil Adninusti alien at the close 
of five years from the date of its promulgation. 

Pei sons retiring from the Service under the above Ordeis, 25th January 1865, need not 
submit a Medical Certificate of incapacity before retnemeiit. Cr / , 21 st August 1807, Ac.

Extract from a Notification of the Government of India, in the Home Department, No.

Aftei the age of 55 yeais, no Military or 
Naval Officer, oi Uncovenanted Seiv.mt, shall be appointed to a new office m Civil 
employ ment, oi shall he permitted to retain any such office which he has held for five 
yeais and upwards, except m special ca^es, which aie to be refored foi the decision 
of the Right Honorable the Secretary of State. This rule will be applicable to every 
Militaiy and Naval Officer, and to every Uncovenanted Servant appointed to any 
Civil othoe after its pi omul got ion, and to all other Militaiy and Naval Officers and 
Uncovenanted Servants employed under the Civil administration at the close of five 
yeais from the date of its pioHiulgation.”' 

Read also - A letter fiom tire Accountant-General, Punjab, No. 117, dated the 17th 
ultimo, enquiring, with ref nonce to the rule quoted above, “ whether, in cat-cs where 
salaries are- personal and in es]K*ctivc of the particular appointments held, the five 
yearn during which an Officer 55 years old is permitted to retain his office, should not 
reckon from the date of his last promotion to the class to which he belongs.” 

Resolution. --Concurring in the opinion of the Accountant-General, Punjab, the Gover- 
nor-General in Council is irleased to decide that in the cases of classified Officers of the 
financial Department, amt all Officers similarly situated, promotion to a new claps shall, 
for the purposes of the lale quoted above, be considered equivalent to appointment to a 
new office.

retirement at or after the age of fifty-five may be left to the discretion of the Head of 
the Office or Department under the orders of the Local Government concerned. But 
the fact of their superannuation should, as now, be certified to by medical testimony. 

The orders of the Government of India, dated 20th January 1871, No. 423, Financial, 
applies to persons or establishments of Local Funds which fulfil the requisites laid down 
in the Resolution of the G I., No 2,197, dated 24th April 1868, and these will include the 
road fund and probably the funds under Act III of 1871.— M. G., 1 Uh August 1871, No.

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EXAMINATION RULES, 


1.— General Test. 

Notification.— Fort * St. George , 26th April 1861.— The following Regulations shall bo 
substituted for thoso contained in the Notification, dated 4th March 1858 : — 

I. No person (not being a graduate or a matriculated student of the University of 
Madras, or a passed candidate according to one or other of the testB laid down in the above 
Notification,) who had not been employed in the public service on or before the 1st 
January 1859, and has not been continuously employed ever since/ shall be appointed 
to any situation the salary of which may exceed Rupees 20, without having passed a 
satisfactory examination in the following subjects 

1. Hand-writing, including the ability to copy rapidly and in a good clear hand a 

manuscript or lithographed paper. 

2. Orthography , to include writing from dictation. 

3. Composition and Grammar , including ability to write a simple letter in good 

grammatical language ; to correct a passage wiitten in an ungrammatical style ; 
and to answer questions on grammnr. 

4. Arithmetic , the first four rules, simple and compound, witli ability to apply the

II. For the puiposes of these examinations, the Uncovenantcd Civil Service shall be 
divided into three branches -English Vernacular and Anglo- Vernacular— the first of 
which shall include all appointments the duties of which are conducted entirely in the 
English language ; the second, all appointments the duties of which are conducted entirely 
in the Vernacular language ; and tlio third, all appointments requiring a knowledge both 
of English and of a vernacular language. 

III. Candidates for employment in the English branch shall be required to execute the 
test in hand-writing, orthography and composition, in the English language ; and candi- 
dates for employment in the Vernacular branch shall be required to execute the same 
test in the Vernacular language of the District in which they seek appointment. 

IV. It shall be optional with candidates to perform the test in Arithmetic, Geography 
and History, either in English or in a Vernacular language, at their disci etion. 

V. Candidates for appointments in the Anglo- Vernacular branch must pass the test in 
hand-writing, orthography and composition, both in English and in the Vernacular langu- 
age of the District m which they seek employment. They may pass these tests either at 
the same examination, or at two different examinations, as they may think proper. 

VI. The foregoing test shall not apply to persons who have passed the Matriculation 
Examination of the Madras University, except that it shall be uccessaiy for such persons, 
if candidates for employment either in the Vernacular or in the Anglo-Vernacular branch 
of the service, and if the second language in which they have passed the University 
Examination he not the Vernacular of the District m which they seek employment, to 
pass iu such language the tost laid down in Rule I. 

VII. The examination shall be held annually, both in Madras and in the Provinces, 
at the same time and place as the University Matriculation Examinations, + and in the 
lists of passed candidates, which shall not be published until after the close of the 
University Degree Examinations, the candidates shall be ranked in the following classes : — 

lsf.— Graduates of the University of Madras in the Faculty of Arts. 

2nd.— Matriculated students of the University of Madras. 

3 rd. — Passed candidates examined according to the Service Test. 

VIII. The candidates entered in each class shall be ranked in the order of proficiency 

in a register prepared in the annexed Form (Appendix A.)$ ^ 

XI. The examinations provided for in the foregoing rules shall be conducted by 
means of printed papers. They shall be open to all comers, whose age may exceed 18 
years, on presenting an application prepared in the prescribed form, and paying a fee of 
Rupees six . * *

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XII. The general direction of the system of examination provided for in these rules 
shall be entrusted to an Officer, who shall be styled “ Commissioner for the Uncovenant- 
ed Civil Service Examinations.” It will be his duty to appoint Examiners, to nominate 
Officers to superintend the examinations in the Provinces, and to determine on the 
reports of the Examiners what candidates shall be registered as eligible for employment 
in the public service, or for particular Offices and Departments. The functions of the 
Examiners will be confined to preparing the questions under the instructions of the 
Commissioners, and examining and reporting on the answers. 

XIII. It is to be distinctly understood that the Government do not undertake to 
provide appointments for all persons who may pass the prescribed examinations under 
these rules. Appointments will, as before, be regulated by the requirements of the 
public service, and will be made by the same authorities as heretofore. It is likewise to 
fee understood that it will still, as before, be open to Government, and with their sanction, 
to the controlling Courts and Boards, whenever thoy may see necessary to prescribe the 
peiiod of service, which must be past in one grade of appointment before promotion to a 
higher grade altogether irrespective of these rules.

PUBLIC WORKS DEPARTMENT. 


For admission into the Civil Engineering College. 

First Department.— The course of instruction is regulated to fit Officers of the Army 
and other gentlemen, for the position of Assistant Engineer in the Department of Public 
Works and, for the Degree of B. C. E. (Bachelor of Civil Engineering) in the University 
of Madras. Candidates for admission must be Commissioned Officers of the Army below 
the rank of Field Officer, or must have passed the Matriculation Examination of the 
Madras University. Officers who are candidates for admission must be qualified by the 
acquaintance with their Military duties, and by having passed the examination in one of 
the native languages for charge of n Company, and they will be required to undergo an 
cntrauce examination in the whole of Arithmetic, the first three books of Euclid and 
Algebra as far as Simple Equations. Civil candidates must be over 16 years of age, and 
must produce satisfttctoiy testimonials of character. 

All students will be required to pay a monthly fee of 16 Rupees, and to provide them- 
selves with the text books in use, and a case of drawing instruments and color box. 

Applications from Officers should be addressed through Commanding Officers of Regi- 
ments to the Principal of the College ; who, after satisfying himself that the candidates 
are fully qualified and are likely to profit by the course of study, will forward the appli- 
cation for the approval of His Excellency the Commander-In-Chief. 

The Principal of the College may at any time recommend to His Excellency the Corn- 
man dor-in -Chief that an Officer may be remanded to his Regiment. 

Officers who obtain permission to study at the College will be considered “ absent on 
duty,” and will be so reported in the Regimental Returns. 

It is to be distinctly understood that the Government do not in any way promise or 
guarantee employment as Assistant Engineers or in any other capacity to gentlemen who 
may pass the examination prescribed for Assistant Engineer, or who may take Degrees in 
the University of Madras.— Notification, 2 8th March 1862. 

Second Department.— The following are the admission tests in this Department 

(а) English * — Ability to write correctly and legibly from dictation, and to compose 

a letter on a given subject with tolerable clearness and intelligence. 

Also to have a competent knowledge of Grammar.

| The 7th Ortobei 18(58, No 0*15.— Tlie Right Honoiable the Governor -General in Council 
has been pleased to determine that the qualification in the English language which will en- 
title Hospital Assistants ami paused Medical pupils to the increased rates of pay sanctioned 
in paiagrnph 8(5 of Government. Geneial < >idtr, No 550 of 1808,* shall be as follows : - 

I. The ability to lead fluently and intelligently ordinal y English prose ; for instance, 
a page of any standard History of England or India. 

II A fan knowledge of ortJioginphy and the ability to wutc fiom dictation with a 
lieasonable amount of coirectness 

[II - A competent knowledge of simple Arithmetic as fai as the Rule of Tlnee. 

IV. — The ability to lead and wnte English prescriptions intelligently. 

2 Tlie qualification of impassed pupils must be judged of by tlie Medical Officers under 
whom Uiev an* placed, and should he such as to affoid the pi os pec t of their being quali- 
fied as above on passing then professional examination. 

U His Exeilloncv in Council is fuithoi pleased to direct that the admission to an Hos- 
pital Assistant, ol the inn eased late of pay (Ks. 40) aftei seven yeais" service, and again to 
a 1st Class Assistant of that (Us (50) aft-ei fourteen yeais’ service, can only' be sanctioned 
(»n the certificate of the iModical Officer, under whom the candidate may be serving, that 
he has not only maintained his pievious knowledge, but also made fair progress in his 
ai qiiHiiitance with the English language. 

4 The allowance will be passed to Native Doctois now in the service (after they have 
been appointed to the grades mentioned m the Oidei), whenever they shall be duly certi- 
fied to be qualified as abo\e lequiicd 

Dismissal of Uncovenanted Servants. 

I In tlu Resolution of the Most Noble the Governor-General in Council, forwatded 
with Mi l Tn ile i -Secretary Con pel’s Lettci of the 24th Febiuaiy last, the Local Govern- 
ment ai e directed “ to issue the iiecessai y oi (levs for the establishment of a lule to prevent 
the aibitiaiy dismissal of Uncovenanted Seivants, based on the suggestions of the Honora- 
ble Com t. 

*2 The Right. Honorable the Goveinoi m Council considers a rule of this nature highly 
(loanable ; foi, so long as f.hc Uncovenanted Servant can be dismissed without full inquiry 
and pi oof of misconduct,, at the will of his superior, hut tonuie of office, is so uncertain that 
it leads almost neiessanly to the habit of looking at office as tempoiaiy, and the tempta- 
tion there foie is to make the most of it whilst it is held. 

8. The powei of aibitiaiv dismissal also confirms in the whole body of the native 
servants tlie habit of servile dependants on a supeiioi, which strikes at the root of all 
independence and manliness of character. 

4. The Governor in Council lesolves, theieforc, in compliance with the orders of the 
< fov eminent of India, to lay down for the guidance of tlie heads of all offices in the Revenue, 
Judicial, Military and Public branches of tlie service, the following general principles by 
which the dismissal of Uncoveuauted Servants should in future be legulateil. 

5 Poisons appointed to peimanent situations in any department shall not be dismissed 
bat for fraud and dishonesty, continued and wilful negligence, offences involving moial dis- 
grace and piove<l mconipetency. 

5. As, undoi tlie pi esent rules for the Revenue and Judicial Departments, fines exceed- 
ing 10 Rupees cannot be inflicted without the sanction of the Board of Revenue and the 
High Court, lespccfivcly, it is simply consistent to provide the same control over the diB 
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missals of persons receiving upwards of 10 Rupees ; but it will be sufficient to require 
returns to be made of such dismissals, specifying the cause of dismissals as falling within 
one or other of the heads in the above category, and to provide that no dismissal shall be 
final until the expiration of three mouths from the date on which the return shall be 
transmitted, giving tlie party a right of appeal at any time within that period. It 
should be understood that dismissal not appealed from, nor objected to, by the controlling 
Hoard upon their own review of the returns, are to be taken as confirmed. 

7. The rule should be more definite than it is in the Judicial Department as to wha^ 
servants may be dismissed without the previous consent of the controlling authority. In 
the Revenue Department, Tahsildars cannot be dismissed without x>revious sanction- and 
this rule ought to be extonded to some other r esponsible situations -such as TaluqSerish- 
tadars, Peishcar, Huzur Head Goinastali, and the like A similar rule should be applied 
to protect Officeis of the same grades m the Judicial Department. 

8. The Governor in Council considers it but just and pi oper that greater protection 
should be given to old servants, and with this view he directs that the previous sanction 
of the conti oiling authority should be indispensable to the dismissal of any servant of 15 
years’ standing receiving a certain salaiy, say 25 Rupees a month ; but the amount will be 
determined on the ropoil of, oi according to, the opinion of the High Court and Hoard of 
Revenue, who will confer together and report on this point. 

y. In every case, the specific gi omuls upon which it is proposed to dismiss any Servant 
should be leduced to writing and furnished to him, and the answei or defence oi explana- 
tion of the party takon m wilting, and the final decision of the superior recorded in writ- 
ing. It will not he absolutely nocessaiy for evcij' head of chnige to be foimally proved by 
evidence, hut where a specific fraudulent act is ehaiged, of course it should be so proved 
in the piesence of the paity accused and subject to his cioss-exammation, and so with 
other specific acts susceptible of pi oof by the evidence of witnesses upon which accusations 
within the category are built , but the cliaigcs will often he matter of inference from cir- 
cumstances not capable of foimal pi oof, not hut less leading to a moral conviction. The 
rule, therefore, on this head, ought not to he ngorous. 

10. As connected with this subject, the Governor m Courfcil takes the opportunity of 
declaring the practice of OHiceis introducing ll»?ir own dependents or followers from other 
Districts into high and l esponsible tiusts uiulei them in a new office, thus superseding 
the old servants of the office to be very objectionable , and he accordingly lesolves that 
this source of arbitrary ieiiiov.il be .it once checked. With regard to the highest offices 
in the Revenue Department, they me subject to the confirmation of the Hoard of Revenue, 
and it will be the duty of tin* Hoard to prevent the appointment of a follower of the 
Collector without good and sufficient reason being assigned, contiary to the declared 
sense of Government on the nubjet t. The appointment of Deputy Scrishtadar should also 
be made subject to the confii matron of the Roaid , but it will be sufficient when an Officer 
of that grade is appointed, the t the appointment shall he i epoifccd to the Bonid with a 
statement of Ins previous services, that the Bonid may mteifere if the appointment shall 
appear objectionable on the ground of the declaration of Government. 

11. Tins course should also be followed m legaid to the appointment of the Scrislita- 
dars and other principal Mmistenal Officers of the Judicial Courts. 

12. With regard to offices which are subject to no conti oiling authority, the Govern- 
ment will directly exercise the same metis me of contiol as is proposed to be exercised by 
the High Court and the Hoard of Revenue lespectively, m regard to the heads of Offices 
suboidmatc to them. 

13. The High Court and the Hoard of Revenue, as well another controlling authorities, 
will accordingly pieparo and submit subsidiary Rules for giving effect to the foregoing 
views and orders of Government.

Instructions regarding Money Orders* 

I. Payment of any Money Order must be obtained before the end of the Fourth Calen- 
dar month after that in which it was issued (for instance, if issued in January it must be 
paid before the end of May,) otherwise a new Order will be necessary, for which a second 
commission will be charged. And if the Order be not paid before the end of the Twelfth 
Calendar month after that in which it was issued (for instance, if issued in January, and 


These Offices are closed during the winter months 
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not paid before the end of the next January,) all claim to the money will be lost. After 
once paying a Money Order, by whomsoever presented , the Office k wUl not be liable to any 
further claim. 

JI. If the Money Order form be clipped or mutilated, there may be difficulty as to 
paying it, 

III. For the issue of a Duplicate Money Order, for the alteration of name of the Payee 
or Remitter, or for the transferor re-payuient of an Order, an additional comm ission is 
charged, which must be paid in cash to the local Money Order Agent who will forward 
the Application to the Assistant to the Accountant General (Money Order Department) 
with his acknowledgment en faced thereon. 

IV. For stopping payment of an Order, tho same fee must be paid in cash to the local 
Money Order Agent who will do the needful for communication to the Assistant to the 
Accountant General f Mouey Order Department' when, however, the same letter encloses 
application both for the stoppage or payment and for re-payment to the remitter, or 
otherwise only one fee is necessary. 

V. To save time and prevent cnors, the Public are advised to furnish in writing to 
the Issuing Officer, at the time of application, the full particulars of evei y Money Order 
required, and to ascertain, before quitting the Issuing Office, that the Order corresponds 
with thoso particulars 

VI. The receipt on the Money Order must lie signed in the manner there described. 

VII. Whoever presents a Money Older for payment, whether the rightful owner, or 
otherwise, must give full mfoi m.ition as to the Name, Surname, and Address of the 
Party who originally obtained it, unless such party l»e a Firm, when the name of the 
Firm, togetliei with its Address and Occupation will suffice. The only exception to this 
Rule is — 

When a Money Order is presented through a Hank of the town upon which it is 
drawn, in wlvich case it will suffice that the Order being piopeily signed, be also crossed 
with tlie Banker’s name. 

VIII These Regulations have been laid down to secure, as far as practicable, that 
payment he made to the rightful paity, and all Officois have been instructed to enforce 
them as far as a due regard to public convenience will peunit. 

IX. As, however, alter once paying a Money Order by whomsoever presented, the Office 
will not be liable to any further claim Ihe public are strictly cautioned, 

1st.— To take all means to prevent the loss of a Money Order 

2nd. — Never to solid a Money Order m the same lettei with tho information required 
on payment tlieroof. 

,3rd. — To be careful, on taking out n, Money Order, to state correctly the name of the 
Person in whoso favor it is to he drawn. 

1th.— To see that the Name, Addiess, and Occupation of the Person taking out a 
Money Order are correctly known to the person in whose favor it is drawn. 

X. Neglect of these instructions will risk the loss of the Money, besides leading to 
delay and trouble in obtaining pajmient. 

XI. Money Oiders are issued and paid at most Offices during the hour the Treasury 
transacts business, i. c from 10 in tlie morning till three m the e\emng (except on Satur- 
day when the Treasury closes at 1).

RULES AND FORMS FOR ENTRY AND PASSING OF GOODS THROUGH 
THE SEA CUSTOM HOUSE OF MADRAS. 

Imports. 

APPLCATIONS. — All applications to the Custom House, except Import and Export 
Passes, must bo on stamped paper [Iinpoit applications to be printed in black, and 
Export in red ink ] 

ARMS AND AMMUNITION.— A License is required for the importation of Arms 

Section 2 9 Act all< * Ammunition. No License required for ordinary Fowling 
VI of 1863 * Pieces and gunpowder for sporting purpose imported by private 
persons in reasonable quantities for their own use. 

The Collector may, however, detain such articles if he thinks proper, pending a refer- 
ence to Government. 

BAGGAGE. — Passengers’ Baggage may be landed at any time under the following 
Rules ; — 

All Baggage except such as arrives from any British Port in India is to be brought to 
the Custom House. Articles liable to duty must be cleared only during office hours. 

Baggage must be actually examined. At the discretion of the Collector or Deputy, 
list of contents and declaration of value will be received, but only during office hours. 

Prohibited or dutiable goods concealed among apparel, &c , oi found after a declaration 
from the owner that he possesses nothing liable to duty, shall be confiscated together 
with the other contents of the package in which they aie found, and the owner shall also 
be liable to fine. 

Passengers will be permitted to clear duty free, new Wearing Apparel and Millinery 
brought out for personal use. 

A Military Officer in addition to his uniform and accoutrements will be allowed to 
clear free of duty a Gun or Rifle, a pair of Pistols and a case of Saddlery, if accompanying 
the owner. 


Orders for Baggage Superintendent as to Baggage of Passengers by 

Steamers. 

] . For the accommodation of Passengers by Steamers, the Baggage Superintendent 
and Assistants will be in attendance at the Custom House on the aniv.il of the Steamer 
at any hour between sunrise and sunset, to clear at once all Baggage not liable to duty. 

2. The Baggage Superintendent shall pass only Baggage not liable to duty, after 
actual examination of each box or package. 

3. On a Passenger’s Baggage being brought to the Custom House he shall be furnished 
with the usual printed notice, and must enter on the back the particulars therein 
pequired, Bigning the same. 

Articles liable to duty and closed-up cases shall only be passed during office hours, 
when the Baggage Superintendent will at once show the dutiable articles to the Ap- 
praiser, who shall satisfy himself as to the valuation, after which the “Notice” paper is 
to be sent to the Collector or Deputy, that the duty may be levied. If the Baggage 


no 
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contain! nothing dutiable, the Baggage Superintendent shall sign it “ Examined, nothing 
I dutiable." Any Package containing articles not liable to duty and which a Passenger 
may wish to take away with him at once, must be opened and submitted to actual 
examination. 

4. The Baggage Superintendent must certify at the foot of the list signed by each 
Passenger what packages he has passed, and what articles or cases have been detained for 
duty. Theso lists arc to be transmitted without delay to the Collector or Deputy. 

5. The Baggage Superintendent is to be assisted on the arrival of each Steamer by a 
Tide Waiter, Duffadar and two Peons. Any inconvenience arising to Passengers from 
non-attendance of these Officers, shall be severely noticed. 

6. The object of the above Pules is to enable Passengers landing out of office hours 
to clear and remove at once as much of their baggage as possible , any Passenger, who 
may prefei doing so, is at liberty to leave bis baggage or any part of it at the Custom 
House, and eleai it afterwards dining office hours

COASTING STEAMERS. 


Rules for the issue, &c., of General Passes for Coasting Steam Vessels, under 
Section 156 of the Consolidated Customs’ Act, and for entering 
and clearing such Vessels. 

Application for a General Pass under Section 156 of the Consolidated Customs* Act, 
shall be made by the Owner or Agent of any coasting steam vessel to any Officer in 
charge of a Custom House who shall forward the same to the Chief Customs Authority 
of the Presidency for sanction. 

2. The General Passs, when granted, shall be the Form (marked A) appended to these 
Rules. Tfc shall not bo transferable and shall hold good for the coasting steam vessel 
only in respect of which it is granted, and shall be renewable, on application by the 
Owner or Agent, at the end of eveiy twelve months. 

8. The General Pass shall remain 111 the custody of the Commander or other respon- 
sible Officer on board the said coasting steam vessel, and shall be produced by him 
when required by any Office! of Sea Customs. 

4. When any coasting steam vessel, in i aspect of which a Pass as aforesaid has been 
granted, shall sail for a foieign poit only, the Commander shall deliver to the Officer in 
charge of the Custom House, before leaving the port, an Account duly signed, with a 
duplicate thereof, in the Form (marked G) appended to these Rules, and prescribed by 
Section 144 of the Consolidated Customs' Act ; such Officer shall retain the duplicate and 
return the original Account, dated and signed by him ; and such Account shall be the 
clearance of the vessel for the voyage, and Pass for tho goods expressed therein, so 
far as the Custom House is concerned 

5. When auy coasting steam vessel shall sail for British India ports only , the Account 
(marked G) need not be dolivoied by the Commander or Agent to the Officer in charge 
of the Custom House before sailing ; but the local Agent of the vessel bhall deliver such 
Account, duly signed iu duplicate, within forty-eight hours next after the coasting 
steamer’s depaiture fiom the port. 

6. When any coasting vessel shall sail for both foreign and British Indian ports, the 
Commander shall deliver an Account, duly signed in duplicate, as prescribed in Rule 4 
of alhgoods (to he expressed in detail) destined for any foreign port ; and he shall receive 
back the original Account, duly dated and signed by the Officer in charge of the Custom 
House, before leaving the port. A separate Account of all goods destined for British 
Indian ports shall be delivered by the local Agent of the vessel, as prescribed by Rule 5. 

7. On arrival of a coasting steam vessel at any British Indian port from any other 
British Indian port, the Commander or Agent of the coasting steam vessel shall deliver 
to the Officer in charge of the Custom House an Account, duly -signed in duplicate, in 
the Form (marked G) appended to these Rules, showing in detail the cargo to be landed 
at the port ; and the Officer in charge of the Custom House shall, without comparing the 
goods with such Account, receive the same and retain the duplicate and return the 
original dated and Bigned by him, which shall be the clearance of the vessel for the 
voyage and the Pass for tho goods expressed therein, so far as the Custom House is 
concerned, 

8. The Customs Officer shall, as soon as may be convenient, compare the goods with 
the duplicate letained as aforesaid, and make delivery in the usual ma n ner. 
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9. On arrival of a coasting steam vessel from any foreign port, the Commander or 
Agent shall deliver to the Officer in ohargo of the Custom House an Account, duly signed 
in duplicate, in the Form (marked B) appended to these Rules, of all goods laden at any 
foreign ports (which must be expressed in detail in the Account) and destined for such 
port of arrival. 

10. When bonded goods are exported from one British Indian port to another, tho 
Commander or local Agent shall give intimation of the same to the Offioer in charge of 
the Custom House immediately on arrival at the port of destination. 

11. The duplicate of each Account for free goods retained by any Officer in charge of 
a Custom House under these Rules, shall be endorsed by that Officer and forwarded by 
Post, without avoidable delay, to the Custom Officer of the Tort for which the goods 
therein expressed are destined The latter Officer will compare this duplicate Account 
with the Account delivered, as provided by these Rules, by the Commander or Agent on 
the arrival of the said vessel at the port of destination, and, if there be no material dif- 
ference between the two Accounts, will file the same. Should any material difference 
appear, he will transmit both Accounts, with any information winch tho local Agent or 
Commander of the vessel, if in port, may be able to afford to the Officer in charge of the 
Custom Hou&e at the port of departure, for adjustment with the Agent of the vessel. 
This Officer will, if necessary, transmit all papers to the Chief Customs Authority at tlic 
Presidency for disposal. In either case both Accounts, together with all papers, will be 
returned with explanation or orders, to the Officer in charge of the Custom House at the 
port of destination. 

12. The discharge of cargo from any coasting steam vessel may he commenced imme- 
diately after the anchor is dropped at any British Indian port, and boats may be sent 
off to receive cargo before delivering the Accounts prescribed by the above Rule. Goods 
and passengers arriving by any coasting steam vessel may be landed under the above 
Rules, at any hour of the day or night, not excepting Sundays and Holidays. Subject, 
however, in the latter case, to the regulated fee to subordinates of the Customs Depart- 
ment in consideration of oxtra labor entailed, under tho orders of the Officer m charge 
of the Custom House. 

13. Boat Notes must be obtained for exports by coasting steam vessels, but are dis- 
pensed with for imports. 

14. All dutiable goods shall bo brought into the steamer-godown or other duly 
determined part of the Custom House at the port of arrival, where they will he compar- 
ed with the Accounts and passed on payment of duty, 

15. Free goods need not, unless so directed by the Officer in charge of the Custom 
House, be taken to the Custom House, but may be passed from the Beach. 

16. Port Dues bliall be paid by the Agents for coasting steam \ easels at the various 
ports, who shall also be responsible tb.d the vessel be duly entered inwards and out- 
wards in the manner required by these Rules. 

17. The articles expressed in the list annexed to this Rule, whether dutiable or free, 
shall not be landed at the port, of Madras, unless a Special Permit to land has been pre- 
viously obtained from the Officer in charge of the Custom House ; and they shall be 
carried to such place as may be appointed by him. At the out-ports, a Special Permit 
previously obtained may be dispensed with ; but a Special Notice that such articles (to 
be expressed in detail) are on boairf, destined for the port, shall be deliveied by the 
Commander or Agent to the Officer in charge of the Custom House as soon as possible 
after the arrival of the vessel ; and such goods bliall be landed and kept until duly 
passed, only at such place or places as may be appointed for that purpose by the Officer 
in charge of the Custom House. Breach of this Rule will entail detention, fine or con- 
fiscation of the Articles. 

List of Articles. 

Ammunition, Chemicals, Earth-oil, or Mineral Naphtha, Fireworks, Fulminating 
Powder, Gun Cotton, Gun Powder, Kerosine Oil, Lucifer Matches (Congreve,) Nitro- 
Glycerinc, Phosphorus, Pitch, Sulphuric Acid, Tar, Turpentine, and other dangerous 
substances. 

18. Prior to the issue of a General Pass, under Section 156 of the Consolidated 
Customs’ Act, the Agents or Owners of the vessel or vessels shall deposit with the Officer 
in charge of the Custom House at Madras such sum as may appear reasonable with 
reference to the number of the coasting steam vessels of the Owneis, and the estimated 
transactions within the Presidency ; and the Officer in charge of the Custom House at 
Madras, or the Chief Customs Authority in the Presidency shall be authorized at their 
discretion to carry to the credit of Government such part thereof as may be requisite 
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to meet any claims for duties and dues which may be payable, and such fines and 
penalties which may be inflicted at any port in the Presidency for contravention of any 
of the above Rules, or for irregularities in respect to the Accounts or other vouchers 
which are required to be delivered under these Rules. 

20. Appeals from parties who may consider themselves aggrieved by any of the 
proceedings of any Officer in charge of a Custom House under these Rules, shall lie to 
the Chief Customs Authority of the Presidency. 

21. The Chief Customs Authority of the Presidency shall have authority to revoke 
any General Pass, for negligence or other causes on the part of Commanders or Agents 
of coasting steam vessels. 

22. Nothing contained in these Rules shall bo held to exempt coasting steam vessels 
from the operation of the General Customs Laws obtaining for the time being.

CONFISCATION. — With reference to the expression “ liable to confiscation ” used 
in the Customs’ Act, the adjudicating Officer shall have no discretionary power, and 
must adjudge confiscation, if the facts are made out to his satisfaction. 

DETENTION OF GOODS. — Bill of Lading must be delivered up to the Collector 
of Sea Customs or Deputy Collector by the person applying to clear goods, except in 
special cases upon cause shown to the satisfaction of the Collector. 

When there is no Bill of Lading, a “ Delivery Order ” from the Agents, or Com- 
mander of the Ship must be produced 

If two persona claim the same goods, tho Customs Officers shall not deliver to one 
without the consent of the other, or without an order of Court. 

Rill of Lading for Goods to be exported must bear a four- Anna Stamp. 

Parcel Tickets must also bear a four- Anna Stamp.

This rule is necessary to enable the accounts 
of the day to be closed in the evening, which could not be done were duty received until 
a late hour. 
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CLEARANCE OF GOODS. — After Duties hare been paid or a deposit made for the 
payment of Duty, persons are required to make application to pass the goods in the 
following form

— The Collector is not bound to furnish duplicates of any document, but if satis- 
fied that no fraud has been committed or is intended, he may grant them.

XIII of 1871 arc free. 


GODOWN RENT AT THE MADRAS CUSTOM HOUSE. 

Rule 1. — Goods shall be allowed to remain for a week in the Custom House free 
of charge. 

Rule 2. —After that period, Bingle rates shall be charged for Beven days. 

Rule 3 — Treble rates shall be charged after a fortnight. 

Rule 4, — The day of landing and that of removal to be reckoned as one day ; Sundays 
and holidays are not reckoned in the rent-free terms. When delay is caused by the 
inability of the Custom House Officers to examine and pass the goods, such delay is not 
to be reckoned. 

The object in charging Godown rent is to induce parties to clear their goods with 
despatch, and to prevent the yard from being needlessly encumbered.

No 
re-landed Goods shall be passed into Town or entered for re-exportation on board 
another vessel, until the original entry in the Export Register has been duly checked 
and cancelled to the extent of the quantity re-landed. 

A regular application in the form of Pass Note Bliall be made in all cases of Goods 
re-landod either for passing them into Town or for re-exporting them from the Custom 
House.

It should be explained to senders of “reply paid" messages on Sundays or 
holidays that if they require an answer without delay they must deposit two Rupees for every

Rules for the acceptance, transmission and general treatment of 
Messages. 

I. — The Government of India rcognises the right of all 
Reference to Interna- persons to correspond by means of the Indo-European 
tional Convention, Art. 4. Telegraph. 

II. — Messages may be wiitteu in English, French, German, Italian, or Latin. 

The words must, however, be formed of Roman charac- 
Arts. 0, 10. ters. 

III. — The sender can prescribe the route he desires his message to follow, by writing 

the word “ vi&,” (followed by the name of the country) 
Art. 13, Reg. IX immediately after the address. 

The stations on the through lme are engaged to conform to the directions given, 
nulcss the exigencies of service pi event them. 


Manner of Writing a Message. 

IV.- The message to be transmitted must be legibly written in the following form 

1. The name and address of the person to whom it 
Ait. 10, Regs. XXI, XXIII. is to be delivered. 

2. Any instructions relative to the route by which it is to be sent, its delivciy, its 
acknowledgment of receipt, or the notice of its registration, or of its having to follow. 

3. The message. 

4. The signature of the sender (followed by its legalisation when necessary.) 

Note. — T he name of the station from which a message is originally sent, and the date, 
houi, and minute at which it is deposited for transmission, are added by the office and 
transmitted free to the icceiver. 

Sufficient Address. 

V. The address must contain all the information ne- 

Art 10, Regs. VI, XIV. cessary to insure the delivery of the message without 
difficulty. 

The sender hi all cases supports the consequences of insufficiency of addiess. After 
the message is once sent, he can neither complete, nor rectify it, except by sending a 
new despatch. 


Manner of counting a Message. 

VI. — 1. All that the sender writes to be transmitted enters in the number of words 
charged for. But signs of punctuation are not counted, 
Arts 35, 36, 37, Reg. unless used with figures, in which case decimal points, 
commas, and bars of division are each counted as a figure. 

2 The maximum length of a word is fixed at soven syllables, the excess is counted 
as a woid 
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3. Words joined by & hyphen, or separated by an apostrophe, are counted as so 
many separate words. 

4. Every separate character, whether letter or figure, is counted as a word. The 
same applies to an underline. 

5. Proper names of towns and persons, names of places, squares, streets, &c., titles, 
Christian names, particles, and qualifications, are counted for the number of words 
employed to express them. 

6. When numbers are expressed in figures, in ordinary messages, each group of five 
or fewer figures is counted as a word. Letters added to figures to form ordinal num- 
bers are each counted as a figure. 

7. Messages composed of figures or secret letters, or considered as secret messages, 
are counted as follows : — 

All the characters, figures, letters, or signs employed in the cipher text are added 
together. The total is divided by five, and the quotient (plus one for the remainder 
if there be any) gives the number of words the ciphers represent. 

The signs which separate the groups are counted, unless the sender expressly request 
that they be not transmitted. 

To obtain the full number of wordB in the message, the address, signature, and any 
part of the contents, in ordinary language, must be added to the above, counting 
according to the preceding rules. 

Prepaid Replies. 

VII.— Any sender desiring a icply can prepay it. He must add the words “Reply 
paid ” at the end of the message, before his signature. 

Art. 24, Reg. XVII, Charge is made for a single rate. But the sender can add 

to the notice “ reply paid” “ two rates” or “ three rates ” 
on depositing the corresponding amount. The sum deposited, however, cannot exceed 
three times the cost of the original message. 

The delivery station pays to the receiver the amount deposited, either in money, 
telegraph stamps, or by a cheque on the office, leaving it to him to send his answer at 
any time, by any route, and to any address, he chooses. 

If the original message cannot be delivered, or it the receiver formally refuses the 
amount deposited for the reply, the delivery station informs the sender of it by a 
telegram, which takes the place of the reply. 

Registered Messages. 

VIII.— The sender of any message has the power of 

Arts. 25, 41, 46. registering it. He writes the words “ dfytchc rtcomman- 

d€e” immediately after the address. 

When a message is registered, the different stations employed in its transmission 
collate it, as it passes, by repeating it to each other integrally, and the terminal station, 
immediately after the delivery of the message, despatches a telegram to the sender, 
announcing the exact time at which it reached its destination. If the message cannot 
be delivered, the telegram indicates the circumstances which prevented it, and gives, if 
possible, the information necessary to enable the sender to cause his message to reach 
its destination. 


202 JNDO-E U ROPEAN TELEGRAPH RULES. [PART M, 

The sender can have the telegram addressed to him at any point of the territory of 
the States which have adhered to the International Telegram Convention of 1808. 

' The charge for registering is equal to the charge for the message. 

When a registered message is sent by post it is registered, and the postal charges are 
paid by the terminal station. 

Cipher Messages. 

IX. — Government messages may be expressed in figures 

Arts. 9, 27, Kegs. V, XV. or secret letters, either wholly or in part. Telegraph 
Offices have no control to exercise over them. 

Private messages may also be composed of figures or secret letters. In this caso the 
address and signature must be written in ordinary language. The parts in cipher must 
consist exclusively of Arabic flgui ea, or of letters of the alphabet, and be placed between 
parentheses, separating thorn from the rest of the message. 

Hegistration is compulsory for a message composed of figures or secret letters, or 
which is considered as a socrct message. I 

The department which accepts the message from the Bonder is Judge of the appHca- 1 
tion of the last, clause of the preceding paragraph, especially with regard to the tolera- 
tion accorded to message relating to exchange or other commercial subjects. 

Messages to follow. 

Arts 28, 48, Kegs. XIX, X —Any seudtr can cause his message to follow the 
XXI. receiver to diffeient addresses in the same State or country. 

Tho addresses must bo written at the head of the message, with the words to follow 
immediately after them. 

The chaige is calculated to tho first delivery station 

The latter, after presenting tho message at its first address, transmits it, if necessary, 
to tho second , from the second it is transmitted to tho third, and so on to the last 
address, when requisite. 

If the message beats tho notice To follmo , unaccompanied by successive addressoB, the 
terminal station, after presenting it at tho address given, retransmits It, if necessary, to 
tho address supplied at the residence of tho receiver. 

The charges for onward transmission from the fust delivery station arc paid by the 
receiver. 

Multiple Messages. 

Arts. 29, 44. XI.— A meesago may be addressed • — 

1. To sovoral persons in different countries. In this case it is charged for as so many 
separate messages. 

2. To several persons iu different localities in tho same country, or to one person In 
different localities iu tho same country. Charge is made for a single through rate; to 
this is added os many timcB the terminal rate of the country as there are addresses, in 
addition to the first. 

3. To several persons in the same place, or to one person at several addresses in the 
same place, charge is made for a single message plus 4 Annas for each destination after 
the first. 
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^ Delivery, of Messages. 

XII. -Messages addressed to the residence of the receiver, or poste restitute 'within the 

delivery radius of the terminal station, are at once taken 
Arts. 17, 19, 4G. to their address. 

Messages addressed to place of residence, or poste rest ante, beyond the delivery radius, 
are, according to the instructions of the sender, either sent to their destination by post 
or by more rapid means, if available. 

Messages which cannot be delivered, are destroyed at the end of six weeks. 

Ordinary messages which have to be sent by post arc forwarded aa ordinary letters by 
the terminal station. The postal charges, if any, are defrayed by the receiver, no supple, 
mentary charge being made at the sending station. 

Postal Charges. 

XIII. — Applicable to registered mes8.iges, and to messages i ©questing acknowledg- 
ments of receipts.

Combination of Rules. 

XV. — The fftcitltios given to the public for pro-paid 

jtrt. 30. replies, registered messages, messages to follow* multiple 

messages and acknowledgments of receipt, can be combined. 


Charges on Arrival. 

XVI. —The following charges are collected by the 
Art 48. delivery station . — 

1, f JChe charge for messages sent from sea by Semaphore, 
i 2, The expense of transport beyond telegraph lines by quicker means than tho post. 

The sender of a registered message, however, or of a message requesting an acknow- 
ledgment of receipt, can prepay this transport by depositing a sufficient sum for the 
purpose, subject to after adjustment. The return message states the amount expended. 

In every case where charges have to bo made on arrival, the message is not given 
over to the receiver till the payment of tho amount duo is received. 
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Copies of Messages. 

XVII.— The senders and receivers have a right to be supplied with certified true 
copies of the messages sent or received by them on giving 

Arts. 23, 45, Reg. XVI. proof of their identity and furnishing the exact date of the 
messages to which their requests refer. A charge of 4 
annas is made for each copy. 

Corrections. 

XVIII,— The receiver of any message can request the 

Reg. XXIV. correction of passages which appear to him to be doubtful. 

He deposits for this purpose • — 

1. The price of a message for the demand. 

2. The price for a message calculated according to the length of the passage to be 
repeated for the reply. The same power is accorded to the sender in case he has reason 
to suppose his message has been altered. 

These charges are returned if the repetition shows that the mutilation of the sense of 
the message was made by the Telegraph. 

Improperly worded Mesages. 

XIX.— Each department on the through lines has the power to stop the transmission 
of any message which may appear dangerous to the security 

Art, 20. of the state, hr which may be contrary to the laws of the 

country, to public order, or decency. 


Suppression of Messages by Senders 

XX.— Any sender after proving his identity can stop, if in time, the transmission of a 
message deposited by him If the signalling has not been 
Art. 16, Reg. XIT. commenced, the charges are returned, less a booking fee of 

4 annas ; if the signalling has been commenced, the charges 
received remain to the credit of the department upon whose line the message has enter- 
ed, and the balance is returned ; if the signalling is already finished, the sender’s only 
means of requesting his message to be cancelled is by a telegram addressed to the chief 
of the terminal station, which is charged for in the usual manner. 


Refimds. 

XXL — In the case of any message which has not reached its destination through the 
fault of the telegraph service, or which in consequence of 

Art. 51, Reg. XXVII. serious delay or mutilation in transmission has manifestly 
not been able to fulfil its object, the full cost of it is return- 
ed to the sender by the department which received it, the latter reclaiming, if necessary, 
from the other departments. 

In the case of an interruption on a submarine line, the sender has a right to the refund 
of the portion of the charge belonging to the distance not traversed, deduction being 
made, if necessary, of the expense incurred in sending the message by any other mode 
of transport. 

Every claim for reimbursement of charges ought to be made to the original sending 
department, and be supported as follows — t. e., in case of non-delivery, by a written 
statement from the terminal station or address^ ; and in case of mutilation or delay, by 
the copy actually delivered. 

If the sender does not reside in the country where he deposited his message for trans- 
mission, he can have his claim forwarded to the original Bending department, through 
the medium of another department. In this case, if it is evident that the claim is well 
founded, the latter is deputed to make the refund. 

In case of delay the claim for reimbursement is absolute, if the message did not reach 
its destination sooner than it would have done by post. 

No reimbursement is granted on account of errors made in unregistered messages 
accepted by toleration under the terms of paragraph 4 of Article IX of the present rules. 
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TARIFF FOR FOREIG N MESSAGES. 

The Tariff is for Messages containing from 1 to 20 words, including Names and Addresses. A 
Message containing from 21 to SO words is charged for at one rate and a half A Message from 81 to 40 
words at two rates, and so on.

The Madras Railway Company forward Telegraph Messages for the public to any 
station on the Railway, and Towns adjacent thereto, on the following conditions, viz ■ 

Conditions. — 1st.— That the wires are not occupied by Messages relative to the Com- 
pany’s Service. 

2nd.— That the Company are not held responsible for the accuracy of the Message, 
or for any delay in its transmission or delivery from whatever cause it may arise. 

2. -Charoes. — The cost of a Message will be calculated according to the following 
Scale 

For every Ten words or fraction of Ten words of ordinary English language... One Rupee. 
For every Ten words or fraction of Ten words in foreign language, or words 

of concealed meaning or in cipher . . Two Rupees 

For repeating a message by order of sender.. . Twice the value of a single charge. 

3. A double chargo will be levied upon all messages tendered for transmission 
between the hours of 6 p. m. and 6 a. m., (local time) also on Sundays and the following 
holidays . Christmas Day, New Year’s Day, Good Friday and the Queen’s Birthday. 

4. In the address of a message, (meaning thereby the Stations from and to which a 
message is despatched, the name of the Sender and Addressee and the latter’s address) 
three words will be reckoned as one word, the remainder if less tha three words being 
also counted as one. 

5. Words joined by a hyphen are counted as so many separate words. 

6. Words separated by an apostrophe are counted as so many separate words. 

7. Proper names of towns and persons, names of places, streets, ships, titles, Christian 
names, prefixes, and qualifications are counted for the number of words employed to 
express them. 

8. Every separate character, whether letter or figure is counted as a word. The 
same applies to an underline. 
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9. Decimal points, commas and bars of divisions used with figures, are each counted 
as a figure. Signs used to separate groups in cipher messages are counted each as a 
figure, or letter, unless the Sender expressly desires they be not transmitted. 

10. All that the Sender writes in his message to be transmitted is included in the 
cost, but in the address of a message three words will be charged as one word. 

11. A message addressed to several persons or to the same person in localities where 
delivery is to be effected by different offices, is charged for as fo many separate messages. 

12. A message addressed to several persons in one locality, or to the same person at 
several places of residence in one locality with or without re-transmission by post, is 
charged for as a single message, but a copying fee ot 4 annas, independently of postage, 
if any, is charged for each destination after the first. 

13. The Sender of any message has the power of registering it. The charge for 
registering is equal to the charge for the message. A registered message is indicated by 
the word “ Recommanded,” which to insure the greatest accuracy is telegraphed both 
in the official instructions and as the first word of the text of the message. The former 
is sent free, the latter charged for. 

14. The Sender of a registered message can have the return message addressed to 
him at any Station by giving the necessary instructions, the words necessary to convey 
these instructions will be considered as part of the message and charged for accordingly. 

15. The Sender of a message can pre-pay a reply. He must add the words “reply 
paid” or “answer paid.” These must form the concluding words of the message and 
will be signalled and charged for. 

16. Peons will deliver messages free of charge at any place within five miles of a 
Telegraph Station. Beyond this distance messages will be sent by Post, or by such 
other means as the Sender may arrange and pay for. Any additional words that may 
be necessary to explain the delivery of a message when its destination is more than five 
miles beyond the nearest Telegraph Station, will be considered as part of the message 
and charged' for accordingly. 

17. Messages can be addressed to places where there are no Telegraph Stations. In 
such cases the Sender must state from what Telegraph Station the message should be 
posted. If the Sender of a message that has to be delivered by Inland Post wishes it 
to be sent to destination by Registered Post, he must re-pay the Postal registration fee 
of four annas, and intimate that this has been done by placing the words “Post Regis- 
tered’ J before the name of the Telegraph Station. These words will he charged for. 
The address must contain all the information necessary to ensure the delivery of the 
message at its destination. 

18. Messages are forwarded to the following Stations on the G. S. I. Railway, viz * 
Caroor, Trichinopoly, Tanjore, Needamungalum, Trivellore and Negapatam, and like- 
wise to the following Towns adjacent to those Stations, viz * Diudigul, Madura, 
Combaconum, Manargoody, Iiarical, Nagore and Tranquebar. 

19. Ceylon Messages . — Messages can also be forwarded by this route to any Station 
in Ceylon. 

20. No message can be forwarded by Railway Telegraph, unless it bears the names 
and addresses of the Sender and Addressee. 

21. No message can be received without the signature of the Sender. 
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22. No message or messages of more than 200 words can be sent at any one time by 
any private individual or firm, and no second message by the same, till after the lapse 
of three hours unless the line be free. 

23. In cases of extreme pressure of business, Signallers in charge of offices may 

refuse to receive for despatch any message beyoud the number which experience shows 
may be cleared off within the day. The messages in such cases are not to bo received 
and kept for despatch the following day, but must be returned so as to prevent 
accumulation. ! 

24. In cases of interruption on any line, Signallers in charge of offices have the power 1 

to refuse the receipt of messages for transmission to Stations communication with which 
is interrupted. , 

25. In every case all persons tendering messages for places beyond the interrupted ■ 
station, will be informed of the interruption, advised not to leave the message, and , 
acquainted that a refund will not be made in case of delay from this cause. No stranger ! 
can be admitted behind the Counter of the Telegraph Office except by a special order j 
from an Officer of the Company

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The Conservancy Establishments for the planting and preservation of Forests in South 
Canara, Coimbatore, Malabar, Salem, Madura, Tinnevelly, Cuddapah, Kurnool, Bellary, 
Nilgiris, Wynaad, North Arcot, South Arcot, Ganjam and Vizagapatam Districts are now 
f ormed into one Department for one entire Presidency. An extensive Teak Plantation 
exists on the banks of the Nelambur River in Malabar. Periodical sales of Timber by 
auction take place on account of Government. Means have been taken to stop the des- 
truction of Forests by fire and stray cattle. Nurseries have also been established. The 
attention of the Special Department is being engaged in extending the fuel plantations 
and reserving the Forest tracts along the North and South-west lines for the future wants 
of the Railway Locomotive Department 


General Instructions to the Forest Officers. 

1. To keep a Diary of work done. 

2. To obtain a complete knowledge of the quantity and quality of Timber in each 
Forest of the District, and to prepare a Forest Chart according to a fixed scale, indicating 
as far as possible the number and size of the more valuable Forest Trees within their 
respective ranges. 

3. To prevent any kind of depredation or damage being committed in the Forests, to 
aid in which the Civil authorities will give every support in their power. It will be the 
duty of the Assistants also to make circuits of the Government Forests, aud to prevent 
private individuals cutting or damaging trees of any description in them, and to complain 
to the nearest Police Official against all who violate the order, to be dealt with according 
to tho offence. 

4. To improve the Forests by clearing, planting, and by unremitting attention to 
young trees. To see that Teak and other fine timber is carefully seasoned, and to take 
care that no trees are felled except under the orders of the Forest Department, and when 
felled that the timber is properly protected. If Forests are being worked by contract 
to watch against injury to seedlings and undersized trees, also to see that trees are cut 
near the root (always within two feet) and to guard against wastage of timber from any 
cause whatever. 

5. To present to the Officer in charge of the Central Office Mouthly Returns, Half- 
yearly Statements of the work done, and other periodical Returns. 

6. To supply Tabular Statements of the quantity and description of the seasoned and 
green timber contained in their respective Districts Personally to pay the Establish, 
ment, and to take eveiy care of the health of the employees. Also to report every 
instance of neglect on the part of Iheir Subordinates. 

7. To give details of all saleB effected whether by notifications or otherwise. 

8. To transmit to the Central Office, as opportunity offers, any new or remarkable 
production of the Forests. 

9. The services of the Assistants belong entirely to Government, and they are strictly 
prohibited from engaging in private transaction of any kind whatever.

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What documents must be registered. 

1. The Registration of the following documents is compulsory : — 

1. — Instruments of gift of immoveable property,; 

ii. — Other instruments (not being wills) which purport or operate to create, declare, 
assign, limit or extinguish, whether in present or in future, any right, title or interest, 
whether vested or contingent, of the value of 100 Rupees or upwards to or in immove- 
able property ; 

iii. — Instruments (not being wills) which acknowledge the receipt or payment of 
any consideration on account of the creation, declaration, assignment, limitation, or 
extinction of any such right, title, or interest. 

Nothing in clauses ii and iii of tins paragraph applies to any Composition Deed, 
nor to any instrument relating to shares in a Joint Stock Company, notwithstanding 
that the assets of such company consist m whole or in pait of limnoveable property, 
nor to any endorsement upon or transfer of any Debenture issued by anj T such company. 

iv. — Leases* of immoveable property from year to year, or for any term exceeding 
one year, or reserving a yearly icnt. Piovided, however, that any leases executed in any 
district of the Madras Presidency, the terms granted by which do not exceed 5 years, 
and the annual rents reserved by w'liicli do not exceed 00 Rupees, aie exempted. The 
“ Puttahs” granted by Zemindars to their ryots, as well as the “ Muchilkas” (or coun- 
terparts) executed by the ryots under Section 3 of Act VIII of 18(15, are defined to be 
leases for the purposes of the Registration Act, and all those not coming within the 
teims of the preceding proviso, if executed alter the 1st July 1871, must be registered. 

v. Authorities to adopt a bod, executed after the 1st January 1872, and not con- 
ferred by a will. 

2. No person having a nephew or niece, oi any nearer relative, has power to 
bequeath any property to religious or charitable uses, except by a Will executed not less 
than twelve months before Ins death, and deposited witlmi six months from its execu- 
tion in a Registry Office This is not applicable to Hindoos, Madomedans, or Buddhists. 


What other documents may he registered. 

3. The registration of the following documents is voluntary — 

l - Instruments (other than instruments of gifts and wills) which purport or 
operate to create, declare, assign, limit or extinguish, whether in present or in future, 
auy right, title or interest, whethei vested or contingent, of a value of less than 100 
Rupees to or in immoveable property ; 

ii - -Instruments acknowledging tlio receipt or payment of any consideration on 
account of the creation, declaration, assignment, limitation oi extinction of auy such 
light, title or iutei est ; 

iii. — Leases of immoveable property for any term not exceeding one year, and 
leases exempted by the proviso in clause iii of paiagraph 1 ; 

iv. — Awaids relating to immoveable property , 

v —Instruments which purport or operate to create, declare, assign, limit or ex- 
tinguish any right, title oi interest to or in moveable propeity ; 

I vi.— Wills. 

vii — Acknowledgments, A greemonts, Appointments, Articles of Partnership, Assign- 
ments, Awards, Bills of Exchange, Bills of Sale, Bonds, Composition -Deeds, Conditions 
oi Sale, Contiaets, certified copies of decrees and orders of Couits, Covenants, Grants, 
Instruments of Dissolution of Partnership, Instruments of Partition, Powers of Attorney, 
Promissory Notes, Releases, Settlements, Writings of Divorcement, and all other docu- 
ments not hereinbefore mentioned 

4. But although the registration of these documents is not compulsory, the advant- 
ages of registering them are— 

i.— That all documents, not testamentary, duly registered under the Indian Regis- 
tration Act, 1871, and relating to any property whether moveable or immoveable, take 
effect against any oral agreement or declaration relating to such property, unless where 
the agreement or declaration lias been accompanied or followed by delivery of posses- 
sion ; 

* Lease includes a counterpart, Kabuliyat, an undertaking to cultivate or occupy, and an agreement 
to lease 
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ii—That every document of the kinds mentioned in clauses i and ii of paragraph 
3, if duly registered, takes effect as regards the property comprised therein against 
every unregistered instrument relating to the same pi operty, and not being an order,, 
whether such unregistered document be of the same nature as the registered document 
or not. 


Description required in document relating to immoveable property. 

5. “No document, not testamentary, relating to immoveable property, shall be 
accepted for registration unless it contains a description of such property sufficient to 
identify the same. 

L — “Houses in towns shall be described as situate on the north or other sido of 
the street or road (mentioning it) to which they front, and by theii existing and former 
occupancies, and by their numbers, if the houses in such street or road are numbered. 
Other houses and lands shall be descubed by their name, if any, and as being in the 
territorial division in which they are situate, and by their superficial contents, the loads 
and other properties on which they abut, and their existing occupancies, and also, 
whenever it is practicable, by reference to a Government map or survey. 

ii. “ No document, not testamentary, containing a map or plan of any property 
comprised therein, sbuil l be accepted for registration unless it be accompanied by a true 
copy of the map or plan, or, in case such piopeity is situate in several districts, by such 
number of true copies of the map or plan as are equal to the number of such districts.”' 

Failure to comply with the provisions contained in clause i of this paragraph will not 
disentitle a document to be registered if the description of the property is sufficient to 
identify such propeity 

6. “ The term ‘ tciritoiial division,’ as used in the Indian Registration Act, 1871, shall, 
as far as practicable, include — 

(1) . The Registration District. 

(2) . The Registration Sub-District. 

(3) . The Taluk, Jaghire, Zemindary or Proprietary Estate. 

(4) . Any well known division thereof, such as a Moolah, Iloondah, Khindum, Fnka, 
Magany, Amshom, &c , and 

(5) . The village, hamlet, or suburb in which the property referred to in a registrable 
document is situated. 

But if the property is described in the document relating thereto by a specific rofer- 
rence to a registered instrument, in which the above particulars are already given, they 
need not be repeated.” 


Time prescribed for registration. 

7. No document, other than a will, “ shall be accepted for registration unless pre- 
sented for that purpose to the proper officer within tour months from the date of its 
execution ; 

Or in the case of a copy of a decree or order, within four months from the day on 
which the decree or order was made, or, where it is appealable, within four months from 
the day on which it becomes final ; 

Provided that, where there are several persons executing a document at different 
times, such document may he presented for registration and re-registration within four 
months from the date of each execution.” 

If owing to urgent necessity or unavoidable accident, the presentation is not made 
within the prescribed time, the Registrar, where the delay does not exceed four months, 
may direct registration on payment of a fine not exceeding ten times the proper 
registration fee. 

When a document purporting to have been executed by all or any of the parties 
out of British India, iB not presented till after the expiration of four months, “ the 
registering officer, if satisfied 

(1) That the instrument was so executed and 

(2) That it has been presented for registration within four months after its arrival 
in British India, 

may, on payment of the proper registration fee, accept such document for registartion.” 

“A Will may at any time be presented for registration, or deposited.” 
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8. No document, other than a Will, shall be registered unless the persons executing 
such document, or their representatives, assigns, or authorized agents, appear before 
the registering officer within the time allowed for presentation ; 

Provided that if, owing to urgent necessity or unavoidable accident, all such persons 
do not so appear, the Registrar, in cases where the delay in appearing does not exceed 
four months, may direct that, on payment of a fine not exceeding ten times the amount 
of the proper registration fee, the document may be registered. 

Such appearance may be simultaneous or at different times. 

Provided, further, that it is not necessary for any officer of Government, or for the 
Administrator General of Bengal, Madras, or Bombay, or for any Official Trustee, or for 
the Sheriff, Receiver or Registrar of a High Court, to appear in person or by agent at 
any registration office in any proceeding connected with the registration of any instru- 
ment executed by him in his official capacity. 


Place of Registration. 

9. The ordinary place for registering every document mentioned in paragraph 1, 
clauses i, ii, iii and iv, and paragraph 8, clauses i, ii, iii and iv, is the office of a Sub- 
Registrar within whose Sub-District the whole or some portion of the property to which 
such document relates is situate ; but the Registrar of a District, including a Presidency 
Town (e.g. t the Registrar of Madras), may receive and register any document of this 
description without regard to the situation in any part of British India of the property 
to which the instrument relates, and any Registrar may, at his discretion, receive and 
register any instrument which might be registered by any Sub-Registrar subordinate 
to him. 

10. Every other document may be presented for registration in the office of the 
Sub-Registrar in whose Sub- District the document was executed, or in the office of any 
Sub-Registrar under the local Government, at which all the persons executing and 
claiming under the document desire the same to be registered. A copy of a decree or 
order may be presented for registration in the office of the Sub-Registiar in whose Sub- 
District the original decree or order was made, or where it docs not affect immoveable 
property, in the office of any other Sub-Registiar under the local Government. 

11. Wills must be deposited with the Registrars of Districts. 

12. In ordinary cases, the registration or deposit of documents under this Act shall 
be made only at the office of the Officer whose duty it is to register the same ; but such 
Officer may, on special cause being shewn, attend at the residence of any person intending 
to register any document, or of any person desiring to deposit a Will and register or 
accept for registration or deposit such document or Will. 


Presentation of documents for Registration- 

13. Except in the case mentioned in last preceding paragraph, every document shall 
be presented at the proper Registration Office by some person executing or claiming 
under the same, or, in the case of a copy of a decree or order, claiming under the decree 
or order, or by his reprsentative or assign of such person, or by the duly authorized 
agent of such person, representative or assign.

4. All parties bringing documents for registration shall take them direct to the Regis- 
tering Offieer, and not to one of his Clerks or Peons. If thoro 
Presentation of docu- is any informality attendant on this presentation of a nature 
ments. Sections 32 & 52. which can be remedied, the Registering Officer shall give the 
parties such information as may be necessary, and return 
the document with a view to its being presented again in due form. Jf for instance the 
document is presented in the wrong office, he will inform them where they should go. If 
the parties have come without the prescribed fee, if an agent has come without a power 
of attorney or without such a power as the Act requires, if the description of the propety is 
insufficient to identify the same, if the document is one which ought to be accompanied by a 
translation and copy, or if it contains a map, of which copies are required for transmission 
to other offices, or if there are interlineations, alterations, erasures, or blanks which are 
not attested, the Registering Officer will explain what is wanted. If however there are 
none of these obstacles to the reception of the dooument, or if the document is presented 
again after these objections have been removed, he shall at once endorse on it the date, 
hour and place of presentation, and the signature of every presenting party. The stamp 
will then be examined. If it is found insufficient, the document must be impounded 
under Section 23 of Act XVIII of 1869, and registration suspended. The date must also 
be examined. If the prescribed period is passed, but the document is still admissible on 
payment of a penalty, registration must, in the case of a Sub-Registrar, be suspended 
pending a reference to the Registrar.

House Assessment. 

A rate of 74 per cent, on tlie annual value of houses, buildings, and lands, shall be 
levied; but it shall be at the option of the Commissioners, in lieu of such rate, to levy 
upon any lands unappropriated to any building or premises or upon any native huts with 
their appurtenances, a lixed annual rate, not exceeding 4 Rupees for every ground occu- 
pied by them, respectively. Any rate levied shall be due and payable by the owners 
of the said houses, buildings, lands and huts, respectively, from and aftci the end of the 
first quarter of the year. The Commissioners may exempt from assessment any house, 
building or land, the annual value whereof is less than 14 Rupees, if the same be the 
sole rateable property of the owner. Houses, buildings and lands situate in Fort Saint 
George, and buildings ordinarily used as places of public worship, shall not be liable to 
any rate. When any house shall have been vacant for sixty consecutive days during any 
year, the Commissioners shall remit so much, not exceeding one-half of the rate of that 
year’s as may be proportionate to the number of days the said house may have remained 
unoccupied ; provided that the owner of such house, or his agent, shall have given to 
the Commissioners notice in writing of the vacancy thereof ; and that the amount of 
rate to be remitted shall be calculated from the date of the delivery of such notice. 

The estimated gross annual rent at which houses, buildings and landB liable to the 
rate or rates imposed under this Act upon houses, buildings and lands, according to the 
annual value thereof, might reasonably be expected to let from year to year, shall for the 
purpose of the rates leviable under this Act, be held and deemed to be the annual value 
of such houses, buildings and lands. The value of a house or building so estimated 
shall not include the value of any machinery contained therein. 
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The annual value at which lauds, houses, buildings, or huts, with their appurtenances, 
are to be assessed, or the area on which they are to be rated under this Act, shall be fix- 
ed by the Commissioners ; and such lands, houses, buildings and huts, with their appur- 
tenances, shall be assessed or rated upon the value or the area so fixed, and, for such 
purpose the Commissioners may divide the town into such and so many districts as 
they may think fit, and may proceed to make a separate valuation or measurement, 
distict by district. 

The annual value assessed, or the area fixed by the Commissioners as hereinbefore 
provided, shall be entered in a book, to be kept at the Office of the Commissioners where- 
in shall also be written in distinct columns the name of the owner of the property ; or 
if the occupier and not the owner is the person liable to pay the rate, the name of the 
occupier, designation of the property, either by name or number sufficient to identify 
the same together with the name of the street or district in which such property is 
situate and the amount of the rate assessed or fixed theroon.

Appeals. 

Appeals against any rate or tax assessed or demanded by the Commissioners shall be 
heard and detei mined by two Magistrates ; but no such appeal shall bo heard unless the 
Amount of the rate or tax lias been deposited with the Commissioners ; and no appeal 
against a rate assessed by the Commissioner shall be heard, unless complaint has been 
previously made to the Commissioners ; provided that such Magistrates may, if they 
shall think fit, state a case for the opinion of the High Court. Every such appeal shall 
be commenced within thirty days after the accrual of the cause of complaint ; which 
shall, in respect of any rate, be deemed to accruo on the date of the certificate of the 
Commissioners in the assessment book, or, in case of any subsequent amendment of the 
said book, upon the roceipt, by the peison aggrieved, of notice of such amendments ; 
and in respect of any tax, the cause of complaint shall be deemed to have accrued from 
the date upon which such taxed has been fixed.

The assessment by the Commissioner of any rate or tax, when no appeal therefrom 
is made, and the adjudication of any appeal, shall be final and conclusive. 


Bye-Laws for the regigatigp of Markets and Slaughter-houses. 


I Public Department, Fort Saint George, Jvlp 22, 1868. 

The Governor in Council is pleased to confirm the following Bye-Laws of the Munici- 
pal Commissioners for the Town of Madras under Act IX of 1867 . — 

1. The stalls in every market for the sale of meat, fish and vegetables, shall have the 
flooring raised at least one foot from the ground, shall be paved with tiles, asphalte, or 
granite, and shall be covered with a water-tight, tiled or terraced l oof, the eaves being 7 
feet high from the ground, and projecting 8 feet beyond the basement, and the breadth 
of each double range of stalls shall be not less than 12 feet, and of each single range not 
less than 6 feet, 

2. The entrances from the public streets into the markets and slaughter-houses shall 
not he of less width than 12 feet each, and the gangways between the stalls shall not be 
of less width than 8 feet each, and shall be metalled with gravel or latent©, and drained 
to the satisfaction of the Commissioners, 

3. No at tides shall be exposed for sale or deposited in the gangways, 

4. Markets for the sale of meat, fish aud vegetables shall he lime-waslied, within and 
without, once at least in every four months. 

5. Stalls for the sale of meat and fish shall be washed, and all stalls and gangways 
swept, and the refuse removed therefrom morning and afternoon, and deposited at such 
places as may be appointed by the Commissioners. 

6. The flooring of stalls for the sale of meat and fish shall be kept in good order to 
the satisfaction of the Commissioners. 

7. Every market and slaughter-house shall be provided with a well and latrine, if 
deemed necessary, by the Commissionci s 

8. Every owner or farmer of a market shall provide, and keep in his market, standard 
sets of such weights and measures as arc goncially used in markets, for reference in case 
of dispute. 

9. Every slaughter-house shall be thoroughly washed and swept morning and 
afternoon. 

10. Every slaughterhouse shall be lime-washed, both within and without, once in 
every four months. 

11. Every slaughter-house shall be paved with granite stones, or flat paving bricks 
or tiles, or asphalte, and the joints shall be fresh pointed with mortar at least once 
annually. 

12. Persons afflicted with loathsome or infectious diseases are prohibited from vend- 
ing or exposing for sale any articles of food in a market or bazaar. 

13. When meat of any description is conveyed from the slaughter-houses, or fish from 
the beach to a market, it shall not be exposed to view. 

14. Kish or meat shall be sold or exposed for sale within the Municipal limits only 
in licensed markets, or in registered stalls. The registration to be gratis. 


Bye-Laws for the regulation of Burial and Burning Grounds. 

1. No person shall bury, or cause to be buried, any corpse in any Burial Ground 
within the Municipal limits in a grave of less depth than 4J feet if constructed of 
masonry, and 6 feet if not so constructed. 

2. No person shall build or dig or cause to be built or dug a grave in any such Burial 
Ground, at a less distance than two feet from any existing grave. 

3. No grave or vault containing a corpse shall be opened without the sanction, in 
writing, of the Pi evident. 

4 . No person, when burning or causing to be burnt any corpse or part of a corpse in 
any Burning Ground within the Municipal limits, shall permit the same, or any part 
thereof, to remain without being completely reduced to ashes, or to be removed until 
so reduced. 
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! 5. Every person who shall bring or convey, or cause to be brought or conveyed, any 
corpse, or part thereof, to any Burning Ground within the Municipal limits shall burn, 
or cause the same to be burnt, within six hours after its arrival at tho said Burning 
Ground. 

6. Every Burial or Burning Ground shall be surrounded by a sufficient wall or fence 
to the satisfaction of tho President. 


Bye-Laws for the regulation of offensive and dangerous trades, and places 
for Cart-stands and Livery and Hack Stables. 

1. Every owner or occupier of any place within the Municipal limits used for any 
of the purposes specified m Section 191 of tho Madras Municipal Act IX of 18G7, and 
every owner or occupier of a livery or hack stable or cait-btand, cattle-yaid, baheiy, 
j coach building-yard, or oilier manufactory, shall remove, oi cause to be removed, twice 
[ill every twenty-four hours, morning and afternoon, all filth, dirt, and iclube which at 
the time of such removal shall be m or about such place and shall cause such !i It) i , dnt, 
or dust to bo deposited in such places as the CommissioneiH may approve, and pi<>\ ision., 
for boiling or preparing the food of the cattle and attendants bhall be so made as* not. 
to be a nuisance to the neighbourhood. 

2. No owner or occupier of any Tannery within the prescribed limits shall i amove, 
,or allow to be removed, any hide or skin from any pit in such Tauueiy foi the pm- 
pose of exposing the same to the air, or for any otliei purpose, at any other time than 
between the hours of 5 and S o’clock m the morning 

| 3. Every cart-stand, stable, cattle-stall, and sheep-pen, shall be drained and mol died 

to the satisfaction of the Piesident, and eveiy enit-stand and Pauheiiy, oi Hoik ot 
huts, bhall be provided by the owner or tanner tlieieof, with latnnes ior males oi 
females, or both, as the case may lequiro, of such extent amlconsti action .is the Pi evi- 
dent shall approve of. 


Bye-Laws for the regulation and docent and proper use and maintenance 
of Latrines and Urinals. 

1. Every common urinal, which shall be provided or licensed by the Municipal Com- 
missioners, shall and may be used as, and for the purposes oi a uinial only, and ovoiy 
common latiinc, which shall be piowded or licensed by the Municipal Coniini^doiieia, 
shall and may be used as and for the purposes ot latiine only. 

2. No person shall be at liberty to use such common muidls oi common latunes for 
any purposes other than the purposes for which tiny are respectively restiietly intended, 
nor be permitted to use them respectively in an impropci m.innei, so as to cause them 
to be or become in a more filthy or noxious state, than but fur such impioper use 
thereof, they respectively would have been or become. 


Bye-Laws for the regulation of order in the public thoroughfares. 

1. Every person within whose premises any animal may die, shall, within six hours 
after its death, either remove the carcass at his own expense, without cutting it up or 
opening it, to such place as may be set apart by the Commissioners foi tlie loception 
of such carcasses, or report its death to the Conservancy Overseer of the Illusion 
within which such premises may be situate, and in such latter case shall pay to tho 
said Overseer the expense of removing the carcass at such rate as the President may 
from time to time determine. 

2. No person shall dry brattics on the external walls of houses or yards adjoining 
the public streets. 

3. Tho external walls of houses and yards adjoining the public streets shall be kept 
in proper repair with lime plastering, and shall be lime-washed once a yaar, unless 
specially exempted by the Commissioners. 

4. Every well shall be fenced by a wall 3 feet high from tho surface of the ground. 

5. No person shall make use of the pavement or verandah of his house or of any place 
not properly adapted for such purpose, in front of his house, or by the side of any street 
as a stable or stall, for keeping horses, ponies, bulls, cows, buffaloes, or any other animal’

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| A table of such Bye-Laws as are applicable to such places respectively, legibly printed 
or painted in English and the Vernacular languages, shall be placed on boards and put 
up m a conspicuous place in every market, slaughter-house, and burial or burning 
ground, for the information and guidance of the public. 

Whoever shall commit any breach ^of any of the foregoing Bye-LawB, by doing any 
act prohibited by any such Bye-laws, or by neglecting to do any act directed to be done 
by any such Bye-Laws, or in any wise howsoever, shall be liable to a penalty not exceed- 
ing 20 Rupees, and in the case of a continuing breach to a further penalty not exceed- 
ing 10 Rupees for every day during which the breach is continued after the conviction 
for such offence. 

That no person shall cut grass on the roads and in the side channels adjoining the 
roads situated within the Municipality. 

No person shall expose to view, or cause to be exposed to view, any raw skin or skins, 
or raw hide or hides, in the course of its or their carriage from place' to place. 

No cart, carriage, or vehicle of any description whatsoever without springs, pushed or 
drawn by a man or men, oi a bullock oi bullocks, or otliei aiiini.il oi animals, whether 
empty oi laden with passengers or things of any descnptiou whatsoever, shall be pushed, 
drawn, or diiven on any road or street, except on the metalled aide or sides thereof , nor 
shall any such cait, carriage, or vehicle or any jutka with or without spimgs, whether 
empty or laden as aforesaid, be pushed, drawn, or dn\eii between the lionis of 9 A. M. 
and 7 I. M on that part of Poplum’s Broadway, in the Black Town of Madias, which is 
situate between the China bazani oi Mundavuly street and the (dm roll Missionary Society’s 
premises in Popham’s Broadw ay. 

No cait, caniage, or vehicle of any description whatsoever, whether on or without 
springs, shall be pushed, diavvn, or diiven, nor shall any animal be led, ridden, oi diiven 
on any footpath expicssly intended or made foi foot-passengeih, on any side or sides of 
any road oi street, oi through any esplanade, nor shall any person use, or cause to be 
used, .my suili footpath oi any part oi parts thereof, tor the location, cither permanently 
oi tempo! arily, of any stall or stalls for the sale oi any ai tide or articles or thing or 
things of any dohciiptiun whatsocvei, or lor any purpose oi pm poses other than tor the 
use of loot-pa.isengeis. 

No person shall sell, oi came to be sold, or expose m cause tub* exposed for sale 
any mutton, beef, pork or other (butchers’) meat or poultry, fish or salt-fish, m any place 
otin'i than markets licensed by the resident of the Municipal Commission for the Town 
of Madias, to be used for such sale. 

The Govern ot in Council directs the publication of the following Bye Law of the 
M umcipal Commissioners foi the Town of Madras, under Act IX of 1807 — 

“ That no new building shall be elected m coitain streets hereinafter named, unless 
they aio of an altitude and facade vdiioli shall be appioved of by the President, viz . — 

The North Beach, 2nd Line Beach, the Esplanade front of the Town, Popham’s 
Bioadway, the Mount Road, Salay Stieet lioiu Andeappcn Naiek Slieot to the General 
Hospital, A lineman Stieet, Thumboo Chetty Sheet, Mint Sheet, Andeappcn Naick 
Street and B.ubei’s Budge load — piovided that thoie shall Ik ail appeal to the Governor 
in Council flow any decision of the Piesident of the Municipal Commission passed under 
this Bye-Law.” 

Registration of Births and Deaths. 

Madras Act IX of 1807 lenders the legist ration of Ruths and Deaths compulsory, and 
invests the Municipal CommiAMoueis, with power to establish oilicoa in diffeient parts of 
the town for this purpose. 

The father or mother of every child horn in the town, or, in case of the death, illness, 
absence, or inability of the father and mother, *somc peison who was present at, or in 
attendance during the child-Ln tli, shall, within one week next after the day of every 
such birth, give information thereof to the Registrar. So also shall one of the persons 
piesent at the death, or in attendance during the last illness of eveiy peison dying in the 
town, or in case of the death, illness, inability or default of all such persons, the occupier 
of the building or tenement, or in case the ocupier be the person who shall have died, 
some inmate of the building or tonement in which such death shall have happened, 
within eight days next after the day of such death, give information to the Registrar 
touching the death of such person. Any such person who shall neglect or refuse to give 
such information shall bo liable to a penalty not exceeding 100 Rupees.

Notification of the Collector of Income Tax for the Town of Madras. 

It is hereby notified that every person or firm, withiu the Town of Madras, whose 
annual income or profits are not chaigeable under Parts II, 111 and IV, that is, who is 
not an office-bearer under Government, under a Company, or under a Municipal or othei 
public body or association not being a Company ; or w ho is not a Member of a Company ; 
or holder of Government Securities and whose income or pioHts are, or exceed 750 
rupees per annum ; is liable undei Act XU of 1871 to pay an income tax upon his oi 
tlieii income and profits at the rate of 2 pies a rupee, to the undersigned. Pay and 
allowances of Officers, Warrant Ofliceis, Non-Commissioned Officers and Privates of Hei 
Majesty’s Forces, or of Hei Majesty’s Indian Forces who are not in Civil employments, 
when they do not exceed 500 rupees per mensem, and the profits and income derived 
from any moveable oi immoveable property solely employed for religious or charitable 
public purposes, are undei Section 4 of the Act not assessable to the income-tax. 

Section 7 exempts from tax all incomes of office-bearers amounting to less than 62£ 
rupees a month. 

The attention of every Treasurer or other officer whose duty it is to pay any salary, 
annuity, or pension from any Company, oi any Municipal or other public body, is called 
to Section 9, and they are requested to remit their monthly collections of tax deducted 
from the afoiesaid pay, annuity, or pension, to the undersigned soon after collections are 
made. They are further requested to forward the Collector a return of their payees as 
per form circulated to them. 

All Trustees, Guardians, Curators, Committees of any infant, married woman, subject 
to the law of England, lunatic ot idiot , and all agents of pei sons not resident in British 
India, arc hereby requited to deliver before the 30th June 1871, a statement of the 
amount of income in respect wheieof they are chargeable on account of such incapacitated 
persons, and non-residents, as pi escribed m Section 19. They shall verify such state- 
ments with a declaration of the tiuth theieof 

The attention of Recei\eis, or Managers, appointed by any Court, the Court of Wards, 
the Administrator-General of Madias and Official Trustees, is drawn to Section 21, 
declaring them chargeable in respect of all income and profits officially in their posses- 
sion or under their control. 

Section 24 of the Act requires j'lerRons on whom notices wdth a form of Return undei 
Section 23 have been stwved, to send to, or deliver at the office of the undersigned, the ; 
Return duly filled in and signed w ith the pi escribed declaration within the time therein 
mentioned. In this the actual income of the year last expired should be mentioned. | 

Persons failing to make this return in time shall not be entitled under Section 81 to ; 
apply by petition to the Collector, in ordei to establish their right to have the assess- 
ment fixed by the Collector reduced flr cancelled. | 

At the time appointed by the Collector of Income Tax for the hearing of petitions I 
under Section 32, petitioners or their duly authorized agents must be in attendance at ! 
the Income-Tax Office, and be prepared with such evidence as is necessary to support 
their statements. The petition should be drawn according to the form hereto appended, 

and bear a Court Fee Stamp of Annas 8. In cases wiiere the petitioners or their duly 
authorized agents fail to appear at the time of hearing, their petitions will be dismissed { 
and the assessment wdll then become absolute. The absolute assessment shall be paid I 
into the Collector’s Office within fifteen days from the date of the order. ■ 
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Appeal*} against tlio order of the Collector under Section 32 fixing the assessment 
shall bc5 made within fifteen days from the date thereof, to the Co mm issioner of tlio 
Income Tax, on payment of the sum payable under such order. Such appeals must be 
accompanied with a copy of the decision passed by the Collectoi and that of the petition 
on which such decision was passed, with the receipt for the tax paid. Such appeals 
must be written on a Court Fees’ Stamp of one Rupee. The order of the Commissioner 
confirming, reducing, or enhancing the assessment m appeal shall be final.

Nothing in the foregoing rules to disturb the existing practice relating to precedence at 
Native Courts, or on occasions of intercourse with Natives, and the Governor-General in 
Council to be empowered to make rules for such occasions in case any dispute shall arise. 

All ladies to take place according to the rank herein assigned to their respective 
husbands, with the exception of wive s of Peers, and of ladies haring precedence in England 
independently of their husbands, and who are notin rank below the daughters of Barons ; 
such ladies to take place according to their several ranks with reference to such prece- 
dence m England immediately after the wives of Members of Council at the Presidencies 
in India.

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The public are invited to give particular attention to the following 
remarks and instructions, viz 

Addresses on Inland Covers.— No address is complete which does not contain the 
Post Town, from which delivery is intended, and care should always be taken to write the 
name of the Post Town as clearly as possible It should generally form the last part of 
the address. If, however, the cover be directed to a Post Town of small note (especially 
if situated in another Province), or if it be directed to a Post Town having a name the 
same as, or very similar to the name of another Post Town, it is proper to add in brackets 
the name of the District or Province in which the Post Town of address is situated. 
This can always be ascertained by reference to the List of Post Offices. 

Care should be taken to spell the names of Post Towns in the same way as they are 
spelt in the List of Post Offices and to write them legibly in large well-formed characters. 
Jt must be remembered that to natives of this country the English language is an 
acquired one, and that they are not so well able to decipher imperfect current hand* 
writing as if the language and character were their own. 

Covers not exceeding 10 tolas in weight which are intended to be sent otherwise than by 
Letter Post should have the words “ Book-Post” or “Pattern Post” or “ Bangliy Post” (as 
the case may be) superscribed on the address side of the cover. In tlic absence of such 
superscription, they are forwarded by Letter Post and charged at Letter rates. 

Addresses on Foreign Covers.— Jn the case of letters for places abroad, the name 
of the country (written clearly in large well-formed characters) as well as the town or 
city should bo given in full. Attention to this rule will often assist in deciphering the 
name of the town or city, and will prevent the letter from being inis-seni when there are 
towns of the same name in different countries. The addiess of every letter to a place 
abroad should end with the name of the country. Names of foreign towns, cities, or 
countries should be spelt in the address m the same way as m the Foreign Postage 
Schedule ; and the attention of foreigners is particularly directed to this point, as many of 
them are in the habit of spelling foreign names according to the foieign method. If the 
route by which the cover is intended to be sent be given by the sendei, it should he 
written on the upper left hand corner, and if the name of the sender be given, it should 
be wiiiten on the lower left hand corner. 

For rules respecting the maiking of the particular route by which a cover is intended 
to be sent, and respecting the practice of the Post Office in selecting routes when no parti- 
cular routo is given by the sender. 

Postage Labels how to be placed, kc -Labels should hi placed on the front, that 
is the addiess side of the letter and upon the right hand uppei coiner. On le-directcd 
letters, however, care should be taken not to place fresh stumps ovei the stamps which 
have been pieviously used. 

The public are recommended to mark the stamps affixed by them to covers either bylines 
drawn across them or by writing across them. Covers may be destroyed for the sake of 
the stamps borne l>y them, and as stamps bearing any mark demoting previous use can- 
not be so readily disposed of, much nsk is avoided bv the practice beie recommended. 

Transmission of Currency Notes by Post.— Letters containing com or a Currency 
Note or any poition thereof addressed to any place in India must be registered , and it is 
strongly recommended that Currency Notes scut through the post be sent in halves , the 
second halves being forwarded on acknowledgment of the receipt of the fust halves. This 
method avoids much link, for the value of the half-note (if the other half be lost) can be 
recovered from the Paper Currency Department at a small charge under a Bond of 
Indemnity. If, on the other hand, whole notes sent by post are lost, the Currency 
Department docs not recognize any claim on the part of the lorser, although it records 
the loss, and, when the note is piesented and paid at any Cuirency Office, informs the 
Polioe and the person who lost the note. As, howevei, stolen nob's are seldom presented 
by the thief, and as notice received m good faith are good possession, the recoveiy of a 
lost whole note is comparatively late. 

When Currency Notes are sent by post, covers or envelopes of a substantial and non- 
transparent kind should he used The large black figuies indicating the value of a 
Currency Note can be deciphered even if covered bv eight-fold of p.ipei of the thin 
tiaiispaient kind so commonly used in this country. The publie are earnestly requested 
not to place unnecessary temptation in this respect before then own seivants who take 
such letters to the post and before the Tost Offico employes. 

Registration of Packets, Ac.— Attention is invited to the fact that not only letters 
but also newspapers and Packet of books or patter ns , can be registered by inland post to 
any part of India, or by foreign post (Bntish Packet) to the United Kingdom, the United 
States of America, and any British Colony. Tile fee for registering, newspaper or packet 
is the same as for registering a letter, and in all the cases mentioned is irrespective of weight.

Delivery op Mails — T hree deliveries are made at the undei mentioned hours, when 
the letter-carriers attached to the General Tost Office quit the place, and two Mail carts 
are despatched — one north w aid, and the otliei southward, containing letters and papers 
foi delivery through the Suburban Post Offices 

Fmt Dchvery , 6 a. m.— Comprises the Mails from stations west and south-west Rail- 
way lines from Trichinopoly, &c. 

Second Delivery, 10-30 A. M -Consists of Inland Mails received by west and south-west 
Kail way lines, aud southern Mail cart, kc. 

Third Delivery, 3-30 p. m -Consistent Inland Mails from the north-west Railway line, 
northern coast., and other Mails leceived after the second delivery 

lhe Mails that arrive after the third or 3-30 1*. M. delivery, are not issued until the 
first or 6 a, M. dedivery of the following day. 

Parcels and books for the suburbs are delivered through the Subuiban Post Offices by 
the second or 10-30 a. m., and t&irri or 3-30 P. M. deliveries. 

On Sundays, only one delivery is made, viz , at 10-30 a. M. 

Overland covers for delivery m the suburbs are despatched from the General Post Office 
by a special Mail cart so soon as they arc sorted, whcthei during the day or night, and 
are. distributed by each submban Post Office by the next delivery immediately following 
their receipt. Any person, however, wishing to avoid the delay that will thus occur, may 
send to the Post Office of the District in which he resides for his letters, where they will 
be delivered to the messenger on payment of any postage that may be due. 

Window Delivery.— To payers of a fee of 12 Rupees per annum, tickets are furnished 
which entitle the holders thereof to receive all letters, &c., at the General Post Office, as 
soon as the Mails (Indian or English) have been examined and sorted. 

At Provincial or Mofussil Post Offices.— T he delivery of letters, &c., depends 
on the time of the arrival of Mails. 

Indian Inland Letter Post.- Letters and other articles are conveyed by this means 
between any two Post Offices in India, at the following rates, if prepaid 

Not exceeding £ tolah, 6 Pie ; 1 tolah, 1 Anna ; 1$ tolali, 2 Annas ; 2 t clubs, 3 Annas; 
and so on, adding an additional Anna for every tolah in weight or fraction thereof. 
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Every person who may not be paid by Post Office Department, through whom any dis- 
trict post letter may be delivered, is authorized to receive a fee of one Pice, (a fourth of an 
Anna) for his own use, in addition to any unpaid postage which may be due on it. 

Inland postage is not chargeable on Soldiers’ overland letters. 

Newspapers for Soldiers are not subject to forward postage when re-directed. 

REGISTRATION. — Letters, Newspapers, and Book packets can be registered by pay- 
ment of 4 Annas in addition to postage, both of which must be prepaid by stamps. 

The party posting such letters will be furnished with receipt bearing the address of 
the letter and the office stamps. 

Letters sentio be registered should be well secured with sealing wax, as those fastened 
with gum or wafer can be opened with impunity and without the slightest difficulty. 

Registration makes the transmission of a letter more secuie, as its disposal can thereby 
be traced. 

As registration does not involve a receipt for the contents of a letter, and as abstraction 
thereof may take place before as well as after the cover h ponied, it. is always advisable tor 
the addressee who expects valuable enclosures to open the letter in the prtsenee of the 
Postman at the time of granting the receipt. 

The registration of letters containing valuables, such as Bank Notes or coin is compul- 
sory — covers containing such articles when posted without being Registered are charged 
with a double tec. 

On the delivery for a registered letter, a receipt for the same must be signed immedi- 
ately and given to the delivery peon. 

CEYLON POST. — Letters sent from India by post, whether by land or by sea, to any 
pai t of Ceylon, are liable to the undermentioned rates of postage, which must be prepaid ; 
otherwise they will be returned to the sender thiough the Dead Letter Office. 

For a letter not exceeding \ oz... . 2 Annas. 

Do. exceeding 4 oz., and not exceeding 1 oz. 4 ,, 

Do. do. 1 oz , do. 3 4 oz. 6 „ 

Do do. 14 oz , do. 2 ozs. 8 „ 

and so on, adding 2 Annas or 3 d. for every additional 4 oz. or fraction of 4 oz. 

The above rates will only piepay a lettei from the station of despatch to that of 
original address. 

Newspapers are forwarded by dawk at the Indian rates, but this franks them only up 
to the limits of India. Book-packages and Patterns exceeding 3 lbs. or 120 tolahs, will 
not be received, the}' can only be sent by the Contract Coasting Steamers. 

MYSORE ANCHAY POST. — The postage on letters, &e , posted for delivery through 
the Mysore Anchay, i. e., the separate post of the Mysore Government, must be fully 
prepaid, or otherwise they are detained and forwarded to the Dead Letter Office for 
disposal, except in the case of unpaid imported letters, &c , and those taxed with forward 
postage for re-direction.

(c ) Letters forwarded by the French route to France or Algeria and other foreign 
countries, are charged as follows. The payment of postage is optional, except when sent 
to the places marked,* when it must be paid in advance. Letters intended for despatch

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by this route should have the words via Bomba,)/ and France writen on them. Letters 
postal tn France, if sent unpaid, are charged at the rate of 14 Annas for every J ounce. 

NEWSPAPERS AND PRICES CURRENT.-- The rates of postage chargeable on 
Newspapers and Prices Cui rent sent by Her Majesty’s Mail, are given in the annexed 
table. No more than one paper can be put undci the cover. Newspapers to all places 
except to and \ia France, must be prepaid with steam postage. Those insufficiently 
paid to tin* United Kingdom via Southampton, but upon which a single rate of 8 Pies 
has been paid, will be foi warded charged with the rule deficient postage and a fine of 8 
Pies.

The. term “newspaper*' implies any peiiodioal published at regular intervals not 
exceeding 28 days, piovided it is the medium of current intelligence and has not been 
registeied. 
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INDIAN BOOK POST — The following are the rates of postage without ieference to 
distance for books not packets. 

Not exceeding 10 tolas, 1 Anna ; 20 tolahs, 2 Annas , 30 tolah*, 3 Annas ; 40 tolahs, 

4 Annas; 50 tolahs 6 Annas ; and so on adding 1 Anna loi every additional 10 tolahs, 
or fraction thereof. 

The packet may consist of books, or newapapeis and such like. 

Packets sent by this meaiib aie subject to the following conditions *- - 

1. The packet shall not exceed 1J feet in length, noi 1 foot in width or depth. 

2. It must be sent eithei without a cover, or in a cover oj eu at the ends or sides, so 
as to admit of the enclosures being removed toi examination Foi the gieatei security 
of its contents, it may be secured with stung, but in smli case the Post Master is 
authorized to cut the stung, although if he do so he must again tie up the packet. 
Dm ing the monsoon, or lain y months, the packet should be coveied with wax cloth, 
sufficiently long to allow of the ends (whuh must be left open as usual) being folded 

• down in such a manner as to pie\e»t,as fai as practicable, the contents gelling aijmed 
I Samples of seeds, Ac., may be enclosed m boxes, oi m bags of linen oi othei mateiiaJ 
fastened in hucIi a manner that they may be leadily opened, oi in bags entnely closed, 

! provided that they aie transparent, that the officers of tin* depaitmelit may be able to 
satisfy themselves as to the natuie oi the contents 

If this rule is infnnged the packet will be tiealcd as a lei ter oi bangliy paicel, as the 
case may bo. 

3. The packet must contain nothing sealed oi othei wise closed against inspection , 
nor any lettei or communication of the natnic of a lettei whethei sepaiate oi othei-* 
wuse, unless llie whole of such letter oi communication ht piiuled Kntnes, however, 
merely stating who sends the Book, Ac , m to whom it is given aie not legaided as a 
letter. As icspeots the name and addle, ss ot the sendei, not only is the writing pel init 
ted, but it is locommeihled, in older that if the eovei come off, oi foi any other reason 
the packet, cannot be forw aided, it. may he lctuiiicd to the sendei. 

Any packet having any lettei oi any communication ot the natuie of a lettei in it oi 
upon the cover, will be cliaiged with the lettei postage. If it contain any lettei not 
wholly printed, whether closed oi opened, or any enclosuie sealed or othei wise closed 
against inspection or any other unauthonzed cindosuie, the letter m enclosuie will he 
taken out and foi warded to the add) ess on the packet ehaiged with the full postage as 
an unpaid letter, and the remaindei of the packet if duly joepanl with stamps will 
then he forw&tded to its addiess A packet containing knives, ramis, nails, Ac , found 
not sufficiently guarded, will he stopped, and notne ol detention sent to the person to 
whom it is addressed, oi to the sender, who mav then obtain it on peisoual application, 
but tile packet will be charged with a fine equal in amount to the postage to which the 
packet was liable 

A packet, if posted healing, will be charged with bangliy rates of postage 

Book packets posted lnsuflhiently paid by at least one rite, will be foi wauled cliaiged 
with double the difference Books and pamphlets weighing under 10 tolahs, and not 
superscribed “ Pci Book Post,” will be foi wauled bv Lettei Mail, taxed with lettei rates 
of postage. 

Parcels exceeding the prescribed weight will be foi w aided as a bangliy paicel if 
addressed to any place in India 

The hours for receipt of Book Post ai tides aie the same as those foi bangliy paicels 

Book packets cannot be leceived for despatch by private sailing vessels oi non- 
contract Steamers. 

Inland book rates of postage aie charged on all book packets transmitted by means of 
Her Majesty’s Indian post by sea. 

Book packets will be transmitted by Lettei Mail to stations where theie is no separate 
banghy post establishment, provided it be certified in wiiting, under the full signature 
and address of the sender, that the book packet does not contain any letter or other 
written communication, if the certificate be ialse, the tender will be subject to a pen- 
alty not exceeding 500 lfupees. 

Packet post.— Packets of patterns may be sent by Banghy Post at the following 
rates, (inespective of distance) viz • —

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Any article may be sent by Packet post. The rules for packing &c., are the same as 
those laid down for Book post articles. 

INLAND BANGHY POST.— Inland postage is charged by weight on parcels sent 
by Baughy post, according to the following rate provided that not more than one letter 
is to bo enclosed, under a penalty not exceeding 50 Rupees : — 

For every 10 tolalia or fraction thereof 3 Annas. 

No parcel exceeding 640 tolahs in weight can be received for transmission on a line 
where the Banghy is carried by foot-runners, nor can a parcel exceeding 2,000 tolahs in 
weight be received under any circumstances whatever for despatch by Banghy or letter- 


Parcels received by post from sea-ward exceeding the weight which may be sent by 
Banghy arc made over to the Collector of Customs for publication in his list of unclaim- 
ed packages. 

Parcels must be pecurely packed in cloth, wax cloth, or tin, and bear distinct impres- 
sions of some device, not that of current com , fixed at intervals not exceeding three 
inches along the line of sewing. If these conditions a?'e not observed , , the pared will he 
returned for that purpose 

Where there is no Banghy Post establishment, parcels will be transmitted by letter 
post, charged with postage according to the above scale if it be certified in writing on 
such parcels, under the full signature and address of the sender, that it does not contain 
any letter or any other written communication. If the certificate be false, the sender 
of the parcel will be subject to a penalty not exceeding 500 Rupees. 

Parcels not exceeding 10 tolahs , and not superscribed for despatch by (t Banghy Post,” 
will be forwarded by Letter Mail taxed with letter rates of postage. 

Parcels aie not received for transmission by private sailing vessels or non-contract 
Steamers 

The postage on parcels for stations to which pre-payment is not compulsory, is the 
i>amc whether posted, prepaid, or bearing. 

Parcels once posted cannot be returned to the senders without the permission of 
Government or the Postmaster General. 

Parcels cannot be forwarded to the Colonies oi the United Kingdom at Banghy rates 
of postage. If sent, they must be prepaid at the rates prescribed for letters transmit- 
ted by the Contract P. and O. S. N. Co’s Steamers. 

Parcels can only be posted between the hours of 7 and 8 a.m., and 12 noon and 5 r.M, 

The Banghy Department is opened on Sundays and principal holidays for two hours.

lU ‘ I Suburban Post Offices, 7 to 8 a. m. and 1 to 2 r. M. 

SHIP POSTAGE. — Letters, &c., transmitted to any place by a Contract Coasting 
Steamer, are taxed with inland rates of postage. 

Letters sent by a sailing vessel or non-contract Steamers arc subject, in addition to 
inland postage, to a charge of ship or bounty money of one Anna on each cover, which 
may, at the option of the sendei, be prepaid in stamps or to be paid on delivery. 

Letters intended for despatch by private Steamers or sailing vessels, should be so 
superscribed ; or otherwise they may, in the absence of such directions to guide the 
Post Office, be sent by land where such communications exist. 

Ship and Indian Postage will be levied on all letters received from beyond H. M.’s 
Indian possessions when delivered at Madras or forwarded to the Mofussil. The Indian 
postage must be fully paid when letters are posted for despatch, or otherwise they will 
be retained and disposed of by the Dead Letter Office. 

Ship postage is not levied on newspapers. 

SOLDIERS’ LETTERS. — Soldiers’ letters posted in India, for delivery in India, are 
subject to the ordinary rates of Indian postage. 

Soldiers’ letters not exceeding half an ounce in weight are entitled to be conveyed 
from any part of India to any part of Great Britain or the Colonies for one penny or 
eight pies, provided the postage is prepaid. 
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Letters from Soldiers and Sailors in India, addressed to Europe, if not prepaid, are 
charged two-pence on delivery. / 

Pre-payment of postage on letters for Soldiers and Seamen, addressed to the under-

Book and Pattern Post between India, the United Kingdom and 
British Colonies. 

Under the following conditions as to mode of packing, exclusion of all communica- 
tions, of the nature of a letter, and pre-payment of postage by means of stamps, packets 
of books, patterns, publications, or works of literature or art, wliethei British, Colonial 
or Foreign ; and all packets consisting of printed votes and proceedings of the Imperial 
Parliament or any Colonial Legislature, may be transmitted between any part of the 
East Indies, Great Britain, Malta, Gibraltar, tlie Australian Colonies, Hong-Kong, Cey- 
lon, Mauritius, Aden, Singapore and Penang. 

1st . — The postage must be prepaid by means of stamps affixed outside the packet or 
its ccgrcr. 

2nd .— Every packet must be sent either without a cover, or in a cover open at the 
side or sides, so as to admit of the enclosures being removed for examination. Samples, 
however, of seeds, &c , may be enclosed in boxes or in bags of linen, or other material 
fastened in such a manner that they may be readily opened, or in bags entirely closed, 
provided that they are transpaient, so that the officers of tlie department may be able 
to satisfy themselves as to the nature of the contents. If this rule be infringed, the 
packet will be treated as a letter. 

3rd. — A book packet may contain any number of separate books or other publications 
(including printed or lithographed letters,) photographs (when not oil glass or in cases 
containing glass) prints, or maps, and any quantity of paper, parchment or vellum, and 
the books or other publication, prints, maps, 8cc , may be either printed, written, engrav- 
ed, lithographed or plain, or any mixture of these : but no printed matter or prints 
will be allowed, except such as may be printed on paper, parchment or vellum. 
Further, all legitimate binding, mounting, or covering of a book, &c , or of a portion 
thereof, will be allowed, whether such binding, &c , be loose or attached ; as also rollers 
in the case of prints or maps, markers (whether of paper or otherwise in the case of 
books;) and in short, whatever is necessary for the safe transmission of such articles, 
or usually appertains thereto ; but tlie bindings, &c., must not be sent as a separate 
packet. 

4th . — The packet must not contain any letter closed or open, or any enclosure sealed 
or otherwise closed against inspection, nor must there be any letter or any communica 
tion of the nature of a letter written or printed in any such packet or on its cover. 
Entries, however, merely stating who sends the book, &c., or to whom it is given, are 
not regarded as a letter. In the case of packets of patterns, the address of the sender, 
a trade mark and numbers, and the prices of articles, may be written, not on loose 
pieces of papers, but on the cover, or on small labels attached to the samples, or bags 
containing them. 

5th .— No book or pattern packet can bo received, if it exceeds two feet in length, 
width or depth. 

5th . — The prohibition which has heretofore existed to the transmission as patterns of 
articles of intrinsic value by the post between the United Kingdom and India, has been 
withdrawn. 

7th .— The rule which forbids the transmission through the post of an article which 
might injure the contents of the mail bags, or the officers of the Post Office is so far 
relaxed as to permit the transmission of scissors, knives, razors, forks, steel-pens, nails, 
keys, watch machinery, metal tubings, pieces of metal or ore, and such like as samples ; 
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provided that they be packed and guarded in ho secure a manner as to afford complete 
protection to the contents of the mail bags and the officers oi the Post Office, while, at 
the same time, the samples may be easily examined. If any packet containing such 
articles as these be posted, "which is found not to be sufficiently guauled, it will be 
stopped. 

8 th . — Samples of Heed and similar articles may be sent in bags entirely closed if 
transpaient, so that the officers of the Post Office may satisfy themselves of the nature 
of the contents. 

9 th. — In exception to the rule permitting articles of intiinsic value to be forwarded, 
it must be understood that sueli articles cannot be foi wauled in the Mails rid Mm settles 

1 Of A. — Any packet which shall not be open to examumtioii as required by Hole 2, or 
shall have auy letter or any communication of the nature of a lettei written or printed 
in it or upon its cover, will be cluiged with let-toi postage 

llf/t. — If a packet be fouud to contain any letter not wholly printed, wliethei closed 
or open, or auy enclosure, sealed or other wise closed against inspection, oi any ofchei 
unauthorized enclosure, the letter oi enclosure will be taken out and foivvaided to the 
address on the packet, charged with toll postage as an unpaid letter, together with an 
additional book rate, that is, with the postage chargeable on a book weighing not more 
than half a pound— the remaindei of the packet, it duly piepaul with stamps, will then 
bo forwarded to its address. 

18/7/.— Book or pattern packets which aic wholly unpaid, will he forwarded to their 
destination charged with double the amount of book postage, and those which are 
insufficiently prepaid with the amount of the deficiency, and an additional book rate 
as a fine. 

MiSCKUiANKOiis Hulks.— I n order to protect, ns far a* possible, the public Mails fiom 
the chance of robbery, offfceisin charge of Post Offices shall not knowingly receive coin, 
bullion, precious stone*, or jewels for despatch, either by Letter or B.ingliy Post. 

Receipts will not be granted foi any Jett pis, oi papeis, or book packets, received at 
any Pont Office foi despatch, except in the case of legisteied articles , an 1 w ijl be granted 
for parcels, only when presented leadily written, either in books or oil separate blips of 
paper along with the parcels Receipts so piesented will be duly stamped. 

Letter-carriers are forbidden to delivei any lettei, new spapei , oi other article, without 
requiring immediate payment of the exact amount of postage. They aie not bound to 
give charge. If the amount of postage due is not at once tendered, and a letter-carrier 
is subject to detention, the lettei s, Ac,, upon winch postage is due, shall be taken back 
to the Post Office for the next delivery. Jitter-camels are forbidden to deviate from 
the prescribed route 

Any pei son can reut a private box and receive bis letters, &c., at the Post Office 
window, who is willing to pay the appointed fee of twelve Rupees per annum, to be paid 
in advance, and for a period of not less than a \ car The same also are the tenns for a 
private bag, except that m addition, a charge will be made foi the cost of the bag itself 
and for conveyance, — the mxaimum of the latter being the Rupees pei annum, if the 
bag be conveyed by a iuial Messenger, and ten Rupees if by a Contractor for a Mail 
Cart or other Uoise Post. The weight of a pi hate bag, when empty, is limited to one 
pound. Ho private bag shall be allowed without the permission of the Inspecting Post 
Master. 

The poster of a letter oi parcel containing any explosive or dangerous material or sub- 
stance is liable to a penalty of Rupees 200. (See Section 42 of the Indian Post Office Act 
XVI of 186ff.) 

Any person who, for the purpose of defrauding the Post Office revenue, certifies on 
any official or other letter or packet what is not ti tie in respect to the contents thereof, 
incurs a penalty of Rupees 500. A party sending private letters under an official cover 
duly franked, comes under this Rule. ( See Section 43 J 

Auy person refusing to deliver up a letter or other article erroneously delivered to 
him by the Post Office, can be punished with impiisonment of either description, and 
shall also be liable to a tine. ( See Section 45.) 

Letters or parcels suspected to contain contraband articles can be opened by the 
Postal Authorities, and parcels for foreign countries can be retimed by them, unless 
accompanied by a Custom House Certificate. ( See Section 6oJ 
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The Postal Department is not responsible for any loss or damage that may occur in 
respect of anything entrusted to it for conveyance. (See Section V5.J 

All communications respecting change of address should be made to the Post Master 
at the station. 

A separate instruction is required for every change of address, and no instruction is 
attended to for more than three months after receipt. 

The practice of giving instructions to the officers of the Post Office to intercept and 
le-direet letters, not only imposes ranch labor upon them, but m large offices seriously 
retards the delivery and despatch of Mails. A register of instructions regarding changes 
of address is kept in every Post Office, but it is to be understood that it is impossible to 
guarantee that they shall be attended to except in the ease of lettgps received on delivery. 

Verbal instructions, 01 such as may be of a complicated or conditional nature, will 
not be attended to 

Unless by an express order of Government, or Piioctor Geneial of the Post Offices, 
or a Post Master Geneial, no letter, parcel, or packet, which has been delivered into any 
Post Office, shall be restoml to the sender thereof, except in the manner described m 
Section XXIX of the Post Office Act of 18t>(»; and except m the case of a letter or 
other articles addressed to a place beyond the limits of lhitish India, which, for any 
leason, cannot be foi wauled to its destination 

Letters, papers, or packets, w hich follow a pait.y or re-addressed from one station to 
another or stopped in tiansit taxed with fotw.ud postage 

English postage stamps air not lecogmzed in India, noi arc Indian postage stamps 
acknowdedged in (beat Biitain. 

Official references and peisonal a pplic ation to Post Office Authorities shall be made 
between the bouts of 7 am and 8 a m , and between noon and f> v w , except on 
Sundays, when Post Offices will be open fiom 7 am to 8 a. m , and one othei hour. 

Whatevei postage is maiked oil a lettei, paper, or pai cel, must lie paid at once on 
delivery, after which any complaint of on ei -charge will be duly attended to. In all 
complaints of over cliai gc oi unnoeessaiy delay in delivering lettcis, oi othei articles, 
the covoim of envelopes he.inng the Post Office stamp must lie pi esc u ted for inspection ; 
j and when any complaints aie piefeued against any lettei -earlier, the number on his 
badge should be specified 

The Post Office do not giant receipts foi paieels, but if written leeeipta arc presented, 
tlie Post Office stamps will be affixed.

(7.) Communications sent by private persons to Government officials, relating to the

which they would have been liable if

(a) This may be cither the Head of the Office himself, or the Superintendent, Head Clerk, or other 
responsible Officer to whom to whom the duty of despatching is entrusted The particular officer who 
signs the cover must enter in full his own official designation in order that his individual responsibility 
may be enfoieed in cases of doubt or fraud 
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(8.) In casos wliere it in not thought advisable to entrust postage stamps to a sub- 
ordinate official who has to correspond with, or send returns to, a superior (not being a 
privileged officer), he may be allowed by his superior to address official covers to him 
under the above rule, and the same course may be adopted in other cases where it 
is found convenient or proper to make the postage charge fall on the receiving office. 

2).—: MISCELLANEOUS. 

(9.) Covers sent by an unprivileged office properly superscribed, but without stamps, 
will be charged with postage on delivery at prepaid rates ; and if the stamps affixed be 
insufficient, the deficiency will be charged. Any irregularity or incompleteness of the 
address or superscription of a cover (whether posted by a privileged or unprivileged 
office), will render it liable to be treated as an ordinary unpaid cover, any service 
stamps Which it may bear not being recognized. 


(10.) Official covers marked for transmission by letter post, book post, or banghy 

post, will be forwarded and charged

(11.) Official covers (b) not marked for transmission by any particular means, will 
(except as respects gazettes specially provided for below) bo forwarded by lettei post 
if they do not exceed 10 tolas, and by book post if they exceed that limit. Gazettes 
superscribed as such will be forwarded by letter post. 

(12 ) Official communications addressed to Government Offices “ On Her Majesty’s 
Service” or “ Service Bearing” under the prescribed superscription and signature), are 
not liable to additional postage on account of re-direction. 

(13.) Government officers arc bound to receive and pay any postage (c) which may 
be due on covers addressed to them under the superscription “ On Her Majesty's 
Service.” If the charge of postage results from any irregularity or omission on the 
part of the sender, his fault should be represented to the proper authority. 

(14.) Officers in charge of telegraph offices, when posting telegraph messages for 
onward transmission by post, are entitled to get receipts for them. Such receipts must 
be presented ready written in the form ordinarily used by the telegraph offices when 
delivering telegraph messages to the addressees. The Postmaster will compare the 
receipt so presented with the address of the cover accompanying it, and, if correct, will 
affix the post office stamp in acknowledgment of receipt. All covers for which receipts 
are claimed under this rule must be superscribed with the word “ telegram,” and must 
be fully prepaid. 


faj The concession of these privileges in respect to service book post packets will render the use of 
the banghy post for service packets but rarely necessary No service packet will ever be sent by banghy 
post unless specially superscribed for transmission by that method (Ft tie Rule 11). As the rate of 
charge by book post is one anna per 10 tolas, and the rate of charge by banghy post is three annas per 
10 tolas, it is obviously far more economical to employ the former than the latter. 

[b) Officials are warned against unnecessarily superscribing for transmission by letter post covers 
exceeding 10 tolas in weight. A comparison of the rates given in the margin of paragraph 4 will show 
how much the expenses of the letter post exceeds that of the book post in respect to hoavy packets. 

(c) The postage due on covers delivered either “ Service Bearing," or "On Her Majesty’s Sorviee," is 
to be marked on the cover under the initials of the Postmaster or Deputy Postmaster. 
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(15.) Government officers when on leave, and those who have retired from the ser- 
vice of Government, can correspond only as private individuals. 

E . — OFFICIAL CORRESPONDENCE WITH PLACES ABROAD, OR BETWEEN 
INDIAN POST OFFICES WHEN CONVEYED BY BRITISH 
OR FRENCH MAIL PACKETS. 

(16.) The rules contained in tlio preceding sections relate exclusively to official 
inland correspondence, i. e., correspondence conveyed between one Indian Post Office 
and another by Her Majesty’s Indian Post. 

(17.) Official correspondence with places abroad or between Indian Post Offices 
when conveyed by British or French mail packets (e. r/., between Calcutta and Madras* 
or between Bombay and Aden), is goveined by the same rules as ordinal y private cor- 
respondence, and must cithei be prepaid by service stamps (under the superscription 
and signature prescribed by Rule (5), or, where prepayment is optional, be forwarded 
as unpaid, subject to the levy of postage on delivery. 

(18) The only exception to the preceding rule has reference to official letters (not 
newspapers or book oi pattern packets) sent by British packet to or fiomtlie publio 
functionaries or departments in London, which have special accounts for oveiland letter 
postage with the London Post Oflice Official letters intended for such offices need not 
be prepaid if supersenbed as “ On Hei Majesty’s Service” under the full signature and 
official designation of the sender. The public functional ies oi depaitments in London, 
which have accounts with the London Post Office, are Adjutaut-General’s Office, 
Admiralty, Audit Office, Board of Trade, Chancellor (Loid), Chanty Commissioners, 
Chelsea Hospital, Civil Service Commissioners, Coast Gumd Office, Colonial Office,

Fort Saint George, 1*« September 1803, No. 300 of 1803.— The following Extract from 
a Military Despatch from the Right Honorable the Secretary of State for India, is pub- 
lished : — 

Despatch dated 31s£ July 1803, No. 101). — 1. I l.ave to inform you that the House of 
Lords has reversed the judgment of the Master of the Rolls, m the matter of Lord Clive's 
Fund, and has ruled that the contingency specified in the Deed constituting the Fund, in 
tho event of which the sum of Sicca Rupees 500,000 should be returned to Lend Clive, or 
to his Executors, Administrators, or Assigns, lias happened, by the passing of the Acts 21 
and 22 Victoria, Chapter 106. 

2. You will therefore, in future, admit all persons, who would have been entitled to 
pension from that Fund, to an equivalent rate of pension, without n ferenco to the name 
of Lord Clive, upon production ox the usual documents. 


Pensions in lieu of those formerly granted from Lord Clive’s Fund. 

These pensions are granted to Commissioned and Warrant Officers and Soldiers of the 
Indian Forces, superannuated or worn-out m the seiviee. 

Tho following Commissioned and Warrant Officers aie entitled to the half-pay of theii

The pensions to Commissioned, Warrant, Non-Commissioned Officors and Soldiers are 
payable half-yearly at the India Office, in London, without deduction, nt Midsummer and 
Christmas ; but if Non-Commissioned Officers and Soldiers receive their pensions in the 
country, (if they reside more than 23 miles from London by special leave), a shilling will 
be cliaiged on each payment for the person who pays them. 

The pensions of Commissioned and Warrant Officers arc payable as they fall due. Non- 
Commissioned ‘Officers and Privates paid in advance on their landing, for the broken 
period to the end of the first half yeai, and afterwaids half-yeaily in advance. 

Pensions to Widows. 

The Widows of Commissioned and Warrant Otticeis of the Indian Forces are entitled to 
the following pensions, upon piovidmg satisfactory evidence, that their husbands did not 
die possessed of propel ty to the amount stated opposite to then lespoctive ranks. The 
pensions continued during widowhood, but terminate finalln on re-inainage which cancels 
all claim to reveision to the pension previously diawn in light of their former deceased 
husbands. Should the second husband have been an Euiopean Oflicei, or Soldier, the 
Widow will be entitled to pension on his account.

QUEEN’S MILITARY FUND. 


Regulations of the Queen’s Military Widows’ Fund, for the benefit of 
the Widows and Children of deceased Officers in Her Majesty’s 
Service in India, established in 1820. 


Umlei the pi election and countenance of the Most Noble the Marquis of Hastings, 
Commando -m -Chief in India, the abovenamed Fund was 

Preamble. established m the yoai 1820, toi the puiposo of sending Home, 

in comfort and lcspectability, the families of deceased Oilicers 
in Her Majesty’s Seivice in India, and of preventing the painful and degiadmg practice of 
appealing to the public foi subscriptions on such occasions , and also of providing relief 
in such cases as may roqune it, until they can be conveniently sent Home. 

Modifications of tbc original Pules have at diffeiont times become necessary, and they 
hay e been adopted with the nppiova] of the subscribers and the sanction of the Comman- 
dcr-in-Cbief for the tunc being. 

On the present, occasion the Committee of General Management, having observed the 
daily inci easing dispi opoi fion which the allowances, as granted by the Regulations hither- 
to in force, beai to the mci eased facilities for tiavellmg tli lough out India, deemed it 
necessai v to luing the circumstance to the notice of the subscribers at large ; at the same 
time submitting tor tlieir consideration a series of alterations which they believed would 
remedy that discrepancy. 

The Committee are gratified to find, that their suggestions have been almost unani- 
mously accepted, and the same are accordingly embodied in the following Code of revised 
Regulations for the government of the Fund, winch will come into force on the 1st 
September 1800. 

As Officers, on fiist landing in the country, may not have convenient access to the hooks 
of Local Regulations, the following extracts aic here rc-puntcd from the first volume of 
Standing Oideis, showing the benevolent object with which the Fund came to bo origin- 
al l> instituted and the benefits to be derived from supporting it. 

Simla , 1st Avgust 1800. 

G. O., 2 olh June 1820.-- “ 1. With reference to the Circular Lottcr from the Adjutant 
General of Ills Majesty’s Forces to Officers Commanding Regiments, dated the 22nd 
October 1811), Ills Excellency the Commander-in-Chicf, with a view to give further aid 
ami facility to the arrangement of the Fund for widows and children of His Majesty’s 
Officers, is pleased to publish for general information of all concerned, that the Most 
Noble the Gmernor-General has signified his concent to become Patron to the humane in- 
stittuion now in progress to establishment, and His Excellency the Commander-in-Chief 
will considei himself as President, and has been pleased to order a Comm it toe of General 
Management to be formed at Hoad Quarters, with which the Presidents of General and 
Regimental Committees can communicate on all subjects touching the object in view. It 
will he the business of tbc Committee of General Management to examine tlio accounts 
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quarterly, and to order the sums in hand to be deposited in Government Security, and 
that the Paymasters of Regiments make the remittances at the periods prescribed in the 
printed Regulations, &c., &c.” 

0. 0., 2 8th November 1826. — “ The Commander-in-Chief is pleased to publish, for the 
information of the Officers of His Majesty’s Army serving in India, the following General 
Order, No. 271 of 1826, issued by the Supreme Government : — 

“ Fort William , 17 th November 1826. — Resolved. — That the following paragraph of 
a Military General Letter from the Honorable the Court of Directors, under date the 27th 
of May 1826, be promulgated for the information of the Officers of His Majesty’s seivice 
m India : —

“ The Commander-in-Chief is requested to issue such instructions foi making all Officers 
of His Majesty’s Service, on their arriving at any of the Presidencies, acquainted with 
the deteimination of the Honorable Court, expressed in tlic foregoing extract, as may 
appear necessary to His Excellency.” 

0. O., 2001 April 1829.—“ The Commander-in-Chief in directing the publication m 
General Orders of the accompanying statement of the Funds of the Institution for the 
relief of widows of Officors of llis Majesty’s Service, regrets to find, that an institution 
so beneficial to all (whether married or smglr,) and so peifectly within the means of the 
most limited incomes, should not meet with that universal support winch it claims. 
Hrs Lordship is satisfied that there arc many who have, from want of attention only 
omitted to return their names as subsci ibers, and is confident that such omissions have 
only to he pointed out to be remedied, but he considers it a duty which he owes to the 
Army to inform them by the publication of the accompanying letter, in the sentiments 
of which he most fully coincides, that it now remains for the Service generally to consider 
whether they will support the institution, or allow the widows and children to appeal to 
individual charity for the means of enabling them in their distress to return to tlieir 
homes. Such an addition to their misfortunes may be removed, and their respectability 
maintained, by so small a subscription to the Fund, of at most two Rupees a month from 
a Subaltern, and from other ranks according to the moderate scale laid down in its 
Regulations.” 

Letter from the Secretary to Government, Military Department , to the Commander-in- 
Chief, No. 195, dated 13 th December 1828. 

** The annexed extracts (paragraphs 2nd and 11th) of the Honorable Court’s Military 
General Letter to Madras, under date the 14th May 1828, prohibiting the grant of passage 
money to the families of Officers of His Majesty’s Service returning to England, having 
been forwarded to the Supreme Government, with an intimation that these orders are 
equally applicable to this Presidency, lam directed to request, that you will lay the 
same bcfoic the Commandcr-m-Clnef for His Excellency’s information. 

Extract of Military Letter to Fort St. George , dated 14 th May 1829. 

“ Tara. 2nd. We have had repeated occasions to comment on the Regulations of 
youi Government granting passage money to the families of King’s Officers on their 
return to England, but we regret to find that our instructions on this point have not 
been attended to with tlieir desired effect at your Presidency. 

“ 3rd* The cases which have arisen divide themselves into two classes : — 

“ 1st. Widows and orphans of Officers dying in India. 

“ 2nd. Wives and children of Officers returning to England. 

“ 4th. To provide for the conveyance to England of widows and oprhans, who are left 
in destitute circumstances, a Fund was established in the year 1820 by Officers of His 
Majesty’s Regiments serving in India. The principle and objects of this Fund have 
received our concurrence, and a subscription of 6,000 Rupees a year Ins been authorized 
by us towards its support. 

“ 5th. ****** 

“Gth. ****** 
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“ 7tli. The Officers in our Service, who have been appointed of late years, are all 
required to contribute to the support of the institution established for the relief of their 
widows and children, and we would hope that some rule, which shall be equally effectual 
for the support of this Fund may be adopted by II is Majesty’s Officers. 

“ 8th. In the subscription we have made, we have done as much, if not more, in pro* 
portion for His Majesty’s Officers, as we have done for the Officers of the Company’s 
Army, in our subscriptiohs to their Funds ; and as we never provide for any individual 
case of distress, which may arise on the part of the widow and children of an Officer of J 
our own Service, we must likewise decline to make any such separate provision, in any i 
future case, for the widow or children of an Officer of His Majesty’s Army. ! 

“ 9tli. His Grace the Commander-in-Chicf has observed on this subject * that if the 
‘ Officers of His Majesty’s Army will contribute, the Fund will be sufficient to remedy 
‘ the inconveniences which now exist ; if, on the other hand, they^lecline to subscribe to 
‘ it, it must bo understood that they arc willing to rely, in the event of their death, upon 
* chaiity for the removal of their families to England.’ If therefore, any widows or 
orphans of His Majesty’s Officers be left destitute, it will be from the fault of their 
husbands and fathers. 

“ 30th. Wo, therefore, positively prohibit any further advance of money on your part 
to enable such widows and orphans to return to England. 

“ 2nd. Wives and children of Officers leturning to England. 

“Para. 31th. Wo had contemplated the advantage of including these cases among 
the objects to be piovidcd for by the Fund; but on fuithei consideration, we are of 
opinion, that every Officer must be left to make his own arrangement, independent of any 
chantable institution, or of the assistance of the State. The Funds, to which wo contri- 
bute for the advantage of the Company’s Officers, make no provision for such cases, and 
no allowance from the Government is cvei granted to defray the piivate expense of Offi- 
cers on this account. We must, theiefore, absolutely prohibit the giant of passage 
money to the families of the King’s Officers returning to England.” 

G. O., 2 *Mh Mini 3844.-“ In conformity with instructions from the Eight Hon’ble 
the Secretaiy at War, undei date the fith March 3844, the Commander-in -Chief desires it 
limy be distinctly understood, that all Officers lef using to become subsciibers to the 
‘ Military Fund for the hen l hi of the widows and clnldicn of Officers of Her Majesty’s 
Regiments srevuig in tlic Fast Indies,’ theii widows and families can have no claim to be 
relieved, either by the East India Company oi by the Ihritish Government, from any 
expense they may incur in returning to England.” 

A. G's. Ci r. No. 54, 2 Hth September 18(«0 — “ On two occasions recently, it has come 
to the notice of the Commander-in-Ohiof, that chantable contributions have been solicit- 
ed from the public at large in aid of the widows of Oihceis of Her Majesty’s Service in 
India, whose husbands had neglected to subscribe to the Queen’s Military Widows’ Fund. 

“ The origin of the Fund was to obviate such appeals, and at the same time to prevent 
what used to be not an uncommon spectacle, the i eduction to the most painful state of 
destitution of ladies who, during the life-time of their husbands, were enjoying great 
comfort, perhaps even affluence. 

“ Apart from other considerations, His Excellency thinks it very unfair to the unmar- 
ried Officers of the Army, alaige proportion of whom have already consented to tax them- 
selves in support of this Fund, that they should bo thus called on to pay a further contri- 
bution in aid of the families of those who were too improvident, or too negligent, to 
become members of it m their life-time. 

“ His Excellency therefore hopes that married Officers will recognize the advantages 
of this institution, and which the Government deems worthy of its support, and that 
they will bear in mind the liaidsliip and suffering to which tlieir widows may be exposed 
by a neglect on their pmt to entitle them, by the present payment of a small contiibu- 
tion, to a participation in the very substantial benefits which the Fund confers.’’

All married Officers shall subscribe to the Fund within one year of their arrival in Lndia 
or within three months of their maniage, should it take place subsequently in India. 
Any married Officer failing to do so may be admitted as a subscriber only on the condition 
of his paying a donation equivalent to six months’ subscription of a niairicd Officer of 
his own rank. 

Rule 6tli. — The object of tins Fund being cleaily confined to sending home families of 
deceased Officers, and with a view of pieveuting those paiu-

support the Fund. mg to respectable individuals, and the Queen’s Service in 

India, it is earnestly hoped that all lanks of Staff and 
Regimental Officers will support it ; and in oidei to ensure its objects being known, a 
copy of these Rules will be furnished to evtiy subscuber and to the Commanding Officer 
aud Paymaster of each Regiment. 

Rule 7th. — That, in order to obviate the difficulties which would arise from the occa- 
sional i emote situations of Her Majesty’s Coips serving 
Fublic service remittances under tlm several Presidencies, the Most Noble the Governor 
allowable. General m Council was pleased to order and direct, when 

the Fund was established, that Public Service Remittances 
might be granted to the Paymaster of Her Majesty’s Regiments by the Governments of 
Madras and Bombay, payable at sight to the Agent or Agents of the Queen’s Military 
Widows’ Fund, acting for the Committee of General Management, thereby avoiding 
commission, double agency and risks of exchange. I 

Rule 8th. — That all grants of assistance from this Fund I 
Gi ants. shall be regulated and assigned by the Committees of Sub- 
scribers, as herein declared. I 
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Rule 9th. — That in order to ascertain the claims of any widow or family, who may 
become entitled to the benefits of the Fund by the death of 
Lodgment of claim. any regimental Officer, such widow shall represent the case 

of herself and family through the Commanding Officer of 
the Corps the casualty occurred in, in order to its being brought to the consideration of a 
Committee ; and the Commanding Officer shall, as far as his knowledge will enable him, 
state his opinion of any case so received. 

Rule 10th.— That whenever there may be more than one Corps of Her Majesty’s Service 
stationed together, every implication for relief from this 
Committee of award. Fund shall be heard and decided on by a Station Committee, 
composed, as equally as possible, of Officers from such Corps 
present, being subscribers to the Fund.

That such Station, Regimental, or Special Committee, as the case shall be, 
having duly examined into the ciicumstnnces, shall report 
their opinion on, and lecommend the amount to be granted 
for Passage-money and Maintenance, strictly in conformity 
with the Regulations annexed. The opinion and recom- 
mendation of such Committees, if in Bengal, shall be imme- 
diately forwarded to the Honorary Secretary, by the Officer 
Commanding the Corps in which the casualty may have occurred ; and the Paymaster of 
the Regiment, under the above authonty, can at once advance to the widow the amount 
of “ Tiavelling” and “ Maintenance” allowance awarded by the Committee, reimbursing 
himself by di awing a bill on the Honorary Secretary ; the residue of the award to be 
adjusted by the Honorary Secretary under the sanction of tho General Committee of 
Management, and paid to the widow before leaving the Regiment, or, on ai rival at the 
Port of embarkation, by the Honorary Secretary through ouc of the local Banks. 

Rule 13th.— The Sub-Committees at Madras and Bombay will, in cases of special award 
in those Presidencies, on satisfying themselves with the 
accuracy of the statements laid befoie them, draw upon the 
accuracy of the statements laid before them, draw upon the 
Honorary Secretary for the amount which may be awarded ; 
but in the final adjustment of the accounts of such Sub- 
Committee, the General Committee will consider themselves bound to object to any sum, 
however tiifling, which may be granted m excess of the Rules laid down. To facilitate 
the immediate payment of awards, a sum of Rupees 5,000 is lodged in either of the Pre- 
sidency Banks, to the credit of the Adjutant General of that Presidency.

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N. B. — Girls for whom the Donation laid down in Article 11 may have been paid, will 
be entitled to a continuance of their Annuity until marriage or death, according to their 
condition in regard to parents : this Regulation applies only to those girls born subse- 
quent to the 15th Octon# 1822, all those bom prior to that period are entitled to the 
same privilege without payment of Donation. 

Provided that nothing contained herein, or in any other part of these Rules of the 
Institution, shall be considered to entitle to the benefits of it, any Widow who may 
have been legally divorced or separn ted from her husband, for adultery, or who at the 
period of her husband’s demise may have quitted his protection, and be living in a state 
of notorious adultery , though not divorced or separated from him by law, or who subse- 
quently to hei husband’s decease may be living in a notorious state of incontinence. 

> The concluding portion of the above note commencing ,witli “ may be living in a noto- 
rious state of incontinence” is applicable to all female Annuitants, unmarried as well as 
married. (Vide Minutes , dated 20 th December 18G0 . ) 

Declarations by Annuitants should be signed in the presence of cithei the Minister of 
the Parish, one Church Warden, one Justice of the Peace, or one Retired or other Civil 
or Military Officer of the service. 

Every Widow benefiting by the Military Fund is entitled to Passage Money only once, 
whether to Europe or such place as she may desire to fix her residence in accordance to

Entrance Donations in both branches, may be paid at once or by twelve ecpial monthly 
instalments. 

Increased payments in one sum aie required from poisons joining the Widows’ Branch 
after the age of 40, and no person can be admitted or transfer! ed to a higher class after 
the age of 55 years ; delay in joining attei being admitted by the Committee necessitates 
afresh medical certificate being submitted. Subscriptions m the Children’s Branch 
commence from the date of application to subscribe lor the child, and continue until 
the age at which pensions terminate. Transfers from a lower to a higher class are per- 
mitted (on production of the pres<?ibed medical certificate) on payment in one sum of 
difference of donation and of subscription accouliug to age. Subscribers to the 
Children’s Branch must also belong to the Widow's’ Branch. 
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SALUTES. 


[PART 111) 


The pension in the Children’s Branch is secured as soon as entrance donation is paid 
in full. In the Widows Branch full and reduced * pensions are respectively secured 
when the total payments in that branch amount to the sums specified in the foregoing 
table, irrespective of that paid for admission after 40 years of age. Subscribers are 
allowed at any time, on furnishing a medical certificate in the prescribed form, to pay in 
one sum, or by such instalments as they may find convenient, the difference required 
to entitle their Widows to immediate pension. 

Pensioners may reside at any station or in any country they choose. Widows marry- 
ing, lose pension during coverture, but revert to the Fund on again becoming Widows. 
They also receive a portion of a second pension if the second husband also had been a 
subscriber at the time of his death. Pension is forfeited by incontinence. No pension 
is paid to families of subscribers who die with six months’ subscription in arrears, and 
subscribers’ names are struck off the books when twelve months in arrears. Subscrip- 
tions due for a period exceeding six months are not received unless accompanied by a 
medical certificate. 

The Regulations at length may be had on application to the Treasurer * — from out- 
stations, one Anna postage stamp must be sent to cover postage.

At the Court at Windsor , the 26th day of June 1867. 

Present.— The Queen’s Most Excellent Majesty in Council. 

Whereas there was this day read at the Board a representation from the Bight 
Hon’ble the Secretary of State for India in Counoil, submitting for Her Majesty’s approval 
a revised Table of Salutes to be given to the Natiye Princes and Chiefs of India ; Now 
therefore Her Majesty, having taken the said revised Table of Salutes into consideration, 
is pleased, by and with the advice of Her Privy Council, to approve thereof, and to order, 
and it is hereby ordered, that the said revised Table of Salutes (a copy whereof is hereunto 
annexed) to be strictly observed and attended to. 

Whereof the Bight Hon’ble Sir John Somerset Packington, Bart., and the Bight 
Hon’ble Sir Stafford Henry Northcote, Bart., two of Her Majesty’s Principal Secretaries 
of State, and the Right Hon’ble the Lords Commissioners of the Admiralty, are to take 
notice, and to give the necessary directions herein as to them may respectively appertain.

whom the applicant shall have studied. 

4 Any person being an Advocate duly admitted and on the roll of Advocates of the 
High Court at Calcutta <n Bombay, and pi educing the piopei certificate of such admis- 
sion and enrolment ; together with a certificate of clmractei oi letter of recommendation 
from a Judge of the High Court of which the applicant is ail Advocato, oi from the 
Advocate General of the same Presidency.

6. The degree of Raclic] oi of Laws of the University of Madras and ceitificate ot 
having, subsequently to the attaining of such degree, studied foi six months with nil 
Advocato of the High Comt. at Madias, oi a Vakeel entitled assiuh to pinetise on both 
the Oiiginal and Appoll.ib* side.-* ol the said Couit, and for a fmthei poiiod of nv 
months in the office of an Attorney of ilie said Couit oi ceitificate oi having studi. d 
for twelve months oithei with an Advocate oi Vakeel entitled to pinetise as afoi esaid, ol 
in the office of an Attorney while the said Advocate, Vakeel or Altomo} was regulaily 
practising in the said Co'iH, nLo in oil hoi taso a certificate of good t liar, icier and 
conduct Such ceitificate m (cilificatcs to be signed by the Advocate, Vakeel and 
Attorney with whom, or in vvho->o office the applicant shall have studied 

7. Any person producing the propci ceitificate or certificates of his having kept six 
terms, at one of the Inns of Couit m London, and of tegular attendance on the course 
of Law lectures whilst keeping such terms, as also of Ids having passed one of the 
examinations provided toi students ; togetliei with a certificate of subsequent study for 
nine months with an Advocate of the High Court at Madras, or a Vakeel entitled as 
such to practice on both the Ouginalainl Appellate sides of the said Couit, or in the 
office of an Attorney of the sud Couit, while the said Advocate, Vakeel or Attorney 
was regulaily practising in the said Court, and of good cliaiaetei and conduct such 
last-mentioned ceitificate to he signed by the Advocate, Vakeel or Attorney with whom, 
or in whose office the applicant shall have studied. 

Attornies-yt-Law.- 8. Any peinon possessing tho qualifications and producing the 
certificate or certificates required by any of tho following Rules, shall he qualified to 
apply to be admitted and om oiled an Attorney-at-law of the High Court at Madras: 
but subject in the case of an applicant for admission under Rules 10, 11 and 14, to his 
passing such examination as to his professional competency as the High Court shall 
direct. Provided that it shall be necessary in every case to givo two months’ notice of 
the intended application for admission, by publication in the Gazette, and by affixing a 
copy of tho same on the notice-board at the Court House. 

9. Admission and enrolment as an Attorney or Solicitor in one of Tier Majesty’s 
Courts at Westminster or Dublin with the proper ceitificate of such admission and 
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enrolment : as also a certificate of good character and ability signed bv the Master or 
Masters with whom the applicant shall have served his Clerkship in England or Ireland. 

10. Matriculation at any of the Indian Universities, and service as Articled Clerk to 
an Attorney of any of the High Courts of Judicature in India for four years, while 
the said Attorney was regularly practising in one of the said Courts, with a certificate of 
good character and ability signed by the Master or Masters with whom the applicant 
shall have served his Clerkship : subject to examination as above provided in Rule 8. 

1 1 . Service for the period of -sevon years as Registrar or Assistant Registrar on the 
Original side of the High Court at Madras, or as a Judge’s Clerk ; or the same period of 
service in any two of the said offices ; subject to examination as above provided in 
Rule 8. 

12. The degree of Bachelor of Laws of any Indian University, and sendee as Articled 
Clerk to an Attorney of any of the High Courts of J udicaturc in India for two years, 
suliseqtrently to the attaining of such degree, while the said Attorney was regularly 
practising in one of the said Courts, or for five years either as Registiar or Assistant 
Registrar on the Original side of the High Court at Madras, or as Judge s Clerk, or in 
any two of such offices ; with a certificate in the former case of good character and 
conduct, signed by the Master or Masters with whom the applicant shall have served 
his Clerkship. 

13. Any person being an Attorney duly admitted and on the roll of Attornies of the 
High Court at Calcutta or Bombay, and producing the piopcr ceitificate of such admis- 
sion and enrolment; as also a certificate of good character and conduct, signed by a 
Judge of the High Court, or the Advocate General or two of the leading Advocates m 
practice ill the High Court of which the applicant is an Attorney. 

14. Any person who was with the privity and consent of the late Supreme Court, 
under service as an Articled Cleik to an Attorney of the said Court, on the 15tli August 
1802 ; after he shall have served the full period of five ycais for which he was ai tided : 
subject to lus passing an examination as above provided in Rule 8.

Office and Duties of Official Trustee of Madras. 

It ih hereby notified that the following Rules have been made by the Honorable the 
Chief Justice of Hoi Majesty’* High Coin t of Judieatme at Madias, under the power 
given by Act iN’o. XVII of 1804, entitled “An Act to constitute an office of Official 
Tiustee.” 

[General Rules for the guidium and gonnnnent of the office and duties of Official Trustee 
of Madras .] 

I. The Official Trustee appointed under Act XVII of shall foithwith give 

seemity fertile due execution of his office, in the sum ot Rupees 50,000 in one or other of 
the modes following, viz., by the joint and scvcial bond oi bonds of himself and two or 
more approved sureties in the sum oi Rupees 50,000 ; or by the deposit of Government 
securities for that amount ; oi paitly by the deposit of Government aecunties ami paitly 
by the bond or bonds of himself and two or more approx od smelios E\ery such 
bend shall bo entcied into with the Chief Justice for the time being by his name ot 
office, and his successors m the said office, or the Judge who shall at any time be 
pci foi tiling the duties of Chief Justice. 

II. The like security shall be given by every person wlio may be appointed to 
officiate in the absence of the Official Trustee under Section 7 of the Act. 

III. The Official Trustee shall, with due diligence, cause all capital monies and trust 
funds received by or vesting in liim to be invested by Government securities, unless 
othenviso oideicd by the Court or provided'by the deed or will creating the trust. 
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IV. Whenever owing to doubts or disputes as to the person or persons beneficially 
entitled, or for any other cause, there shall remain in the hands of the Official Trustee a 
cash balance of liupeea-500 belonging to any trust estate, lie shall without delay invest 
the same in Government Securities. 

V. The Official Trustee shall procure all Government and other securities which may 
be issued or given tp him on account of any trust estate, and every transfer of the same, 
whether by endorsement or otherwise, to be made in his name of office. 

VI. The Official Trustee shall not at any time retain in his keeping a larger sum in 
cash than Rupees 300. All sums received by him shall from time to time be lodged in 
the Bank of Madras to credit of a separate and distinct account to be kept by him as 
Official Trustee with the said Bank and shall be drawn against when necessary in his 
name of office. 

VII. All Government Securities and Bank, Railway, or other Shares coming into the 
possession of the Official Trustee shall forthwith be lodged by him in his name of office 
as Official Trustee with the Bank of Madras and there kept for sate custody ; except 
when it may be necessary for the Official Trustee to letam such securities or shares fora 
temporary purpose. 

VIII. The Official Trustee shall make remittances on account of persons in Europe 
to the Treasury at the India Office by Government Bills at the rate of exchange settled 
for the re-payment of advances made in India. 

IX. The Official Trustee shall keep the following books of account : — 

1. A Day Book in which every transaction shall be entered as it occurs. 

2. A Receipt Book containing skeleton forms of receipts with counterfoils 

numbered consecutively in print. These forms shall be used for all 
receipts given for cash and Government or other securities. 

3. A Cash Book to be balanced monthly. 

4. A Ledger which shall contain a separate account with each trust estate 

showing a detailed debt and credit of items, and also an account with the 
Bank of Madias. The date., of receipts and payments and the number 
of the voucher for each payment, as well as the amounts of Government 
and other securities ami of the cash transactions, shall appear in separate 
columns, and each account m the Ledger shall be balanced on the 31st 
of December in every year. 

5. A Commission Book showing the sums received and invested on account of 

each trust estate with the amount of commission payable to the Official 
Trustee. 

6. A book containing cntiies of all payments made by the Official Trustee, to 

the Bank of Madras on account of sums remitted through the India Office 
to persons resident ill Euiope. 

7. A book in which shall be entered a copy of all accounts delivered from the 

office of the Official Trustee. 

8. A book in vdiich shall be entered the particulars of all Government Secu- 

rities, Bank Shares and other securities deposited in the Bank of Madras 
or forwarded for lcnewal, or wlncli may be in the possession of the Official 
Trustee. 

X. Any person seeking to inspect the books and accounts of the Official Trustee, or 
to inspect .and make copies or extracts of Ins animal schedules filed in the Nigh Court, 
must apply for an order of the Chief Justice through the Judge’s Cleik, and such 
application shall be by a short petition, stating the particular trust estate in which the 
applicant is interested ; the nature of his interest ; and the ground upon which he 
makes the application. 

XI. The foregoing Rules, excepting Rules I and II, shall apply to the Official Trus- 
tee appointed under Act XVII of 1843, in the execution of the trusts continuing vested 
in him.

Buies of the High Court of Judicature at Madras, Passed on 
the 3rd August 1871. 


1. A Respondent in an Appeal shall not be entitled to raieo an objection to the 
decree or order in question unless ho Bhall have filed in the Registrar's Office a Memo- 
randum stating such objection (projierly stamped) eight clear days before the day of 
hearing, and shall not, without the leave of the Court for special cause, be heal’d in 
support of such objection unless he shall have served a copy thereof on the Appellant 
or his Advocate or Vakil the same number of days before. 

2. Every application by an Appellant for leave to file a Memorandum of an addi- 
tional ground of appeal shall he made by petition ten clear days before the day of 
hearing, and, when granted, the Appellant shall not, without the leave of the Court for 
special cause, be heard ill support of such ground ituless lie shall have served a copy 
thereof on the Respondent or his Advocate or Vakil eight clear days before. 

3. It shall not bo sufficient m a Petition 01 Memorandum of Appeal or Memorandum 
of Objection filed in an Appeal to state as a ground of objection that the decision 
appealed from is contrary to law 01 usage, or that there lias been substantial ei 1 or or 
defect in the procedure 01 investigation of the case, 01 to the like effect : but the Pulition 
or Memorandum shall set forth specifically the eiior of law, bleach of usage, 01 defect 
in proccduie or investigation meant to be relied upon • and an Appellant or Res- 
pondent will not be permitted to raise at the hearing of the Appeal any legal objec- 
tion not so set forth. 

4. No Petition or Memorandum of Appeal or of Objection which contains such a 
general statement without setting forth any other ground of appeal or objection shall be 
received in the Registrar’s Office on the Original or Appellate Sides of the Court. 

5. No Petition or Memorandum of Special Appeal or of Objection by a Respondent 
in a Special Appeal which may appear to the Registrar or, in his absence, the Deputy 
Registrar, to be defective in not stating specifically any objection which is an admissible 
ground of Special Appeal undei Section 372 of Act VIII of 1859 shall be icceivcd and 
registered until a Judge shall so order 

6. Every such Petition or Memorandum of Appeal or Objection shall be refen cd by 
the Registrar or, in his absence, the Deputy 1 legist rai, for the consideration and order 
of a Judge unless the party by or on whose behalf it is piescnted acquios<e in the 
opinion of the Registrar or Deputy Registrar and desiie to amend it — in which case the 
Petition or Memorandum shall be returned for correction by substituting an admissible 
ground of objection, and the time allowed for that purpose shall be three clear days. 

7. Every such reference shall be set down for hearing and determination by the 
single Judge whom the Chief Justice may from time to time appoint to sit for the 
purpose, and liis dotei urination must be drawn up in the form of an Order of Court 
under Section 25 of Act XXIII of 1861. Notice of the day of hearing shall be given 
by affixing a list of the references to the public notice boards at the Court-house two 
clear days before the day of hearing. 

8. Rules 5, 6, and 7 shall come into operation on the 20th day of October next.

It is ordered, with the sanction and approval of His Excellency the Governor in 
Council of Fort Saint George, that the fees set forth in the following table, and no 
other fees, shall be demanded and received by the Officers and Attomies and Proctors of 
the High Court of Judicature at Madras in suits and proceedings before the High Court 
in the exercise of its ordinary original jurisdiction and on appeals from its ordinary 
original civil jurisdiction. Provided that the said table of fees shall not be taken to 
apply to proceedings pending in the Master’s Office or to Admiralty proceedings or 
N otaries’ fees, or to the Office of the Ecclesiastical Registrar, and that until otherwise 
provided the fees to be received in the Master’s Office and in Admiralty proceedings and 
for Notarial business and by the Ecclesiastical Registrar, shall continue to be regulated 
by the table of fees in operation in the late Supreme Court. 

It is further ordered with the like sanction and approval that the folio mentioned in 
the said table of fees shall throughout be taken to consist of eighty-one words, and that 
four figures shall be calculated as equal to one word, and that in all suits in which th e 
value of the matter in dispute does not exceed Rupees five hundred, no more than one 
half of the fees in the said table shall be demanded or received.

Rules and Orders of the Court for the Relief of Insolvent Debtors at Madras. 


ORDO CURL®, 22nd December 1848 

The Rules and Orders now in force for regulating the Proceedings of the Court for\ 
the relief of Insolvent Debtors shall be, and the same at e, hereby repealed on and after 
the lit day of January 1849 ; and the following Rules and Orders are hereby made fot 
regulating the Proceedings of the said Court on and after the 1st day of January 1849 

I. — All Summonses, Precepts, Rules, Orders and other Process to be is.' red by the 
Court for the Relief of Insolvent Debtors at Madras shall be prepared, made out, and 
signed by the Principal Officer of the said Court, who shall be called the Chief Clerk — 
and all Petitions, Affidavits, and other Proceedings shall be filed by the said Chief Cleik 
of Record The Office of the said Chief Cleik shall be open every Monday and 
Thursday between the hours of ten in the forenoon and four in the afternoon, and on 
such other days and at such hours as the Corn t shall heieafter direct , and the Office of 
the Official Assignee shall be open every day (Sundays and Public Holidays excepted) 
from twelve till two 

II. — In every case the Attorney shall personally, and not by his Clerk or any other 
Perspn, accept the retainer of a Prisoner, and the Pnaoner shall sign the retainer and 
at the same time the Attorney shall sign Ins acceptance thereof — Piovided that m case 
of the illness of such Attorney or of his absence from Madras such i etainei may be 
received and accepted for him by some other Attorney of the Couit personally, the 
cause thereof being stated in such acceptance. 

III. — The Attorney of every Prisoner, and all opposing Creditors whose costs .ire 
ordered to be paid by the Insolvent or out of the Insolvents estate, and all other Per- 
sons requiring their Bills of Costs to be taxed, shall cause their respective Bills to be

V. — In all cases thei e shall be filed with the Petition n Ceitificate fimn the Gaolei 
of the day or days and cause or causes of dot linei against the Piisoncr 

VI. — The Chief Cleik, upon the tiling in hie. office of the Schedule of the debts 
and effects of any Insolvent Debtor m custody, shall foi thwith cause a copy of sucli 
parts thereof as contain the particulars of the Insolvent’s estate and effects and of the 
debts stated to be owing to hnn to be made out and delivered to the Official Assignee 

VII — Notice of the filing of every Petition and Schedule and of every adjudication 
of an act of Insolvency, where an adjudication has been pionounced, and of the time 
and place appointed for the hearing of the matters of the Insolvency, shall be given to 
Creditors and Persons claiming to be Ci editors, whether such debts aie admitted oi 
disputed in the Schedule, m the following m amici 

In cases where the Creditois or Persons claiming to be Ci editors aie resident within 
the local limits of Madias, such notice shall be effected by producing the original ordci 
for hearing under the seal of this Court to such Creditors or Persons claiming to be 
Creditors and personally serving a copy of tbc saul older upon such Creditors oi Per- 
sons claiming to be Creditors and also upon the Attorney ot eveiy detaining Creditoi 
suing by Attorney twenty-one days at least befoio the day of heating In cases where 
the Creditors or Persons claiming to be Creditors reside beyond tho^e limits in any part 
of the territories of the East India Company, such notice shall be sent by the ordinary 
post. And in all cases notice to the like effect, and also notice that an ordci has been 
made by the Court vesting the estate and effects of the Insolvent m the Qffieial As- 
signee, shall he published twice m the Port St. (leonji Oazttfr, the first of such advei- 
tisements to be published immediately ufter the making of the order for hearing - 
unless in any particular case the Com t shall otherwise direct All Affidavits of tin 
service of such notices as are loquircd by Rule VII. shall be picpared and lott with thej 
Chief Clerk one week before the day of Leaning j 
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VIII. — Where a vesting order of the estate of a Prisoner has been made on the 
Petition of a Ci editor, notice thereof, together with an order to file a Schedule, shall 
forthwith be given to such Prisoner by service of a copy of the same, and delivery to 
the Gaoler shall be deemed good service of such notice and order upon the Prisoner in 
such case. 

IX. — The appearance at the hearing of any Creditor or other Person entitled to 
notice shall bo deemed a waiver by him, her, or them of such notice when there shall 
have been none, or of any defect or irregularity in the form or service thereof, unless 
the Oouit shall otherwise diiect. 

X. - The pi oof of notices published in the Gazette of the Presidency shall be by 
the production of the said Gazette without other proof, and the proof of other notices 
shall be ordinarily by Affidavit unless the Court shall think fit to call for vi rd voce testi- 
mony, in which case the deposition of the Witness shall be taken in writing by the 
Chief Clerk of the Court.

XIV. — The Official Assignee shall he entitled to five per cent Commission on the 
pimeipal sum Conning the proceeds oi each estate distributable as dividends; and if 
such Commission shall not pioduce Rupees Two Hundied in any one month, Ins lemunei- 
ation shall be made up to this amount by taking the sum lequned for that purpose 
out of the interest of the Government Secuuties in which his eolleotions aie imosted. 

XV — The Official Assignee, and eveiy pci son who shall hereafter be appointed to 
that office previously to his admission theieto, shall give good ami sufficient security by 
Rond to the Chief Justice tor the payment of such sum of money as the Couit shall 
dneeb, with two or mme able nineties to be appioved by the MaMei , winch Bond shall 
he conditioned foi his duly accounting foi and administering all estates committed to 
his charge as Official Assignee, and the same shall lie deposited with and kept by the 
! Veeountant-General subject to the older of the Court 

XVI —The Official Assignee shall piocced with .ill diligence to collect and get in 
the e, state and effects of insolvent poisons committed to Ins charge, and shall pay in or 
leposit the same in the IFonoi.iblo Company’s Tieasuiy with the privity °1 the Ac- 
countant General, retaining in his hands fiom time to time such sums only as may lie 
ncecsnaiy foi immediate purposes, Piovided nevei tireless that the Official Assignee 
dial I at no time letain m Ins hands a larger sum than Two Thousand Rupees on the 
whole without the oidei of the Court. 

XV 11. — Whenever it shall become necessary for the Official Assignee to obtain any 
Money, Ronds, 01 othei Securities out of the ilonoiahlc Company’s Treasury for the j 
pin pose of diatiibutiug the same amongst the Crcditois entitled thereto, the mode of I 
obtaining such Money, Ronds and Securities, shall be by order of the Court foi the Relief 
of Insolvent Debtors, signed by the Chief Clerk, and eountei signed by one of the 
fudges, for the payment and delivery of the said Money, Bonds and Securities to the 
Official Assignee, which ordei shall he by him presented to the Account an t-Gcneial and 
Treasurer in the same manner as any older of the Supi erne Court of Madras for the 
payment out of the Treasury of Money, Effects, 01 Secuuties of the suitors of the Supreme 
Court under older of the said Court 

XVJII, — The Official Asbiguee riiall entei into a book to be kept by him for that pur- 
pose separate and distinct accounts of each estate undoi Ins charge and of all such j 
Filins of Money, Bonds, and other Securities for Money, Goods, Effects, and Things as j 
Jiul] come to his hands or to the hands of any persons employed by him, or in trust for 
him as such Official Assignee, and likewise of all payments made by him for and on 
recount. of the said estates, specifying the dates of such leceipts and payments respec- 
tively. 

XIX The Official Assignee shall twice m every year, that is, on the 1st day of 
lanuaiy and the 1 st day of July, m on the fiistday after those days on which the Court 
! oi Relief of Insolvent Debtors shall be sitting, exhibit and deliver m open (hunt a true 
md peifut Riliedulc of all Mims <ri Money, Ronds, aud othei Securities leceived on 
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account of each estate remaining under his charge, together with the payments made 
thereout during the preceding half year, and the balances; and also of all estates 
wherein dividends ehaJl have been ordered to be paid and shall have been paid over to 
persons entitled to the same during the pieccdmg half year, specifying the amount of 
such dividends; which Schedule shall, on and after the 1st day of January 1849, bo in 
the form following — 

Part 1st— Containing the particulars of all estates committed to his charge since the 
period of exhibiting his last preceding Schedule. 

Part 2nd — Containing the paiticulars of all estates committed to his charge prioi to 
such last-mentioned period, on account of which he shall have leceived any Money, 
Ponds, or other Secunties subsequently to such last- mentioned period 

Part 3rd — Containing all estates wherein dividends shall have been paid over to the 
parties entitled thereto since the period of exhibiting his last preceding Schedule, 
specifying the amount paid and the amount remaining unpaid 

XX. Previous to the Official Assignee exhibiting and delivering in open Court his 
Schedule in pursuance of the preceding llulo, he shall lay the same, together with the 
accounts of each estate and the Vouchers relating thereto, before the Mastei, in ordei 
that such Schedule may be examined and the several Vouclieis compiled with the 
accouuts of the estates therein described. 

XXI. In all cases where the Comt shall direct that the estate and effects of any 
Insolvent shall be recon ed by the Official Assignee and any Special Assignee or Assignees 
jointly, all Monies, Jewels, and Secunties for Money belonging to each estate shall 
within seven days after the receipt tlioieof be paid <>i deliveied and be kept in deposit 
m the Hank of Madras ; and no part thereof shall be withdrawn therefrom but upon 
the order m writing of all such Assignees, or of any two of them, of whom the Ofhoial 
Assignee shall bo one. 

XXII. The Chief Cleik shall, immediately aftoi the healing of any Insolvent upon 
his Petition, and after adjudication of the Comt theieon, delivei over to the Otticial 
Assignee the Schedule of the Insolvent, which shall bo tliereaftci kept in the Ottice of 
the Otticial Assignee. Provided that, if the Schedule bo required by the Chief Clerk foi 
any temporary purpose, it shall bo delivered out to him as often as may be necessary, 
and shall be restored to the custody of the Official Assignee so soon as such puipose 
has been fulfilled. 

Additional Rules for regulating the Proceedings in the Court for the Relief of 
Insolvent Debtors at Madras made and passed by the Supremo Court of Judica- 
ture there and read in Court on the 9th day of September 1853* 

Tliat henceforth the following Rule be substituted for Rule VII — 

Notice of t.ho filing of eveiy Petition and Schedule slid of every adjudication of an act 
of Insolvency where an adjudication has been pionounced and of the time and place 
appointed foi the hearing of the matters of the Insolvency and that an order has been 
made by the Couit for vesting the estate and effects of such Insolvent in the Official 
Assignee shall be given to Creditors and Poisons claiming to be Ci editors, whether such 
debts are adu itted or disputed in the Schedule in the following manner. In cases when* 
the Creditors or Pei sons claiming to be Creditors are resident within tbe local limits of 
Madras, such notice shall be served personally upon such Cicditois or Persons claiming 
to be Creditors and also upon the Attorney of any detaining Creditor suing by Attorney 
twenty-one days at least befoie the day of heaung In cases where the Creditors or 
Persons claiming to be Ci editors leside bejond those limits in any part of the territories 
of the East India Company, such notice shall be sent by the ordinary post. And in all 
cases notice to the like effect shall be published in two successive numbers of the Fort 
St. Georye Gazette w’hioh shall be published next after the making of the vesting order or 
of the appointment of the day for healing, unless ill any ease the Comt shall other- 
wise direct. 

Proviso to be added to Provided always that the Court in its discretion may* 
Rule XI. allow other grounds of opposition to be gone into. 

XXIII. That every Insolvent shall file with his Schedule a general Balance Sheet of 
his receipts and expenditure, which account shall in no case commence later than twelve 
Calendar months before the filing of the Schedule. But if at any tune subsequent to 
the date of the earliest debt in the Schedule any pioperty shall have gone from the 
Insolvent by sale, assignment, mortgage, distress, execution, or by any means either than 
the ordinary course of tiade or living, the account shall commence so as to include all 
such transactions, and every Insolvent shall also state in the said general Balance Sheet 
the cause of his present insolvency and the amount of debts, if any, still due by him 
under any prior insolvency. 
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XXIV, That no dividend shall be reserved for any disputed claim or debt that shall 
not have been substantiated before or at the sitting of the Court at which the dividend 
shall be declared, unless the Court shall direct such reservation to be made. 

XXV. That the Court in its discretion, and if it thinks fit to award any costs, may 
do so against, or to any Assignee, any Insolvent finally discharged, any Petitioner for 
revocation of adjudication, any Creditor or any Person interested in an Insolvent 
estate applying, opposing, or appearing on any application, and either out of the estate 
or out oi the private monies of any such Person or Party, and may direct to what 
amount, how, when, and in what manner, and by whom the same shall he paid, recover- 
ed, or retained. 

XXVI That the Official Assignee shall be at liberty to apply to the Supreme Court 
or to the Insolvent Court to permit him to proceed in Equity or at Law, or in the 
Ecclesiastical or Admiralty Jurisdiction, or to defend any suit or action, or take or 
defend any proceedings without the payment of any fees of office to the Officers of the 
Supreme Court or Insolvent Court in respect of any demand, claim, or right against or 
belonging to any Insolvent estate, wherein no assets have been received, and wheiein 
there are no assets expected 01 recoverable except such as shall be the subject of such 
suit or action Provided always that such fees shall be a primary charge on and pay- 
able out of the assets recovered therein 

Table of Fees. — From and after this date the folio in the Table of Fees shall be

in charge of the Commissioner of Police. 

All religious and other processions are regulated and controlled by the Commissioner 
of Folice. 

All correspondence on matters connected with the Executive Police, must be addressed 
to the Commissioner of Police. 

All correspondence on Magisterial subjects should bo addressed to the Magistrates. 

All complaints against Police Officers are to be pref erred to the Commissioner of Police. 


The Police is divided into Seven Divisions, with an Inspector 
at the head of each. 

Hiuler the provisions of Section 10 of Act VIII of 18(57, the Governor of Fort Saint 
George m Council does hereby constitute the two undeimentioued Districts to be Police 
Districts, within the Town of Madias, lion, the hist dav of August 1K(>8, in supersession 
of the Districts constituted by the Notification by the Eight Honorable the Governor of 
Fort iSamt Goorge in Couuoil, dated 13tli Fobiuaiy 1857 : 

1st District.— The 1st Distuct shall comprise the Ulaek Town of Madras, the villages 
of Boyapooram, 'Wiislierninnpettnli and Tomliarpett.ili, and all other villages, hamlets 
and places within the local limits of the -jurisdiction of Ifer Majesty’s High Court at 
Madras, winch are to the noith of the Black Town wall, and the eastwaid of Cochrane’s 
Canal, including Cochin lie's Canal, a small triangular pioco pf ground on the north-western 
side of Cocliiaue’s Canal forming pint of the village of Cordongooi, the AVallajah Bridge, 
and so much of the Cooum Raver as is within the boundaries hereinafter defined, and 
tlic villages of Veysutpaudy and Peramboie defined by the Ootaiy nullah fiom the 
Cochrane’s Canal Basin Budge up to the Oot.iry or Sawyoi’s Bridge, and from thence west 
by tli e Coonoor road to the boundary of the said local hunts, and such District is bounded 
as follows 

BounIjariks. -On the noith from the sea to the extreme north -western boundmy of 
the said local limits, m the said village of CoTdongooi, by the noitlieiii boundaues of the 
said local lnnils.

and Peramborc, and to the north and north-west of the Mount Ko.ul, and noith of the 
Nungu m bau kum road, and the Codiimbaiikum road, and me within the northeui and 
western boundaries of the said local limits, including the St. Mary’s Burying Ground 
Biidge, the Codumbaukum and Nunguinbankum roads, and so inucli of tlie Cooum Eivcr 
as is within tlie boundaues heiemaftei defined, and shall also coin jinsc the villages of 
Triplicanc, Mvlapoor, Kistnampet, Bojapettah, Velalla Taiiampettah, Chengelvcroyen- 
pottah, Sluiriar Coopum, Quibble Island and Adyar, and all other villages, hamlets and 
places within the said local limits which :nc to the south of the Codumbaukum and Nun- 
gum bau kum roads, and to the south and south-east of the Mount Boad, and aie within 
the southern, eastern and western boundaries of tlie said local limits, including tlic Island, 
the Government Budge, the Mount Boad and so much of the Cooum Rivci and Cochrane’s 
(-anal as aie witlnn tlie hoimdaues. heretofore defined, mid such District is bounded as 
follows : — ^ 
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Boundaries.— O n the north from the extreme western point of the said local limits, on 
the Coonoor Road by the said Coonoor Hoad to the Ootary Nullah, and thence by the said 
Ootary Nullah to the Cochrane’* Canal Basin Bridge, and thence by the Cochrane’s Canal 
to the south-east corner of St. Mary’s Burying Ground Bridge.

Hours of business. -1. The Courts open at 11 a.m. 

Applications for Process. II. Ordinary applications for piocess are to be made to 
the Magistrates befoie 12 o’clock. 

III. Professional Gentlemen applying on behalf of their Clients for the issue of any 
Process are requested to cause then cases to he cntcied by the Cloik m the Register of 
Applications, and also to furnish the Summons Uloik with a diaft of the charge they wish 
to be entered in the Process. 

Order of hearing charges. IV. Cases will betaken, as far as piacticable, in the* 
following ordei 

First* - Night charges and Piisoncrs in Custody. 

Secondly. — Summons cases. 

Thirdly.— Commit table cases. 

Subject to any cases being specially appointed for a particular hour. 

Advocates. - V. No person will be permitted to act as an Advocate for any paity in 
any case, except Advocates, Vakeels and Attorneys on the Rolls of the High Court , subject to 
special exception m favor of the undermentioned haw Agents, who, being now admitted to 
practise m the Police Courts, will, as a special case, have that privilege continued to them.

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CONDITION OP ENTERING} THE POLICE SERVICE. 


I. Each Police Officer shall produce satisfactory Testimonials of character and previo 
conduct, 

II. Each Police Officer shall devote his whole time to the Police service alone. He sh 
not take part in any trade or calling whatever, unless expressly permitted ; and he sh 
faithfully and honestly use his best abilities to fulfil all his duty as a Police Officer. 

III. He shall conform himself implicitly to all rules which shall from time to time 
made for the regulation and good order of the service ; and cultivate a proper regard j 
its honor and respectability. 

IV. He shall submit to discipline, observe subordination, and promptly obey all law 1 
orders which he may receive from persons in authority over him. 

V. He shall serve and reside wherever he may be directed. 

VI. JHe shall appear at all times in such Police Dress and Accoutrement, as shall fr< 
time to time be orded to be worn by each respective rank of the service, shall al\vays 
neat and clean in his appearance, and shall provide himself with the Dress, &c., or oth 
wise as ordered. 

VII. He shall allow such reduction from his pay and allowance as may be requii 
for Superannuation Fund, Clothing, Lodging, and the like, under the rules of the servi 

VIII. He shall promptly discharge such debts as the District Superintendent sh 
direct to be paid. 

IX. He shall not withdraw from the service without distinct permission, or until 1 
expiration of two months after giving warning of his intention to do so. 

X. He shall not on any occasion, or under any pretext whatever, directly or indirec 
take or recive any present, gratuity or fee from any person whatsoever, without 1 
express permission of the District Superintendent. 

XL He shall act with respect and deference towards all official authorities of the cox 
try ; and with forbearance, kindness and civility towards persons of all ranks. He sh 
observe a respectable and peaceful line of private conduct and avoid all partizanship. 

XII. . Each Police Officer may be required to resign the service, and is liable to imr 
diate dismissal for unfitness, negligence and miscondut, by order of the Chief Comm 
sioner ; and he may be suspended, be fined or otherwise punished for minor offences at 1 
discretion of the District Supoi intendent. 

XIII. Leave, with retention of any part of his pay cannot be claimed as of right 
any Police Officer ; but will be granted, when it can be done without inconvenience to 1 
public service. 

XIV. Every article of Dress or Appointment, Lodgings, Ac., which may have been si 
plied to a Police Officer at public cost will be immediately delivered up, or vacated wl 
he may cease to belong to the Police Force, or may have been suspended.

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Madras Screw Pile Pier. 


This important work has been completed by Mr. Frederick Johnson, Civil Engineer 
of North Street, Westminster, London, pursuant to the terms of a Contract entered 
into between the Council of India and himself, under date the 9th of November 1858. 

The dimensions of the structure tiro aR follows : — 

Extreme length, from high water-mark, 1,000 feet. 

Breadth throughout, 40 feet. Beside its main body, the Pier has a cross of T-shaped 
head, 160 feet long by 40 broad. The work is constructed of Mitchell’s Patent Screw 
Piles, of solid wrought iron, respectively 6 inches and 8 infclies in diameter, placed in 
lows of four abreast, and at distances of 10 feet between the centre of each row. 

These Piles are screwed down into the sarnl to the depths undermentioned, that is to 
say — the first 25 rows, 11 feet ; the second 25 rows, 13 feet; and all the remainder, 15 
feet. 

The whole structure is securely tied together by transverse T-braces of wrought iron, 
and by longitudinal tension rods of the same material. 

Commencing at the inner part side of the Pier Head and continued 200 feet on each 
side of the mam structure, the iron Piles are protected by fender piles of timber placed 
at short intervals, and secured to the Iron Screw Piles by strong wrought Iron Bands. 

Originally the platform was composed of beams of cieosoted Baltic Timber covered 
with teak planks, six inches broad by foui inches thick, with spaces between the planks. 
This has now been replaced by beams of teak covered with mangoe planks, three inches 
thick, placed close together and the seams caulked in the same maimer as the deck of a 
Ship. 

Four lines of railway are laid down along the main Pier, with the necessary Turn- 
tables, &c., and the rest of the space available fitted up for the service of foot-passengers. 

The Pier Head is furnished with six fixed cranes, vaiyiug in their lifting power from 
3 to 10 tons, and 8 moveable cranes of 30 hundred weight each are placed on the rail- 
ways traversing from point to point as necessity arises 

it is pi opened to dispense with the Screw Moorings provided for in the Contract, and 
in lieu of them to put down Bridle Moorings with one-arm Anchors 

The total cost of the woiks, as agieed on in Mi. Johnson’s Original Contract, was 
£1,03,616, but a second Contract was subsequently entered into for the extension of the 
structure shoreward a length of 80 feet, at an extra charge of £4,832.

BYE-LAWS 


Notification. — Marine Depyhtmknt, Fort St Gi ojirra, February 14, 1865 

Under the provisions of Section XIV, (Madras) Act V of 1863, the Governor of Mad- 
ras in Council has passed the following Bye-laws for observance on the Madras Pier — ~ 
Bye-laws passed by the Government of Madias for observance on the Madias Pier, 
under authority of Section 14 of Act V of 1863 

1. No toll will be levied on peisons using the Pier for recreation, but no one will be 
allowed to pass through the gates at the top ot the ladders, either up or down, without 

paying toll. . . 

2. Passengers when paying the toll are requested to demand a ticket, which may be 
at once destroyed, as after its issue it is no longer of value. 

3. All Officers and others in the service of Government, proceeding over the I ler on 
duty, are exempt from toll. 

4. The toll on goods is payable before they leave the Pier. 

5. No idlers will be allowed on the Pier between 7 a. m and 5 v m. on week days. 
At other times the Pier will be open to visitors 

6. The working hours of the Pier shall be from 6 a m. to 6 r. m. on week days, but 
no goods shall be sent from the Pier, except under emergency after 5 p. M. 

7. No goods will be permitted to pass over the Pier on Sundays, except in case of 
great emergency. 
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' 8. All coolies employed on the Pier shall wear a distinctive badge, and all others 

will be turned off during working hours. 

9. All boats and rafts shall be made fast to the buoys round the Pier wharfage, and 
none shall be allowed to lie alongside of the Pier except when loading or unloading. 

10. The Pier Master is empowered to remove from alongside the Pier all boats or 
rafts by cutting or casting off their painters if not removed when ordered. 

11. Boats 1 crews must remain in their boats. 

12. All smoking and the use of any fire whatsoever, is strictly forbidden on the Tier. 
Any infringement of the foregoing Bye-laws is punishable by fine of 25 Rupees, and 

in default of payment, to imprisonment for one month.

Commanders of all vessels arriving at the Port of Narrakel are bound to produce the 
Ship’s Register, Manifest of the Cargo, and the last Port-clearance, to the Sea Customs 
authorities of the Sircar. 

2. Ports dues at the rate of two annas per ton shall be charged on all Sea-going ves- 
sels of the burden of twenty tons, and upwards, discharging or taking in cargo or passen- 
gers at the Port of Narrakel. Such dues shall not be charged oftener than once in sixty 
days. 

3. Vessels entering the Port of Narrakel and leaving it within the Bpace of seven 

days, without discharging or taking in cargo or passengers, shall be exempt from pay- 
ment of Port dues. ' 

4. All vessels in the Roadstead of Narrakel shall, when at anchor between sun-set 
and sun-rise, have a good light hoisted at the star-board fore-yaid arm. 

5 No ballast is to be thrown over-board in the anchorage of Narrakel, or in less than 
in 8 fathoms water. 

6. An infraction of any of the above Rules will render a Commander liable to a 
penalty of one hundred Rupees.

Limits of the Port of Beypore- 

Notification — Marine Department, Fort Su George, June 14, 1866. 

The Governor of Fort Saint George in Council, with the sanction of the Governor 
General of India m Council, hereby declares the Port of Beypore, in the District of 
Malabar, to be subject to the provisions of Act XXII of 1855. The Master Attendant 
at Calicut will be Conservator of the Port. 

2. The limits of the Port and tlio Port Rules sanctioned, areas follows : — 

To the North and South— the sea-shore within 50 yards of high water-mark spring 
tides from boundary pillars 1£ mile North and South of the river’s mouth. To the 
West — the anchorage between two lines running West from the boundary pillars to 0 
fathoms water. To the East — the banks of the river backwater creeks, and stands within 
50 yards of high water-mark spring tides, and within a distance of 14 miles from the 
rivei’s mouth. 

Rule 1. All vessels within the port of Beypore shall be bound to take up such berth 
as may be appointed for them by the Conservator and shall change their berths or 
remove when required by such authority. 

Rule 2. All vessels within the entrance of the backwater shall, if required by the 
Conservator, rig in their jib and driver booms, and strike their masts and yards. 

Rule 3. All vessels within the entrance of the backwater shall remove any anchor 
or spar, or other substance projecting from her side, if required to do so by the Conser- 
vator. 

Rule 4. All vessels taking in or discharging ballast, or any particular kind o£ cargo, 
within the Port of Beypore, shall take up such berth as the Conservator may direct. 

Rule 5. A free channel shall be kept for ships moving up and down the backwater, 
and also free passages to piers, jetties, landing places, wharfs, quays, docks, and moor- 
ings, and all vessels shall be bound to move, when required by the Conservator, to clear 
such channels or passages. 

Rule 6. All vessels within the Port of Beypore shall anchor, moor and unmoor, 
when and where required by the Conservator, 

Rule 7. All vessels within the entrance of the backwater shall be moored or warped I 
from place to place, as required by the Conservator, and no vessel shall cast off a warp 
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that has been, made fast to her to assist a vessel in mooring, without being required to 
do so by the Conservator or Officer in charge of the vessel mooring. 

Rule 8. The Cargo Boat Rules published by Government, under date the 28rd April 
1847, shall be in force at the port of Beypore. 

Rule 9. No vessels within the limits of the port of Beypore shall boil any pitch or 
dammer on board, or shall draw off spirits by candles or other artificial lights. 

Rule 10. All vessels in the roadstead of Beypore shall, when at anchor between sun- 
set and sunrise, have a good light hoisted at the star-boaul fore-yard arm, and all vessels 
under weigh at night, shall show a good light at the fore-royal, or upper foremast head, 
and when under weigh in tow of a Steamer, shall, in addition, show a light at each fore- 
yard arm ; the Steamer showing the usual light prescribed by the Admiralty Regulations 

N.B. — An infraction of any of the above rules renders a Commander liable to a penalty 
of 100 Rupees under Section 9 of Act XXII of 1855.

Amended Rules for the better management of Boats and Canoes plying 
for hire at the Out-Ports of the Madras Presidency. 

The following Rules for the better management and control of Boats and Catamarans, 
plying for hire at all out-ports under the Madras Presidency to which they may be 
extended by an Order of the Governor of Fort Saint George in Council, published in 
the Fort Saint George Gazette , have received the sanction of the Government of India, 
and will come into force on the 1st day of October 1867. 

I. No person, either as owner or servant, shall use any Boat, Canoe, or Catamaran, 
to carry goods or passengers to or from any ship or vessel at the port, unless such per- 
son shall have previously received a license, and unless the Boat, Canoe or Catamaran 
which such person shall so use has been registered, as hereinafter mentioned. And in 
case any person who has not received such license shall use any Boat, Canoe, or Cata- 
maran for the aforesaid purpose, or such Boat, Canoe, or Catamaran shall not have been 
so registered, such person shall be liable to a fine not exceeding the sum of (50) fifty 
Rupees, or, in default of payment, to imprisonment for a term not exceeding (3) three 
mouths, and the Boat, Canoe, or Catamaran shall be liable to confiscation, on convic- 
tion before a Magistrate or Justice of the Peace. ThiB rule is not to be considered as inter- 
fering with Ships’ Boats or Pleasure Boats taking off or landing passengers and their 
baggage, or Ships’ stores, all of which, however, must bo embarked or debarked within 
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the limits assigned by the proper authorities, in default of which a fine will be imposed 
under Clause X. The right of withdrawing this indulgence will be vested in the 
Master Attendant or Collector of Sea Customs, or other Registering Officer appointed 
by Government, should it appear that the interests of Government require it. 

II. The Master Attendant or Collector of Sea Customs, or other Registering Offioer 
appointed by Government, on being satisfied that a Boat, Canoe, or Catamaran is sea- 
worthy and fit for the service of the port, will, on application of the owner or owners, 
who must first subscribe to a declaration in writing that he or they fully understand 
these Rules, grant a license to such owner to use the Boat, Canoe, or Catamaran, for the 
aforesaid purposes, such license (if a Boat or Canoe) expressing its dimensions and the 
number of the crew, as well as the number of passengers and quantity of cargo, it is to 
be permitted to carry. And, to enable the Registering Officer to grant a correct license, 
he shall survey, or cause to be surveyed, any such Boat or Canoe- in presence of the 
owner, or any person deputed by him, the fee for such survey being regulated at each 
port by order of Government. 

III. And as often as the property in such Boat, Canoe, or Catamaran shall be 
transferred, the owner must pi educe his license to the Registering Officer, that the 
requisite alteration may be made, the new owner subscribing to a similar declaration, 
respecting his cotnpiehension of these Rules In wilful neglect or default of which 
notice of change of ownership lor the space of six days after such may have taken place, 
the original owner shall loifoit a sum not exceeding (25) twenty-five Rupees, or, in 
default of payment, to imprisonment tor a term not exceeding (6) six weeks, on con- 
viction befoie a Magistrate or Justice of the Peace. 

IV. Every owner shall paint in black English figures not less than six inches in 
length, upon a white ground, on a conspicuous pait ot the bow in one side, and of the 
quarter on the other, the numbei mentioned in the Registei and license of his boat. 
And if any person shall fraudulently paint, or cause to be painted or counterfeited, 
upon any Boat or Canoe, not having been duly registered, any such figures, every such 
person shall be liable to a fine not exceeding the sum of (100) one humified Rupees, or, 
m default of payment, to impnsonment, with or without hard labor, for a term not 
exceeding (6) six montlr, on conviction before a Magistrate or Justice of the Peace, and 
every such Boat or Canoe shall bo confiscated. 

V. For the better prevention of fraud and omission in painting the figures above 
provided to be used, the Registering Officer shall cause the number to be cut or branded 
in the most common Native character in some part of every Boat, Canoe, or Catamaran, 
on its being registered , and if the ow'ner should refuse to keep cut, branded, or painted, 
the figures assigned, or should hide or obliterate them^ he will be liable to a fine not 
exceeding (50) fifty Rupees, or, m default of payment, to imprisonmont for a term not 
exceeding (3) three months, on conviction before a Magistrate or Justice of the Peace. 
And if any person, not being an owner shall be guilty of, or shall assist in, altering or, 
erasing any such figures, he shall be liable to a fine not exceeding (50) fifty Rupees, or, 
in default of payment, to imprisonment for a term not exceeding (3) three months, on 
conviction before a Magistrate or Justice of the Peace. All numbers painted or brand- 
ed on a Boat, Canoe, or Catamaran are to be effaced by the Registering Officer on the 
license being withdrawn, 

VI. All men employed as Tindals or Boat men shall be registered in the Office of the 
Master Attendant or Collector of Sea Customs or other Registering Officers appointed 
by Government, and no others shall be allowed to ply in registered Cargo Boats, Canoes 
or Catamarans unless on emergency, and wdth the permission of the Registering Officer. 
Any offence against this rule will subject the owuier to a fine not exceeding (10) ten 
Rupees, or, in default of payment, to imprisonment for a term not exceeding (14) four- 
teen dayB, on conviction before a Magistrate or Justice of the Peace, for each man so 
engaged in his Boat ; and the Lascars so employing themselves will forfeit all title to hire. 

VII. All Boats, Canoes, or Catamarans must be manned with such number of crew 
as may be determined on by the Registering Officer and noted in the license ; and any 
owner allowing his Boat, Canoe, or Catamaran to ply without the requisite complement 
of men, will be liable to a fine not exceeding the sum of (50) fifty Rupees, or, in default 
of payment, to imprisonment for a term not exceeding (8) three months, on conviction 
before a Magistrate or Justice of the Peace. And all Boats, Canoes, or Catamarans, 
must carry suoh number of passengers and quantity of goods as shall be expressed in 
the license, a refusal to take, which will subject the owner to loss of hire, and suspen- 
sion of license, if considered necessary. 
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VIII. If any Boat, Canoe, or Catamaran be loaded with passengers or cargo beyond 
whab is specified in the license, the Tindal of Buch craft shall be liable to a fine not 
exceeding (5) five Rupees, or, in default of payment, to imprisonment for a term not 
exceeding (8) eight days, and the owner of the Boat to a tine not exceeding (10) ten 
Rupees, or in default of payment, to imprisonment for a term not exceeding (16) sixteen 
days on conviction before a Magistrate or Justice of the Peace, for e\eiy surplus passen- 
ger and candy of goods. And every other person who shall be guilty, either as principal 
or accessory, of the like offence, after having been duly wamod by the Tindal or owner, 
shall be liable, on conviction before a Magistrate or J ustice of the Peace, to a fine not 
exceeding (10) ten Rupees, or, in default of payment, to imprisonment for a term not 
exceeding (16) sixteen days for every surplus passenger and candy of goods. 

IX. All owners of licensed Boats, Canoes, and Catamarans must conform to the 
rules laid down by the Master Attendant or Collector of Sea Customs, or other Regis- 
tering Officer appointed by Government, for regulating the hums between which they 
are to ply to and from the slime, who shall be at liberty to prevent any such craft from 
leaving the shore when, m his judgment, danger would be mem red by so doing ; and in 
case any Tindal offend against this clause, he shall forfeit all liiie, and the owner be 
subject to suspension of license. 

X. All owners of licensed Boats, Canoes, or Catamarans shall submit their Boats 
when called upon to do so, to the inspection of the Registering Officer, or any person 
duly authorized by him, who is empowered to older such ropans to the Boats as, m his 
judgment, are requiied to render the establishment efficient. Any owner refusing to I 
attend to such oulers shall be subject to suspension of liis license, and, if such refusal 
be continued beyond one month, to an entne vvithdiawal of the license. 

XI. All goods are to be lauded or shipped off from within eeitain limits that may be 
pointed out by the Mastei Attendant or Collector of Sea Customs, oi other Registering 
Officer appointed by Government ; and any person engaged in shipping off or landing 
goods without such limits, unless the sanction of the Mastei Attendant or Collector of 
Sea Customs, or other Registering Officer appointed by Go\ eminent, shall have been 
previously obtained, will be liable to a line not exceeding (50) fifty Rupees, or, m 
default of payment, to imprisonment for a teim not exceeding (3) three months, on 
conviction before a Magistrate or Justice of the Peace 

XII. All owneis of licensed Boats, Canoes and Ontainaians shall, under penalty of 
having tlieir licenses withdrawn, be subject to the control of the Master Attendant oi 
Collector of Sea Customs, oi other Registering Officer appointed by Government, and 
shall submit to such mlesashe, under the approval of the Collector of the Bistnct, 
shall think fit to impose, and the liatuie of the services required of them shall demand. 

XIII. The rate of hire will also be determined by the pioper local authorities ; and 
if any owner, or person deputed by him, shall demand a rate beyond that sanctioned, 
he shall, on conviction before a Magistrate or Justice of the Peace, be liable to a fine not 
exceeding (10) ten Rupees, or, in default of payment, to imprisonment for a term not 
exceeding (16) sixteen days foi each oftence, together with the forfeit of the amount of 
such hire. 

XIV Any owner of a licensed Boat, Canoe, or Catamaran, oi person deputed by him, 
refusing to let on hire such Boat or Catamaran, without assigning reasonable and 
satisfactory cause for such refusal, shall be liable, on conviction before a Magistrate or 
Justice of the Peace, to a penalty not exceeding (10) ten Rupees, oi, in default of paj r - 
ment, to imprisonment foi a teim not exceeding (10) sixteen days for a fust offence, and 
(30) thirty Rupees for a second, with withdrawal of license, 
j XV. And if any Boatman serving in any such licensed Boat or Catamaran shall, by 
wilful neglect or deseition of his duty, cause any impediment to the service of such Boat, 
he shall be liable, on conviction befoie a Magistrate or Justice of the Peace, to a penalty 
not exceeding (10) ten Rupees, or imprisonment for a term not exceeding (16) sixteen 
days, or to receive corporal punishment not exceeding (3) three dozen lashes for a first 
offence ; and for a second, or if in either case life may have been endangered, he shall be 
liable, on conviction, to hai e the punishment increased to commitment to hard labor for 
a term not exceeding (6) six months, according as, in the opinion of the Magistrate or 
Justice of the Peace, before whom he is cited, the nature of the offence should warrant. 

XVI. If any owner or person deputed by him shall be guilty of taking off oi landing 
cargo without having previously received the permission of the Master Attendant or 
Collector of Sea Customs, or other Registering Officer appointed by Government, he 
shall, on conviction before a Magistrate, or Justice of the Peace, be liable to a fine not 
exceeding (50) fifty Rupees, or, in default of payment, to imprisonment for a term not 
exceeding (3) three months. 
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XVII. The Master Attendant, Collector of Sea Customs, and all Magistrates and 
* Justices of the Peace, or such person as they shall duly authorize for that purpose, shall 
be empowered to search all parts of any Boat, Canoe, or Catamaran for prohibited, 
unaccustomed, or smuggled goods, and to examine into all packages, boxes, or baggage, of 
whatever description, m such Boat, or landed therefrom, provided they shall have good 
reason to suppose that smuggled or prohibited goods are contained in such package, box, 
or baggage. And if any person shall resist or impede such lawful search, he shall be 
liable, according to the circumstances of the case, and the quality of the party offending, 
on conviction before a Magistrate or Justice of the Peace, to a fine not exceeding (100) 
one hundred Rupees, or to imprisonment, with or without hard labor, for a period not 
exceeding (6) six months.

L 14 18 hereby notified that beneath the Master Attendant’s Office on the Beach, is 
an Office, where Boats and Catamarans can be procured, and where Registers of all 
Licensed Boats, Catamarans, and their respective Owners and Crews are kept, and are 
open to public inspection, and in which copies of the Act No IV of 1842, for the better 
management of the Boats .and Catamarans, and for the amendment of ceitain Harbour 
Regulations, are suspended. 

2. If a Boat or Catamaran is required for any extraordinary service to a Ship or 
Vessel, either at anchor or under weigh bejond the limits of the Port, then the amount 
of hire which may be demanded may be referred to the Master Attendant or his Deputy 
for adjustment. N. B. — For the purposes of the foregoing rule, a Ship at anchor in, or 
beyond 10 fathoms, and a Ship at any distance under sail beyond that depth of Round- 
ings in any line of bearing from the Master Attendant’s Flag Staff shall be considerd as 
without the limits of this Port. 

3. In cases of great emergency, by night or by day, the owners of Boats and Cata- 
marans kept for the purpose of being let out on hire, shall aid and assist the Master 
Attendant and his Deputy by eveiy means in their power, and shall induce the Boat- 
men and Catamaran men to perform their sendee required, and when great personal 
risk shall have been incurred, or arduous services'perfoi med, and those on whose account 
such duties are undertaken, refuse to remunerate the Crew for the same, the Master 
Attendant will bring the merits of the case to the notice of Government. 

4. The Boat and Catamaran men are not to he employed on Board any Ship or 
Vessel in these roads • any wilful breach of this Regulation will be considered desertion 
and neglect of duty, and will render the person offending, liable to the punishment pro- 
vided for such desertion and neglect by Section XV of Act No IV of 1842. 

5. All Owners of Boats and Catamarans, and all other persons, either belonging to 
any Ship or Vessel in the Madias Roads or to the Boats, or Catamarans to he let on hire, 
are cautioned against the transhipment of any goods or passengers or ballast without 
first obtaining a Permit from the Collector of Sea Customs or his Deputy, any person 
or persons found guilty of any such transhipment being liable to the penalties provided 
in Section XXIII of the Marine Police Regulations. 

6. All Owners of Boats and Catamarans must make known to their respective Crews, 
the full intent and purpoit of the seveial port signals, which, as occasion may require, 
will be displayed at the Master Attendant’s Flag Staff, especially the recall signal fur all 
Boats and Catamarans, which is a white pendant with a red ball ; and when this signal 
Is hoisted, all Boats and Catamarans must immediately repair to the shore. 

7. The Crews of Boats and Catamarans kept for the purpose of being let on hire, 
shall not be changed or transferred from one Boat or Catamaran to another, without 
the sanction of the Master Attendant. 

8. The Accommodation Boats shall be kept in the same good order as heretofore, and 
are always to be provided each with an awning, and with seats and cushions, and in case 
they shall not, in the judgment of the Master Attendant, be kept in proper order, the 
Owners shall be deprived of their licenses until the same shall be put in proper order 
for the reception of Passengers. 

9. All Owners of Boats and Catamarans are to make known to their respective Crews 
that the Officer or Peon in charge of the Police or Revenue Boat, is authorized and 
empowered by Section XIX of Act No. IV of 1842, to stop, search, and detain any Boat 
and Catamaran plying to and fiom the Ship and Vessels in the Roads, and that all 
Boatmen and Catamaran-men who may impede or obstruct any Police Officer in the 
execution of his or their duty, will render themselves amenable to the penalties pro- 
vided for in Section XIX of the above recited Act. 

10. Should any difference or dispute arise between the Owner or Owners of Boats 
and Catamarans let on hire, and any person or persons hiring the same, as to the 
amount of hire for services performed, the party or parties may refer the case for adjust- 
ment to the Master Attendant or his Deputy, in which case each party shall sign a 
paper agreeing to abide by the decision of the said Master Attendant or his Deputy, 
and Buch paper shall be retained in the Office of the said Master Attendant.

PASSAGE KULES. 


Fort Satnt George, 22nd A uyust 1866, No. 326. — The following Extract from Noti- 
fication from the Gazette of India, is re-published : — 

Financial Department, No. 1,467, Simla, the 23 rd July 1866. 

Rules for the Grant of free passage by Sea to Civil Officers. 

The Governor-General in Council is pleased to prescribe the following Rules for 
regulating the provision of free passage by Sea for Public Officers in Civil employ, in 
substitution of the Rules contained in Financial Notification, dated 16th December 
1865, No. 3,524,* published m the Gazette of IillUu of the 30th December 1865, page 
1348 : — 

Officers and other public servants on tbe permanent Establishment of a Department, 
will be allowed a free passage when proceeding on duty by soa, in cases in which they 
would receive travelling allowance if proceeding on duty by land. Military Officers in 
Civil employ will, in addition, be allowed a free passage when, being employed at a 
station beyond Sea, they may be obliged to return to their Presidency in progress to 
Europe or to a Hill Station, on leave on Medical Certificate, also when they rejoin their 
station on return from that leave. 

For every Covenanted Civil Servant, Military Officer in Civil employ and Uncovant- 
ed Officer of higher rank than Clerk, who may thus be entitled to a froc passage, the 
entire charge for a 1st Class passage will be paid by Government, who will recover from 
such Officer either the full oi a half rate of table money foi the number of days occu- 
pied in the passage, according as his salary may or may not exceed Rupees 600 a month. 

The full rate of table-money shall be reckoned at 8 ltupceB a day on vessels in which 
the cost of a free passage includes, but at 4 Rupees a day whore it is exclusive of charge 
for wine, beer, spirits and soda-water. 

For Public Servants messed at the Warrant Officei’s or Engineer’s table, viz., for 
Warrant Officers of eveiy grade, European Non-Commissioned Officers attached to 
Departments or Public Offices, Subordinate Accountants and Clerks of Departments of 
Public Offices, who are entitled to a free passage, and for the families of these classes, 
0nd class accommodation, including generally a screened berth will be provided ; and 
the entire cost of the second class passage, without any deduction from the passengers 
on account of table-money, will be borne by Government. 

Passage for servants and luggage, within the limits prescribed by the rules of the 
Quarter-Master General’s Department prevailing at the port of embarkation, will also 
be allowed and paid for by Government, in cases where a mord liberal scale is not 
already authorized on special grounds.

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THE NATIVE PASSENGER SHIPS’ ACT, 1870- 

An Act for the regulation of Native Passenger Ships and of Steam 
Vessels intended to convey Passengers on Coasting voyages. 

Whereas abuses have occured in the overcrowding of Ships conveying Native Passengers 
between Ports and places in India, and Ports and places in the 
Preamble. Ked Sea or Persian Gulf ; and whereas similai abuses have 

also occurred in the case of ships commanded or ownod by sub- 
jects of Her Majesty and conveying Native Passengers between other Ports and places 
situate east of the Cape of Good Hope, and Ports and plaoes in tire Ked Sea or Persian 
Gulf ; and whereas it is expedient to prevent such abuses, and to provide for the regulation 
of all such Ships as aforesaid which shall depart from or arrive at any of the said Ports or 
places in India, and also for the regulation of Steam Vessels intended to carry paBsengcrB 
0 n coasting voyages ; It is hereby enacted as follows :

Accounts Currents. 

1. — No account opened for a less sum than 200 Rupees 

2. —The Bank makes no charge, and allows no interest. 

3. — No account allowed to bo overdrawn. 

4. — Bank Bills and Hoondies are sent out for acceptance and for payment in Madras, 

the notarial step being taken in case of non-acceptance or of non-payment. 

5. —The Bank collects Drafts, Cheques, &c., payable in Madras. 

6. — Bills, Notes, &c., (not being at sight or on demand) intended for realization by 

the Bank, should be sent in at least one day before the due date. 


Cash Credits and Loans on Deposit of Government Securities. 

1. — No cash Credit granted for a less sum than 2,000 Rupees. 

2. — No cash Credit account to be overdrawn. 

3. — No loan granted for a less sum than 350 Rupees, and no payment of less amount 

than 200 Rupees received to account of a Loan. 

4 — In instances of parties liquidating Loans before they attain maturity, the mini- 
mum period of interest to be charged shall be 15 days on Loans for 3,000 Rupees 
and under, and 10 dajs on Loans for sums exceeding 3,000 Rupees. 

5. — No Credit or Loan to be for more than three months. 

The Bank furnishes Pass Books and Stamped Cheques, — the latter at the expense of 
Constituents. 

It is particularly requested that parties will refrain from making entries in their Pass 
Books,— all such entries will be made by the Bank on the Books being sent in to be 
written up. 

Loans on Deposit of Goods. 

1. — No Loans on Deposit of Goods will be granted for a less sum than 500 Rupees ; 

nor will any sum less than that amount be received in part payment of a Loan. 

2. — In instances of parties liquidating Loans before they attain maturity, the mini- 

mum period of interest to be charged shall be 15 days on Loans for 1,000 Rupees 
and under, and 10 days on Loans for sums exceeding that amount. 

3. — Applications to release Deposits shall lie made before 2 f.m. 

4. — Goods to be subject to the customary charge of Godown rent. 
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Agency. 

The Bank receives for safe custody Government Securities, Bank and Railway Stoqk, 
&c. ; purchases and disposes of the same and realizes and remits the Dividends, Interest, 
and Proceeds of Sale, as constituents may direct, on the following terms of Commis-

4. — On the return of Government and other Securities on the princi- 

pal sum \ do. 

5. — On realizing Interest on Securities deposited on Loan Account . . § per cent. 

6. — On procuring the enfacement of Securities held for safe custody... Nil. 

7. — On the renewal of Securities hold on Loan and Cash Credit 

Accounts Nil. 

8. — -On the realization of Interest of the sale of Securities, — when the 

proceeds are remitted m the Bank’s Bills . . Nil. 

9. — On remittances in the Bank’s Bill drawn on the Bank of England 

at the rate of exchange of the day, or in the Bank’s Post Bills... Nil.

1. The Secretary is authorized to certify by his signature all Deposits and With- 
drawals. 

2. The Bank opens for the transaction of business at 10 a. m. and closes at 3 P. M. 
for receipts and payments every day. Holidays excepted. 

3. Every Depositor or Withdrawer is expected to transact business in person. In 
the cases of individuals unable to attend at the Office, the Secretary will exercise his 
discretion in regard to payments of Deposits to parties authorized by such absentees to 
receive the same. 

4. No money will be received or kept in Deposit except in the name of the actual 
Depositor, who should attend at the Bank in person on making the first Deposit to give 
his, or her name and other particulars in his or her own hand- writing in a book kept 
for that purpose. 
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5. No sums less than one Rupee, or more than 2,500, can be lodged. All Deposits 
will be regularly entered in a book at the time they are made and issued to the owner. 
This book is to be brought to the Bank whenever any sum is deposited or withdrawn. 
The account thus kept will be closed on the 31st March of every year and the balance 
of interest due at that period will be paid to the Depositor upon his, or her receipt 
being duly taken in the Pass Book, or carried to account thenceforward to accumulate 
at compound yearly interest until it shall amount to 2,500 Rupees, when no further 
Deposits will be received : but interest will be added to the Deposit till it shall amount 
to 3,000 Rupees, after which no further interest will be allowed. 

6. Interest at S£ per cent, per annum will be allowed on Deposits until further 
notice. Interest will be calculated on a Deposit from the first day of the month suc- 
ceeding that in which it shall be received up to the last day of the month preceding, 
that in which it shall be withdrawn. No interest will be allowed for broken periods, 
nor calculated on fractional parts of a Rupee. 

7. No person or persons to Deposit money for the benefit of any other person or 
persons, except Parents on behalf of and on account of their Children being minors. 
If such Deposits are made in the Children’s names they cannot be withdrawn during ] 
the minority of the Children, nor without an authority from them after they have come 
of age. No trust will be allowed to appear on any Deposit. Provided however that 
the Rule shall not be construed to prohibit individuals resident out of Madras, or 
Females who according to the manneis and customs of the country do not usually 
appear in public from making their deposits in their own names by the hands of other 
persons as agents on their behalf. 

8. Depositors will be at liberty at any time to withdraw any sums or portions of 
sums deposited by them receiving interest calculated up to the end of the month pre- 
ceding that in which the withdrawal is made but no pi non will be permitted to Deposit 
or withdraw money more than once daring the month. An exception will however be 
allowed in cases in which good and sufficient reasons may be assigned. 

9. Receipts for sums withdrawn exceeding twenty Rupees should bear a stamp of 
one Anna in conformity with the provision of Act X of 1862. 

10. In case of the death of a Depositor, the sum at his credit will be paid to his, or 
her executors, or assignees , or in case of no Will, according to the law on this head. 

31. All Pass Books of Depositors both at the Presidency and in the Mofussil should 
be sent to this Office at the end of every official year, (£. e , 31st March) for the purpose 
of adjusting the interest 

12. Money tendered for Deposit by married women in their individual names will 
not be received without an authority from their husbands in the subjoined form execut- 
ed on a Stamped paper of the value of one Rupee agreeable to instructions from the 
Government Solicitor A copy of this Form may be had on application at the Bank of

Rules and Regulations of the Chamber. 

1st. That the Madras Chamber of Commerce is formed with a view to watch over and 
protect the interests of Trade ; to receive and collect information on all matters of 
Mercantile interest, bearing upon the removal of grievances and the promotion of the 
common good; to communicate with authorities and with individual parties thereupon; 
to receive references on matters of custom or usage in doubt or dispute, deciding on the 
same and recordingthe decision made for future reference ; and to form by that and other 
means a code of practice, whereby the transactions of business by all engaged in it may 
be simplified and facilitated. 

2nd. That all Merchants and other persons engaged in the general Trade of Madras be 
eligible as Members. 

3rd. That persons desiious of joining the Chamber shall be proposed by ono Member 
and seconded by another. Notice of the same shall be entered in the Ballot Book and 
circulated among the Members, and the election shall be made by ballot at the first 
General Meeting of the Chamber held after the expiry of one month from the date of 
the notice, a majority of two-thirds of those voting at the Meeting being necessary for 
admission. 

4th. That voting by proxy be not allowed, nor by parties whose subscriptions shall be 
in arrears. 0 

5th. That the power of expulsion be reserved to the Chamber, to he deoided by ballot 
by a majority at a General Meeting. 

6t,h. That the executive duties of the Chamber shall he conducted by the Chairman 
with the assistance of the Sub-Committee, and that all matters of importance be referred 
for the decision of the general body of Subscribers, who shall be called together as often 
aB is necessary by the Chairman, but not less frequently than once a month. 
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7th. That the Chairman shall on all occasions have a casting vote in addition to his 
own as a Member of the Chamber. 

8th. That every Member on election shall pay an entrance fee of Rupees 100. 

9th. That the subscription be fixed at Rupees 160 per annum, payable quarterly in 
advance. Absentees in Europe to pay no subscription. 

10th. That if any Member allow his subscription to the Chamber to fall into arrears 
for more than one quarter without sufficient reason, his name shall be expunged from 
the list. 

11th. That the Funds be paid as realized into the Government Bank, and that when 
exceeding one thousand Rupees they be vested in Government PAper. 

12th. That the ordinary expenditure be at the discretion of the Chairman ; and that 
extraordinary be made by him with the sanctiou of Sub -Committee. 

13th. That an Annual General Meeting be held on the second Monday of December, 
or as near thereto as convenient, at which the Treasurer’s account shall be submitted, 
and the Chairman for the following year shall be elected ; the retiring Chairman 
becoming Vice-Chairman. In cases of the Chairman’s re-election, a new Vice-Chairman 
shall be elected. 

The Vice-Chairman shall conduct the duties of Chairman during the absence of the 
latter. 

14th. That Special General Meetings may be convened on the requisition of the 
Chairman or of any three Members of the Chamber, not being Members of the same 
Firm — notice of the subject of discussion to be given in the requisition calling the Meeting. 

15th. That at the Annual General Meeting of the Chamber, a Sub-Committee of not 
less than 5 Members, including the Chairman and Vice-Chairman, shall be elected to 
assist the Chairman in the disposal of the business of the Chamber. Two Members of the 
same Firm should not be on the Committee. 

16th. That a fee of 15 Rupees shall accompany all references to the Chamber. 

17th. That the Chairman shall provide a room for the accommodation of the Chamber. 
18th. That all parties subscribing to the Chamber shall affix their signatures to the 
Rules in a book to be kept for that purpose.

The Company caidlot guarantee the Steamers sailing from the intermediate Ports on 
the dates given in the Time Tables, but every effort is made to ensure their doing so. 

Passengers proceeding to Bombay from Caloutta may land at Madras, and proceed by 
rail to Beypore, and meet the Steamer there or at Calicut. 

Passengers from Bombay to Madras and Calcutta may land at Beypore and take the 
Railway to Madias ; the First-class Railway fare betwixt Madras and Beypore is Rs. 24. 

Note — The following art the fired ports of rail at which all the fortnightly Steamers on 
this line touch ( weather permitting), viz., False Point, Gopaulpore, Bimhpatam, Vizagapatam, 
Cocanada, Madras, Ncgapatam, Gallo , Tut icon n, Cochin, Beypore, Calicut, Camianore , 
Mangalore and Carwar. The Ports at which the Steamers only occasionally calf, also those 
at which the Steamers call every alternate fortnight only, will he found in the Tune Tables. 

During the S. W. Monsoon, nz., fiom the beginning of June to the end of August, the 
Steamers do not communicate with the Ports of Mangalore, Cannanore, Calicut and 
Cochin , but Passengeis foi these Poits and the Neilghernes may be landed at Noirakal, 
si\ miles north of Coclnn, fiom whence they may proceed by backwater to Stations on 
1 lie Madias Railway. 

INFORMATION AND GENERAL REGULATIONS. 


Passengers. 

The rate of Cabin passage money includes Table, but not Wines or Liquors, which are 
piovided on bo. ml, andchaiged as pci scale in possession of the Steward. Bedding, linen, 
and all requisite Cabin Futnituie aio provided m tlio Steamers at the Company’s expense. 

The full amount of passage money is payable on accommodation being secured. Parties 
failing to embaiL aftci securing accommodation, to have half the passage money returned. 

Return Tickets available for one month from date of landing, are issued to Cabin Pas- 
sengers only, at a reduction of one-fifth on the ictuixi passage money Passengers hold- 
ing Return Tickets and travelling on board the Steamers after this period, will be clmigod 
on boaid with a fifth pait of the letuin passage money, if not previously paid on shoie 
to an Agent of the Company. 

No beith can be occupied by any passenger without application to the Agents on 
shore or the Steward on boanl. 

Dining the North -East Monsoon, when all the berths are engaged, Quarter Deck pas- 
sages are gianted to gentlemen entitling them to mess at the Cabin table. Quarter Deck 
passengers are allowed space for a bed on the poop, which must be rolled up during the 
day, and a tiunk or poi imanteau of 5 cubic feet. 

A number of the Steamers are pro ruled n ith Forward-Cabins , and when such accommoda- 
tion is available, second-class passages inclusive of table arc granted at half of first-class rates. 

Servants, being dock passengers, must not sleep in the Saloon nor enter the Saloon 
Cabins except when m actual attendance on their mastois. 

Euiopean sei vants, half of Fn st-class fare. European maidservants occupying a berth 
in then Mistress’ cabin, two-thirds of Fust-class faie. .Native servants on deck, ordinary 
deck fare. 

The rate of passage for Deck Passengers does not include diet, but they can be dieted 
on board as per scale in possession of the Steward. 

One child undei three years of age, if with the parent, free. When more than one, 
each child additional will be charged one-quarter fate. Childreu above tin ee and under 
ten years, half fare. Children are not allowed m Cabins unless accompanied by an adult 
Cabin Passenger. 

Passengers are strictly prohibited canying Gunpowder, Sulphuric Acid, or any other 
material which might occasion accident on boaid the Steameis. 

Passengers must comply with the Regulations established on board for general comfort 
and safety. 

Baggage. 

Each adult Cabin Passenger allowed 3 cwt. of personal baggage. Any baggage in 
excess will be charged at Cargo rates with 25 per cent, added. 

Packages containing jewelleiy, plate, or other valuables, must be specially booked and 
freight paid thereon. 

European servants and children over three years of age are allowed 16j$ lbs. of personal 
baggage. Deck passengers allowed 50 lbs. each. 

Passengers are requested to note that the Company will not be responsible for any loss 
or damage to baggage uuder tlieir own charge. 
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Freight. 

! All packages shipped on board the Company’s Steamers must be well packed ; have a 
distinctive mark in English, and the port of destination also inscribed on each in English. 

Although the Company’s Steamers for the most part trade to free Ports, all packages 
shipped on board must be accompanied by a registeied Custom House Pass. Kon-com- 
pliance with this regulation will subject shippers to detention in having their goods put 
on board, till a Pass from the Custom House is obtained. 

Freight on all packages must be prepaid at Port of shipment. 

The Company reserves to itself the power to charge by weight, measurement or value, 
and is not accountable for damage arising from insufficiency of address or packing ; nor for 
damage, or breakage, to re-exported goods. 

For general facility, the Company reserves to itself the power of landing cargo at the 
ports of delivery in its own or hired boats, and when landed to deposit the same on wharf, 
in receiving vessel, or m store ; charging consignees with the expense of landing and 
storing, according to a scale of rates to be seen at the Offices of the Agents. Goods so 
landed to be at 1 isk of consignees after being discharged from the Steamti . 

The Company does not guarantee that the Steamei shall have room at ports of tran- 
shipment, nor that there shall be no delay there. 

The correct contents of all packages must be stated in bills of lading. Packages con- 
taining Gunpowdei, Sulphuno Acid, or any other material which might occasion accident, 
are strictly piolnbited fiom being shipped on board the Steamers. 

Packages weighing moie than 3 cw't. (excepting hales and boxes of manufactured goods) 
are only carried at advanced rates of freight and by special agreement. 

When, owing to bad weather or other causes, goods cannot be safely landed at tlieii 
destination within the time stipulated for stoppage at such poit in the Company’s mail 
contract with Government, the Company leserves to itself the light to convey them to 
the next poit on the voyage or to the hnsil j>ort of call, to be returned thence by one of 
the Company's Steamei s having space, at the Company’s expense and Mei chant’s usk, and 
the consignee cannot claim indemnity for such delay nor the consequences thereof. 

A written declaration of the contents and value of goods is required by the Company, 
and must be delivei ed by the slnppei to the Company’s Agent with the Bill of Lading, 
A wiong description of contents or false declaration of value shall lelease the Company 
from all responsibility m case of loss, seizure or detention, and the goods shall be cliaiged 
double height on the real value, which fi eight shall be paid previous to delivery. 

The Company will not be liable for any single package of cargo beyond the value of 
Five Hundred Rupees, unless additional freight at half Specie rates has been paid on 
value above Five Hunched Rupees, and in all cases where claims are made, proof of loss 
must be furnished. 

Specie will not be landed by the Company. It can only be delivered on presentation 
of Rills of Lading on board, and will be carried on at consignee’s usk if delivery is not 
taken during the Steamei ’s stay in port. 

Carriages are conveyed by special agreement. 

Single packages and parcels not exceeding 2 feet in measurement are charged lls. 2-8 
under 1,000 miles, undei 2,000 miles, Its. 5 ; over that distance, Rs. 10. 

Goods must be alongside at least 24 hours before the advertised hour of departure, and 
shippers are requested to see that their receipts for same aio in order before leaving the 
vessel. Most of the mistakes arise through shippers sending their goods at the last 
moment. 

Bills of Lading are only signed on the Company’s forms, which may be had of the 
Agents at the several ports. These must bo piesented and deliveied up, cancelled, 
before delivery of goods can be granted. 

Horses, Cattle, &c. 

The rates of conveyance for animals are exclusive of food, and all animals are earned on 
deck at shipper’s risk. 

The charge for conveyance of horses includes passage of a Syce in attendance on each 
horse, and spaco for fodder, which must be piovidcd by the owner. 

Horse boxes are not provided by the Company. 

Shippers of horses are recommended to remove the shoes and to provide coir matting 
for tho animals to stand on, to prevent them slipping with the motion of the vessel.

vious. ) veyances used for the journey to Marseilles. 

At Point-de-Galle a Steamer waits for the passengers going to India. This Steamer 
leaves Galle after the transhipment with the Steamer coming from Marseilles ; she callR 
at Pondicherry and M.idras, and stops at Calcutta. The trip from Marseilles to Cal- 
cutta is regularly accomplished within 30 days. 

The Steamer coming from Marseilles proceeds to Singapore where she is due on the 
30th day after her depaiture fiom Marseilles thence to Saigon, when* she is duo on tlio 
34th day, and finally to Hong-Kong, terminus of the mam lme, w here she arrives on 
the 37th day. 

Passengers for Shang-Hae embai k at Hong-Kong on a branch Steamer which sails from 
the latter port a few hums after the arrival of the boat from Marseilles. Four days are 
required in ordinary ciicu instances for the ttip from Hong-Kong to Sliang-Hue, where 
the mails are landed on the 43rd day after lea\mg Marseilles. 

Passengers for Yoko-Hama take at Hong-Kong the Steamer of the Japan line divert, 
from Hony-Koxg to Yolo- Hama This lattoi boat, which sails a short tune after the 
arrival of the mam line Steamer peri oi ms, in seven days, the trip to Yoko-Hama, where 
she is due about the 46th day after the departure from Marseilles. 

Passengers for Batavia embark at Singapore on a branch Steamer which leaves a few T 
hours aftei the arrival of the packet coming from Marseilles. The trip from Marseilles 
to Batavia is regularly performed in 32 days.

Passengers. 

The Company’s Rates of PaBssge Money are for the Sea Passage only. They include 
Stewards’ Fees and Tabic, but not Wines, S pints, or Beer, which can be purchased 
on Board. Bedding, Linen and all requisite Cabin Furniture are provided in the 
Steamers at the Company’s expense, together with the attendance of experienced male 
and female Servants. 

Servants soliciting gratuities will bo dismissed from the Company’s service. 

Passengers are not allowed to take on board Wines, Spirits , or other liquors , for use 
during the voyage, an ample stock thereof being provided at mod crate prices. 

Railway Tickets for the journey through Egypt are issued by the Agents of the Com- 
pany on behalf of the Egyptian Government, at the following rates : —

Or it is optional with tho Passengers to pay the Company for the Sea passage only, j 
and to pay their own transit through Egypt upon arrival at Alexandria or Suez, as the 
case may be. 

Half the amount of Passage Money, when the Passage exceeds £20, is required 
to be paid on securing Passage, and the balance a fortnight before embarkation. 

Passengers not embarking after engaging Passage, to forfeit the deposit of half the 
amount of Passage Money. 

In case, however, of a Passenger being unavoidably prevented from availing himself 
of a Passage at the period for which it is taken, a transfer of the Passage can be effected 
to a subsequent Steamer, on sufficient notico being given, without forfeiture of any 
portion of the deposit paid, and accommodation will be alloted as similar as circum- 
stances win permit.

Notk — Passage Tickets are granted by the Company, subject to certain Conditions and 
Regulations , which are endorsed thereon ; and before the Tickets can be made available 
tar Passengers must subscribe to the conditions , by affixing their signatures thereto. 


Baggage. 

The. attention of Passengers by the Company's Steamers is respectfully requested to the 
undermentioned Regulations in reference to liagyage , much trouble and loss are occasion- 
ally caused by their neglect or nou-abseri ance. These Regulations are equally important 
to Passengers performing the land journey between A texandria and Suez , for the Egyptian 
Transit Administration will not accept any responsibility unless they be strictly complied 
with. 

All baggage should be packed in Leather Portmanteau or Trunks, marked with the 
owner’s name and port of destination, in paint, in full, and fastened securely with case 
locks ; padlocks and leather straps being liable to damage oi removal. The Transit 
Admiuistratiou will not be responsible for the safe conveyance of insecure Packages. 
Canvas Covers to Packages of Baggage aie not recommended, as they are frequently 
removed, and lead to the loss of the Packages. 

Packages containing Jewellery, Plate, or other valuables, must be specially declared 
and registered prior to shipment, and Freight paid thereon, at the Company’s establish- 
ed rates, failing which such Packages are liable to seizure and confiscation. 

Packages containing Parcels, Specie, or Merchandise, are liable to seizure and confis- 
cation in Egypt, and to detention for Freight by the Agents of the Company. 

First Class Passengers are allowed on board 336 lbs. of personal Baggage, free of 
Freight; Children of first class Passengers (over 3 and under 10 years), Second class 
Passengers, and Servants 168 lbs. each. 

A Passenger taking a reserved Cabin will be entitled to take in the Steamers free of 
freight, 4£ cwt. ; and a married couple, paying for reserved accommodation, will be 
entitled to take 9 cwt. 

The charge for conveyapce of extra Baggage, should there be room in the Vessel, will 
be at the rate of 10s. per cwt. between Southampton, Gibraltar, Brindisi, Malta, or 
Alexandria ; 10s. per cwt. between Suez, India, China, Japan, and Australia, with 7s. per 
cwt. for Transit expenses through Egypt.

The Company will not receive on hoard of their Vessels any Goods of a dangerous or 
damaging nature. If any such goods he shipped without notice the shippers will not only 
be liable to the penalties imposed by Statute, hut also for all damages sustained in conse- 
quence of such shipment — (See Extract fiom the Merchant Shipping Act, at p. 18.) 

A. B, — The Baggage of Passengers proceeding via Trieste , must he shipped at South- 
ampton , #o as to ensure its arrival at Suez a week in advance of the Passengers to whom it 
may belong . Non-compliance with this regulation is likely to involve loss or detention of the 
Baggage in Egypt.

1* The East Indian Kailway consists of the Main Line from Calcutta to Delhi ; 
from Allahabad to Jubbulpore, where it joins the Great Indian Peninsular Railway ; 
the Chord Lino from Raneegunge to Luckescerai ; and the Branch Line to Kurhurbalee ; 
I the whole length, 1,502 miles, of which 399 miles are double, has been completed. 

t 2. The Great Indian Peninsula Railway consists of the Main Line running 
North-East from Bombay to Jubbulpore, where it joins the East Indian Railway ; and 
South-East to Iiaichore, ■where it joins the North-West Blanch of the Madras Railway ; 
and the important Branch Line from Bhosawill to Nagpoi e. Through communication 
between Bombay and Calcutta, as well as the North-West, was established in March 
1869, by the opening of the line to Jubbulpore The bridge over the Kistna liver is 
not yet completed ; but its whole length of 1,272 miles, of which 287 are double is 
sufficiently finished to enable the tarffio to be carried on. 

3. The Madras Railway consists of the South-West Line from Madras to lleyporo 
with a branch from Jollarpett to Bangalore ; and the Noith-West Line from Arconum 
to Bellary and Rai chore, where it joins the G. 1. P. Railway. The whole of this 
undertaking 832 miles with the exception of the branch from Coimbatore to the 
Noilgherry Hills, is now completed 

4. The Bombay, Baroda and Central India Railway runs almost due North 
from Bombay to Ahmedabad. 384 miles sanctioned 310 miles opened. 

5. The Scinde, Punjaub and Deihi Railway runs from Kurrachee to Kotree 
on the Indus, a distance of 109 miles, and from Mooltan, passing by Lahare and 
Umritsur, joining the East Indian Railway at Uhazeeabad, a distance of 566 miles. 
The bridge over the Sutlej, connecting the line between Delhi and Lahore, was opened 
on the 15th October 1870, and communication from Calcutta and from Bombay to 
Mooltan was thus established. 

6. The Eastern Bengal runs NorHi-East from Calcutta to Dacca on a principal 
branch of the Ganges, and is now 159 miles in length. 

7. The Great Southern of India from Negapatain to Tiichinopoly, and thence 

to Erode, wlieie it joins the Madras Railway (S W. Line ) 378 miles sanctioned . 168 

miles opened. The extension to Tuticorin, 210 miles, has not yet been commenced with. 

8. The Calcutta and South-Eastern from Calcutta to Midnapore, a distance 
of 28 miles. 

9. The Oudh and Rohilcund Railway is designed to afford railway communi- 
cation through the important and fertile districts of Oudli and Roblilcuwl, and to make 
Branches to various places on the East Indian Railway The length of line sanctioned 
is 672 miles, of which 42 have been opened between Cawupore to Lucknow, and 28 from 
the Nulhatee station on the East Indian Railway to Mooishedabad oil the Ganges. 

The extent of railway communication now open in India is 5,051 miles. The three 
presidency towns, and the capitals of the North-West provinces, and of the Punjaub, are 
now united, and the system of trunk lines laid out by Lord Dalhousie may be regarded 
a& completed. 

The following extensions in this Presidency have been recommended and are in 
contemplation — 

10. A line from Caroor to Tmnevelly, by Dindigul and Madura, with a branch from 
Kytar to Tutieoiin, to be executed by the G S 1. Railway. 

11. A line flora Bcllaiy to Dbarwar, to be executed by the Madras Railway Company. 

12. A line from Conjeveram to Cuddalore, nith a branch to Pondicherry, to be 
executed by the Carnatic Railway Company. 

13 Four short branch lines from the South-west Line of the Madras Railway to the 
towns of Arcot, Vellore, Salem, and Palghaut. 

1 4. A.line from Bey pore to Connanoie by Calicut and Telhchcrry. 

15. A line from Pothanoor on the S. W. line by Coimbatore, to Kullar at the foot 
of the Neilgherriesr 

16. A branch line from the Needamiingaluui station, on the G. S. I. Railway, to 
Combaconum. 

17. A line from Puttamby on the S. W. line of the Madras Railway to Cochin.

— Plantation Coolies, in batches of not less than fifty in number, 
will be conveyed in 3rd Class Carriages from and to any Station on the line at the 
reduced rate of 2 pies per cooly per mile. 

XIII. Through Tickets. — By the 5-0 p. m. Train from Madras, and by the 8-30 P. M. 
Train from Bangalore, First and Second Class Through Tickets will bo issued at Madras, 
Arconum, Jollarpett and Bangalore, to Caroor, Tnchinopoly, Tanjore and Negapatam. 

.By the 5 P. M. Train from Madras, First, Second and Third Class Through Tickets 
will be issued at Salem to Caroor, Trichinopoly, Tanjore and Negapatam By the 7-30 
p. M. -Goods Train from Madras, Third Class Through Tickets will be issued at Jollarpett 
and Salem to Caroor and Trichinopoly. By the 4-15 a. m* Train from Coimbatore, First, 
Second and Third Class Through Tickets will be issued at Coimbatore to Caroor, Tri- 
chinopoly, Tanjore and Negapatam. By the 8 a. m. Goods Train from Coimbatore 
Third Class Through Tickets will be issued at Coimbatoro to Caroor and Trichinopoly. 

Holders of througfi tickets for distances of over 200 miles will be allowed one day extra for 
every additional 200 miles or part o/200 miles in the through distance to enable them to break 
their Journey if they wish to do so at any places along the route at which the Mail Train stops. 

XIV. Special Trains may be had on application to the Traffic Manager, Madras, 
by giving thirty-six hours, previous notice. 

XV. Luggage. — First Class Passengers will be allowed free of charge, 112 lbs., Second 
Class 25 lbs., and Third Class 15 lbs. of personal baggage. All baggage in excess of 
this weight (whether in the owner’s charge or not) will be charged at 2 pies per maund 
per mile. 

All Luggage must be pre-paid at the Booking Station.

“ No such Railway Company shall in any case be answerable for loss or injury to any

No Luggage is allowed in the Carriages , except small Packages which can be placed under 
the Seat occupied by the owner. Station Masters and Guards are required to remove all 
Packages which cannot be deposited under the Seat 

XVI. The Company will not be responsible for loss of, or injury to, any Gold, Silver, 
Jewellery, Securitiesand valuable papers, Plated Goods, Pictures, Silks, China and such 
like valuable articles, unless the same shall have been accepted by an authorized seivant 
of the Company, and an increased charge paid. 

XVII. Smoking. — Smoking in the Carriages and on the Company’s premises is 
prohibited. 

XVIII. Fees.— The Company’s Servants arc prohibited from receiving any gratuity 
under pain of dismissal. 

XIX. Complaints — It is requested that any incivility or want of attention on the 
part of any Servant of the Company may be communicated to H. E. Church, Traffic 
Manager.

Rules and Regulations for the Conveyance of Horses, Carriages & Dogs. 

Horses and Carriages— Must be at the Stations 45 minutes before the departure of 
the Train by which they are intended to bo despatched, and when sent from any other 
Station than Madras, one day’s previous notice should be given. They are conveyed 
only to and from the Stations shown in the following Tables. The Company do not 
undertake to forwaid them by any particular Train, nor do they hold themselves res- 
ponsible for any injury occurring in loading or unloading. 

The Company will not be responsible for any injury to Horses conveyed by GOODS 
Train, whether arising from fear, sudden stai ting of the Train, or fi <>m any other cause. 
Owners will be required to signify on paper their assent to these conditions of carriage 
before a Horse is loaded. 

Grooms. — One Gioom or Horsekeeper will be allowed to travel free with each Horse 
and in the same Vehicle. 

Dogs. — Each Dog must be provided with a chain and muzzle, or the Company will 
not be responsible for their safe conveyance. Special compartments arc providod for 
Dogs, and under no consideration will they be allowed to accompany Passengers inside 
the Carriages.

Objects of the Company- 

The object of this Company is to afford railway communication to the important 
provinces of Southern India , lying to the south of the existing Madras Railway, includ- 
ing Tanjore, Trichinopoly, Madura, Tinnevelly, Coimbatore, Erode and Travancore, 
being the most populous and fertile districts in the Madras Presidency.

I 1. Passengers can be booked at intermediate Stations only on condition that 
there shall be room in the train and class of Carriages for which their tickets Shall have 
been issued. To ensure being booked, Passengers should bo at the Station at least 15 
minutes before the time mentioned in the tables. The door of the booking offico will 
be closed punctually at the hours mentioned. Passengers cannot be re-booked at Road- 
side Stations, to proceed by the train in which they have arrived. 

2 Tickets.— The tickets given to Passengers on payment of tlipir fares, will be 
required to be produced to the Company’s servants, or given up to them whenever 
demanded. Passengers unable or refusing to produce their tickets are liable to be 
charged the fare from the most distant Station from whence the train started. The 
tickets are not transferable, are only available for the Stations named thereon, and can 
only be used on the day of issue. 

Tickets which have been torn or mutilated, particularly when the date or progressive 
number is off, will not be recognized, and the holder will be charged full fare. 

“ A ny person who shall attempt to defraud the Company by travelling or attempting to 
travel upon the Railway without haring prerioush / paid his fare, or who shall in any other 
manner attempt to evade the payment thereof is subject to a penalty not exceeding Rs Fifty . 

Passengers arc requested to examine their tickets before leaving the booking-office 
counter, as mistakes in tiekets or money cannot be afterwards recognized. 

3. Children under three yeais of age travel free, and above that age are charged fu 11 
fares. 

4. Passengers travelling in their own private Carriages will be charged First Class 
faie in addition to the charge made for the Vehicle. 

5. Passengers* Luggage*— First Class Passengers will be allowed free of charge 82 
lbs , Second Class Passengers 25 lbs , and Tliitd Class 15 lbs. All baggage in excess of 
this (whether in the ownoi’s charge or not) will be charged at 2 pies per nutund per mile. 

All Luggage must be pro-paid at the Hooking Station, and to insure being booked, it 
must be delivered atH-he Station 20 minutes before the time stated for the departure of 
the train, 

N. 11.— Act No. 18 of 1854, Clause 0 ' u No such Raihuty Company shall in any case 

be answerable for loss or injury to any Passenger s Luggage unless it shall have been booked 
and, sejiarately paid for.” 

No Luggage is allowed in the Carriages except small Packages which ran be placed under 
the & 'eat occupied by the owner. Guards arc required to remove all Packages which cannot 
be deposited under the Scat , 

O, Lost Luggage. — Ai tides found in the Carriages or on the Railway are placed in 
a Lost Luggage Office at the Ncgapatam Station where application should be made for 
lost articles. A foe of two annas will be charged for each aiticlo of Luggage when 
claimed at the Lost Luggage Office ; but if not claimed within one month, an additional 
stoiage charge of annas 4 pei month after tlie first month, will be made. All lost 
Luggage if not claimed within six months, will be sold by the Company to pay expenses. 

7. The Company wtll not re uesponsirle for loss of or injury to, any Gold, Silver, 
Jewellery , Writings, Securities and Valuable ]*apevs % Plated Goods , Pictures, Glass , China 
Articles of Ivory , Ebony, Sandal- Wood and such l Hr Valuables , Silks, manufactured or 
unmanufactured, Wrought or not wrought up with other materials ; Shawls, Laces, Clothes, 
Tissues embroidered with precious metals, or of which metals form part, unless the same 
shall have been accepted by an authorized servant of the Company, and an increased charge 
or charges paid. 

8. Special or Rksi nvi d Accommodation in the Ordinary train may be had on appli- 
cation to the Assistant Traffic Manager, Triehinopoly, on 24 hours* notice being given, 

9. To prevent ACCIDENTS it is requested that no Passenger will kan upon, or open 
the Carriage door, or step from or into any Carriage when the train is in motion ; any 
person doing so, is liable to bo prosecuted for a breach of the Company’s Bye-Law, 
No. C, viz :

14. Smoking in Carriages, or at Stations, is prohibited under a penalty.

TRAVELLING ALLOWANCES TO CHAPLAINS. 


Resolution. — On a re-consideration of the subject of the conespondence mentioned 
above, the Governor-General in Council is pleased to lay down the following Rules: — 

I. — The Chaplain of a Station to which a conveyance allowance is attached will draw 
travelling allowance at the usual mileage rates of twelve and three Annas when visiting 
Out-stations more than five miles distant from his principal Station. The Chaplain of 
a Station in which no conveyance allowance is given will draw travelling allowance for 
visiting Out-Stations not less than three miles distant, 

II. — A Chaplain absent from his Station on any gazetted leave will forfeit his con- 
veyance allowance, 

III. — A Chaplain officiating for another at a station to which a conveyance allowance 
is attached will draw that conveyance allowance for the peiiod dunng which lie officiates. 

IV. — A Chaplain officiating at a Station to which a conveyance allowance is not 
attached without being relieved of the charge of his substantive Station will diaW, for 
visiting the former station, the same travelling allowance which he would receive if it 
were an Out-station, 

V. — A Chaplain may exchange the mileage admissible to him under Rules I and 
IV for an allowance of Rupees 6 per diem for the period of absence from his principal 
Station,

CHAPLAINS’ REGISTER 0E HIS VISITS AND SERVICES IN HOSPITAL- 


Fort St George, 31 si October 1863, No. 8 7.— Government having directed that the 
following Rules are to be observed in every Military Hospital, they are published accord- 
ingly for general information — 

I. A book shall be placed in every European Military Hospital to be entitled “The 
Chaplain’s Register of his visits and sei vices m the Hospital.” 

II. This book is to be provided by the Chaplain, and each visit and service perform- 
ed at the Hospital is to be entered in it, 

III. It is to be kept for the information of the Bishop, and is to be open to the 
inspection of the Military and Hospital authorities. 

IV. It is not to be removed from the Hospital, the Medical Officer in charge is to 
arrange for its safe custody and production when required by the Chaplain or for 
inspection. 
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SPIRITUAL CHARGE OF TROOPS ON BOARDSHIP. 

Fort St. George, 1UA. June 1863, No. 141. 

Read the following Despatch from the Right Honorable Sir C. WOOD, Bart., Secre’ 
tary of State for India: to His Excellency the Honorable the Governor ill Council* 
Fort St. George, dated India Office, London, 24th April 1863, No. 6. 

I have resolved in Council that, whenever a Chaplain, about to return to his duty in 
India, may be willing to undertake the Spiritual charge of Troops on boardship, he may 
be permitted to do so, and that the Governments in India, on leeciving from the Officer 
in command of the troops on board, a statement testifying to the duo discharge of his 
duties by such Chaplain, be empowered to pay to him the sum of one hundred Pounds 
(£100) ; it being clearly understood that the leave of absence of the Chaplain is not to ! 
be prolonged on this account, and that the time so spent on boardship is not to count ! 
as service in India. 

2. The principle of this Rule is applicable to the case of Chaplains returning to this 
country from India ; and you are accordingly authorized to permit any Chaplain on the 
regular establishment, who may be proceeding to England, to undertake the Spiritual 
charge of Troops and their families on the voyage to this country, on the understanding 
that on his arrival in this country, the sum of one hundred Pounds (£100) will be paid 
to him on the production of the icquisite Ceitihcate from the Commanding Officer of 
the Tioops on boaid. 

CHAPLAINS’ VISITS TO OUT-STATIONS. 

Extracts from Court's Despatch, 1 2f A April 1842. 

“ Sections 27 of the Regulations respecting leave of absence and deputation and 
travelling allowances w Inch we have locently approved, you will find a Rule on the sub- 
ject of tiavelling allowances on joining a station, and when any change takes place 
except at the dcsiie of the Chaplain oi Assistant Chaplain. 

3. But to avoid inconvenience and guard against the possibility of misunderstanding, 
we think it desirable that for eveiy circle of stations, the Lord Bishop should bi. 
requested to frame a plan determining the periods at which each place Bliall be visited by 
the Chaplain or Assistant. Chaplain officiating in such circle, which plan being approved 
by Government shall continue m force till vai icd by the same authority. As minute local 
infoi illation will bo neoessaiy to the successful formation of such plan, we can only offer 
a few suggestions on the subject. The fiequeucy of Ecclesiastical visits should be 
governed m a great degree by the extent of the Cluistian population of the place to be 
visited. A place may contain not inoie than tluee ot four mcmbeis of the English 
Church, and though it might not be light to exclude those few persons from the bent tit 
of Cluistian ordinances, .is obvious that in the piescnt state of our Ecclesiastical 
Establishment such a place could not be Malted frequently without injury to others of 
gi eater mipoi tance. An annual visit might m some cases be all that could reasonably 
be afforded , while to others, visits twice, tluee or four tunes a year, might be expedient ; 
and to others again, which might be more populous, it might be desirable that visits 
should be made once m six weeks, or once a month. 

4 When a circle of Stations may, from the deficiency of our Establishment, or any 
other cause, be left without a lesident Clergyman, we aie of opinion that the Chaplain 
or Assistant Chaplain of a neighboui mg district should, as desn ed by the Lord Bishop, be 
appointed to visit the Station thus deprived of cleiical services. In such cases the most 
convenient course will be for the Lord Bishop to bung the subject to the notice of 
Government, and submit a plan of visitation Such plan beiug approved, the Chaplain 
or Assistant Chaplain who can most conveniently discharge the lequned duty, should 
be specially appointed thereto, and then ceforw aid be entitled to draw travelling allowances 
in conformity with the plow, sinus of the plan, and in accordance with our Financial 
Despatch of the 30th October 1 839. 

9 We should lament that the practice of visiting Stations at which no Clergyman is 
permanently resident should be discontinued, and it would be unjust to subject the 
Clergy to the expense attendant to such visits. Under these impressions we deem it 
proper to sanction the payment of such reasonable charges not exceeding those authorized 
in our Despatch of the 30th October 1839, before referred to : and we are encouraged in 
this view by the fact that although Chaplains and Assistant Chaplains when absent from 
their duty are subject to the same deductions as Civil Servants, no charge is incurred in 
providing for the duty of the absentee. The deductions may thus be regarded as a fund, 
meeting to a certain extent the extra charges incurred by occasional or pi ovisional visits 
| of the Clergy to Stations in which they do not reside.”

RULES RELATING TO BURIAL GROUNDS FOR THE DIOOESE OF 

MADRAS. 


Fort Saint George, 21 Hh October 18G6. 

1 The Chaplain of the Station shall have the care of the General Cemetery. It shall 
be his duty to apply to the piopor Officer, when the walls want lepairing ; to see that 
weeds, grass, or jungle be cleared away, and the remains of dilapidated tombs be remov- 
ed, and that the Cemetery be kept in proper order. 

In the absence of the Chaplain, the Lay Trustees shall have the care of the Cemetery. 

N. B. — These Rules apply in places where there is no Chaplain, to Ministers of the 
Additional Cleigy Society, and to any other Clergymen who are appointed to the charge 
of English Congi egations, and aiein receipt of part of their salary from Government 

IT. The Sexton or Lascar in charge of the Cemetery, shall be borne on the Church 
Establishment, and shall be paid by Government through the Chaplains, with whom 
the appointment and dismissal of this servant shall rest. 

III. In every station, a portion of the Cemetery shall be set apart for the use of 
members ol the Roman Catholic congregation. Foi the use of any body or bodies of 
Christians at such station, not being in einbeis of the Church of England, nor of the 
Church of Rome, auotliei poitiou of the Cemeteiy Hho.ll be appropiioted, should they de- 
sire it, for the sole use of such congregation, or tor the joint use of such congi egations. 
The poitions thus set apart shall not be fenced or walled off, but simply divided by a 
pathway, from the rest of the Cemetery, and shall be added to, or reserved from, the 
existing Cemetery, according as such Cemetery has, or has not, been consecrated accord- 
ing to the rites of the Church of England. The whole Cemetery thus divided shall be 
surrounded by a wall, and rdiall have but one gate of entianee The entire Cemetery 
shall be under the care of the Chaplain, for the purposes specified in Rule I. The key 
shall be kept by the Sexton oi Laseai acting under the Chaplain's directions, so that 
access to the ground mny be had by those having a light, tlieieto, easily and without 1 
delay. 

IV. The Chaplain shall provide that one or more giaves be kept ready for cases of 
sudden emergency , such giaves shall be covered with planks or boauls, No grave shall 
be less than six feet doep. 

V. A scale of charges for ordinary masomy, giaves, headstones tombstones and 
tombs, to be submitted by the Undertaken at each station, and approved by the 

I Chaplain and District Engineei, shall he affixed to the Cemetery gate, or to the wall 
of the Church Poich, or exhibited m some other suitable place. 

VI. Inscriptions intended foi monuments to be plaeed in that portion of the 
Cemetery devoted to the Church of England, and for tablets to be placed in Churches 
shall he submitted to tlieChaplain for approval ; if not approved, such inscriptions shall 
not he allowed to be engraved on such monuments or tablets. But any party considei- 
ing himself aggrieved by the Chaplain’s decision may appeal to the Bishop. 

VII. Stone or biick monuments shall not be placed over any hut masonry graves ; 
such monuments, unless built over masonry work, are liable to fall m during the rains. 
Brick monuments are to be discouiaged, as they soon fall into decay in this climate. 

VITI. The dimensions of no monument shall be allowed to exceed nine feet in 
length, and four and a half feet in width. In special cases, where more space is desired, 
a fee calculated at the rate of Rupees 3 for every square foot, shall be charged by the 
Chaplain. The sum collected shall be placed to the credit of the Fund for improving 
the Burial Ground, and repaiiing the monuments in it and the Church. 

IX. The Chaplain shall communicate with the friends of the deceased when a monu- 
ment requires repair. Should a monument fall into a ruined condition, and no one be 
willing to undertake its restoration, the ruined monument shall be made level with the 
ground, and auy slab it may have contained shall be placed over the grave. 
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X. Every reasonable effort shall be made by the Chaplain, not only to keep the 
Cemetery in decent order, but to preserve the sacred associations of the place, by sug- 
gesting appropriate designs for monuments, and by planting the ground with suitable 
trees* The money obtained by the sale of the grass, and the fees abovementioned, shall 
be laid out in the improvement of the Cemetery. 

XI. The Cemetery shall be inspected once a year by the Chaplain, in company with 
the Executive Engineer, and a report made to the Archdeacon ; such reports shall bo 
recorded in the Ecclesiastical Record Book of the station, and also in the Engineer’s 
Office. 

XII. The Collector, or one of his Assistants, shall annually, or as occasion may 
require, visit all Cemeteries in his District, as well as those disused as those still in use, 
and shall make suggestions to the Clergymen or Lay Trustees in charge, and, if neces- 
sary, shall make a brief report to the Government or Archdeacon, regarding the condi- 
tion of such Cemeteries. 

XIII. Officers Commanding Regiments or Detachments shall cause a report to be 
made to the nearest Civil Officer of graves dug for Commissioned Officers, Non-Coiumis- 
sioned Officers and Soldiers dying oil the line of march, in older that measures may be 
taken for the effectual protection and preservation of sulIi graves. 

XIV. At stations where there is no Chaplain or other Clergyman in the pay of 
Government, the Lay Tiustees will pci form all the duties assigned to the Chaplain by 
these rules, with the exception of the appioval of the inscriptions, which are to lie 
forwarded to the Chaplain of the station or, during a vacancy, to the Archdeacon ; such 

• inscriptions shall not be engraved till the sanction of the Chaplain or Archdeacon is 
j obtained. The Lay Trustees in stations where theie is no Chaplain, shall place the key 
j of the Cemetery at the disposal of the visiting Chaplain, on the occasion of that Muns- 
ter’s periodical visits to his out-stations. In the absence of a Cleigym.au of the Chinch 
1 of England, one ol the Lay Tiustees, or some Officer appointed by him, shall lead the 
j burial service at the mtei ment of all pci sons entitled to Imual according to the rites 
and ceiemonies of the Church of England, and shall foiwaid a leturn of the same, in 
duplicate, by the first post, one copy to the Registrar of the Ihocese, Madras, and Hie 
other to be deposited in the Office of the Collectoi ot the Dintuct. Forms can be obtained 
by application at the Office of the Diocesan Registrar, Bangaloie 


CHURCHES AND CHAPELS. 


The following P W D. Standing Order, No o7 of lbGo, legal cling the expendituie of 
public money on Churches and Chapel & in Military and Civil stations, is, we learn, to bo 
considered applicable to the Madias Pie.sideney — 

Churches and Chapels in Military and Civil Stations. 

The following general principles and jules legarding the expenditure of public money 
on Churches and Chapels me published for general mf oi mation, and must be strictly 
adhered to by local Governments and .ulmmistiations m considering proposals for sucli 
works, and in according sanction to them . — 

I. — In the ease ot purely Military stations, whole there is no European population 
excepting the troops, such as the Hill Sanitaria at Dugshai or Subathoo, &c., applications 
for Protestant Churches, will not, as a ltilo, be cutei tamed by the Government, and a 
Regimental School-room or other large suitable building should be made available for 
divine worship. 

II — Where, however, a Military station is of a peimanent cliaractu, and there is also 
a Civil European community, Protestant Churches aie desirable, and will be constructed 
by the Government. 

III Roman Catholic Chapels will be provided by the Government to the extent 
required for troops in those Military station in which sauotiou is accorded to the 
election of Protestant Chuichca 

IV. — The amount of the Government Giant for a Protestant Chinch will, in no case, 
exceed such a sum as will suffice to pi ovule a plain substantial building adapted to its 
special pm poses and laigc enough to contain the whole cougi egation which may ordina- 
rily be expected to attend together with such plain fiunituic as is essentially necessary 
j for the pioper performance ot the service aecoiding to the ritual of the Church of Eng- 
j i an d. It will rest with private individuals to furnish the means of imparting ecclcsiasti- 
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cal features, and architectural decorations to the building, should they desire it, and 
also of supplying additional furniture, or furniture of a more costly description, and 
means of lighting. 

V. — The same principles with regard to the extent of accommodation and amount of 
the Government Grants will hold good in the case of Roman Catholic Chapels. 

VI. — At the chief Civil station of a district, the Government will be ready to provide 
a small Protestant Church, on scale commensurate with the probable congregation to 
be accommodated, whenever the community of the station is willing to bear a portion 
of the expense, the share taken by the Government being calculated on the principle 
above laid down, viz, that the Government will provide the cost of the solid and essen- 
tial parts of the fabric, while it shall rest with the community to supply the means of 
giving to the building the special architectural character and the distinguishing features 
of ecclesiastical form, which it is desirable Churches should possess. 

VII. — The following sums are fixed as sufficient to provide places of worship on the 
above principles for the various details of troops and for Civil stations. The scale of 
size for Military stations, and of expense for all Churches or Chapels, now laid down, 
are in no caso to be exceeded without a reference to the Government of India, even 
though the proposed expenditure may be within the power of sanction, vested in the 
local Government or Administration.

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RULES RELATING TO THE OFFICE AND DUTIES OF LAY TRUSTEES,/ 
IN THE DIO OESE OF MADRAS. 

Fort St. George, 2 9th October 1867. 

I. Two Lay Trustees are appointed to each Chaplaincy or station where there is pro- 
perty belonging to or held in trust for the Church of England. 

II. At Civil stations, or Joint Civil and Military stations, the Senior Civil Servant 
should be appointed a Trustee, provided that he is a communicant of the Church of 
England, and has no objection to hold the office. At Military stations the Officer Com- 
manding the Cantonment or Garrison under the same provisos When these Officers are 
unwilling to hold the office, the officer next in seniority (Civil or Military as the case 
may be), if qualified as above, should be nominated. 

III. The second Trustee may be any communicant resident at the Btation, nomi- 
nated by the Chaplain, and approved by the Bishop. 

IV. When the office of either Trustee is vacant, the Chaplain should report the cir- 
cumstance to the Lord Bishop, for the information of Government, and at the same time 
nominate a duly qualified person to fill the vacancy. 

V. The duties of the Trustees are in many respects similar to those of Church War- 

dens in England. They are appointed to see that the 

* Vide Rules relating to Church and Churchyard or Cemetery,* are kept in good order 
to Burial Grounds, dated and repair, to provide for the preservation of the property 
Fort Saint George, 29th belonging to the Church, to present to the Bishop or 
October 1866. Archdeacon, cither on their visitation or immediately by 

letter, whatever is wrong or ii regular on the part either of 
the Chaplain or the congregation, and to aid and assist the Chaplain m the perfounanco 
of his duties. 

VI. During the absence of the Chaplain or other licensed Clergyman, one of the 
Lay-Trustees is, in ordinary ca&es, the proper perbon to read the sei vice and a sermon 
on Sundays, and to take charge of the Register and othei books connected with the 
Chaplaincy. 

N. B. — It is to be borne in mind that Lay-Trustees have no power to interfere in 
the administration of Divine Service, but merely to represent to the Ecclesiastical 
authorities whatever they may deem objectionable. Their office in this icspcct is one 
of observation and complaint, not of control. 

VII. The Lay-Trustees, in conjunction with the Chaplain or Minister, form a Com- 
mittee of Management oil all Church matters, and should meet for business once 
in each month, or often er if necessary. The assignment of seats in Church and (m 
places whore they are authouzed) the collection and disbursement of pew rents, the 
management of school and charity funds should be supervised and arranged by the 
Committee at their Meetings. 

VIII. All indents, letters, proceedings and other papers emanating from a Church 
Committee, are to be sigued by both the Lay-Trustees (unless for special reasons, 
which are always to be assigned), as well as by the Chaplain ; and all indents, letters, 
&c , received or sent are to be enteied in a concspondencc book distinct from that of 
the Chaplain, and should be pioduccd foi examination at Meetings of the Committee. 

IX. The Chaplain or Officiating Chaplain or Minister present, as a maik of respect I 
due to religion in the person of its Ministers, presides at all Meetings of the Committee 
of Management and signs proceedings and letters as President, and the two Lay-Trus- 
tees in the order of their relative rank. 

X. The Church Committee are responsible that no alteration is made wdiether in the 
Church or Churchyard without representing the matter to the Archdeacon, who will, 
except in matters of trifling impoitance, bung it before Government for their sanction. 

XI. When any addition, alteration, oi improvement to a Church or other Ecclesias- 
tical building is considered necessary, oi when any new building is required, the subject 
should be brought with full explanation to the notice of the Bishop, who, if approved by* 
him, requests the Archdeacon to submit the same for the considetatioii and ordeis of 
Government, on whose approval the necessary plans and estimates (if not pieviously 
furnished) are called for from the Public Woiks Department. 

XII. All ordinary repairs to Ecclesiastical buildings in the pi evinces, the cost of 
which does not exceed Rupees 50, are effected, and all trifling ai tides within the same 
limit are supplied on the direct application of the Church Committee m the provinces by 
the District Executive Engineer, aud at the Presidency by the Bairack Master. Con- 
tingent charges for the supply of matting, blinds, and other articles of a similar kind 
necessary for each Chaplaincy, not exceeding 50 Rupees per annum, will be entered in 
a Contingent Bill, which should be submitted for the approval of the Archdeacon

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BULBS IN BEGAED TO THE LEVY OF ECCLESIASTICAL FEES- 


Ecclesiastical, Simla, the 29 th September 1869, No 482— The following amended Rules 
for the levy of Ecclesiastical fees throughout India, which have been framed by His 
Excellency the Governor-General in Council, are published for general information in 
supersession of the Rules which appeared under Notification No. 548, dated the 18th 
September 1868 : — 

I. — No fees are charged for the performance of the rite of baptism or burial, or for the 
registration of the performance oi these offices. 

II — In addition to the fee for the Surrogate's license, a fee of Its. 10 shall be charged 
on all marriages by license, except the marriages of Officers and otlieis m the Military 
or Naval Seivice of Hei Majesty. 

III. — The fee for the Surrogate’s license shall be Rs. 50 both at the Presidency Towns 
and in the interior. No fee will be charged on marriages by banns. 

IV. — When registers are searched and copy of any entry given, a fee of one Rupee 

w qii n shall be charged for the first year,* and lour Annas for 

, luBt y ear every additional year over which the search may extend, | 

s a >e a en o mean an;y ag we p ag a f Ufc; oi - one Rupee for the ceitifieate.

V. — A fee of eight Annas for cveiy square foot of ground occupied shall be charged j 
for the construction of any masomy giave m a burial ground 

VI. — A further fee of one Rupee per squat e foot s>hall be le\ied on ilie erection of a 
monument in a burial ground provided, however, that for a simple headstone or flat 
slab of the size of an ordinary headstone, an uniioim iee of Rs. 15 only shall be charged. 
A fee of Rs. 75 shall be levied on a faculty for the election ot a monument in a Chinch. 

VII - The fees levied on the consti notion of masomy graves and the erection of 
monuments, shall foim a fund tor keeping the biui.il giomid and Church compound m 
ordei, except in Calcutta, Madias and Bomba) , where they will be credited to Government 
Vide Appendix, 

VIII— British Soldiers and Non-Commissioned Officers arc exempted, with retros- 
pective effect, from the payment of any fee for the construction of masonry graves, oi 
for the erection of monuments in burial gi omuls to the momoiy of their comrades, wives 
or children No monument, however, citliei legiinontal or piivate, shall exceed six 
square feet, and no masomy giave shall occupy moie giomid than an area ot eight feet 
by tour. The simple stone slab or headstone should be geneially adopted. 

XX.— The Chaplain may at his discretion reduce, or altogetliei remit in cases of 
extreme poverty, the fee for seal cliing legisters and making copies, as well as the fee 
leviable on the construction of masonry giaves, but not for the election of monuments. 

X The fees preset ibed in these Rules should bo paid to the Chaplain, or, in the 
absence of the Chaplain, to the Officer m charge of the burial giound, and shall be duly 
accounted for.

2. In the provinces where no Coroner’s jurisdiction exists, the same course will be 
observed by the authorities appointed to inquire into the causes of sudden death, and 
the same deference will be paid by Clergymen to their certificates of Warrants,

By the Orders of the Government of India, dated 21 sb December 1855, communicated 
to the Right Reverend the Bishop, 15th January 1856, and quoted by the Chaplain of 
Cannanore, Chaplains of the Church of England are, on the requisition of the Officer 
Commanding a Military station, bound to bury a Roman Catholic according to the ritual 
of the Church of England when the Roman Catholic Priest of that station may have 
refused to bury the deceased.

Parties desirous of being married should apply direct to some Surrogate residing near 
them ; but from places where there is no Surrogate, application should be made to the 
Registrar, who will procure a commission under the Episcopal Seal, authorizing some 
persons to administer the usual oath and grant the necessary license. None but a Clergy- 
man of the Church of England can marry by virtue of Episcopal license. Parties who 
cannot on account of distance obtain the services of a Clergyman to marry them must 
state the fact, and apply to the Brigade Major, Fort Saint George, who will obtain the 
permission of the Right Honorable the Governor for their marriage under which the 
Senioi Judicial Officer of any station is authorized by Government to mairy them. 

In the case of a minor in H. M.’s or the Honorable Company’s Services, the written 
consent of the Governor must be obtained pievious to the publication of Banns, or the 
grant of a license.

MARRIAGE ACT V OF 1865. 

Appointments of Marriage Registrars and Assignment of Districts to such Registrars 

with scale of Fees* 

Fort St. George, March 23, 1852. — 1. The Right Honorable the Governor in Coun- 
cil, in conformity with the provisions of the Statute passed in the 14th and 15th year of 
the reign of Her Most Gracious Majesty the Queen Victoria, intituled an Act for Marriages 
in India, and the Act No. V of 1852, passed by the Governor- General of India in Coun- 
cil, is pleased to make the following appointments of Marriage Registrars, and to make 
the following assignments of Districts to the several Registrars so appointed or hereafter 
to be appointed under the laws aforesaid. 

* * * * • 
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2. The town of Madras with its suburbs is assigned as the District of the Marriage ! 
Registrar of Madras, and of such additional Marriage Registrars of Madras as may be 
hereafter appointed. 

3. The several Collector ate* uader the Madras Government are created Marriage 
Registration Districts for the purposes of the Indian Marriage Acts aforesaid, and the 
CoUectorate in which is the station of each Marriage Registrar hereby appointed, and of 
each additional Marriage Registrar who may be hereafter appointed, is assigned as the 
Marriage Registration District of every such Marriage Registrar. 

4. With reference to the Indian Marriage Acts abovementioned, it is hereby notified 
that the Right Honorable the Governor will take into consideration the written applica- 
tions of Ministers of the Christian religion, ordained, or otherwise set apart to the ministry 
of the Christian religion, according to the usage of the persuasion to which they may 
respectively belong, who may be desirous of becoming Marriage Registrars of the 
Districts in which they reside, being places under the Madras Government. Such 
applications should be sent direct to the Chief Secretary to Government. 

5. The fees to be paid to Marriage Registrars under this Presidency, will be the same 

ns the scale laid down in Section XVIII of the Indian Act V of 1852, for Marriage 
Registrars of places within the territories of Native Princes or States in alliance with 
the East India Company : that is to say— | 

For receiving each notice of Marriage -one Rupee. 

For publishing each notice of marriage— two Rupees. 

For the issuing of each Certificate -five Rupees. 

For every marriage forbidden or protest entered— ten Rupees, and 

For registering each marriage —three Rupees. 

6. The fees when received by the Registrar will be immediately paid over to the 1 
Collector of the District, and the discretion granted by the 18th Section of the Act (V 
of 1852) to Marriage Registrars in the territories of any Native State or Prince to remit 
a part of the fees to indigent persons is hereby extended to Registrars of Districts under 
this Government.

General Assembly’s Institution and Schools of the Free Church of Scotland, 

Commenced by the Rev. ,J. Anderson, in Black Town, 3rd April 1837. 

Free General Assembly’s Institution, Esplanade, Black Town, for Native Education 
and for raising up Native Teachers and Preachers, under the superintendence of the 
Missionaries and Di. W Carslaw. The Mission in 1850 opened a new Branch School in 
Black Town, under the superintendence of Mr. Huffton and the Missionaries ; this School 
is now attended by upwards of 200 boys and 70 girls Mr. Tyrool Abideen has charge of 
the Station at Chmgleput His circle embraces many villages which be regularly visits 
Mr. Ragavulu is laboring m Coil j ever am and the villages around. The Educational opera- 
tions at Nellore are in charge of the Rev. John Maomillan. 

Eight Branch Schools for males exist in connection with the Parent Institution. These 
are in Black Town, at Conjcveram, Trivelloro, AVallajahbad, Rajauipefctali, lyompetlah, 
Chingleput and Nellore The average attendance at all these schools during 1871 has 
been about 1,500 Hindus and Mahomedans, on a roll of about 1.700 The Hindu pupils 
are of all castes and classes, from the Brahmin to the Pariah, no distinction being made 
by the Missionaries. 

The Female Institution for Convert and Boat ding Girls is under the charge of Mrs. 
Anderson, assisted by Charlotte Govmdurajuloo, who acts as Mation of the Institution. 
There are besides 8 Hay Schools for Hindu ami Mahoinedan girls in connection with 
the Mission. These Schools contain about 700 pupils, making the entire numbei of 
pupils on the roll about 2,400. 

The education given embraces a knowledge of the Scriptures and all the branches of 
an enlarged regular couise of instruction. T lie essential character of the Central Insti- 
tution, with its nine Branch Schools for youths anil eight foi girls, is that of being 
Seminaries for giving a full Christian education. This is communicated through the 
I medium of English, Tamil, Telugu and Hindustani ; and instruction is also systemati- 
cally given in these tongues, by competent Munshees The Ocntial Institution educates 
young men up to the standard of the B. A Degice of the Madras University. Visitois 
are received on Fridays from 11 a.m. till 4 P M. 

The Free Church Mission employs upwards of 20 Christian Agents, Evangelists and 
Teachers. It also emjdoys in its Schools 130 Teaclicis.

The work of the Mission is earned on in the Dispensary m Black Town which was 
opened in 1856, and also in the Dispensary and Hospital m Jloyapooram, which were 
opened nearly five years ago. 

The Training Institution which was commenced with the view' of giving a Medical 
education to Native Chnstian youths has now been opened foi neaily six years. 
Thirteen of the Students have finished their studies and lime returned to laboi in con- 
j nection with the various Missiouaiv Societies to w'luch they belong.

Missionaries, and twenty-one ordained Native Ministers, besides a huge number of 
Native Agents of various grades. 

The congregations under charge of the Mission comprise more than 36,000 persons. 
The Schools contain between 10,000 and 11,000 seholai's

London Missionary Society’s English Institution for Native Youth, 

Armenian Street, Black Town, Madras. 

This Institution was established m 1851 for the purpose of giving a good general 
and scriptural education to the native youth of Madras, as well as for the training of 
Preachers, Catechists and Teacheis to assist at the nuineious stations occupied by the 
Society in Southern India. 

The studies pursued in the highest classes of the Institution are those required for 
the Matriculation examination of the Madras University The studies in the other 
classes are arranged accoidingly. Evoiy boy m the Hchool iR daily instructed in the 
sacred Scriptures by a Christian teacher. The number ot scholars is 561. School fees 
are paid according to the rates recently fixed by Government. 

There are also two Biancli Schools in the immediate n eighbom h ood of Madras con- 
nected with the Institution. In the Institution and its Branch Schools there are 663 
native youths receiving a Christian education. 

A native congregation comprising 1 32 souls and 52 communicants has been formed 
in connexion with this part of the Mission The plan of the Institution provides for a 
special service adapted to native youths every Sunday morning after the Sunday School. 

Connected with the Vepery Branch of the Mission is another native congregation of 
118 souls and 46 communicants. 

The Mission supports a Boarding School for girls, and five girls’ day schools, four 
of which are attended by caste children to the number of 420. The total number of 
girls at present is 479.

In the Male Schools at Vizagapatam and Nagpore, English, Latin, French and the 
Vernaculars are taught, as well as History, Geography, Arithmetic, Algebra, Geometry, 
Drawing, Music, &c, 

A School for girls of high castes has been established at Vizianagram by the Honorable 
Maharajah, K.C.M., the great promoter of education ; it is attended by a very large num- 
ber of girls of the highest castes and conducted by the Religious Ladies of St. Joseph. 
His Highness the Maharajah wishing to have the school in a still larger scale has com- 
pleted a very extensive school-house and large buildings for the numerous pupils who 
from other parts ot his estates come to be educated at Vizianagram where they .are 
generally supported at the expense of His Highness. 

At Vizagapatam the School for Native girls of high castes which is under the patronage 
of Mrs. G. L. Nursing ltow and entrusted to the care of the Religious Ladies of St. 
Joseph, is in a very flemishing state. The scliolais about 209 m number show a great 
aptitude for work and go gladly to school. The enlightened Mis. G. L. Nursing Row, 
gi eat promoter of education, ]udioioasly thought thatas a complement to the above men- 
tioned Institution a school for adult females of caste, was a great desideratum ; accord- 
ingly a School foi Hindoo ladies and gi own-up gnK of caste was established and en- 
trusted to the Nuns by the same well-informed and benevolent Native lady, Mrs. G. 
1 j. Nursing Row, the pation and great supporter of both Institutions I am happy to 
say that both schools work well.

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SCHOOL OP INDUSTRIAL ARTS. 


This School was established by Dr. A. Hunter on the 1st May 1850, and was supported 
till March 1855, partly by fees from pupils, by payments for drawings, engravings, and 
work turned out in the school aided by small contributions from the public, and the pro- 
ceeds of the worthy Doctors private practice, while Medical Officer in the 1st District 

In March 1 855 the school was taken up by Government, and an Assistant, Mr. Archibald 
Cole, was sent from the Government School of Design in London, but has since died. 

The branches of instruction are, drawing, wood and copper-plate engraving, modelling, 
casting in plaster of Paris, and the manufacture of building materials and pottery. 

The number of pupils who have been under instruction in the different departments has 
been upwards of 4,279, and of these a great number have obtained remunerative employ. 

A fee of 8 Annas per month is charged for the artistic instructions. The pupils in 
the industrial department are paid for their labor. 

The following gentlemen formed a Committee who brought the school to the notice 
of Government in July 1853 : — J I) Bourdillon, Esq , Rev, A. 11. Symonds, Colonel J, 
T. Smith, Colonel F. C. Cotton, Colonel G Balfour, Edward Elliot, Esq , and Edward 
Balfour, Esq. 

Another Committee consisting of the follow ing gentlemen, was appointed to report 
to Government the present condition of the school. Hon’ble K. Maltby Chairman , 
Colonel/! .

Hitchins, Colonel J. Carpendale, Dr. C. M. Dull, Asof Jung Bahadur, and W. S. Grant, 
who acted as Secretaiy. 


Artistic Department. 

During the past year, a great many lessons m drawing and engraving have been printed 
and distributed to other schools, and Teachers lia\o been supplied from both depart- 
ments. The branches of instruction aio Practical Geometry, Perspective, Free hand- 
drawing Machine, Plan and Botanical Diawmg, Wood and Coppei -plate Engiaving. Eight 
Teachers aie employed, besides the Superintendent who give* daily lectures * 

Industrial Department 

In this Department, considerable progress has lately been made in the manufacture 
of building, draining and ventilating materials, also m the modelling, casting m Plaster 
and making of Terracottas and improved potteiy, and m seal ptui ing hi Stone and Maible 
Important assistance has been rendered to scveial public Institutions from the Industrial 
Department in the shape of fire-biicks, tiles, wuter-pipos, building, and aich-bricks 
supplied in considerable quantities, Sevei.il Euiopcans, East Indians and Natives have 
obtained remunerative situations during the past yeai as Teadieis in schools in the 
Public Works and other departments. A good deal of machmeiy has been made and 
paid for out of the proceeds of work in the school. Four East Indian Teacheis are 
employed besides a Native Modeller, two Native Potters, a Carpenter and Blacksmith 
The number of pupils under instruction in the Indnstiial Pepaitment daily is about 70 
Natives and 17 East Indians Two classes from the Engmeeiing College attend two 
months during each Session to learn the manufacture of building materials, both by 
hand and by machinery. The total number of pupils under instruction in the year in 
both departments is about 332 The Industrial Department is in charge of Mr. W. 
Dowley, the Foreman, who resides on the premises. 

A Photographic Department has lately been introduced, and excursions are made 
duiing the holidays for taking views of antiquities, scenery, groups of figures and animals.

This Institution was established by the Rjght Ilonoiable Sir Frfdehick Adam, k.c b., 
by a General Order of Government, dated 1.1th Fobiuniy 1835, foi the instruction in 
“ Medicine and Surgery” of Europeans, Eurasians and Natives entering the Medical 
branch of the service. The benefits of instruction have been since thrown open to the 
community at large. The Medical College has been i ecognized bj the Royal Colleges of 
Surgeons of London, Dublin and Edinburgh, as one of the Colonial Schools of Medicine 
and Surgery. It is under the control of the Dircctoi of Public Instruction. 

The course of education consists of Anatomy, Botany, Chemistry, Pharmacy, Physio- 
logy, Materia Medica, Surgery and Practice of Medicine, Hygiene, Midwifery and Diseases 
of Women and Children, Diseases of the Eye, Comparative Anatomy, Medical Jurispru- 
dence, Pathology, Clinical instruction m Medicine, Suigery, &o. 

The Lectures on Chemistry, Botany, Physiology, Medical .Jurisprudence and Hygiene 
are open to the Public. The fee is Rupees 10 for each Course to all non -professional 
students. 

A building has been appropriated solely to the objects of the Institution, the founda- 
tion stone of which was laid in December 1830. It was greatly enlarged and improved 
in 1867. 

There is a separate building for practical Anatomy ; there is also a Laboratory where 
practical Chemistry is taught. 

A Museum has been formed, whicli m addition to morbid specimens, possesses numer- 
ous preparations, models, &c., for illustrating the different branches of the course of 
instruction. There is also a Museum of Botany and Materia Medica. 

The Institution is supplied annually with a selection of Works on the several branches 
of Medical Science, for the purpose of forming a Library of Reference. There is also a 
Student’s Library. 

The Academical year extends from 1st of October to 30th June inclusive, and is 
divided into a Winter Session of six, and a Summer Session of three months. The 
annual Examinations of the College are held in June. ,, 
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The pupils in attendance at the College consist of — 

1. Stipendiary and Private Students and Lane Scholars, who form the Senior De- 
partment of the College, and whose period of study extends over five years. 

2. Military Students, divided into three classes, who study for three years and 
qualify as Assistant Apothecaries. These form the Second Department. 

3. Government Students, forming the Junior Department of the College, are divided 
into two classes. Their period of study extends over two years ; they are designed for 
Hospital Assistants m Government employ. 

The number of students in attendance at the College, on 1st October 1870, was 113. 

In the Senior Department 9 

Do. 2nd do. 58 

Do. Junior, do. .. 46 

The Annual Examination of Students takes place in June, when certificates of 
qualification to the 2nd and Junior Departments are granted, and prizes are given to 
tne most deserving students in the several classes. 

The senior classes of the 2nd and Junior Department students undergo a final exann' 
nation by a Board of Examiners, and those found qualified receive certificates for 
employment in the public service. 

There arc five Government Scholarships open to all, whether European, East Indian 
or Native*. 

There is one Lane Scholarship of Rupees 30 per mensem, tenable for five years. 

The Johnstone Gold Medal of 40 Rupees value is given as a prize to the best qualified 
student of the Senior or Second Department. 

A Government Gold Medal of 30 Rupees value is given to the best qualified student 
of the Junior Department. 

The students of the Senior Department present themselves for the University Exami- 
nations and are subject to its Regulations for Degrees m Medicine and Surgery. 


Govern ment Scholarship. 

Candidates for the Scholarship must have passed the First Examination in Arts of the 
Madras or of some other recognised University, and a preference is given to the candidate 
who has taken up Latin as the optional language at the F. A. Examination. 

The successful candidate receives a monthly stipend of Rupees twenty, to be increased 
to Rupees thirty on passing successfully and at the regulated time the Preliminary 
Scientific Examination of the Univeisity, and a further increase of Rupees ten is made 
when he passes successfully and at the regulated time the First Examination of the 
University for Medical Degrees. 

The stipend of the Scholarship is subject to curtailment, suspension, or entile with- 
drawal should the Educational Authorities have occasion to find fault with the conduct, 1 
want of zeal, or lack of ability of the stipendiary student; and failuie to pass the 
required examination entails forfeiture of all future increase of stipend. 

No stipend can be held for more than five years. 

Government Scholarships are open to all, whether European, East Indian or Native. 

Candidates who have passed the Fust Examination in Arts are admitted as Private 
Students to the Senior Department of the College and gratuitously educated, provided they 
desire to qualify for Medical Degrees in the University of Madras. 

Candidates for Government Scholarships as well as for Private Studentships who have 
not passed in Latin at the First Examination in Arts are required to pass in that language 
up to the F. A. Standard at the Preliminary Scientific Examination held at the close of 
their first year of study. 

JV. B.- Candidates joining the Senior Department of the College are requested to make 
themselves thoroughly acquainted with the details of the University Rules for Degiees in 
Medicine.

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RULES BOR EDUCATIONAL GRANTS-IN-AID. 


1 . Grante-in-aid of schools, and other educational institutions, will be made with the j 
special object of extending and improving the secular education of the people, and will 
be given impartially to all schools (so far as the funds at the disposal of Government 
may admit) which impart a sound secular education, upon the conditions heareafter j 
specified. Except in the case of schools aided on the “payment for results” system, it 1 
will be essential to the consideration of applications for aid, that the schools, on behalf ! 
of which they are preferred, shall be undei the management of one or more persons, who, 
in the capacity of Props ietots. Trustees, or Members of a Committee elected by the 
Society, or Association, by which the schools may have been established, will be prepared 
to undertake the general superintendence of the schools and to be answerable for their 
permanence for some given time. 

2, Every application foi a giant must be accompanied by a declaration that the 
applicant, oi applicants, are prepued to subject the institution, on behalf of which the 
application is made, togethei with its cui rent accounts, list ot establishment, time table, 
scheme of studies and legist**! b of attendance, to the inspection of a Government Inspec- 
tor, such inspection and examination relating only to the general management and to 
the seculai instruction and having no jcfercnce to any religions instruction which may 
he impaited

4 th , — That the application (which should be submitted before the commencement 
of the undertaking) shall be accompanied by a plan and estimate of the cost 
of the building proposed to be erected, purchased, or enlarged.

5th . — That previous to the disbursement of the grant, it shall be certified by the 
Inspector of the Division, or other responsible Officer who may have been 
deputed to examine the building, that the work has been proceeded with, as 
provided for m the plan and estimate previously sanctioned by the Director of 
Public Instruction. Also, that, before disbursement, the Managers of the 
school shall declare that they have funds on hand sufficient, when supple- 
mented by the giant, to cleai off all the debts incurred in the execution of 
the work 

5th . — That in the event of any building, towards the erection, purchase, or enlarge- 
ment of which a grant may have been made by Government, being diverted, 
prior to the lapse of twenty years from the date of issue of the grant, to 
[ other than edueational purposes, the Managers at the time of the diversion 

shall refund to Government such portion of the grant allowed them as shall 
be determined by Ai bitrators, who, in making their award, shall take into 
consideration the length of time the building has been used as a school-house 
audits consequent deterioiation ;but in the event of such Managers failing 
to make such lefund, then they shall sell the building to Government at a 
valuation to be determined by Arbitrators, who, in making their award, 
shall deduct from the price such portion of the grant as may seem equitable, 
regard being had to the length of time the building has been used as a 
school-house and its consequent deteiioiation* 

7th * — That the Ai bitrators referred to in the last preceding mle shall be three in 
number, one of whom shall be nominated by Government, another by 
the Managers of the school, and the third by the two Arbitrators so appoint- 
ed ; and, in case of the Arbitrators differing in opinion, the a waul of the 
majority shall he binding and conclusive on all parties. 

24. Grants for the provision of school furniture will be made once in five years, on 
condition that the Managers of the school shall contribute m equal sum for the same 
purpose, and that, in the event of the school being permanently closed within five years 
from the date on which the grant may have been made, the Government shall be at 
liberty to purchase the furniture, towards the supply of which the grant was given at 
a valuation to be determined, as in the case of school buildings, by Arbitrators, credit 
being taken in each case for the amount of the grant, allowing for depreciation due to 
wear and tear. All applications for grants must be accompanied by a list of the furni- 
ture required. A furniture grant will be paid on the Director of Public Instruction 
being satisfied that furniture to the full amount proposed to be expended, including 
both local contributions and the Government grant, has been made up and placed in 
the school. 

25. Application for gran ts-in -aid of Industrial schools, for the rent of school houses 
the wages of school servants, the contingent charges of schools, school prizes, and for 
other purposes not provided for in this Notification, will be disposed of on their merits, 
each case being determined, as far as possible, by the analogy of the foregoing rules.

(ii.) Legitimate children shall have the preference of illegitimate. 

(iii.) No child shall be admitted under the age of 4 yeais, or above 10, excepting 
under urgent encuinstances

These Schools are under the management of the Reverend G. Warlow, Cathedral Joint 
Chaplain. They are the means of supplying a sound English Education, in accordance 
with the principles of the Church of England, to the European and East Indian children 
of the Cathedral Distriot. The Girls’ and Infant School contains about 80 pupils ; the 
Boys* School about 50. Of the Masters in the Boys’ School, two are members of the 
University of Madras. 

The Schools are supported by (1) Fees from the pupils, (2) a small Government Grant, 
(3) and by subscriptions. The School -house is a neat Gothic building, situated in 
Royapettah.

WESLEYAN MISSION GIRLS’ BOARDING SCHOOL.

The girls arc near- 
ly all taught English as a language, but their lessons are mostly given in Tamil ; special 
attention is paid to needle-work aud to instruction in the duties of domestic life.

This Society, whn h has been established neaily aquartei oi a century, owes its exist- 
ence m gieat part to the excitions ot Di \\ ight, loimeily a Surgeon m the Madias Aimy, 
and whose valuable contnbutioiis to Botanical Science have gained for him a widely- 
spread and well-earned celebnty 

The Company’s gaieton* aie situated opposite to the chief entiauee to the Cathedral, 
and an additional piece of gtoitud on the eist of the Cathedral was purchased in the year 
1856-57. Tins is at piesentehiell} employed as imr.seiy ioi young plants and foi experi- 
ments in Agucultun* aiul lloiticultuie 

The Garden occupies a space ot about 71 inns, which weje cnigmnlly granted by the 
local Govemment It is laid out m a highly oi liainental manlier, and contains a magni- 
ficent collection oi ti epical plants, fiom mu ions jMits oi tlic w oriel, which is constantly 
being increased by exchanges and pin aliases. It is open at all times to the public, 
and forms a healthful place ot lencatmu Ioi the inhabitants ot Madias. 

A nursery ioi seedling* and cuttings ot usilul and ornamental tiees, is maintained to 
meet the i Acquirements ot the Mein hers who aie supplied iionut giatio, European vege- 
table and flower seeds an 1 also snmlai ly distiibuted , but all the se advantages aie open to 
the geneial public on payment, 

A poition of the gi omuls is now being laid out as a Botanical (Harden, to illustrate 
the vanous ti opieal families of plants This addition will be ol gieat sei vice to those 
who may wish to aecpiire a pi action! knowledge ot botany 

The general allaii* oi the Society aie managed by the Committee who meet outlie 1st 
Wednesday at, 64 a m m each month, and compile annually, m the month ot March, a 
Report of the yeai’s 1’ioeeedings which is submitted t»» a Geneial Meeting of the Sub- 
eenbers at huge Publicity is al*o given to the Proceedings ot each Meeting of the 
Committee in the Newspapei.* , and they aie attei wards published and distributed to 
Members. 

Persons of all nations aie eligible aa Members of the Society, and have a voice in the 
annual election of the Committee and Ofiico-beareia. 

The rate of subscription is 7 Rupees a quailei , no entrance fee being demanded, and 
the subscription being allowed to lapse, tempoiarily, should a Member be absent 
from Madras. 

Up-couutiy Subscribers aie entitled to all the advantages of Members, which it is pos- 
sible to place at their disposal. 

An annual show’ is advertised to be held about the end of February, when a large 
nmnboi of prizes will be avvaided for ornamental flowers of vai ious kinds, fruits, vege- 
tables and several articles of impoitaiice in connection with botanical science. The 
Society has also made arrangements to award prizes for agncult.uial pioduce.

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MADRAS MEMORIAL HALL. 

The Madras Memorial Hall was erected by public subscription as a Memorial of the good- 
ness and forbearance of Almighty God m sparing this Presidency from partaking of the 
Sepoy Mutiny which devastated the sister Presidency of Bengal in the year 1857. It is 
governed by a Comnntte of gentlemen representing the various religious bodies in Madras. 

Fundamental Rules for the management of the Madras Memorial Hall. 

Rule I. That the Memorial Hall be vested in the Lord Bishop of Madras for the 
time being as a Corporation Sole, to be held by him on behalf of the Subscribers, under 
conditions to be specified in a formal Deed of Trust, such Deed to be rliawn up under 
the direction of the Committee of Management in communication with the Lord Bishop. 

II. That a Committee of Management lie loaned, consisting of representatives of the 
following Societies, such icpiesentatives being nominated by their lespective Madras 
Committees, viz * — 

Bible Society, 2. London Missionary Society, 1. 

Religious Book and Tract Society, 2 Wesleyan Mission Society, 1. [cd. 

Society for the Pi op of the Gospel, 2 American Mission Society, not represent-

III Th.it the following Societies, m oonsnleiation of their having contributed to 
the building, shall be entitled bo nomiuate two repi esentativ es each in the Committee 
of Management, the other Societies nominating one eacli

Religious Book and Tract Society, Christian Knowledge Society, 

The Society for Prop of the Gospel, Colonial Clmich Society 

TV That on a vacancy occulting in the Committee ot Management, by the death, 
resignation, or departure from Madras for a period exceeding six months, of any Dele- 
gate, or from any othei cause, and in the event of the Society ot which he is the repre- 
sentative failing, withiu three months after the lcceipt of a notice fiom the Secretary 
of the Committee of Management, signifying the* occurrence ot such vacancy, to nomin- 
ate another in his place, the Trustee of the Hall shall be empowered to fill up the vacancy 
by appointing a Delegate fiom the Committee of the Society in which the vacancy 
has occurred, or, m the event of all the Members of that Committee refusing to sene, 
from the Committee of any of the other Societies named m Aiticle No II. 

Y That the action and constitution of the Committee of Management shall not be 
impeded oi vitiated by the neglect oi refusal oi any of the said Societies to nominate a 
Delegate ot Delegates 

VI That in the event of the Committee of Man igeiiient having from any cause 
become extinct, it shall be the duty ot the Trustee oi the Building to call on the several 
Cmnmiteex inferred to m Ai tide No II, to supply the vacancies, and in case of then* 
refusal to do so, to adopt, the couim* laid down at the close ot Aiticle No. IV 

VII That, m the <w cut of all the Committees refusing to delegate any Members of 
of their body, and no Mends is of the several Camnnltees named being tound willing to 
serve on the Committee of Management, then it diall be lawful foT the Trustee to 
allow the building to be used in the manner and for the purposes laid down in Articles 
Nos VIII, IX and X, and to discharge all the other duties devolving on tire Committee 
of Management as laid down m these Rules, and m the Trust Deed, until another Com- 
mittee can he formed in accordance with Article II 

VIIT That the Hall shall be available for the Public Meetings of the Religious 
Societies named in Article No Jl, and of such othei Religious Societies as the Com- 
mittee of Management, shall approve 

IX. That all Societies or parties obtaining ilie use of the Hall shall pay a Fee of Rs. 
50 for each occasion of such occupation, except in the case of its use for scieial days 
consecutively by the same Society or party, m which case the Fee shall be Rs. 25 per 
diem But it shall be competent for the Committee of Management from time to time 
to modify this Rule, and to determine what rate of fees shall he paid gencially, or by 
any Society oi paitv specially, provided however the Rule shall not be altered unless 
two- thirds of the Members of Committee concur m the change 

X. That subject to the approval of the Committee of Management in each case, the 
Hall shall be available foi Religious, Educational, Charitable and Scientific purposes, 
and for such other objects, not being included under the above terms, as may be pro- 
nounced by the Committee of Management to be not inconsistent with the design of 
its erection, viz , to the Glory of God, and as a memorial of his goodness in exempting 
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this Presidency from the Mutiny of 1857. Provided nevertheless that it he distinctly 
understood, that among the objects left to the discretion ot the Committee of Manage- 
ment are not included balls, concerts, theatrical exhibitions and such like entertain- 
ments as have the character of mere worldly amusements. 

XI. That the Committee of Mauagement shall be authorized to receive the sums 
obtained on account of the Hall, and to apply them in defraying the expenses incuired 
on account of servants, assessment, repairs, &c. 

XIT. That the Committee of Management shall publish in the Fort Saint George 
Gazette every year a statement of money received and expended on account of the Hall. 

XII J . That the Committee of Management shall appoint one of their number to be their 
Secretary, and shall also appoint a Treasurer, and that 5 Members shall form a quorum 
XIV. That these Rules shall be regaided as Fundamental, and that therefore it shall 
not be competent, at any time, to the Committee of Management, oi to the Tiustec oi 
to any other person, to introduce any alteration or addition in them inconsistent with 
their spiiit, pnnciples, or scope. 


THE PEOPLE’S HALL, MADRAS, 


At the close of the year 1S70, the subject of furnishing Madras with a Town Hall was 
taken up by Mi. 1). S. White, and a memorandum by that gentleman w r as published in 
the local newspapers of December. The mallei having itti acted much attention, a large 
and influential Meeting was held oil the 21tli January 1871 at Paclnyappa’s Hall, at which 
H.H. the Maharajah ot Vizianagiam presided and most handsomely subscribed the sum of 
Us. 1,000, promising further assistance it necessary Since the above date, further sums 
have been subscribed. Us 1,000 by II. 11. the Maharajah ot Tiavanmuo, and the fund now 
stands at 11s. 20,000 with a prospect of aid horn the Munici pahty. It is intended that the 
Hall shall be one of a truly free and representative ehaiai tei, ami that it shall fulfil a want 
which Madras lias long, and sometimes severely, ft It. > Committee was also appointed on 
the 24th .lanuai y, and at its fust Meeting, the Hon’ble I* Macfailyen, who from the 
beginning, showed a warm interest in the movement, was elected Piesidcnt The follow- 
ing extract from a paper put into circulation by the Committee will give the work which 
1ms since been done, and other gcnei.il mfoimation which it is desirable the Public 
should icecive : 

Negotiation with the Municipal Commission 

A negotiation was enteied into winch was conducted by a Sub Committee appointed on 
each side Opinion was unanimous Unit coalition between the Commission and the 
People’s Hall Committee should take ph.ee It was i eeoruinended that, the purposed 
Municipal Office premises and the Hall should he built together ; hut that they neverthe- 
less should he so constructed as to have their distinctive character presei ved. The Presi- 
dent of the Municipal Commission was it quested to obtain a sketch plan and estimate 
of cost, l'he Committee, it was considered, would lie able to contribute 50,000 Iks. Mi. 
Loch has not yet leceived the plan and estimate.

THE RHILDINC — Resides the gentleman with whom Mi. Loch has an an god for a 
plan and estimate, other gentlemen desnous of seeing Madias furnished with a Public 
Ilall, are engaged in the woik of planning and estimating. The ideas of the Committee 
are that a building should ho elected to contain, at the outside, 2,000 people, that the inside 
of the hall should he modelled alter one of the London Theaties ; that is, fitted with 
boxes, and that attached to the building tlieio should be — 

1. A Library and Reading Room -2, V Hilliard Loom — 2, A Refreshment Hoorn, and 
4, Small Shops for the sale of ui tides likely to ho requited in ^connexion with a place of 
entertainment. 

Uses to which the Building would he put- 

The uses to which the building would he put cannot of course be fully specified here, 
i It. would, however, be tin own open for - 

1. Meetings of a leeognueil public chaiactci -2, Public Entertainments of every 
character, Theatricals, Conceits, X.iutelies, Ralls, Dirmeis oi Suppers- - -M, Charitable and 
School gatherings. 

As tile Hall must necessarily he one of a neutral character^ m’ Religious matters, it 
would not he used for religious purposes. 

The Committee have good ground for believing that the election of the Hall will be 
quite an era in the history of public entertainment m Madras It is well-known that 
Theatrical and Operatic talent avoid Madias now, simply because they can find no accommo- 
dation in it- To Bombay and Calcutta they freely go. In proof that Madras will draw, 
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it may be mentioned that Dave Carson has pledged himself to bring a Tlieatucal Company 
f rom .London if he hears that Madras has built its Hall* The Hall will also inaugurate 
the era of cheap tickets, and really comfortable accommodation. 611 

From the foregoing it will be seen that the boundary of speculation has been passed, 
and that it is possible, even now, to build the “ People’s Hall.” That so desirable a result 
may be speedily accoinjilished ought to be tho wish of everyone possessing any know- 
ledge of Madras, and its destitution as regards places of public entertainment-

PURSEWALKUM GENERAL CEMETERY. 


Four St. George, 1 5th November 1853 

The following Rules lor the management of the Burial Giound foi tho interment of 
the dead of all Chuatian denoinniations not Membeis of the Chun li of England, are 
published foi geneial nifoi mntiou — 

I That the Burial Gnmud be designated the “ Piirscwalkuin General Ceinetoiy ” 
this designation being inscribed m laige letters over the enti.ime ; and that the light of 
interment belongs to all Chnstiaus not Membeis ot the Chinch ot England. 

II. That the management of the “ Puisewalkum Geneial Oomotoiy’’ be confided 
to a Committee, selected from tho Ministers laboring m Madias, those .it present being 
connected with the London Mission, Amencan Mission, Wesloj.m Mission, the Geneial 
Assembly’s Mission, the Free Church Mission and the Baptist Mission, and such othei 
Missionaries and other lay persons as may hei eaiter be deemed by Govern meat entitled 
to take pait m the management. 

Ill That the Committee keep the Burial Giound in older (free from all innk 
vegetation; the trees and shrubs in it being neatly lopped) fioin the fees lealized, 
making o\ei to Government annually any sums that may acci no after the p.ij meat of all 
expenses on this account, and rendeung for the same pound, an account of receipts and 
disbm semen ts to the Military Board for submission to Government, and for publication 
in the Official Gazette. 

IV. That the Committee nominate their own Secretary and fill up vacancies, lmtli 
being subject to the approval of the Military Boaid under the suitlioi lty of Government 

V. That all applications for permission to inter must be m \uitmg to the .Score 
tary to the Committee of Management, with particulars of tho name of the deceased, 
date and cause of death, age, late profession or employment 

VI That all applications for the interment of children shall, besides containing the 
name of the child, also contain the mines ot the parents, their profession, <fec., and the 
Committee will register all Bunals according to the established form, submitting the 
same quarterly to the Military Board 

VI] That the Committee to whom the management of the Burial Ground is 
entrusted, be careful tv) have graves so arranged, that there shall be no waste space. 

VIII. That the charge for monuments be as follows .— 

A first class monument, with giound not exceeding 10 feet by (> Rupees 40 
A second class monument, with ground not exceeding 7 feet by „ 25 

A head-stone monument . „ 5 

The charge to Native Christians wishing to elect a monument, to be i educed to one- 
half of the above amounts 

IX The charge for monuments will be appropriated by the Committee, in liquida 
tion of the expenses incurred in keeping the ground, walls and gate, and the balance ! 
made ovei to Government, as proposed m Rule III. i

A class, consisting of a limited number of European and East Indian female pupils 
for instruction in practical Midwifery, exists at this Institution by permission of Govern- 
ment. European and East Indian Candidates are required to pass through a course of 
training as Nurses at the General Hospital previous to entry at this Institution. During 
that period they will be resident in the General Hospital and will receive pay at the rate 
of 15 Rupees per mensem, and at the end of six months will, if qualified, receive a Nurse 
Certificate. 

The pupils are resident in Hospital and are allowed to remain under instruction for a 
period not exceeding twelve months, when, if found by examination competent to prac- 
tice as Midwives, they are piesented with Certificates of qualification. 

Pupils receive an allowance of 7 Rupees per mensem as ration money. 

Candidates who are desirous of being instructed both as Nurses and Midwives should 
furnish, with a written application for admission as a pupil, testimonials of character, 
and state her age, condition, residence, previous experience in nursing. &c., and whether 
European or East Indian. 

There is no establishment at this Institution for procuring Wet Nuises. 

It is expected that the sum of 2 Rupees will be sent with all applications for assistance 
in obtaining Nurses to cover cost of cooly and carriage hire.

PEOPLE'S PARK, 

Instituted in 1859

We owe the People’s Park to Sir Charles Trevelyan. It is not at all improbable that 
the idea of some such place suggested itself to many a man in power befoie his day. 
It would be singular indeed if Europeans should, for a hundred years, have seen a large 
native town growing up on the site of a small village— a vast population massing togethei 
with lungs to be fed with fresh air and limbs to be allured to exercise and health — 
without sometimes thinking it possible that the “ village greens,” “ commons,” and 
“ parks” of his native land might peihaps he re-pioduced with advantage within reach 
of Black Town. The monotony of Indian life, and the lack of sympathy between the 
classes of Indian society, may be regarded as the causes why such an idea, if suggested, 
was never carried into execution. While the “upper ten thousand” could have their 
drive along the Beach and round the Island, it mattered little to them that the “masses” 
(unfriendly phrase) who could not drive, or weie to be stimulated to recreation, had no 
place convenient for health, exercise and amusement. 

But then Sir Charles Trevelyan was a man not given to routine ; and somewhat wide 
in his sympathy. So the idea of the people’s want suggesting itself to him, and he 
having the power as well as the will — the people got their Paik. Thousands who know 
nothing of the step that cost him a Govern oi ship, will hold his name in memory by the 
People’s Park. 

But when Sir Charles was re-called, the scheme was in a most elementary state. The 
plan was on paper; but never adopted. Little else was done, and little else would have 
been done if the inheritors of Sir Charles Trevelyan’s dignity had not also inhonted 
his sympathy with the people. We owe it to the various gentlemen who have been 
entrusted with the execution of the scheme, that the “plan” was not thrown into the 
official waste paper basket, and the idea, recorded as one of Sir Charles’ amiable follies. 
It is in unison with Sir William Denison’s career, previous to his arrival in this country 
that he should have shown a hearty approval of an undertaking so intimately connect- 
ed with the health and pleasure of the middle-class-population. 

There can be no doubt that the Park has been a success. Any one may convince 
himself of that by a visit morning or evening. The place has already fixed its charac- 
ter as a popular resort, and it is certain that it will be so in a much greater degree w'hen 
the attractions of the ground are fully developed. It is pleasing to see that the native 
population appreciate the pleasure provided for them, and when the sternness of 
social life amongst them is relaxed, we may expect to see not only the Ramasawmies, 
but the Lutchmies of Black Town taking their ease in the fretted shade of well-grown 
trees. 

But we must suspend any further remarks, and lay before our readers a brief descrip- 
tion of the Park.

The gate adjacent to the Hospital Bridge in the main entrance. The trees are plant- 
ed in avenues and groups. Twelve lakes of various dimensions and shapes aie com- 
pleted , and various other things have been achieved : but we cannot do better than 
print the following description (though brief) of the Park, kindly furnished by the 
Superintendent, which will convey a clear idea of the Park. 

In the north-west angle of the Park is a Serpentine lake with two large raised islands 
one at each end. One of these is 30 feet above the water, and is well-calculated for a 
large basin, from which cascades might hereafter be made to fall ovei the sides. The 
second or Victoria lake, with a central island, is situated almost mid- way between the 
Band-stand and the northern end of the Park. The island is approached by two bridges 
of ornamental design, measuring respectively 150 x 4, and 200 x feet. The third 
is a small lake on the west side, elliptical in shape, and contains good drinking 
water for cattle. The fourth is a small lake close to the Aviary. The fifth a similar 
one. The sixth is a semi-lunar lake near the Band-stand, with a gravel walk around 
it. The seventh is a medium lake, between the Band-stand and the Superintendent’s 
house. The eighth is an irregularly-shaped lake, with a central island and two small 
rustic bridges on each side of the main road, gravel walks are completed round the lake 
and on the island, and trees of various sorts have been planted. The ninth is a large 
lake on the west side of the main road The tenth is a medium lake west of the last- 
mentioned. The eleventh is a medium lake, with a central island at the south end. 
The twelfth is a small lake, near the Bear shed. 

There are two masonary basins, one elliptical, measuring 1 70 feet x 73 feet, and 44 feet 
in depth, formed of solid mason ary with brick-on-edge foundation, and central fountain ; 
the latter, of ornamental design, galvanized. The roads of the P.uk, embracing 54 
miles, are completed. 

The sheds for Zoological specimens are as follows — 

A large shed with four cages contains 2 Tigers, 3 Cheetahs, a Lion and Lioness. 

The Committee and? the Public are much indebted to Colonels Carpendale and 
Wilkieson ; also to Dr. Mudge, the late Honorary Secretary, for the addition of the two 
last popular and attractive specimens of Natural History. Dr Mudge, while on sick 
leave to England, succeeded in effecting an exchange with the Clifton Zoological Society 
for Tiger Cubs 

The Tiger Cubs were provided by Sir William Denison and Hon. J. D. Sim, C.S.I. 

The Zoological collection in the Park consists of the following specimens : — 1 Black 
Bear, 2 Malayan Bears, 3 Kangaroo Rata, 2 Wallabas, Guinea Pigs, 1 Lemur, 1 Loros, 
4 Nylghan, 8 Spotted Deer, 6 Elks, 1 Emeu, 4 Black Swans, 16 Monkeys of different 
species, 1 Wild Dog from Burmah, 1 Porcupine, 3 Muskints, 2 Jungle Sheep, 1 Giraffe, 
1 Rhinoceros, 1 Striped Hyena, 1 Boa Constrictor, and a variety of Rabbits. 

The Aviary contains a great variety of handsome Ornithological specimens, too numer- 
ous to detail here 

The area of the Park is 88 cawniea or 116 English acreB. 

It is, m some measure, self-supporting, and will be almost so in time. The principal 
source of revenue just now is the hay, which is cultivated with much success, and 
obtains ready sale at Rupees 41 per ton. 

Newly-built Sheds. 

1 Shed for Lions, 1 Shed for Elephants, 2 Galvanized Aviaries from Europe. 

Additions to the Zoological specimens are as follow s 

1 Elephant, 1 Brahmin Cow, 1 male Emeu, 2 Black Bears, 2 Cheetahs, 1 Hog Deer, 1 
half-bred between the Hog-Deer and Spotted Deer, 3 Spotted Deer. 

All the Hay sold this year, 50 Rupees per ton. 

The Superintendent’s New Bungalow completed. 

Two new Europe Aviaries covered in. 

A new Shed and enclosure built for Abyssinian Goats and Gazelles, presented to the 
People’s Park by Major B. F. Heysham. 

A new Boat-house built. 

A new Shed and enclosure built for the small breeds of Zebu cattle. 

The following buildings were completed duriug the year One for Bears, one for Deer, 
two for the Lions, two for Birds, and a large shed is now constructing for Cattle, Poultry 
and Game of all kinds, which latter will be spld to the Public. The Park has had many 
new Lamps put up, which are now lit with Kerosene oil 
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A large building has been built on the west side of the Park for milch cows and 
calves and working cattle with store rooms, and calf pens attached. 

Through the instrumentality of the President of the Municipal Commission, channels 
have been cut, tanks deepened, and tanks connected with each other to preserve all the 
rain water ; and the overplus of water from the Shoolay tank and Sydenham road are 
brought into the Park, which gives water to a very large number of native families, and 
that gratis. 

Beasts. 

Last year the President of the Municipal Commission furnished the Park with cows 
and goats sufficient to supply milk for all animals and birds. 

A large piece of ground has been put under cultivation on the west side of the Park 
for plantains, guinea grass, lucern, and dry growing grains with a small bit of Carolina- 
paddy for the use of the animals of the Park. 

Increase of various Animals 

Of the young Lions that were born in the Park on the 25th September 1868, the 
male Lion lost his tail ; it was bitten off by the Tiger ; they are growing and doing 
well. The Lioness cubbed the second time on the 19th of August 1869, three were 
bom dead and one alive, all four are now dead. The Cheetahs are all breeding freely. 

Free Visitors to the Animals of the Park without fee. 

Colonel McMaster presented to the Park one Sun Bear, 1 Hog-Deer, one Wild Dog, 
and a number of other animals and birds. 

Captain B. F. Heysham presented two Abyssinian Goats and two Gazellos. 
Nullathore Shunmoogaroya Moodelliar presented a pair of large working Bullocks. 
Cavatee Nuggarum, Zemindar, presented two young Tigers, one Lynx and one 
Morphotide Sheep. 

Increase of Stock. 

2 three-legged Goats, a quantity of other good kinds of Goats, one large Sarus Crane, 
three Australian Black Swans, two White Swans from Europe, brought out by Dr. 
Shortt, two Australian Ducks, three Cockatoos, Pea and Jungle Fowls, a number of 
other birds, two Bears, one Nylghan, two Aden Monkies, two Porcelain Vases for the 
Band-stand, three pairs of Malta Pigeons. 

Increase of Wild Animals- 

The Lioness cubbed on the 2nd November 1870. 4 young Lions w T ere born ; 1 died 

immediately after birth, the other three are doing well. 

The Black Panther cubbed in August. She has three Cubs, all doing well. 

Another Cheetah has three young Cheetahs, born in August, all doing well.

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TIE NAPIER PARK. 

Madras owes so much to the administration of the nobleman whose tenure of office 
is so near its end, that it is very fitting that some permanent and palpable token of the 
public approbation of his labors should remain in our midst, at once to stimulate 
succeeding Governors to walk in Lord Napier’s steps, and to remind generations to c&ne 
of how much the sick, the suffering and the poor must always owe to one who has initi- 
ated so great improvements in all our public charities that their effect must long con- 
tinue — blessing those who are too weak or poor to help themselves. The Napier Park 
is such a memorial. Its very position is most fitting. Standing midway between 
•Government House and one of the most squalid quarters of Madras, its beneficent 
influence will rest upon both. Its site had been for scores of years a pestiferous swamp, 
covered for months in each year by salt and stagnant water, the overflow of the filthy 
Cooum. Within was a wretched parclierry, notorious for its liability to epidemic 
disease, that spread from thence throughout the city To partially remedy the evil, the 
Municipality made it a depot for street sweepings, so that in time its level might be 
raised sufficiently to ensure its being free from water. This while amending one evil 
created another — placing on the borders of a dense population masses of putrescent 
matter that could not but be very injurious to both the water and air of the locality. 
This grew to be such an evil that the Sanitary Commissioner at last put a stop to the 
discharge of sweepings on the land. It was however impossible to build on such a 
spot and the whole remained a useless “ dismal swamp.” 

At present all is changed. The level has been raised by material dug from orna- 
mental tanks. Trees of useful and beautiful kinds have been planted, and are rapidly 
growing to their full height, ltoads and side-paths have been laid out, and in the midst 
a band-stand will probably bo erected. Paiks are things of slow growth, and it must be 
years before this can be worthy of the name it bears, but it is hoped that before Lord 
Napier leaves our shores, the whole area will be ready for the public— a boon that 
cannot but greatly influence for good the whole population of Chintadrepettah and 
N ursin gap ooram . 

The Park contains an area of about 13 cawnies. A great part of this was formerly 
the property of Government, but was generously given to the town on condition that 
the Municipality purchased the rest from the native owners. For this purpose the 
Municipality has expended several thousand rupees, and the total cost previous to the 
public opening will not be less than twenty thousand rupees. The river-face of the 
park has already been protected by a simple but elegant fence of palmyra and laterite, 
while a new road divides the northern side from Chintadrepettah. The design and laying 
out of the Park are the work of Mr. Standish Lee, the Municipal Engineer, who deserves 
great credit not only for this but also for the economical but yet effectual manner in 
which the whole work has been performed. 

As a last gift Lord Napier has provided the whole of the funds required for erecting 
on the west side of the Park a handsome building for a girls’ school in the Indian fashion. 
The cost will not be less than 6,000 Rupees. It is intended to be a purely national 
girls’ school and to lead on through carefully gained experience to some mode of teach- 
ing which will embody the best western systems while not departing from Hindu 
customs any more than may be necessary. It is greatly to be hoped the scheme will 
move a benefit to the public while the school shall ornament the Park.

An Aot to oonsolidate the Laws relating to the Emigration of Native Labourers* 
Whereas it is expedient to consolidate the laws relating 
to the Emigration of Native Labourers ; It is hereby 
enacted as follows : — 

I— Preliminary. 

1. This Act may be called “The Indian Emigration 
Act, 1871.”

Convention between Her Majesty and the Emperor of the French relative to the Emi- 
gration of Laboureis trom India to the French Colonies, with an additional article 
thereto annexed* 

Signed at Paris , July 1861. 

[Ratifications exchanged at Paris, July 3C )th, 1861.] 

His Majesty the Emperor of the French having made known, by a declaration dated 
this day (1st July 1861) his resolution to put an end to the recruitment upon the coast 
of Africa of negro labourers by means of redemption ; and Her Majesty the Queen of 
the United Kingdom of Great Riitaiii and Ireland desiring, in oonsequence, to facilitate 
the immigration of free labourers into the French Colonies, their said Majesties have 
resolved to conclude a Convention destined to regulate the recruitment of such labourers 
in the British Territories in India. For this purpose they have named as their 
Plenipotentiaries : — 

Her Majesty the Queen of the United Kingdom of Great Britain and Ireland, the 
Most Honourable Henry Richard Charles Earl Cowley, Her Majesty's Ambassador Extra- 
ordinary and Plenipotentiary to the Emperor of the French ; 

And His Majesty the Emperor of the French, M. Eduoard Antoine Thouvonel, Senator, 
His Minister and Secretary of State for the Department of Foreign Affairs ; 

Who, after having communicated to each other their respective full powers, found in 
due form, have agreed upon the following Articles . — 

Article I. — The French Government shall be at liberty to recruit and engage 
labourers for the French Colonies in the Indian Territories belonging to Great Britain, 
and embark Emigrants, being subjects of Her Britannic Majesty, either in British or 
French Ports in India, under the conditions hereinafter stipulated. 

Article II, — The French Government shall entrust the direction of its operations 
in every centre of recruitment to an Agent chosen by itself. 

Those Agents must be approved by the British Government. 

Such approval is assimilated, with regard to the right of granting and withdrawal, to 
the Exequatur given to Consular Agents. 
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Article III. — This recruitment shall be effected conformably to the regulations 
which now exist, or may hereafter be established, for the recruitment of labourers for 
British Colonies. 

Article IV. — The French Agent shall, with regard to the operations of recruitment 
which are intrusted to him enjoy for himself and for the persons whom he may employ, 
all the facilities and advantages afforded to the Recruiting Agents for British Colonies. 

Article V. — The Government of Her Britannic Majesty shall appoint in those 
British Ports where Emigrants may be embarked, an Agent who shall bo specially 
charged with the care of their interests. 

In French Ports the same duty with regard to Indian subjects of Her Britannic 
Majesty shall be confided to the British Consular Agent. 

Under the term ‘‘Consular Agents” are comprised Consulas, Vice Consuls, and all 
other Commissioned Consular Officers. 

| Article VI. — No Emigrant shall be embarked unless the Agent described in the 
preceding Article shall have been enabled to satisfy himself, either that the Emigrant is 
not a British subject or, if a British subject, that his engagement is voluntary, that ho 
has a perfect knowledge of the nature of his contract, of the place of his destination, of 
the probable length of his voyage, and of the different advantages connected with 
his engagement. 

Article VII. — The contracts of service, with the exception provided for by Section 4 
of Article IX, and by Section 2 of Article X, shall be made in India, and shall either 
bind the Emigrant to serve a person designated by name or to serve a person to whom 
he shall be allotted by the proper authority on his arrival in the Colony 

Article VIII, — The contracts shall, moreover, make stipulation for : — 

1. The duration of the engagement, at the expiration of which the Emigrant shall 
receive a return-passage to India at the expense of the French Government, and the 
terms on which it will be competent to him to abandon or renounce his right to a 
: free return-passage. 

2. The number of days and hours of work. 

3. The wages and rations, as well as the rate of payment for extra work, and all the 
advantages promised to the Emigrant. 

4. Gratuitous medical treatment for the Emigrant, except in cases where, in the 
opinion of the proper Government officer, his illness shall have arisen from his own 
misconduct. 

In every contract of engagement there shall be inserted an exact copy of Articles IX, 
X, XX and XXI of the present Convention. 

Article IX. — 1. The duration of the Immigrant’s engagement shall not be more 
than five years. In case, however, he shall be duly proved to have absented himself 
from work, he shall be bound to serve a number of days equal to the time of his absence. 

2. At the expiration of that period, every Indian who shall have attained the age of 
ten years at the time of his depaiturc from India, shall be entitled to a return-passage 
at the expense of the French Government. 

3. If he can show that his conduct has been regular, and that he haB the means of 
subsistence, he may be allowed to reside in the Colony without any engagement ; but 
from that time he will lose his right to a free leturn-passage. 

4. If he consents to contract a new engagement, he will be entitled to a bounty, and 
will retain his right to a return-passage at the expiration of this second engagement. 

The right of the Immigrant to a return-passage extends to his wife, and to his 
children who quitted India under the age of ten years, as well as to those born in 
the Colonies. 

Article X. — The Immigrant shall not be bound to work more than six days in seven 
nor more than nine hours and a half a day. 

The conditions of task-work and every other kind of regulation for work, shall be 
freely arranged with the labourer. The obligation to provide, on holidays, for the care 
of animals and the necessities of daily life, shall not be considered as work. 

Article XI. — In British Ports, the arrangements which precede the departure of the 
Emigrants shall be conformable to those prescribed by the regulations for the British 
Colonies. 
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In French Porte, the Emigration Agent or his deputies shall, on the departure of 
every Emigrant ship, deliver to the British Consular Agent a nominal list of the 
Emigrants who are subjects of Her Britannic Majesty, with a description of their persons, 
and shall also communicate to him the contracts of which he may require copies. 

In such case, only one copy shall be given of all contracts of which the provisions 
are identical. 

Article XII. — In the Ports of embarkation, the Emigrants who are subjects to Her 
Britannic Majesty shall bo at liberty, conforming to the regulations of Police relative to 
such establishments, to leave the depots, or other place in which they may be lodged, in 
order to communicate with the British Agents, who, on their part, may at any reason- 
able hour visit the places in which the Emigrants, subjects of Her Britannic Majesty, 
are collected or lodged. 

Article XIII. — Emigrants may leave India for the Colonies to the East of the Cape 
of Good Hope at all times of the year. 

For other Colonies they may leave only from the first of August to the fifteenth of 
March. This arrangement applies only to sailing vessels ; vessels using steam-power 
may leave at any time of the year. 

Every Emigrant sailing from India for the Antilles, between tlie first of March and 
the fifteenth of September, shall receive at least one double blanket over and above the 
clothing usually allowed to him, and may make use of it so long as the vessel is outside 
of the Tropics. 

Article XIV. — Every Emigrant vessel must carry an European Surgeon and an 
Interpreter. 

The Captains of Emigrant vessels shall be bound to take charge of any despatch which 
may be delivered to them by the British Agent at the Port of embarkation for the 
British Consular Agent at the Port of destination and to deliver it to the Colonial 
Government immediately after his arrival. 

Article XV. — In every vessel employed for the conveyance of Emigrants subjects of 
ller Britannic Majesty, the Emigrants shall occupy, either between decks, cabins on the 
upper deck or in firmly secured and entirely covered in, a space devoted for their exclu- 
sive use. Such cabins and space between docks shall in every part havo a height of not 
lesB than five foot and a half. 

No compartment shall take more than one adult Emigrant for every cubic space of 
seveuty-two feet in the Presidency of Bengal and at Chan dor nagore, and for every cubic 
space of sixty feet in other French Ports, and in tho Presidencies of Bombay and Madras. 

An Emigrant above the age of ten years shall count as an adult, and two children from 
one to ten years of age shall count as one adult. 

A place shall be fitted up for a hospital in every Emigrant ship. 

Women and children shall occupy compartments of the vessel distinct and separate 
from those of the men. 

Article XVI. — Each shipment of Emigrants shall include a proportion of women 
equal to at least one-fourth of the number of mon. After the expiration of throe 
years, the numerical proportion of women shall be raised to one-third ; after two years 
more, it shall be raised to one-half ; and after a further period of two years, the propor- 
tion shall be the same as may be fixed for the British Colonies. 

Article XVII. — The British Agents at the embarkation shall have, at all reasonable 
times, the right of access to every part of the ship which is appropriated to the use of 
Emigrants. 

Article XVIII. — The Governors of the French establishments in India shall make 
such administrative regulation as may be necessary to ensure the complete execution of 
the preceding stipulations. 

Article XIX — On the arrival of an Emigrant ship in any French Colony, the 
Government shall cause to be transmitted to the British Consular Agent any despatches 
which it may have received for him, together with — 

1. A nominal list of all labourers disombarked who are subjects of Her Britannic 
Majesty. 

2. A list of the deaths or births which may have taken place during the voyage. 

The Colonial Government, shall take the necessary measures to enable the British 

Consular Agent to communicate with the Emigrants before their distribution in 
tho Colony. 
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A copy of the “ List of distribution” shall be delivered to the Consular Agent. 

He shall be informed of all deaths and births which may occur during the period of 
engagement, as well as of all changes of employer, and of all departures on a return- 
passage. 

Every fresh engagement, or act of renunciation of the right to a free return-passage, 
shall be communicated to the Consular Agent. 

Article XX. — All Immigrants, being subjects of Her Britannic Majesty, shall, in the 
same manner as other subjects of the British Crown, and conformably to the ordinary 
rules of international law, enjoy, in the French Colonies, the right of claiming the 
assistance of the British Consular Agents ; and no obstacle shall be opposed to the 
labourer’s resorting to the Consular Agent and communicating with him ; without 
prejudice, however, to the obligations arising out of his engagement. 

Article XXI. — In the distribution of labourers no husband shall be separated from 
his wife, nor any father or mothei from their children under fifteen years of age. No 
labourer shall be required to change his employer without his own consent, unless he 
be transferred to the Government, or to the person who has acquired the property on 
which he is employed. 

Immigrants who may become permanently incapable of work, either by sickness or by 
any other cause beyond their own contiol, shall be sent back at the expense of the 
French Government, whatever time may still be wanting to entitle them to a free 
return-passage. 

Article XXII.— All operations of immigration may bo carried on in the French 
Colonies by French or British vessels without distinction. 

British vessels which may engage in those operations shall be bound to conform to all 
the measures of Police, health, and equipment which may apply to French vessels. 

Article XXIII. — The labour-iogulatious of Martinique shall serve as the basis for all 
the regulations of the French Colonies into which the Indian Emigrants, subjects of 
Her Britannic Majesty, may be introduced. 

The French Government engages not to introduce into those regulations any modifi- 
cation, tlio result of which would be to place the said Indian subjects in an exceptional 
position, or to impose upon them conditions of labour more stringent than those 
prescribed by the said regulations. 

Article XXIV. —The present Convention applies to emigration to the Colonics of 
Reunion, Martinique, Guadeloupe and its dependencies, and Guiana. 

It may hereafter be applied to emigration to other Colonies in which British Consular 
Agents shall be established. 

Article XXV, — The provisions of the present Convention relative to the Indian 
subjects of Her Biitannic Majesty shall apply to the Natives of every Indian State which 
is under the protection or political control of Her said Majesty, or of which the Govern- 
ment shall have acknowledged the supremacy of the British Crown. 

Article XXVI. — The present Convention shall begin to take effect on the 1st of 
September 1861, and shall continue in full force for three years and a half. It shall 
remain in full force, if notice for its termination be not given in the course of the month 
of September of the third year, and then notice can be given only in the course of the 
month of September of each succeeding year. 

In case of notice being given for its termination, it shall ccasc eighteen months 
afterwards. 

Nevertheless the Governor-General of British India in Council Bhall, in conformity 
with tho Act of the 19th of September, 1856, relative to immigration to British Colonies, 
have the power to suspend at any time emigration to any one or more of the French 
Colonies, in the event of his having reason to believe that in any such Colony proper 
measures have not been taken for tho protection of the emigrants immediately upon 
their arrival or during their residency therein, or for their safe return to India, or to 
provide a return -passage to India for any such emigrants at or about the time at which 
they are entitled to such return -passage. 

In case, however, the power thus reserved to the G ovemor-Gencral of British India 
should at any time be cxercisod, the French Government shall have the right immediately 
to terminate the whole Convention, if they should think pioper to do so. 

But in the event of the determination of the pi went Convention, for whatever cause, 
the stipulations relatne to Indian sub jects of Her Biitannic Majesty introduced into the 
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French Colonies shall be maintained in force in favour of the said Indian subjects, until 
they shall either have been sent back to their own country, or have renounced their 
right to a return passage to India. 

Article XXVII. — The present Convention shall be ratified, and the ratifications shall 
be exchanged at Paris in four weeks, or sooner if possible. 

In witness whereof the respective Plenipotentiaries have signed the same, and have 
affixed thereto the seals of their arms. 

Done at Paris, the 1st day of July, in the year of our Lord one thousand eight 
hundred and sixty-one.

Additional Article. — His Majesty the Emperor of the French having stated that, in 
consequence of the order which he gave long ago that no more African Emigrants should 
be intioduced into the Island of Reunion, that Colony lias, since last year, hail to 
obtain labourers from India and China; and Her Britannic Majesty having, by a 
Convention signed on the 25tli of July 1860, between Her Majesty and His Majesty the 
Emperor of the French, authorized the Colony of Reunion to recruit six thousand 
labourers in her Indian possessions, it is agieed that the Convention of this date shall 
take effect forthwith, with regard to the said Colony of Reunion. 

The present Additional Article shall have the same force and validity as if it were 
inserted, word for word, in the Convention signed this day. It shall be ratified, and 
the ratifications shall be exchanged at the same time as those of the Convention. 

In witness whereof the respective Plenipotentiaries liavo signed the same, and have 
affixed thereto the seals of their arms.

The Local Public Works Loan Act, 1871* 


Title. 

Extent and commence- 
ment. 


1. This Act may he called “ The Local Public Works 
Loan Act, 1871 

It shall extend to the whole of British India, and Bhall 
coine into force on the passing thereof. 


2. Any body corporate, municipal committee, or other persons legally entitled to 
the control or management of any Local or Municipal 
Loans to be granted on Fund, or legally entitled to impose any cess, late, duty, 
security of public property or tax upon auy peisons in any local limits, may apply to 
or taxes. the Local Government for a loan on the security of any 

such fund, cess, rate, duty or tax, or of any property vested 
in such body, committee, or persons for the purposes of such fund m the manner heiein- 
after mentioned. 


No such body corporate, municipal committee, or other peisons shall borrow 
money upon or otherwise charge any such fund, cess, rate, 
duty, tax, or property otherwise than in the manner here- 
inafter mentioned ; and any contract made for that pur- 
pose after the passing of this Act shall be void. 

4. The Governor-General in Council may make and, 
from time to time, amend and alter i ules as to

(6) the cases and the forms in which particulars of applications and proceedings, 
and orders thereon, shall be published ; 
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(6) the cases in which the Local Government may make loans without the previous 
sanction of the Governor-General in Council, and the cases in which such previous 
sanction must be obtained ; 

(7) the manner of recording and enforcing the conditions on which such loans are 
to be made ; 

(8) the manner and time of making loans ; 

(9) the inspection of woiks carried out by loans ; 

(10) the instalments by which loans shall be repaid, the interest to be charged on 
loans, and the manner and time of re-paying loans and of paying the interest thereon ; 

(11) the sum to be charged against the fund, cess, rate, duty, tax, or property 
which is to form the security for the loan, as the costs in effecting the loan ; 

(12) the accounts to be kept in respect of loans ; 

(13) the attachment of securities and the manner of disposing of or collecting 
them, 

and as to all other matters incidental to carrying this Act into effect. 

All such rules shall be published in the Gazette of India. 

5. If any loan made under this Act or the interest accrued thereupon is not re-paid 

according to the conditions of the loan, the Local Govern- 

Remedy by attachment ment may attach the fund, rate, cess, tax, duty, or property 
if loan not re-paid. on the security of which the loan was made : after such 

attachment, no person except an officer appointed by the 
Local Government shall in any way deal with the attached fund, rate, cess, tax, duty, or 
property : but such officer may do all acts m respect thereof which the boi rowers might 
have done if such attachment had not taken place, and may apply the proceeds in satis- 
faction of the loan and of all interest and charges due in respect thereof, and of all 
expenses involved by the attachment and subsequent pro- 

Attachment not to defeat ceedings : Provided that no such attachment shall defeat 
prior charges legally made, or prejudice any debt for which the fund, cess, rate, tax, 
duty, or property attached was previously pledged in 
accordance with law, but all Buch prior charges shall be paid out of the proceeds of the 
fund, cess, rate, tax, duty, or property attached, before any part of the proceeds is 
applied to the satisfaction of a liability incurred under this Act. 

6. The Local Government, with the previous sanction of the Governor-General in 

Council, may authorize any body corporate, municipal

Mode of transacting business and appointing Municipal Servants 

The Commissioners shall keep an Office where they shall meet for the transaction 
of business at least twice in every month, upon such days 
and at such times as they may arrange, and as* often as 
a Meeting shall be called by the President or, iu his 
absence, by the Vice-President.

30. It shall be competent to the Commissioners, with the sanction or upon the direction 

of the Government, to contribute a portion of the Muni- 
Contribution to extra cipal Funds towards the expenses incurred in any other 
Municipal expenditure.

THE MADRAS LOCAL FUNDS' ACT, 1871. 


An Act to provide funds for expenditure on objects of Local publio utility and 
improvement, and to constitute looal Boards for tbe due 
administration of such funds- 

Whereas it is necessary that the funds available for the construction, repair, and main- 
tenance of roads and communications in the Presidency of 
Preamble. Madras should be increased, and that funds should also be 

raised by means of local rates for the diffusion of education 
and for other objects of public utility calculated to promote the health and the comfort 
or convenience of the inhabitants ot places not included within the limits of any Munici- 
pality ; It is hereby enacted as follows : — 

1 . The following words and expressions, wherever they 
Interpretation Clause. occur in this Act, shall have the meaning hereby assigned 
to them. 

The term “ Landholder” shall include all persons holding under a Sunnud-i-Milkeut- 
Iatmirar, all other Zemindars, Poligars, Shrotriemdars, 
Landholder. Jaghirdars and Inamdars, and all persons farming the Land 

Revenue undei Government ; also all holders of land under 
Ryotwar Settlement, or in any way subject to the payment of Land Revenue direct 
to Government, and all other registered holders of land in proprietary right.

An Act to amend Madras Act IX of 1867 (the Madras Municipal Act of 1867 ) 

Whereas it is expedient to enable the Municipal Commissioners for the town of Madias 
to apply the funds raised under Madras Act IX of 1867 
(“ The Madras Municipal Act of 1867") to certain purposes 
not specified therein, and to amend certain provisions of 
the said Act; It is hereby enacted as follows: — 

1. It shall be lawful for the Municipal Commissioners 
for the town of Madras to apply, within the limits of the 
Municipality, the funds raised under Madras Act IX of 
1867 to the following purposes ; that is to say : — 

The diffusion of education, and, with this view, the constiuction and repair of school- 
houses, the establishment and maintenance of schools either wholly or in part by means 
of grants-in-uid, the inspection of schools, and the training of teachers ; tlio construction 
and repair of hospitals and dispensaries, and the payment of charges connected with the 
objects for which such buildings have been constructed ; the training and employment 
of vaccinatois and other medical practitioners; the application of the Indian Contagious 
Diseases Act; and any local works of public utility calculated to promote the public 
health, comfoit, or convenience. 

Abolition of the Muni- 2. The funds raised under Madras Act IX of 1867 
cipal contribution towards shall not be applicable to the payment of Police, and 
cost of the Police.

amount ; and if the same be not paid within twenty-four hours after demand upon, or 
notice of such ordor to, the owner, it shall be lawful for the Conservator of the Port of 
Madras to sell the whole, or any portion of such drift, in the manner prescribed by 
Section 10 of the said Act; and out of the proceods of such sale he shall pay to Govern- 
ment the sum ordered to be paid by the Magistrate, together with the reasonable costs 
of such seizure, detention, and sale, rendering to the owner of such drift the surplus, if 
any, on demand. 

3. When the owner of such drift is unknown, or cannot be ascertained, it shall be 

lawful for the Magistrate to make a general order for the 
Sale of drift and disposal payment of the ascertained amount of damage ; and a copy 
of sale proceeds. of such order shall bo posted up in a conspicuous place at 

the Custom Houbc ; and at the expiration of twenty-four 
hours after such copy has been posted up, it shall be lawful for the Conservator of the 
Port of Madras to sell such drift, and to pay over to Government the proceeds of such 
sale. Any surplus which may exist after payment of the amount ordered by the 
Magistrate, and of the reasonable costs of seizure, detention, and sale, and which may 
remain unclaimed by the owner after twelve months from the date of sale, shall bo 
credited to the Port Fund. 

4. When any drift, which has fouled and damaged the Madras Pier, is the property 

of several owners, it shall be lawful for the Magistrate to 
Procedure in case of drift make a general order upon all such owners for payment of

The objects contemplated in the Establishment of this Institution are two-fold — first, 
to do honor to the memory of a great and good man, the late Sir Henry M. Lawrence, 
K.c,B. ; second, “ to benefit the children of the European Soldiery, by providing for them 
a refuge, both from the debilitating effects of a tropical climate and the demoralizing 
influence of a Barrack life.” 

The amalgamation of the Madras Military Male Orphan Asylum with the Ootacamund 
Lawrence Asylum was effected in August last, on the completion of the new Buildings, 
at Lovedale. 

The number at present on the rolls are, boys 352 and girls 64. 

The 'salubrity of the situation (which surpasses that of some of the healthiest public 
schools in England) is shown by the diminished percentage of sick in Hospital, and the 
robust appearance and healthy appetite of the children. 

Although the Institution may be said to have been adopted by the State, it is not 
perhaps so generally known that Government has never contemplated doing more than 
furnishing it with a liberal Grantdn-aid. Contributions are earnestly requested that 
the benefit of the Asylum may be more widely extended to a class which has one of the 
strongest claims on British Subjects in India. Four years* annual subscription of 
Rupees 50, or a donation of Rupees 300, gives a title to nominate a child. 

The boys receive such a training as will fit them for usefulness hereafter in various 
lines of life, whilst the girls are employed in such occupations as will tend to qualify 
them to become useful wives and mothers, should they be spared. The clothing and 
most of the in-door work in both branches is done by the children, and native servants 
are dispensed with as much as possible.

An increase in the Tamil congregation having necessitated the enlargement of the 
Chuich in 1804, a Chancel was added with a Vestry, and the Church greatly unproved 
and beautified thiough the exertions of the then Honoiary Secretary, the Rev. S. T. 
Pettigrew, by whom also the very pretty compound wall was built. 

The Mission premises, which are close to the Church, contain a lesidenee for the 
Native Pastor, as well as School-iooms foi boys and girls The present PaBtor, the 
Rev. G. Lazarus, was appointed m August 1870, in succession to the Rev. J. Eleazer. 
He is assisted by a Catechist; and theieaie also a Schoolmaster and Schoolmistress 
attached to the Mission. A Girls’ Boarding School has been established in connection 
with the Mission, and is suppoited entirely by voluntary subsciiptions. 

The Mission has a Branch at Oossoor under the ltev. J. Eleazer, which numbers 50 
souls, most of whom are converts from Heathenism. 

The number of Christians m connection with the Mission in Bangalore is 474, and the 
average attendance on Sundays fiom 150 to 200. 

The salary of the Native Pastor in charge of the Mission is provided by the Venerable 
Society for the Propagation of the Gospel, and the rest of the expenses of the Mission 
are met by local subscriptions and donations.

The Residency House at Chudderghaut 

Is a lofty and spacious mansion situated on the hank of the river Moof.cc, and is built 
after the model of the Government House at, Calcutta. It is enclosed with a high wall 
and protected with gun-bastions at the entrance gates, surround *rt with Office buildings 
and a largo garden. 

Since 1800 a new bridge and grand bazaar, called the “ Afzool Gmif’ and “ Afzoola,” 
in honor of the “ fate" Ni/arn, was built over the Moo.see river, leading fiom the Resi- 
dency to tho city of Hyderabad m a south-western direction. 

Since 1S31 a bridge was built over the same river, leading from the Residency to the 
city of Hyderabad in a south-eastern direction. 

The abovenamed “ Civil -station” is m existence some years prior to 1800 ; but with- 
in the last few years great improvements and additions havo taken place m its general 
appearance by varioiis new buildings, bridges, parks, good roads, lamp posts, and avenues 
of trees lining the road, mile stones, &c.

THE SECRET 0E SUCCESS. 


There are some men who appear born to good fortune, and others whose destiny 
appears to subject them to eternal failure and disaster. The ancients represented 
Fortune as a blind goddess, because she distributed her gifts without disen mm ation ; 
and in more modern times, the belief has been prevalent that the fortunes of a man 
were ruled chiefly by the influences of a planet under which he was born. These 
superstitions, however ridiculous, show at least that the connection between merit and 
success is not always veiy conspicuous, yet it is not therefore the less perpetual, lo 
succeed in the world is of itself a proof of merit ; of a vulgar kind indeed, it may be, 
but a useful kind notwithstanding. We grant, indeed, that those qualities of mind 
which make a man succeed in life, are to a great extent independent of, and ofttimes 
inimical to genius. Nevertheless, numerous illustrious examples might be given of men 
of the highest genius being as worldly-wise as duller mortals. It is the pretenders to 
genius, rather than the possessors of it, who claim the large exemption from those rules 
of prudence which regulate the conduct of ordinary mortals, and array themselves in 
the deformities of genius, in the idea that they constitute its beauties. There are some 
indiscretions, we believe, to which men of a vigorous fancy and keen sensibility are 
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naturally heir, and for which it would be as unjust to condemn them with rigour, as it 
would be to blame one of the cold blooded sons of discretion for being destitute 
of poetic fire. Yet every deviation from prudence is a fault and is not to be imitated, 
though it may sometimes be excused. 

The most important of success is economy ; economy of money and economy of time. 
By economy we do not mean penuriousness, but merely such wholesome thrift as will 
disincline us to spend our time or money without an adequate return either in gain or 
enjoyment. An economical application of time brings leisure and method, and enables 
us to drive our business, instead of our business driving us. Thore is nothing attended 
with results so disastrous as such a miscalculation of our time and means as will 
involve us in perpetual hurry and difficulty. The brightest talents must be ineffective 
under such a pressure, and a life of expedients has no end but penury. Our recipe for 
succeeding in the world, then, is this : work much and spend little. If this advice be 
followed success muat come, unless, indeed, some unwise adventure, or some accident 
against which no human foresight could provide, such as sickness, conflagration, or other 
visitation of Providence, should arrest the progress onwards ; but in the ordinary course 
of human affairs, success will ever wait upon economy, which is the condition by which 
prosperity must be earned. 

Again : make up your mind to accomplish whatever you undertake ; decide upon 
some particular employment ; persevere in it. All difficulties are overcome by diligence 
and assiduity. Note the following : — 

Be not afraid to work with your own hands, and diligently too. “A cat in gloves 
catches no mice.” 

“ He who remains in the mill grinds, not he who goes and comes.” 

Attend to your business, and never trust it to another, 

“ A pot that belongs to many is still stirred and worse boiled.” 

“ Save the pence, and the pounds will take care of themselves.” 

Be abstemious. “ Who dainties love, shall beggars prove.” 

Rise early * “ The sleeping fox catches no poultry.” 

“ Plough deep while sluggards sleep, and you will have corn to sell and keep.” 

Treat every one with respect and civility. “ Everything is gained, and nothing lost, 
by courtesy. “Good manners ensure success.” 

Never anticipate wealth from any other course than labor ; especially never place 
dependence upon becoming the possessor of an inheritance. “ He who runs after a 
shadow has a wearisome race.” 

Above all things nover despair. “ God is wheie He was.” 

“ Heaven helps those who help themselves.” 

Worldly success, however, though universally coveted, can be only desirable in so far 
as it contributes to happiness, and it will contribute to happiness very little uulesB 
there be cultivated a lively bonevolence towards every animated being. “ Happiness,” it 
has beeen finely observed, “ is in the proportion of the number of things we love, and 
the number of things that love us.” To this sentiment we m ost cordially subscribe, 
and we should wish to see it written on the tablet of every heart, and producing its 
fruits of charity. The man, whatever be his fame, or fortune, or intelligence, who 
can treat lightly another’s woe — who is not bound to his fellow men by the magic tie 
of sympathy — deserves, ay, and will obtain, the contempt of human kind. Upon him 
all the gifts of fortune are thrown away. Happiness, he has none ; his life is a dream, 
a mere lethargy, without a throb of human emotion, and he will descend to the grave 
“ unwept, unhououred, and unsung.” Such a fate is not to be envied, and let those 
who are intent upon success remember, that success is nothing without happiness. —

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ASSESSED TAXES. 


Carriages, &c., kept within the town, although owned by persons not residing therein, 
are liable to the tax. Officers doing Regimental duty with regular troops at the 
Presidency, are each allowed to keep 2 horses and a carriage free of tax. No person is 
liable to the payment of the tax who may be in possession of a carriage or animal for 
a period of 60 days only, or less in any half year. In the Mofussil the full amount of 
tax where it obtains is payable for the current half-year within 15 days of becoming 
possessed of a carriage, &c. 

Licenses for Horses, &c , must be obtained and the tax paid half-yearly, within 60 
days from 1st May and 1st November, each year, under a penalty in default. Licenses 
are producible at all reasonable times, under a penalty in default, to the President of 
the Municipal Commission, or any person duly authorized in writing by him to demand 
its production. 

Every cart and other wheeled vehicle without springs, must be registered half-yearly, 
upon such days as the President of tho Municipal Commission may notify, and such fee j 
as he shall fix, not exceeding two Rupees, must be paid for each registration, PersoiiB 
becoming possessed of carts, <fcc., which have not been registered for the then current 
half-year, shall, within fifteen days register the same, if alreaoy registered, they must 
be registered anew on paymeut of a fee not exceeding four Annas. 

These tolls are not payable for licensed carriages and animals, nor for registered carts, 
nor more than once in one period of 24 hours, counting from midnight to midnight. 

License Tax on Professions, Trades and Callings. 

This tax is payable on or before the 1st of June and the 1st of December in each 
year, and every person exercising any of the above leferred to Professions, &c., must 
cause his name to be registered in the Office of the Municipal Commissioners and take 
[ out a certificate of such registration. The certificate will not be granted until the pay- 
ment of the 1st half-yearly instalment of tax. 

Liquor License. 

Every retail dealer in spirituous or intoxicating liquors is bound to cause each separate 
place of business used by him for the sale of such liquors to be registered annually in 
the Office of the Municipal Commissioners, and to take out a separate certificate of 
registration for each such place of business. The tax is payable half-yearly. 

Rates on Houses, Buildings and Lands, 

Are due and payable by the owners, from and after the end of the first quarter of 
the year. Any house of loss annual value than fourteen Rupees is exempt from assess- 
ment if it bo the sole rateable property of tho owner, and on those vacant for 60 con- 
secutive days during any year, a remission of assessment is obtainable, provided notice 
of such vacancy be given to the President of the Municipal Commission. 

Appeals against valuation or measurement and assessment are to be made in the first 
instance to the President of the Commissioners, and ultimately with those against any 
rate, toll or tax, assessed or demanded by the Commissioners to the Magistrates. But 
no appeal will be heard by the latter, unless preferred within thirty days after tfie 
accrual of the cause of complaint, and the amount of the rate or tax has been deposited 
with the Commissioners.

Upon their arrival in Europe, Policy-holders will be entitled to a reduction 
in their premiums corresponding to the difference between the Indian and 
European risk, — such reduction to take effect from the next period of renewal, 
after the receipt by the Office of notice of their arrival. 

No addition to the premium will in any case be made for sea risk, in pass- 
ing from any one part of India (including Ceylon and Singapore) to another ; 
or in passing to or from the Cape of Good Hope, or England, either by the 
Overland or sea route. 

Policies effected by parties on their own lives, and assigned as a bond fide 
security to others, will not be rendered void in the event of death by suicide, 
duelling, or the hands of justice. Claims will become payable within three
